Bur if they be overmoiſt 
they doo wet the Brain thac it becomes weak andfaint'in irs fanttions and performances : Therfore 
_ Drunkards ſleep profoundly from the vapor of the Wine, and the abundance of crudicies tent up 
into the Brain. So Children thac are troubled with the worms are often taken with fleepy dilcaſes 
fromrhe abundance of groſs and thick vapors which ariſe from crude and wateriſh humors. Soin in» 
cemitting Feavers or Ages lomerimes the beginning of the Dileale there is ureliftable ſleep, by 
reaſon ofthe crudeand ſtinking humors which are contamed in the veins, elpecially in the Meleraick

The uſual Cauſe of chis Diſeaſe, is Choller mixed with Flegm, by which humors the Brain is made 
coo moiſt, or it is {welled or intlamed ; trom whence, either che Tumor called Eriſypelas ademato- 
ſum, or edema Eriſypelatoſaem. Bur becaule thole humors are dwertly mixed, {omcimesa greater 
roportion of the one than of another, it comes to pats that the Duteaſes trom themare divers : for it 
Sh ler be chief, : then it isa Delira m, or Dotage, and the fi n fleepeth bur liccle though his 
eyesbe ſhut; but if Flegm prevail, the Parienc doch fleep is lelsdoting, and being railed

Parks in his Third Book, Chap. 28. and 43. talksofa Palley which came ofa Chollerick Chol- 
lick, which is cured by cooling means : and in our time the Chollick of the People of Poitteurs in 
France is very remarkable, tor it turns tor the moſt part intoa Palley ; and all men of underftan- 
ding acknow it coproceed of a Chollerick matter, of which I ſhal ſpeak more at large m my Trea- 
riſe ofthe Chollick. An example is given by Foreſtus in his g7. Obſervation, and his tenth Book, 
of a yong man who hadan extenuation tor want of nourtſhtaent in his Limbs; and when he grew 
worle by hot and dry Medicines, which Phyſicians prelcribed tor hun, was ar laſt reſtored only by 
the taking and applying of moiſtening Medicines. | 

And Reaſon doth cleerly ſhew this : for Choller, Melancholly, or any other Humor falling u 
on the Nerves; if they tall upon chem inwardly, chey may ſtop the wienſible paſſages of che 
Nerves, or if chey tall upon them outwardly, they may to preſs upon chem that they may bring a 
Palſey. Nordo the Reaſons which Rondeletzzs gives to the contrary any way convince z; whenhe 
ſaith, That Choller and Melancholly do rather dry, that: ſotten and mollife the Nerves ; and Chol- 
ler is more likely to produce a Convullion by his ſharpnels and griping,than a Palley : For alchough

doch bring moſt elegantly in his Book of Palpiration, of rrembling and ſhaking, chap. 8. and his 
third Book of Parts affected, chap. 6. and his ſecond Book of the Cauſes of Sympromes, chap. 2. 
and his Comment upon Aphor. 39. Sea. 6. For faith he, while che ſtrings are moiſt and filled with 
humor, as it falls our when the wind is Southernly, chey are ſtrerched, and fo broken ; and when 
they are over dry, as it happens in Northern weather, they are concracted, and alfo broken. So the 
Reins of a Bridle drying coo neer the fire, are contracted when they were betore extended wich roo 
much moiſture : the tame befals the Nerves, which beingeicher coo full ofmoiſture, or coo dry, are 
ſtretched and contradted; and the Mulcles into which chey are uniced, are fo drawn back to their 
principal or original, from whence all the Body hath a Convullion. 

The Mediate Cauſes of a Convullion, which make Replerion and Emprineſs, are divers. And 
firſt the Caules of Repletion are recited by Galen in his Book of Trembling, chap. laſt, cothe increaſe 
of flegm, and inflamation, a waterith Humor flowing tothe Nerves, is fuppoled to ſtretch them un 
their breadth, which muſt needs make them ſhorter. 

But here is a very great ditfhiculry which is propounded by divers Authors, bur is reſolved perfe&< 
Iy and plainly by none : namely, what difference there is berween the cauſe of a Palley, and of a 
Crnraiben, when both come trom a water flowing upon the Nerves : why that matter which makes 

*a Palſey (which 1o fills the Nerves that it ſtops all cheir paſſages or pores, whereby the Animal Spi- 
rits are hindred im their motion) doth not alſo ſtretch the Nerves in breadth, and cauſe alſoa Convul- 
ſion 3 and why che matter cauſing a Convullion, nlling the Nerves, doth nor alto ſtop the p 
and cauſe a Palſey, when contrarily in a Convullion the feeling remaineth, and the parr affected tor 
the moſt part is very much pained ? For the reſolving of this doubr, Authors are much divided ; an 
the moſt ingenious of them all, confeſs that is beyond their capacicy. Moſt witty Awverroes confide- 
ring of this Point, breaks forth in this expreſſion : I world 1 knew the reaſon ( faith he ) why the 
Nerves are extended 1n their breadth, andnot in their length. And preſently after he faith : Knows 
ye that the words of all Phyſitians that vorite of this Symptom& are more proper to Fidlers and 
Singers than to Demonſtrators, or ſuch as ſhould make things plain. And Ingenuous Argenterius 
in his Comment upon the 26. Aphor. Sect. 2. ſpeaks thus : It is not eafie to render a reaſon of all 
things, and eſpecially why Water which is ſaid to be the cauſe of the Palſey,or relolution of Nerves, 
and of the Conwulſion, ſhould ſomtimes bring one, and ſomtimes another, when it is the [ame mat- 
ter, and the ſame parts are affetted, namely, the Nerves ; why ſhould not the ſame Diſeaſe be al- 
waies produced £ Thus Argenterius. The great diſhiculcy of chis macrer hath diſtrafted all Wri- 
ters into divers Opinions, ſo that ſome have- left the Doctrine of Hippocrates and Galen, among 
whor are Awverroes, Eraſtrs, Platerns, Ceſalpinus, Sennertys, and others, whole divers Opinions 
and long Diſputations we cannot attend torepear, for wedelire to be very ſhorr, and lay alide all 
Controverhies, only adhzring to thoſe things which are moſt necetlary for Cure. The Opinion of 
the ſoundeſt Writers, which are unwilling to difſent from Galen, comes to this : That a Convullion 
rs cauſed ofa thick matter, which extenderh he Neryes in cheir breadch, and contraCterh them u1 
their length : and chat a Palley comes of a thin humor which runs through the ſubſtance of the newye, 
and {oftenech it, bur doth not = the pores and patſages. Bur chis doth nor fſatisfiea ſoul that is 
greedy of Truth : For if a chick humor by filling the Nerve, doth ſtretch ic broader, why doth i noe 
allohll its _ and ſtop the in{enſible paflages, and hinder che coming in of the Anunal Spirit ? and 
ſobringa Falley ? and why doth not a Convullion follow a Palſey im proceſs oftume, when a chin 
humor long ſticking upon a part, muſt needsgrow thick, even as the ſerous matrer which makes the 
Arthritis, or Joynt-gout by long continuance upen the part, caufeth the macter which makes the 
ſtone. Others tay that in a Convulfion, only the external part of the Nerve which is Membranous 
and cender, is poſſelied wich the humor ; but in a Palſey, che Internal : bur this giveth leſs {arisfa- 
Gon: For when the Nerves are for the moſt part ſlender, it is not eafteroconceive how the humor 
ſhould only poſſeſs the external part, and not the internal ; or the internal, and northeexternal ;

- Every convulſive motion (as I ſaid the former chapter ) cometh of provocation, which procee- 
derh from thequantity or qualiry ofthe macrer. The quantiry of marter which cauſerh che diſeaſe, 
burdening Nature, ſtirs her upto expel that which is troublelom to her.

The fuſt is that which burrs the 
Brain, in which the Dileaſe is : The ſecond is that which hurts che Brain by conſent from the Sto- 
mach.: The third is when the diſeaſe 1s ſent from other parrs of rhe Body to the head : And theſe 
have their proper names 3 The firſt, as being chief, 1s called Epnlepfia; rhe tecond A > the 
third, Catalepfia : Bur (by Galens leave) that dwilion ts fu ous, and invain is that Epilepty 
which comes from the Sromach ſeparated from thoſe which comes by ſympathy from other parts ; 
when all ought to be called Sympathice, or Epulephies by conſent. Neither is ic ſufficientto ſay char 
an Epilepſy from the Stomach is diſt indt from others, becaule ir is moſt trequenc ſince that which 
comes from the Stomach and Spleen, is as uſual and as frequent, 1fnot more. 

Therefore we divide an Epilepſy intoa Proper one, and one þy Conſent. Again, we ſubdivide 
chat which is by conſent according tothe divers parts trom whence thete ſharp malgnanc vapors 
are ſent ro the Brain, for there is almoſt noparr inthe Body trom which a malignant vapor cannot be 
ſenr. Two Storiesare related by Galen in the place quored; the one of a Boy of thirteen yeers old, 
whoat the firſt had the Epilepſy mn his Leg, after that 1t aſcended inco his Thighand Bowels, and by 
the ſides into the neck til ic came to the head, which at firſt rouch made him nor able ro ſtand 
Another is ofa Youth who in the beginning of his fix perceived as ic werea cold air to afcend. But 
it is remarkable and well known, that an Epileply comes for the moſt part trom the Guts, the mat» 
ter that breeds worms, from the Matrix and other parts, and it 1s confirmed by many Authors. 

Therefure ir is manifeſt from what hath been fad, how Galens Opinion may be detended, who afs 
firms, Thar a proper Epileply comes of an umpertect obſtruction of rhe venericle of che Brain z which 
we cannot debefeo be che conſtant cauſe, as Galen ſeems co grant who lates down no other : but we 
are rather forced toconfels, that it 15 leſs uſual than the reſt. 

Nor do the Arguments bruught __ Galen any way convince, the chief whereofare theſe: * 

Fuſt, As Fernelins faith, 1tan Epileply comes from plenry of Humors, it would come moſt in 
the ſleep, at which cume there is plenty of Humor. Ianſwer, That the humor of which fleep is be 

or, is 1n the fubſtance, nor che Ventricles of the Brain, and therefore doch nor ſtir up the expulſive 
culry which re{idech moſt inthe Veutricles. 

Secondly, Fernelng faith, That becauſean Epilepſy is quickly diffolved, it ſhould rurn into a 
Palliey,asan Apoplexy doth whenche humor 1s caft into the nerves. Ianſwer, That in an Apoplexy, 
by reaion of the weaknels of the expullrve faculty which is oppreſſed by many humors, they are 
into the partsadjoyrang ; but expulsion being ſtronger,and more free in an Epileply,they are ſence ro: 
thole parts which are ordained by Nature for their diſcharge. And it is falſe which Fernelizs laith, 
That an Epilepty never ends tn a Paltey ; for we have ſeena Palley come after ic. And ſometimes Apos 
ac at their ticft coming are turned into Convulsions before chere be a perteCt obſtruction of che 

entricles of the Brain 3 and allo many Epuleptick men die by an Apoplexy when a hicrle obſtruſtj»

The Signs of an Epilepſy approaching, are rwo-fold : Eicher they tignifie rhe firſt coming of che 
Diſeaſe ; or ſome Fitro beat hand, 1he 1ame ſigns ſerve tor both, bur moſt ſurely in chole who 
are actually pollefled therewith, do they ſhew the condicion of it in its return ; for mn thoſe who ne» 
ver had this diſeaſe tormerly, chele ſigns are doubttul for che moſt part, and may declare many head 
diſeaſes; bur all of them cogether may give ſome certainty. 

Theretore al ſigns of anemuent Epulepſy are to be propounded with this admonicion, That al 
ſigns donor meer inal; bur ſome in one, ſome in another, as the cauſes and conſtirucions do differ.

' Vertigo isa falſe Imagination, in which all objedts, andche head ir ſelf ſeem to turn round, 
ſo as the Parienr often talls co the ground, unleis he lay hold on ſome ſtay arhand. 

It may be objected, That in a Vertigo, the Imagination ts not hurt ; for if it were ſo, 

: the Patiencs would think the objects duly curned round ; as men in Madnels and Phrenzy 


which percerverh the error okche Imagination z bur in a Phrenzy, or Melancholly, che Reaſon is hure 
as wel as che Imagination, 

There are two forts of Vertigoes 3 the one ſimple, called in Greek 47&, in which the Sight re- 
mains unhurt : the other is called ex57wwe, or xoridhy&>, a dark Vertigo, i which the Eyes are both 
darkned as it were with fmoak, or a cloud. 

In both kinds the Sigh 15 1omwhat hurt, becauſe the Spirics which uſe to godiredly to the Eyes, 
are moved our of order by che viſive Nerve, by reaſon whereof che Eye doth nor ſo firly enzoy them. 
Bur in a dari Vertigo there is a mare violent Motion of the Spirics, 1o that they come leſs ro the Eyes, 
from whence the tight is darkned or hindred. 

The immediate Caule ofa Vertigo, 15 the circumvolution of the Spirits coming of a vaporous matter 
er wind, which coming into the Ventricles ot the Brain, and Plexus Chorotdes, diſturbs the Spirits, 
and makes chem run round z whence the ſpecies ot the Objects broughr by choſe ſpirits are moved in 
like manner z and to the objects themitlves ſeem tobe moved alto the fame way. Bur here we 
may doubr, ſince a Vertigo is a {ymprom ofa hur: ation, and every action hurt depends immediat= 
ly upon a Dijeate, how the Circunvolution of the Spirits can be che immediate cauſe of a Vertigo, 
when it can be reterred co nokind of Diteale. To which we thus antwer, A Circumvolucion of the 
Spirits, 15 a Diſeaſe in reſpect of Sciruat10n ; for at that cime the Spirits do nor keep that place or po= 
{ictton which chey Naturally oughe, but move preternacurally, and amiſs. And this Antwer hath a 
weighty in{tance : Fora Dijeate isan aftection ofa rrue parr, bur ipirics are not true parts. We 
anſwer, That Axiome is not alwaies, bur ſomimes crue 3 according ro Galen that which is principal 
and hinders the action of its ſelf, is che rue D teaſe: We {ay thar the word Part ought to be caken 
in a larger ſenle, comprehending all chole things which go co the making up of the Body, and whatſo- 
ever hinders the action ot any parr, is calleda Diſeale. Soa yellow color 1n che Eye, hurcs che fighe 
mmedately, and rherefore ic 1s calleda Dileate im number ; 1oa b{rer ſavor in the rongue, and noiſe 
m che Ears, are Dilcafes in number, m regard there is tomthing in chole parrs beſides, which offendeth 
theaCctions. Atrer the fame manner vs the Curcumyolucion of the Spurics, a Dueate in Scituation or

Bur thole Vapors are ſent up from evil humors, not continually without intermiſſion, but by com- 
pals and going abour, and ar a diſtance, namely, as often asthey are raited up by an external caule z 
andthe humors are tuch as ule co produce vapors, namely, Blood, Choller, Flegm, and Melancholly, 
and the watery Humor z becauſe both a cold as well as a hot vapor, may caulea Vertigo; as Galen, 
3+ de loc. affett. chap.

The Sprricsare hurc by deiect m the Nerves, and are weakned ettherc when che Nerves are too cold, 
or are intected with a malignant quality, or obſtrufted or compreſled, 

They grow too cold, eicher from a cold Arr, from ute of cold meats, or much drinking of Water, 
ſwimming often in cold water, and the like. 

They are infected by the ute of Opium, Henbane, Poppy, and rhe vapor of Quick-ſilver, as it is 
ſeen in Gold-{miths, and them which have the French Pox, and have been cured wich che fume of 
Cinnaber. So in malignant Feaverstremblings come alſo ( which are rathes to be accounted Cons 
vuliive Motions ) andalio they cometrom the provocation or irritation of the Nervous parts. 

They are ſtopped not wholly, as in a Palley, but much le{s, but by the ſame cauſe, namely a wa- 
_— humor gently ſprinkled upon the Nerves, which is produced of gluctrony, drunkenneſs, and o= 
ener Laules. 

Laſtly, Trembling may come from compreſſion of the Nerves, when excrementitious humors a= 
bounding 12 the whol Body docomprels the Nerves, and hinder the free paſlage ofthe Animal Spi-

Phrenzy is an Inflamation of che Brain, and its Membranes wich a continual dotape, and a 
a tharp conftanc Feaver. 

By the word Inflamation, we underſtand a true Tumor, which is commonly called a 
contracted Intlamation, coming of Blood out of the Vetlels falling upon the tubſtance of 
che part 3 for the Blood being hoc and Chollerick, and m the Membranes or tubſtance of the Brain, 

cauteth a true Eryſppelas, or an Eryſipelas Phlegmonodes, or Phlegmon Eryſipelatodes. 
By Delirium, or Doting, we underſtand the erring of Reaton, tor we {uppole chat fault cannot 
be in the Imagination alone, withoura tault be in the Reaton, in a Phrenzy»;, wharttoever others think, 
we are led by the Authority of Galen, who in his Book of che Difference of Sympromes, chap. 3. 


his houſe playing, and beleeved that he faw them ſfomcumes ftanding, tomrimes fitting, and cried 
continually that they thould be caſt our ot doors. - And Galen faith, that in him the Imagination 
was hurt without the Realon. Firſt therefore we may lay that T heoph1tys had not a Phenzy ; for 
Galen doth not ſay that he had, bur ſpeaking ofa Deliwium ( which Theophilus had ) therefore it 
was rather Melancholly becauſe rhey fomrunes err in one object, anddifcourle wel concern:ig other : 
{o faith Galen of T heophilus, that he had witdom 1 other chings, both to diſcourſe, and ro know his 
friends. zur we lay furcher ot. T heopbilus that not only his Imagination,bur alſo his Reaton was hurr, 
becauſe he really thought the Fidlers were there,and delired they thould be pur forth : For when the 
Imagination alone is hurt, the Reaſon being nor hurr, ackndwledgeth che error of Imagitation, as in 
a Vertigo, in which the Patient thutks al chings run round, bur Reaton knoweth that it 1s not ſo 11> 
deed, that Imagination doth err. | 
Nor is the Opinion of Erſtachius Radius to be recewed in this caſe, who ſaith, That ir never 
cames co pats that the Imagination ſhould be hurt, the Reaſon being tound, becauie Reaton wor- 
kech upon Phantaims received from the Imagination, and rheretore if toolith Phantalms are offered 
tothe Reaſon, he thinks 1r necefſary that the Underſtanding beholding thoſe toolith faniies, ſhould 
alſo be foolith : And hence Erſrachins gathers, that the Imagination 15not depraved, bur there isa 
meer and ſimple deceir of the tight. We tay that che underſtanding doth run trom one thing ro ano- 
ther, apd is buſied abour thole Species which arexerained in the Memory ; and chough the Fanſie 
prelentsablurdiies rothe Mind, yer the Species bctore received, are ftill recained in the Memory and 
-_- arepreſenced to the Reaſon, it can know and correct thac miſtake of the Fanlie ; namely, it i judg 
*- that thoteabſurd fanſies which are brought to it by a depraved Imagination do neither agree with 
{fime, place, or other circumſtances which {till remain in the Memory, and are known to be true. So 
na Vxrigo, Reaſon beivg in order judgeth chat ic 1s unpo!ſible char Roots, Walls, and Pavements, 
ſhould turn round, and theretore they are tally reprelented to the Imagination. So the Phyloſo- 
pher that was bit wuhg mad dog, and his Imagination began rodecay, going intoa Bath, percewed 
the falſe Image ofa Dog therein 3 bur Reaſon being found reproved the error of his Imagination, and 
made him ſpeak thus z Whar hach a Dog co do ina Bath ? and prelencly he caſt himſelf into the 
\ Bath, by which means he was delivered trom the danger ota Diteale called Hydrophobia, or tear of 
Water. - 
There are two kinds of Phrenzie z namely, a true Phrenzy, which is laid down in the Definition 
above mentioned : Another which is called Paraphbrenitss, or Baſtard Phrenzy. :

Liver, Lungs, and eſpecially the Diapbragma or Midriff, which by Inflamation doth produce a 
Diſeaſe very hike a Phrenzy ; namely, a cont.nual Dorage called Delirium , which comeck to paſs 
by che great content which is berween the Brainand the Diapbragma through the Nerves-that come 
thicher, and by che perperual morion of the Diaphragmaor Midriff, by reaſon wh:reot continual 
vapors are tent to the Brain. =» 

The Caule of a true Phrenzy is Chollerick blood, co which there is joynedallo Excrementitious 
Choller, and his produceth a greater or leſs Phrenzy according to irs divers degrees ; nainely in heat 
and aduition. Soa Pale Choller produceth che mildeſt Phrenzy, and an Aduſt or burnt Choller ftirs 
upa beſtial Phrenzy. 

Bur when che Brain is inflamed, and the Membranes thereof ; the Chollerick blood is our of irs 
Veliels, and ſhed abroad into che {ubſtance of thole parrs : which is done Two wayes, either when 
the Brain is principally affected ; or when it is affected by Sympathy. 

The Bram is primarily atfecred when ic doch immediately yrow hot from an external Cauſe, as 
from che Sun-beams, drink:ng of Wine, Wrath, and che like ; fo that the blood which is contained 
in the veins of the Brain 15 moved and carried our of 1s Veſſels: and chis may come trom a wound, 
or ſtroak, or conrulion of the head : And a Phrenzy {ocoming may be called a primary, or princi- 

al Phrenzy. 
El Bur a inadbey Phrenzy is that which follows burning and malignant Feavers, when a part of that 
humor which cauieth the Dileate, 15 carried co the head. 

Ic followerh many tumes 1n chele Feavers, That Nature being diſturbed by the malignity of the 
Cauſe which maketh the Dileate, ſends ome portion thereof co tome fleſh berween the skin and the 
bone 3 wheice we lee Plureiies, thortnels of Breathings, Squinſeys, Hiparicides, or Inflamations 
from the v ena porta, and orher parts, to follow theſe Feavers : So it thele humors are ſent ro the 
Brain they make a true Phrenzy, aud then the Feaver goes before the Delirium, or doting : But in 
primary Phrenziesa Delirium appears with the Feaver trom the beginning. 

The Signs which declare a Phcenzy tocome arethele, watchings, troubleſome flcep, much talk, 
an urin that is firſt chick, and afrer thin, and pertpicuous z heat ot the head : for thele declare char 
hot matter 15 carried to the head : the eyes are altered becaute ( the brain being hurt ) they want the 
animal ſpuic. There is a pain abour the hinder part of the head, becaule the jugular veins are cars 
zied to that parr and ſend torth the @Hhollerick blood, 

"Thele are che 11gns of a Phrenzy prelenc : a continual doting, becauſe the Erain is alwayes affected: 
rroubletume watcings comung trom the hot diſtemper of the Brain 3 ſeldom and grear violent brea- 
thing, becauſe men mm Phrenzies forget co breath : tor when by torgerfulneſs, or great trouble of the 
mind by many tancies which ate prelented roa doting imagination, and with-draw the animal fpis 

its : Relpirarion, or breathing 15 very teldom, 1t1s made up with the greatnels of the blaſt. 

Moreover, ina Phrenzy there 1s no thirſt, or very hecle; albeit there are ſtrong cauſes of thirſt 
efent, becaule the mind is tick, and che animal fpirits (by reafon the Brain is hurt) do nor lend their 
ns ro the mouth of the ſtomack wher.uncothurſt beiongerh. The Pulle is weak becaule the heart 
ſutfers with the brain : hard; becaule the Membrana is intlamed : quick and oiten z by reaton of 
the greac urging 3 and ſomthing moiſt ; becaule che brain 15 affeRted. Moreover, there is a continual 
Feaver becauſe the intlamatiun of the brain mult of necellity cauſea Feaver. The tongue is rough, 

black, and yellow, by reaton of the Choilerick vapors which dry up its moiſture. | 

An Heetical, or Habirual Phrenzy is known trom Hippocrat. 1. Prorrher. text. 33: by ſmal do» 
ting, aud liccle perceived ; when che ſick donot ſpeak, bur lie ſtill and ſeem to ſleep. 

But a Phrenzy, or Phreniris is di. t1nguuthed from a Paraphrenits in this ; The Dileaſe which pro- 
duceth that, 15:ooner known than a De!:rmem or Doting 3 and by the encreate or diminution of thar 
the Delirizen 15 encreaied or duminithed ; and tomrimes it intermits and is not conſtant. Bur a Pa- 
raphrenits (pringing trom the Inflamation of the Midriff, in which there is a conſtant dor.ing, is di- 
Ringwihed by ocher 1igns. Namely, £ecaulc ina crue Phrenzy there is great and teldom breathmg: 
bur 1n the other, lirtle and ofren. Ltlez becauterhe Draphragma, or Midriff,being inflamed, cans - 
not ealily be extended anddilared. Ofren; tor neceſlicy, that che ſmalneſs might be made good by 
the trequency. Morecver, in a true Phrenzy che voyce 15 high, and the Patieuc cryes our loud 3 in 
the ocher che voice is low, becauſeche inſtrumenc of Breathing is hindered. And laſtly, In the in- 
flamation of the Midrift, rhe Hypocondria aredrawn up (according to Hzppocrates in Coacis) and 
the reaion is, becauſe the Midritt 1s covered beneath with a Membrana coming from the Peritone+ 
= z and theretore when it 1s inflamed, it contracts the Peritoneum, and with it the Hypochons 

ria. 

Laſtly, The Signs ofthe Caules may be known from the predominancy of the Hunior in the who! 

y, and from the manner-ot the Delirium : Fora holler makes a more gentle Phrenzy ; a 
ow Choller make a more violent ; an aduſt Chollet makes che moſt yiolent : Bur Chollerick

The 
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The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is for the moſt part deadly ; for few eſcape in regard a noble part 
of the body is affected wirhagreat Diſeale. 

The greateſt hope of recovery 1s when there is Dotage with laughter, anda decreaſe of Symptoms, 
continuance of ftrengrh ; as alto when after the height ot the Duteate there happenech ſome benetici- 
al evacuation, as ſweat, blood, or looſenels. 

Bur thele ſhew the Diſcale to be deadly. The Tongue quavering, and Hand trembling, 
gnaſhing of Teeth, Convulſion, a great Chilneſs or Cold in che beginning of the Dileate; as 
allo when the Patient pickeththe Wooll or Straws about his bed. Y ou may farther Colle& Death 
to beat hand by a.drop of black blood flowing from the Noftrils, by white ſtools, white and thin 
urine : Foralthete ſignifiea great oppreliion of the Bram, ora flowing of Choller trom the whole 
body to the part affected. | 

For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, rhe blood that flows to the Head muſt be ler forth, and revelled, Þ 
derived, repelled; and intercepted z and that which was there betore muſt be evacuared and difcul- 
ſed. Thediftemper of that part muſt be corrected; the ſtrengeh of it, and of che whole body is to p 
be prelerved. |

In regard of weaknels, it 1san uſual faying among Phylitians, Thar the ſtronger pare 
doalwazs lay their ſuperfluous burden upon the weaker ; as un Common-wealths, the Great Ones 
lay the chiefeſt burden upon the poor Commons, 

Now the weaknels of the parts is either Natural, or Adventitious. A Natural weakneſs comes 
from the ioftneſs and looſnels of the parrs from the Glandles and Lungs, do eaſily entertain defluxi- 
ons: Burt ari Adventitious weaknels, is froma diftemper, or from ſolution of concinuiry. A cold 
diſtemper by weakening the Native heat cauſerh the part co have leſs power to reſiſt the humor flow- 
iguntoic. Andalloa Solution of continuity or wound, makes the part more fic toreceive defluxt- 
ons by its weakneſs; hence arole the uſe of Cauteries or Ifſues, becauſe the part being thereby wea-"* 
kened, the humorsdo flow from other parts untoir. And ſo the Lungs being ulcerated receive the 
kumors from the head, and trom al other parts. 

Among other diſpoſitions for the attracting ofa defluxicn, heat is chiefly to be reckoned ; for 
we may obſerve, chat parts inflamed do plencitully attract humors. $o in a Conſumprion,. many 
humors are drawn from che head tothe lungs, not only by reaion of the ulcer, bur alſo by reaſon of 
theinflamation. Whence Hzppocrates ipeaking ofa Phthilis or Conſumption in his firſt Book of 
Dileaſes, ſaith chus : T he Lungs be-ng inflamed draw humor.s from the whol Body, and eſpecially 
from the Head ;, and the Head being made hot frgm the Body, ſpits forth that thickmatter. 

There are two waies by which che humors are carried from the head into the inferior parts, either 
internal or external : The internal way is when the humor flows from the parts under the Skull, 
chietly from che Vencricles of the Brain, and makes divers diſeaſes and ſympromes according to the 
diverlity of the parrs receiving, of which ſome have peculiar names, according to thole vulgar Verſes

Moreover, Somrimes the humor flows from che Brain with the blood into the veins, whence comes 


the Diſeate called Febris Catarrbalis, when Narure is ſtrongly moved coexpel the ſuperfluous hu= 
mor, and the Spirics being chereby much diſturbed, are inflamed, and caute a Quotidian Feaver : 
hence ir is that a deflux1on is reckoned among the cauſes of a Quoridian Feaver. And alwaies before 
che coming of the Joynt-gour or Intlamation called Erylipelas, fucha Feaver doth proceed. 

The exrernal waies by which che humor flows from the head, are thoſe which are without the skul 
under the skin ; and Fern-l;xs ſuppoſed thar the humors which chietly carried berween the fleſh and 
theskin, alc hough by che continunty ot the Muſcles, Membranes, and Nerves, as alloche Veins and 
Arteries, the humors uſe ro flow into the Eyes, Teeth, Jaws, Neck, Shoulders, Joynts, and other ex= 
rernal parts. 

Beam Mii make difference of Catarrhs, which are theſe : Some are called Ferini, or wild ; 
ſome Suffocaring 3 ſome Epidemical, or common. | 

A wild violenc Catarrh is that which by its ſharpneſs ulceraterh the Lungs, and brings a Cotfump-

A Sutfocating Cararrh, is when the humor flows violently uito the hollow of the Lungs.and is ſtill

Laſtly, -An Epidenucal Cararrh hath a malign quality, and is common among the people, and 

comes from che corrupc1on of che Air. ; 

The Knowledg of this Dileaſe, is from three ſigns : of che Subject, of the Diſeaſe, and of the 


Cauſe. 
The Subje&, or Body apt co fall incoa Cararrh, is known by the ſlender Fabrick of ir, eaſily pier- 


- ced with eigher hot or cold air z as allo by the roo compact Fabrick of ic, which hindereth a free 


tranſpiration : as alſo a weak and cold brain, which cannor diſcuſs the vapors which are tent unto ir, 
or ſuiticiencly concoGt irs own nouriſhment : alſoa hot brain that attracts roo many vapors: allo the 
contrary a&tions of the Stomach and Liver, when one 1s hot and che other cold. 

The Signs which ſhew che Diſeaſe, eirher declare ic ro be coming, or preſent. 

The aforeſaid Canſes ſhewit zobe coming z bur eſpecially, heavineſs in the head, dulneſs ahd 
numbneis of the Sences, long fleep, much ſnorting, a inocry noſe, and more ſpitting than uſual,

The ſigns of a Catarrh preſent are manifeſt, for either the humor flowing from the brains plainly 
ſeen, or cheiwe and pains which it produceth in divers

of cold, palenels of tace, ſweer ſpittle, fowr belchings, ſlimy macrer, or watery, anda genetal fleg» 
matick habit of Body.

Bur that che humor diſtilling is hor, appears by redneſs of the face, churft, falrneſs and ſharpneſs

An external Defluxion is known from an internal, in regard the pain is moreexternal in the for- 
mer, eſpecially under the skin of che crown of che head, where fomrumes you may perceive a foft tus 
mor 3 ofcen a painful combing back of the hawr : and many tunes the humor is felc to tall down upon 
the outward parts with gtear pain, heat or cold. | 

The Prognoſtick of this Ditcaſe is elegantly laid down by Cornelixs Celſus, in thele words : If 
the bumor flovo from the head into the noſe, it is ſmal ;, if into the jaws, it is worſe z, but if upon. the 
Lungs it is worſt of all. Burt Hippocrates ſaith, That a Catarrh is very hard to be concoted in 
thoſe that are very old. 

Where there is a great plenty ofhumors, either from replerion, or from evil Concodtion : there is a 
dangerous Cararch, for it is to be teared left che humor flow tuddenly, and cauie Suffocation, or 
lome other grievous accident. | 

2 Cure ofthis Diſeale is two-fold ; The one is of the Cold, the other of the Hort Cavs + 
rarrh.

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NON HE Diſeaſes of the Eyes are ſo divers, that it is very bard to lay them dowon cleerly 

9 and plainly, and to diſcingiaſp one from the other : which that we may endeavor as 
a much as may be, andcleer up our Treatiſe for Praftice, we will ſo divide them, the 
'v2 Diſeaſes by which the faght is immediately hurt, may firſt be expounded, and after« 
EDO Ro) rards the reſt which happen to the Parts of which the Eyes are Compornded, or 
which are neer unto them, woithout any, or very little hurt :o the ſight. The jight 5s

there be terminated : But if the Objetts come neerer the Eye, the Conus goeth by the Cryſtalline,an 
they are ſeen more obſcurely: Again, If the Cryſtalline lie too low and too far from the Tunicle 
called Uuea, the Objets.s mrſt be neerer to the Eyes, that the Conus or point of the Pyramid may 
come toit : whence 1t appears that Myopua comes no other wayes then from the Cryſtalline lying tos 
low; and ſo this Diſeaſe becometh connatural, and not to be cured. But the affett of Myopia y 
contrary in which the Objet 3 better ſeen ata diſtance; and this happens for the noo in Old 
Men, 1n whom ſome of the portion of the watery Humor vx ſpent, ſo that the Cryſtalline goes to 
the Pupil of the Eye: Farther, By long bolding down of the Head either with Reading, Wri- 

» ting, or otherwiſe, the Cryſtalline Hremor comes by degrees forward: This is demonſtrated by 
theuſe of Spettacles; becauſe that they who have Myopia, or are Prr-blind, ſee beſt poith hollow 
or concave ſpettacles, by which the rayes or beams of the v1ſible ſpecies are diſperſed,vobereby it come 
to paſs, that the Conus of the Pyramss is more long, and ſo that thing which by reaſon of the great 
diſtance could not beſeen, is now plainly perceived ; becauſethe Conus of the Pyramss i extended 
as far as the Cryſtalline, which before ended in the Pupilla, or in the watery Humor, or in the 
white 'Hitmor : On the contrary, Old Men arebelped with Convex Spettacles, by which the beams 
areunited, and the Gonus of the Pyramss is made ſhorter, and ſo things are better perceived whoſe 
Conus before paſſed by the Cryftalline, which was too neer to the Pup, lla. 

NyGaalopia, or Notturna Cxcitas, is when men ſee well enough at day times, at Sun-ſet worſe; 
and at Night not at all : and it comes from the over thickn? of the $þirits, or Humor.r, or Tunicles, 
or the ſtraightneſs of the Prpilla. For in theſe Caſes a greater light # neceſſaryfor true ſught, which 
being wanting, at Sun-ſetting, or at Night by a Candle, they ſee little, or not at all. 

efpertina Acies, is when men ſee worſe by day, and better by night , and this ſomtimes is called 

Bakapin,c we ſee in Hippocrates, 2. Prorrher. bt the Modern Greeks have from long Cuſtom 
ſed the word NyGalopia only for Night blindneſs : it comes fromthe thinneſs of the 5pirats wich 
are ſpread abroad by too much hight : or fron#the enlarging of the Pupilla, by which too much light 
goes into the Eye, and burts the ſight, for a little light at night doth more illuſtrate and ſhine to 
them, than to thoſe who bave the Pupulla enlarged. 

After what manner the ſught #s burt- by diminiſhing, aboliſhing, and depraving, we ſhall lay 
down more plain when voe explain the Diſeaſes of all parts of the Eyes by themſelves. For when 
all the parts of the Eye do conduce to the att1on of it, namely Sight, when any part is diſtefftpered, 
the fight muſt alſo ſuffer. = 

T he Eye is compounded of Tunicles, Humors, and the Optick, Nerwe, for the a#ion of which 
parts, the Animal Spirit doth concar as a principal and univerſal Agent. 

And therefore that we may run through the Diſeaſes of thoſe parts, we nll begin from the. di- 
ſtemper of the wor 9 of the optick, Nerve z next we will proceed to the Diſeaſe of the Humor. 
and Tunicles. *But the faults of the Spirits either depend upon the diftemper of the Brain, and 
dben other Sences are alſo burt ;, or fromthe diſtemper of the Eye it ſelf, which being cured the ſpi- 
rits rec2ive their ancient and due conſtitution, ſo that we need not make a particular trattate 0 
them. Butin curing Diſeaſes of the Eyes, when ſight is hurt, we muſt alwazes mingle thoſe things 
which comfort the viſrve ſpirits with other Medicines.

The chief Dilcaſe whereby the purity thereof is intected, called Glaucoma ( or the changing 
the Cryſtalline Humor into a fiery redneis ) and this happens when the Cryſtalline Humor is made 
chick b , as 1n old people, from ſome drymgand condeuſing caule it is often ſeen. 

This Dulcate is known, by a plam appearance of a thick white abouc the Prpilla, and when al 
objects are apprehended by the Patienc as chrough a cloud or ſmoak. Bur it is hard co diſtinguiſh lon c 
this Diſcale trom a Suffuſion which reprelenteth {ſuch a-whicenets abour the Pupilly : hence ir. B1 
that many Authors do nor diſtinguiſh berweena Glaxcoma anda Suffuſion, Bur chey which culr 
gently obſerve may diſtinguiſh them thus : Ina Suffuſion there isa white in the very Pupilla, aad

Ot what Caule ioever ic cometh, if it be connatural, it is incurable : bur, if ir come from Pal- 
ſey or Convullion ot the afureiaid Mulcles, you may hid out a way of Cure, 1 my Treatue othead 
Diteaſes. 

Finally, Other Depravarions of ſight may come from the inverlion of the Cryſtalline be ic grea- 
ter or leſs ; as when ſtreighr things appear crouked, or when the Objects icem ro te toutded : which 
happened toa certain Phyiitian ( as Sennertys reports) whogomg up « Ladder totakea Book trom 
a ſhelf, and curning his Eyes violently vpwards, {aw alrtuups atterwards turned upwarGs ast..uugh 
men-walked upon their Heads, which c«/'e by che atcractionaud duplacing of the < ry italline. For 
a quarter of a yeer after when again he cur:.c1up lus Eyes violently, ius natural tight recurned, and 
al things appeared im right order. ” 

Hence ic appears hart by a violent morion © the Eye that the Cryſtalline may be difplaced, and 
apgainby the tarne mution be fer right, I ſuppoic that che diſplacing of the Cryftallne was thus, Ic 
was {oinverted that the fore-parrt of 1t ( which 1s more depretied thai; c:'@ other ) was nor right againſt 
the Pupilla;, but rather its {1de which being more round and convex might repreicat the ip<c £5 of the 
Objects inverted, as we may oblerve 1n round Glaties, which diicover the Object uverted ; and 
this 15 rue from the principles of the Oprick art : for ina Medwm that 1s Convex and thick, the tpe- 
aesare tobroken, and as it were croſs-cut, That they which come from the upper parc ot the Ub-= 
ject, do repretent the lower part 3 ar:d toconeranly, but if the inverſion of the Cryſtailine be leſs, 
ſoas borh che dcpreiled part of che Cryſtalline and alio the Convex part thereot, be right agaui:: che 
Pupilla, the Objects may ſeem crooxed. Although thar Depravation of tight whereby Vt-,eCts ſeem 
crooked, may come by other means: namely when any part of the Cryſtalline is mix<d with che 
watery humor then by rea{on of inequality of the Cryſtalline 1n regard of chickrels, rhe 1etraetiuns 
xe divers, which are the Caule of Depravation of ſight whereby things appear crooked. I his may 
be demonſtrated by a clear Example : A ſtaffepur half inco the water, appears crooked tor this 
Cauſe, namely, Theipecies of that part in the water, whenit is carried out ot the water into the air, 
froma thicker roa thinner Medium, 1s broken by the perpendicular ; but that part whuch is in the air 
8not broken, becauſe it deth not paſs through divers Mediums as that which is in the water : Hence 
x comes that the ſtick ſeems crooked. After the ſame manner the ſpecies of the object which-s car- 
nedintothe thicker part of the Cryſtalline is more broken, than that whick is carried ro the thins 
ner, which is 1n 17s natural fare, and not mixed underneath with the watery humor 3 and fo by rea- 
lon of thedivers retraCtions che obje&ts appear crooked. 

Bur ſince Medicines are co no purpoſe, we hal preſcribe none for theſe Diſcales, 
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: CH AP. IY. 
Of the Diſeaſes of the Watery Humor, and eſpecially 
of a Suffuſrn. 


: He Warery Humor is our of its Natural Condicion, when it is diſtempered in quantiry or 
qualicy. When the Diftemper is in quantity ir 15enlarged or diminiſhed, and makes the 
Pup lla be dilated or contracted, which Diteates ſhall be mentioned in their places. When 
the diſtemper is in quality, ir becomes thicker, and chat comes from ano: her Humor mixed with-ic, 
and that is called Sutfulion, which we here ſpeak of. For alchough Galen 1. de Symp. ca. cap. 2. 
ſhewech thar a Suffuitcn may come from the condenſation of the watery humor withour the accels of 
an excrementitious Humor : yec becauſe it happens ſeldom, and 1s known rather by imagination 
than arc, and is alcogether incurable : omitting that, we ſhall ſpeak of chac Suffuſion only 
which cometh from che afflux of another excrement or humor. This scalled in Greek wi yvuc, 
in Latin Suffirf:o, by the Arabians, Water, vulgarly a Catarati. Some Authors would diſtinguiſh 
theie names, and make them fignihe divers torts of this Diſeaſe : They call ic in the beginning (when 
the ſight is only a herle darkened ) a Suffuſion ; bur when at 15 _m__ older, and ſomthing gathered 
into the Pupil appears like water,then they call itonly Aqua,Water : bur when the matter is grown 
chick in the Pupilla, and the ſight almoſt gone, then they call ira Cararact.

Ic looſeth brightnels when ir is grown thicker ; now the Cornea doth grow thick by drineſs, asin 
old men, which 1s mcurable; or by groſs humors faſtened upon ir,which neth ofren un an Oph- 
thalmy ; when either by coo fauch ule of Retolving Medicnes the thinner parts of the humor are 
diffolved, and the thick remain : Or when by an extraordinary uſe of cold Medicines the humors are

Burt Polypus is an Excreſcency of fleſh growing with (mal roots, and (preading and hanging down 
ro the lower part of the Nole, likerthe fiſh called Polypys, trom whence it hath the name. Rb 
calleth ir the Hemorrhoids of the Noe, becauſe like thoſe of the Fundament. This fleth is ſotr, ſoms 
rimes whice, {omtimes red and blew, and it it grow big, it hangeth our ot the Noſe : bur if it grow in 
the higheſt part of the Nole, ic ſomcunes hangerh down to the Pallar, and ſtops the common pallapes, 
and may ealily be ſeen behind che Uvula. In Southernly weather, and at the full Moon, it is much 
{welled. Bur ina Northernly dry time, and at new Moon, it 1s leis. Ir difters from Sarcoma in this; 
Sarcoma groweth chiefly in che loweſt part ot che Noſe, where ut 15 iiihy ; bur Polypus grows in 
thehigheſt part by the Root of the Nole. | 

The Caule of both; is a groſs ſlimy humor coming from the Brain mixed with blood ; ſometimes 
wich melancholly, and then you may fear a Cancer. varcoma 0.cen coupe trom the fupcriluous 
nouriſhment of the Noſe turned into proud fleſh, and chere:ore is more edlily cured. 

The knowledg of theſe Diſeaſes is eaye by what hath been aid, they beugapp..cent co the Eyes, 

The Prognoſtick is thus made :

A Lrhough Neezing come often to ſound men, and uſerh to be ſolighran Aﬀect char ic deſeryerh 
noc chename ot a Symprom z yet ſomrimes it is troubleiom, that ic requireth a Phyſitian : As 
we may reade in Foreftus, Obſ.1 27. Lib.1o. in his Hiſtory of a cercam Maid which had to grievous a 
fic of Nitering trom a ſharp falc Catarrh, chat ſhe had theadvice of many Phylicians. This is con- 
tirmed by the Old Cuſtom of ſaying God bleſs yore ro him chat Neezech 3 which ſome tay came 
from hence, In the time of Gregory the Great there wasan ordinary Dileaſe of Neezing by which the 
Pariencs died z albeir ſome fay that Cuſtom is more ancient. . 

 Sternutation is a {wifr motion of the Brain, wich which the breath is forced our of che Noſe for 
the throwing forch of thingsthar offend : By the Brain we underſtand not only the ſubſtance chere- 
of, bur the whole Body with its Merabranes 3 eſpecually che tore-membranes, which are elpecally 
contracted in this Diſeaſe, which we may gather trom hence, becaute when we hold up che head we 
Neez more ealily ; for then the matter provoking which tor che molt pact is windy and cends natural- 
ly upwards, is more eatily carriedco that parr. : 

Bur the motion which happens in Neezing belongs ro the natural Expullive Faculty of the Brain 
and irs Membranes, according to Galen, 2. de{ymp.cau/.cap.1. Where diſtinguiſhing Neezing from 
Trembling and Palpitation, faich, That Palpitation comes only from a Duleale : Trembling trom 
Narure and a Diſcate : but Neezing trom Nature only. 

But Galen ac the lir{t fight teems rocomradidt himielt 3 whom Cap. 4- of the ſame Book, ſaith, 
Thar a Cough and Neezing are Symproms of the Voluntary Faculey 3. bur ic is no concradiction : 
and Galen cleers himlelf wuely 3 faying, That in Neezing the Anuual Faculty doth concur only fe- 
condarily ; becaule 1a Neezing breath 1s ſent trom the Head and from the Lungs ; yer the Head gives 
thz oxiginal of che motion roche zrealt z for when ic haftaech cofend forch chole things that offend 
inthe Note; it uſeth both wayes ar once to {end forth breach : One way which it maketh by ir ſelf, 
Another way which it makech by che Nerves, deicendinghike long arnis into the breaſt ; whence Ga= 
len, Com. Avb. 51. Seft. 7. ceacherh, That Nezzing comes with ancecedeng inſpiration or caking itt 
of breath when Nacure gachers ic cogerher to make Srernucarian, then the air which forth ot che

Now thele Ulcers are divers, as {ome are {lighter, ſore more dangerous ; ſome are in Children, 
ſamein Men ; fomeare ;oyned wich Intiainarion, tome are without 3; chaie divers degrees are acca» 
ding co the variety of the Humors of which they cone: For they proceed either of Blood, Cholle, 
Fleg, or Melancholly, or Choilec Aduit, which bath nor only a burning, buc often a malignar 
mes 26 and begets evil conditioned Ulcers. ; 

Theie Differeiices are known by ther proper f1gns, for if the Ulcers be Rediſh they come of Blood: 
if Yellow, of holler : 1f Whute, of Flegm : it Livid or Blew, from Melancholly, if they {tink chey 
are foul. 

As for the Prognoſtick.

L once faved a Childs hte ( by Gods alliftance ) of Four Yeersold with one grain of Laudmum, 
when his Jaws.and Tongue were deeply Ulcerated with ſuch an Intlamarion, that he could neither 
take Broth, nor Topicks, the Humors flowing to taſt from his mouth, thar he lay night and day com- 

laining withour any reſt. x 

If the Ulcer be fordid, Firſt waſh it wich che Decoction of Barley, and Honey of Roſes; and in 
Children, with Milk chalybeated, or m which Steel hath been often quenched, mixed with Conterve 
of Rolezz then uſe franger Medicines, and principally Honey ot Foſes above mentioned made a 
little harp with lome drops of Spirit of Vienol : . 

; If theſe wil norgo, yon may ad to the Warers and Decoction above mentioned burnt Allum , the 
Collyruum of Lanfrank and Xgypriacum, m a quantity agreeablero the Diteaſe. 

Laſtly, Ific come trom the French Pux, it wil not be Cured til the Pox be Cured. 


Chap. 6. Of the Relaxation of the Uyula, or 
Falling Down of the Pallate. 


He Relaxation of the Uvula comes froma Rhewm falling from the Brain upon ir, with which 
T there is {omrmes bloud mixed, and chen there is an Inflamarion alto, and this ofren fals 
upon the Tonfils or Spongious Kernels; the Intlamarion whereof thal noc here be rreared of, be« 
aulſe it is Cured by the fame means, with the Inttamation of the Tongue, andot che Ulcers of the 
Kourh. 

A Warteriſh Humor falling upon the Uvula or Collumella, dorh fo moiften, ſoften, and relax it, 

that it wil beexrended to the upper part of che ceſophagus or Wezand, and caufe a Nauteoutnets, 

and the Parient wil ſeem to have tomthing in his Throat which he cannot fwallow down, by which 
may know it withour looking into the mourh. 

The Cure 1s firſt by che Ancecedenr Caule, chat is, by Evacuating the Humors flowing from the 
Head, by Revelling and Deriving them with tuch Medicines as were prefcribed in the Cure of a 
Cararrh. . 

The Chief Topicks are Aftringents and Repellers, ſuch as were preſcribed inthe Cure of the Ul 
cersof the Gums and Jaws, and thal be preicribed inthe Chapter following of the Cure of the An- 
gina, to which afterwards you muſt ad ſome Retolvers and Dryers: And chough the Gargariſms in 
thole Chapters mencioned, are here good, yer when there is no Inflamarion the ute of Pouders is ber- 
ter; for with them che Vvula relaxed is more powerfully dried and Aftringed. 

And therefore, Firſt apply Pomegranac peels poudered, and after mix it with a lictle Pepper :

The Manner of applying this Pouder is codepreſs the Tongue with a Speculum Oris, and then 
blow up (ome poudcr in your Urula ſpoon : do this often tilthe Humor be ipent : The inftrumenc 
mented by Fabricius Hildanus, Obſ. 21. Cent. 2. tsthe beſt for this. 

And it the Uvula relaxed cannot be brought to its former condition by thele means, bur continuerh 
eremded and paintul ; your latt Remedy 1s to cut off a piece thereof : 1n which Operation you muſt 
take ſore Cauticns. The tirſt is from Hippocrates, 3. Progn. Text. 21. where he ſarch, That 
Vanda"s are Cut and Scarrified, and burnt when they are red and ſwoln, but not witbout danger > 
for an Inflamation followeth, and a Flux of Blood ;, but you muſt endeavor to extenuate theſe ac* 
adents by other means at that time : But when the Uwula hangs down, and the loroer part of it 
peater than the bigher,and round, then 1t is Jafe to operate: but it is verter firſt to adminiſter a 7 lye 
| er, 
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ſter, if time will permit. Galen mn his —_— n upon theſe words of Hippocrates, ſaith that 
Uvula inflamed, isnot to be cur off, or {carrified ; bur after the inflamarion 1s gone, ſo that the fp 


rior part is lefſened. Anorher Caution is raken out of Parhes Egineta, hb. 6.cap. 31. you mu 
hot touch the Uvula with an iron to cur it when it 15 livid or blackiſh, that is, when it hath malion; 
in it,and inclineth to be a Cancer. Bur our of the ſame Auchor we have a lawfulnels of the operatiqg. 
when they are long and white, or as Hippocrates faith, imalat therop. We have an Example o 
the good ſuccelsof this operation in,Amatus Lucitanus, Obſ. 65. Cent. 3. upon a Student who hag 
bis Uvula hung down like a thong, long, and wichouc blood in it 3; which when” Medicines could nor 
cure, hecut off, andafter touching the part with a liccle Spirit of Virriol, he cured the Patient. 

The third Caurion is, That you cur not off roo much ; for then the Voyce and Breathing will bs 
hurt according to Galen, 11. de wſie part. cap. 11. and conſumption and death it {elf will enſue y 
often is ſeen un the French Pox. 


Chap. 7. Of Angina, or Quinzze, or Squinzzie. 


He word Angina taken penerally ſignifies every Diſeaſe of the Jaws and Throat, by whi 
breathing and ſwallowing are bites, when chere 1s no defect in the Lungs and Be? 

Andthis is two-fold, a Legitimate and proper Squinzy 3 and a Baſtard, or umproper. 

A Legicimate _ comes froman Inflaniation by which che Muſcles of the Jaws and Throxt 
being {welled, do ſtop and contract the waies of breathing and ſwallowing. This Inflamation doth 
eicher polleſs che Throat or the Jaws, called Pharynx. Both theſe parrs have both incernal and ex 
rernal Muſcles. And though for the moſt part the Pharynx and Larynx, Jaws and Throat, do ſub 
fer inan Angina by reaſon of their neernels, yet one is more affeCted than the other : Hence many 
differences of Symptomes do ariſe, in reſpect whereof Galen in 4. de loc. aff. cap. 5. makes four 
ſorrs of Angina's, which the Grecians before his crime named roo curiouſly. One 1s called Srag 
chen; another Cxnagcben ; the third Paraſunagchen ; and the tourth Paracunagchen. If the 
Inflamacion be in the inward and proper Muſcles of the Larynx, its called Cunagche ; if it bein the 
inward Muſcles of the Pharynx, Sznagche ; it in the outward Mulcles of che Larynx, Taracunag 
che; and if in the outward Mulicles of the Jaws or Pharynx, ut is called Paraſunagche. 

Not only the Muſcles of the Jaws and Throat are tor the moſt part intlamed, as atoreſaid, burak 
ſothe adjacent, and the ourward parc of the Neck, as ſhall be ſaid in the Diagnoſtick and Prog 
noſtick of this Diſeaſe. 

Inall thele kinds of Anging*s, when there is great danger by the difficulcy of ſwallowing, chen 
thole things which are given ule to fly our at che Note, elpecially if they be hquid chings, .which ar 


more hard to be ſwallowed at that time ; becauic they ſpread themſelves abroad, and therefore car. 


not ſo ea(ily becamprehended of che Muicles to be ienc uito the Oeſophagys, which Muſcles cannax 
ſufficiencly contract themſelves by reafon of the inflamacion ; but ſolid nouriſhment being more cor- 

t, need only the ſaperticial action of the Mulcles, and are {wallowed down by a tmal concraQtion 
ofthem. Bur ic ſoprmtumes falls our that ſolid chings are harder,and 1:9uid chings eatier to be ſwallow 
ed, which dependeth upon the diverſity ot the parts affected : For the Mulcles of che Larynx are or- 
dained for to iwallow meat, as wellas for the voyce 3 and when the meat 1: thrown intothe Oeſopbar 
£45, the Larynx is lifred up with the Tongue : Bur tor ro twallow drink we ule the Tongue mot, 
which while it is drawn inwards1c brings the drink trom the Lips to the _ If cherefore che Mul- 
cles that move the Tongue are more affected, it is harder ro {wallow . Bur ifche Mulcles of che 

nx are more hurt, i s harder to {wallow meat. 

Here by the way we muſt mark, that Hippocrates ſomtumes by the word Angina,doth underſtand 
only the inflamation ofthe Larynx, and io1r 1s taken more ſtridtly ; of which chere is an Exampie 
6. Epad. Sect. 8. Text. x. where he {ach thus : Some had intlamarions of their Jaws, fome had An- 
gina*s ; where by the name Angma he underſtands the inflamation of che Mulcles of the Laryix, 
and diftinpuiſheth ic from che intlamaciop of the Jaws. 

' A Baſtard Angina is without a Feaver, and is ewo-told. 
The firſt and moſt ordinary comes of Rhewm falling upon the Jaws and parts neer unto the 


Larynx. 

The other comes from the Luxation of che Vertebra*s of the Neek, by which the paſſace of the 
Guller and Throat, is preſſed and made narrow. 
The Cauſeofa true Angina, as of other inflamations, is either pure blood, or mixed with Chot 
ler, F or Melancholly, which falls upon che patts aforeſaid out of the Branches of the Jugulic 
Veuis, and this is either attracted by the heat or pain of tote parts, or ent from other parts,becauie 
theie parts are weak; looſe, and fir co receivea detluxion, eſpecially if the whol Body abound wid 
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kumors,” or the Head, or the partsneer the Jaws. For whenevil blood abo:mdeth inthe whol Body, 
and is carried unto the Head, it the Brain be ftrong it will not recerve ie, but {ends i: wn by the 
fame Veins into the lower parts 3 hence come divers inflamations as Parorides, or cumors under the 
Ears, Ophehalmies, Angina's, and che like. : 

Yong men are more tubjedt to the Angina, than old, becauſe they have much Chollerick blood, 
and becauſe they are full bodied, and have much blood, etpecally inthe Head, = 

Some Authors ſay chat men are more tubject ro m_—_ than WOormen ; which it ſeems Hippocra-= 
tes obſerved, 6. Epid. Sect. 7. where deicribing an Epidemical Conftirucion, in which Angina's, 
Coughs, and Peripneumoma's,or Inflamations otthe Lungs,were frequenc,}e 21hrmth that teww wo- 
men were fick, and he gives no other reaſon, bur becaule they went lets abroadthio men, and there- 
fore were not {o tubjedt romjuries from che Air. Which Reaton doth nor agree wii!» the univerial 
Propolirion, That women are lets ſubject ro Angina's than men ; bur this may be a true Reaſon, be- 
caute women have colder Blood, a leis Larynx or Wind-pipe, and narrower Veins ct the Throar, 
For which Reaſon thofe parcs do not ſo eafily receive detluxions. | 

The precedent Difeafes may be reduced ro their internal Caules, as contumal, putrid, burning,and 
eſpecially Epidemical Feavers, 1uch as were mentioned by F oreſtus, Obl. 2. Lib. 6. which happened 
in the yeer 1517. at Which time all that were infected had an inflamation of the Jaws, and died 
within fixreen or twenty hours,except chey were kt blood within fx hours. Bur in this Angina the 
Feaver is not Symptomarical, but Efſencial, and pay os 15 {ymprome to ir, becaute parc of the 
matter cauſing the Diſeaſe is fenc to this place 3 for m Epidemical Feavers, Angma”s, Pleureſies, 
Inflamation ofthe Lungs, Dilencertes, and the like do happen, from tome ſecret force and influence 
ofthe Stars, by which tomrimes one part of the Body, and tomtimes another is more aftected. 

Whatfoever can cauſea thux of humars to thee parrs may be reckaned among the external Cauſes 
efchis Diſeate : As Southernly winds, according to Hippocrates, Aph. 16. Set. 3. mtimeofmuch 
rain, many diſeaſes happen, as long Feavers, F luxes otrhe Belly, PucrifaCtions, Falling-ficknelles, 
Apoplexies, and Angina's. Alſo for the producing of this laft, the inequality of weather dorh 
much, when the parts are made loote by hear z and by cold tuddenly coming thereupen, the 
humors are ſenr chirher. A fudden cooling atter heat, and drinking of cold water doch che fame, 
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 orifthe Head be kept roo hor or too cold, 


The firſt Cauſe ota Baſtard Angina, is propounded by H! ppocrater, 4. de itt. rat. in morb. acut. 
text, 39. where he faith, an Angina comes when in Winter and Spring rime much fImy ttegn falls 
from che Head to the Jugular Veins, which obſtructech che paſlages of the Spircs wich us cold 
wmnels. 
There ts another Canſe of a Baſtard Angina giveri by Hzppocrates, 2. Epidem. Sedt. 2. namely, a 
Tumor riling in the Vertebra's of the Neck, and elpecially in chat which 1s called Den, or the ſhaps 
df a Tooth by Hippocrates, by which the Vertebre are drawn inward, and theretore a Cavity a 


| poues in the external par, Now this Tumor either comes trom tlegm, removing by irs encreate c 


ertebya trom its tear, or from blood talling upon the Mulcles, tram whence comes an inflamation by 
which the Mutcles being contracted draw the Vertebra's inward, and then it isa true Angina coming 
fromthe inflamation otthe ſaid Mutcles. There may allo hea Luxation of the Vertebre by a tleg- 
patick humor looſing eheir Nerves, and making them ſlippery berween che Jaynes. And laftly, ic 
may come trom an external Caute, asa fall, or ftroak, as 1n other parts. 

_ An _— is generally known, 'firft by its p ligns, namely, difhculcy of breathing and fwal- 
lowing, when there is no fault in the Breaſt and pat, and when pain 1s felt about the Jaws and 
T : and iqa true Angma, redgels, heat, and a feaver are ſigns.

When the Medzaftinum is inflamed, the Lungs cleave to the ribs, or when ſerous humors floy

the Breaſt, or vapors riſing trom the Stomach, as in che Worms. 

' Wehaveſaidthat natrue Pleuriſie not only the Membrane Pleura, bur alſo the incernal Muſcle 
are inflamed, becauſe it is impoſſible but che Inflamation ot the Membrane ſhould be communicated 
to the contiguous Mulcles. 

Beſides, Others do affirm cha the Lungs are inflamed in every Pleuriſie, and confirm their Opini- 
on by Auchority, Reaſon, and Experience: The Authority uw that of Hippocrates, lib. de loc.in o 
homine, where he ſaith, Thaca Peripneumonia is when both parrs of the Lungs are inflamed ; bu WW 6.

A Chollerick and plencicul vomiring 11 the beginmng ota Pleuritie ſignifieth health rocome : For 
Nature being ealed by that Evacuation of Choller, doth morxeealily overcome the dileale. 

Ifa Peripneumonia comes trom a Pleuritie, 'tis evil 3 Aph. 11. Sect. 7. For it is the tranſlation of 
the marrer oa more noble part. | 

Itthe pain in the Pleuriue, and the Chollerick ſpircing, go away without reaſon, the Patient falls 
mad. Hipp. 3. Prorrbes. For the Choller is carried inco che Head, and then the urine looks thin 
and white. 

A Pleurifie which followeth an old diſeaſe, or is in a body of evil habir, is dangerous. 

Thick bodies uled co exercile, do fooneſt dic of Pleurthes and Peripneumonia's, as Hipp. in Coac. 

And Experience teacherh us that almoſt all the Diggers taken with Pleurilzes, do die thereof : 
Becauſe ſuch ſtrong bodies fall nor tick, but upon tome great caule, and by reaſon of ther thickneſs 
they cannot eaſily twear, ſo chat che dileale cannot breach torth. 

They who ina Pleutitie have much noſe 1n chew Breaſt from che ſpuctle, and their countenance de+ 
jected, with yellownels in chew Eyes, and muſts 3 1 thele death is co be expected, Hipp. in Coac. 

They who in Pleurilies have Chollerick rongues at the firſt, are judged m ſeven dates; bur they 
who have noc much Choller upon their tongue c1l the churd or fourth day, are judged abouc the ninth 


day. 

For the Cure of a Pleureſie, firft the humor cauling it is co be revelled, derwed, and diſcuſſed, and 
if it cannot wholly be ditcufſed, i muſt be digeſted, maturated, and expectorared ; asalio the Fea- 
ver which is commonly effencial roa Pleuriſie, and nor alwaies fympromarucal, is to be cured by pro- 
per Medicines. All which may be done by che following Remedies. 

And firſt you mult ( after a Clytter, it che diteale be nor very violent ) open the Baſilica on che 
fame ide ; bur if be violent, give the Clyſter afterwards. 

You muſt bleed every day c1ll che pain or teaver grow leſs; nay, ſomrimes twice ina day, if the 
Pleucelie be very violent. . 

H:ppocrates in his 2. lib. deratione vittus in acutzs, Text. 10. gave an excellent rule co poſterity 
moſt proficable in practice, That blood be lercill che color ot n change : For it at the tirſt or ſecond 
eune, : appear crude, flegmy, or watery, it is to be continuedevery day, tomrimesewicea day till it 

red or yellowuh. Bur it ic appear red inthe beginning, you muſt bleed {o oiten cill ic become 
Ird or black, for chac will lignifie, that the laſt blood came trom che part affected, or the ne: 
Moy, which is alcered by the part untlamed, and of crude is made red, or of red, black or blew by 
10N. 

Alchough the obſervation of that Rule bring commonly good ſuccels, yet ſormtimes you muſt noc 
expect chat change of color, bur deliſt trum bleeding ; namely, when the ſtrengrh is liccle, or che Pa- 
yea. is of a thin habic of body ealily diilolved, or the weather very hat. And although blood-let- 
ung gexcellenc in che beginningotthe Diteate, yer it ic be omirred, or doneintuikciencly, you may 
apen a Vein after the {eventh, ninth, or elevench day, according to the Example of Hzppocrates, 
who in 3.

Divers Humors do moleſt the Heart, eicher wirh their quantity or quality ; ſo rcomnch Blood 

refing the Veins, Arteries, and Ventricles of the Heart, fo chat they cannot move treely, makes a 
Paipication by hindering motion, which char che Faculty may oppoſe ir moverh more violently. Sg 
Water inthe Pericardium, being 12 great quantity, doth compre:s che ſubſtance of ths Heart and 1s 
VYencricle, 1o thar chey cannor freely dilate themielves. The tame do Humors flowing m abundance 
torh2 Hearc, as it happens fomri:nes in Wounds, Fear, and terror. 

Humors offending 1m quahry, burr the Hearr, if chey be venemous, putrid, corrupt, ſharp, or roo 
bot, eſpecially burnt Choller coming co che Hearr, and provoking ics Expulton.

{o we know that it is from the ſtomach, when there is wanc of Appetite, loathing, vomiting of bat 
Humors, and gnawing at the Stomach. A troubleſom breathing abour the Pancreas or Spleen, or x 
ny other diſeaſe of the Spleen, ſheweththac the matter lurketh chere, trom whencethe vapors fly tg 
the ___ z fo tluppretſion of che Terms, -and Hyfterical firs, declare char ir comes trom th; 
Womb. 

The Water abounding in the Pericarduum is harder tobe known, but we may conjecture, if the 
Pulſe be weak and fainr, and the Patient bemvaneth humſelt, char his heart as it were is {@ncune 
Water, and is ſuffocated, and ifir be conſtant, and he inclineco an Atrophy or Hectick. 

If malignant humors caule ir, there will be great change in the Pulle, a loſs of ſtrengeh, ſomcine 
fainting, and other ſigns of maligniry. 

If it come froma Tumor there is remarkable variety in the Pulſe, and the motion of the Heart x 
different from the natural, very unequal and inordinate, and if che humor be hor, there will be 

eat inflamarian in the Body, great thirſt, difficulty of breathing and fainting will follow with 

cath : but if the Tumor be hard, and in the Pericardium, the diſeale is conſtanc, and the Patient de- 
cayes by degrees withour any manifeſt cauſe: if fleſh, or any more ftolid thing grow to the heart, 
there will be a continual Palpiration from the beginning of the Duleale cothe end of Life. 

Laſtly, You may know when it comes by wane of Spirits, by the precedenc cauſes, which deſtroy- 
ed the Spirits, and by the quick and fmal pulſe, and when ir comes from the leaſt labor or motion, 
Somrunes the like betals chem that are well from walking or other motion, wh a change of Pulie, 
anda reſembling Palpuation. 

The Prognoſtick is to be taken thus : Ir 1s dangerous fromthe hinderance of the motion of the 
Heart, by which Life is preſerved, and ic brings Syncopes and death : For it is a true Obiervationdf 
Galen, Com. Aph. 41. Sect. 2. and 5. de loc. aff. cap. 2. Allchat m youth, or in declining age ar 
troubled wich the Palpitation of the Heart very much, die before they are old ; for the oicen Palpi- 
ration is a ſign that the Viral faculcy was very weak.

Bur beſides choſe R which cakeaway the Cauſe, you muſt uſe thoſe which affwage the 
Sympromes by refreſhing the Hearr, and ſtrengthening ic, and which diſcuſs the vapors which arile 
from melancholly, os crude & wateriſh Humors ; as Cordial Juleps,Opiates, Epithems, & Perfumes, 
which are prelcribed.yy weaknels, and thele that follow.

' A Lthough Weakneſs of Strength doth generally comprehend che hinderance of al Aﬀtions, Autis 


mal, Vital, and Natural; yer more parcicularly i comprehends che Vical which are known 

a Weak Pulſe : yer this Weakaeſs ulerhco be tound 1n al great Dilſcates, in which Naturedoth 

eld or relift che Caule. : 

Therefore as in Palpication the Action of the Heart that is Pullatich is depraved, fo in Wegkneſs 
its diminiſhed. 

Which is the ſame with a Syncope, but ic differs in this, In a Syncope ir is {o litcle chat ic is hardly 

xceived ; but in Weakneſs the Pulle is manifeſt and nor {o hicele. 

Inchis alſo the Animal Faculty is alwaies offended : Hence comes weak motion without hurt of 
the Brain, Nerves, or Muſcles, bur from the defect of Viral Spirics which are no to ſuſhciencly tent 
tothe Head that chey may be made Animal. 

The immediate Cauſe of Weaknels is Defect of the natural hear and fſpiics from which the life 
and ſtrength of the parts do depend. 

And this Detect is inevery parc from the Defect of Vial Spirics, and hear flowing from che 
heart. 

Now the Vical Spiritsare Defective, either becauſe they are not bred many ; or becauſe they are 
diſſipated after they are Bred, or conmm_—_ or Suftocared, as we ſaid ina Syncope, where there is 
this difference, That ina Syncope the Cauies of Defect of Spwirs, do ſuddenly produce their effett ; 
but in Weaknels they operate by degrees. And therefore in Syncopes and Leipothymia al the Vital 
Spirits almoſt, do ſuddenly tail, bur in this there are fewer then ought to be communicated toevery 


"RW When the Natural heat wants nor only adventirious heat, bur allo radical moiſture 
tofeed upon : it this moiſture be wanting and dumnuiſhed, che natural heac muſt be leſs, and the 
ſtrenprh abared. 

Now the Cauſes which hinder the ſpirics from being Generated, or maketh them diſperſe 
themſelves, or Corrupt, or Suffocate chem, are propounded in the Treatite of a Syn- 


cope. 

The Diagnoſis of this Diſeaſe needs no Explication becauſe it is manifeſt, and the Patients do 
complain of cheir Weaknels: Bur the ſigns of the Cauſes were Propounded in the Syncope. 

The Prognoftick depends upon the various diſpoſition of Cauſes, for as they are greater Or leſs, 
there is more or leis danger. 

The Cure of this Diteale is to be direted rotwo things, To the taking away ofche Cauſe,and the 
Reſtauration of the Heart and vial fpirics. | 

The Caules are, almoſt al great Diſcales, in which ether Nature yeilds eo, or refiſterh wich diffi= 
uy, therefore the taking away of the Caule belongs to the Cure ot almoſt al Dileales : which you 
muſt cake from their proper Chapters. 

Bur the ſtrengrhning of che Heart, andreſtoring of the vical ſpiritsare to be here declared ; ſom< 
times to be preferred betore the Cure of the Caule, when death feems to be at hand : bur wemuſt 
Uwayes take heed leaſt when we encreaſe the ſtrengrh we encreate the Caule of the Diſeale : and 
theretore - a hot Diſea(e you muſt uſe more temperace Cordials, bur in a Cold Dileaſe thoſe chac 
ae more hot. 

Firſt then mix Cordials in his nouriſhment, as Confetio Alkermes, or Confectiode Hyacyntho 
mBroths, or with pleatane Wine or Cinnamon Water, if there be great weaknels. 

Boyl alſo between rwo Diſhes a piece of a Leg of Mutton, after . skin and tar taken off; and 
afer that let the Patient dMak che Broth, being ſtrained, at one draughe. Or, 

Take the Fleſh of a Capon after the (ln and fat is taken away, cat it 1n pieces, and pit in 4 
glaſſed Pot well Lacted, and ſet it in Balneo Marie to boyl for frve hours, then let the Patient talg 
Iwo or three þoonfuls of the Liquor in all bis Broths.

Valeriola doth much commend the Juyce taken our of Sheeps Hearts. And Zacutus Lucitany 
confirms it by his Experience, ſaying, That he wich this only Medicine a month continued, cured a 
rich man, who often ſwouned through weaknels of the Vital Faculty, and refolution ofthe Blood 
and Spirits, when many other Medicines had been uled in vain. 

The Juyce is thus taken forth : | | . 

Slit the Heart of a Sheep or Goat in the middle, then waſh it well, and laſt waſh it with Roſe 
Water ; then cur it in ſliees and pur it inaglafſed Vellel with a few Cloves, and no other Liquer, 
And after the Por is well luted, pur it into the Oven ater it is drawn, Gull the Juyce come torth 
Give this to the Patient codrink. 

The Italians uſe Caudles of Yolks of Eggs, Wine, Sugar, and Cinnamon, which is very refto- 
rative. 

Zacutus Lucitanus makes a fine diſh of twenty Yolks of Eggs 3 as you may ſee in the 107. 0h 
ſervation, Lib. 2. of his Admirable Practice. 

You may make Cordial Juleps thus : 

Take of the Water of Bugloſi, Roſes,Jand Orange flowers, of each one ounce : Syrup of Apples 
and Lemmons, of each half an ounce: Confettio Alkermes one dram : Cinnamon Water two 
drams. Mahe a Fulep. 

Or make this tollowing mixture :

Orange Flower Water, of each one pint : great Citrons ſliced three : Cinnamon four ounces:

Ic is diſtinguithed from vomiting, becauſe that which is ſo {ent forth, is contained in the Cavity of 
the Sromach ; and it ts wholly rurnedro throw it our : Bur in Singulcus the macter offending is tixe 
in the Tunicles of the Stomach, theretore 1t doth contract it felt, and ſhakes ics tibres, ro excludey, 
And that we may comprehend loathing allo in this Detinicion, we ay that the expullive mo. ion 
the Stomach. is three waies : For either Nature would tomeumes rite toexpel, and cannot ; or it is 
not ſuſhiciently raiſedco this motion, and then it is Nauſea or loathing: fomrumes it rileth and expe 
leth, and then it is Vomiting : or laſtly, it rileth ro expel, and cannot, and that is Singulcus. 

This is a Convullive Motion, nota Convullion, which is only in the Mulcles, and parcs given to 
voluntary Motion. ; 

The immediate Caules of Singulcus are propuunded by Hpp. Aph. 39. Sect.6. that is, Emyti- 
neſs and Repletion, as ofa Convuliion. Bur Galen and Avicen adathud Caute, namcly, a pro- 
vocation by a {harp matter. Some labor to bring the matcer provoking to a kind of repletion, that 
they may excule Hippocrates. Bur when the matcer 1s plain, we need nor confound and darken the 
evidences of things for Authors words : For what 15 more cleer, chan that Singulcus comes from he 
expulive faculty provoked ? Therefore whatſoever can provoke isthe immediate caule of Singulus 
or Hiccough. But Humors and Vapors offending either 10 quantity or quality may prov« ke te 
Stomach ro expulſion, and ſo replerion and acrimony are rwo diftinCt cautes. tur it 1s no. Cato 


' ſhew how emprcinels makes a Singultus: For lince 1rs Eilence 1s 1n detect, none will tay chat Nature

Bur if Singulcus tollow great Evacuatious, as in thay 
Feavers, and malignant, and purging with Hellebore, ut is 10t 11mply to be atcribuced co the Evacuaty 
on, bur rather roa malignant quality in the Stomach, coming from the Dileaie, or iome Medicine 
taken. 

The Marter cauſing 'Singulcus is either gathered in the Stomach, or ſent from the Liver, Spleen 
Guts, or other parts z or from che whol Body. So ſharp Nourithment, or ſharp Medicines, or thary 
Humors, or gnawing Worms contained un the Stomach, cauſe a Singulrus by propriety : bur intla 
mation of the parts adjacent by water or vapors {ent to the Sromaci, make it by conſent : as allobe- 
cauſe che Tumor, elpecially whenthe Liver is ntlamed, doch compreſs the Stomach by which the ex- 

ive faculty is continually provoked. 'Funally, Humors may be brought trom the whol Body, &« 
tharp humors tothe Stomach, in diſeaſes of the whol Body, as appears in ſharp and malignanc Feavers.

To chis you may adche evil Conformation 
ofthe Porus Cholidochys when ic is not placed intothe Duodenum, bur into the Sromach , whence 
they are catled Pichrochoki Ana, who are often croubled wich Chollerick Vomurs, by reaſon of this 
evil Conformation. Al.othis vomiting cometh by che Periſtaltick motion of the Guts, when the 
are topped in the Chollick, and che humors canor well get torch, bur come upwards allo Worms 
coming up into the Stomach trom che Guts, and pulling the mwward Tunicle thercof, do caufe vomi- 
ring. Andlaſtly, An Tmpoſthame broken 1n the Splee.., Melencery, and ocher parrs of the Abdomen, 
uſerh to cauſe a vomiring of Macter. 

The Conjuntt Cauſes of Vomiting, are them before mentioned, when they come tothe Stomach;

Green Vomiting like Leeks, Verdugreele, asalto blew, black, or ſtinking, is deadly : For ir fgnt- 
fieth that there is abundance of Choller of thole colors : Aud all theſe kinds of Choller uſe to produce 
malignant and deadly ditcaſes. And at there bea ſtink, i ſhews a great corruption of Humors, with 
which Nature cannot long conlift. | 

In acute Feavers, V omicing without mixture of Humors is evil, according to Hipp. 1. Porrher. 
Fora pare Humor 1s not only crude, bur incapable of ConcoCtion, becaule 1t excluderh not only 
the act, but the power of Concoaion. Hippocrates calls every humor that is without mixtue, and 
every Excrement that 1s hot and crude, Acr:ton, becaute ic is bredeither by che detect of tome parr, 
orby reaion rhe watery, ſerous matrer isexhautted by the heat of a Feaver. Therefore i tharp 
Feavers it thews that thzre 15a great inward mftlamation, and tor the moſt parr fuch as Nature can- 
not Conquer. 

As for the Cure : If Vomiting come froma diſeaſe in ſome other part, 4t needs no other Medicines 
than thoie which are agreeable to the diſeate trom whence it comes. 

Bur it it cone from Chollerick, Flegmarick, or Melancholſick Humors which ſtimulate and pro- 
voke the Sromach, ercher by their quantity or quality, you mult chrow out chote Humors by Vomr 
te Med cine.

Vomiting of blood comes oftener trom the Ler and Spleen, than from other parts, and from the 
Spleen than the Liver, becauſe it doth more conſent with che Scomach. For it 15 evident by Anato- 
my, that the great branch of the Gate Vein, or Porta, goeth tothe Spleen, from whick maiy Veins 
are {ent to the Stomach both above and below ; and chele are ſo grear that being diſtended with wind 
orblood, they are as thick asthe middle finger : this we have oblerved in Difſe&tion. Moreover 
the Vas breve being wide as in a tatural ſtare,it doth continually ſend Melancholly inco the Stomach : 
ſo being ina Preternarural ſtate, 1c may tend grear plenty of blood. Bur obſerve here, chat in this 
caſe, that blood is yoided by ſtool as well as vonur, bath becauſe a part thereof which went tothe $tq- 
mach, is {ent downwards, and ayo becauſe the Meferaick Veins are cpen, and ſend blood into the 
Guts, which by its long paflage chrough the Guts groweth black, and comes torth like Tar. 

Theexternal Cautes are, all things that can wound or brute, as allo great heat which cauſeth boy- 
Sage the blood ; hence it 1s thag yong men tothe age of thirty tive, are very ſubject ro vomir blood, 

other bleeding, as alſo great cold by roo much aftridtion may endanger to break the Veins : the 
ſame doth unieaſonable Motion and Labor, unuſual Exerciſe, great hollowing, and the like, which 
more the blood violently in the Veins. 

And finally, Allthe Cauſes ot Blood-ſpitting afore mentioned. For Blood being violently mo- 
ved either in the Veins or Arteries, whether from an external, or an internal Caule, goes 1looneſt to 
thar part which'is weakeſt and moſt fit co receive ir ; and thertore if the Sromach, or the Veins going 
thicher are ſodiſpoſed, there will be vomit ing of Blood rather thanany other way of bleeding. 

The Diagnoftick of this Diſeaſe hieth chiefly in the diſcovery of the part from which the blood

If from the Stomach, the ſcituation of the parr, and the conftant pain and heavineſs thereof will de- 
monſtrace, and there is le{s blood, for the Veins of the Stomachare imal, and it comes with loathing,

It trom the Liver or Spleen there is more plenty of blood, and ſomrimes a tumor or dolor in the 

- Fromthe Liver the blood is redand frothy, from the Spleen it is thick and black. Alſo 
Blood from the Liver pgoes-noſt downwards, becauſe it commonly goes from thence to the Guts 
through che Meſeraicks, and muſt aſcend from them into the Stomach co caule Vomiring, bur it doth 
eaſier deſcend. Contrarily, that which comes from the Spleen, is rather by vomir, becauſe the Veins 
from the Spleen to the Stomach, are ſhorter and narrower. 

Laſtly, If from the ſuppreſſion of the Terms, you may know it from the Woman, and it wil come 
at thoſe cimes which wil be more probable, if there be no diſeaſe in any other part.

When Vomuingceaſeth, to aſtringe the Veins, uſe theſe following :

Chap. 9. Of the Diſeaſe called (bolera. 


His Diſcaſe isa v:olene ſending forth both by Stool, and vomiting coprupr, ſharp, and chollerick 
Humors. ' 

It is called Cholera Apo tes Choles from Choller, as Galen ſhews from che opinion of the Gnidjan 
Phylitians, 2. meth. c.'2. that it comes from yellow Choller and evil humors like ic which is ſent up- 
wards and down-wards. Bur Alexander Tralltanxs, lib. 7. c. 14. wilnot have this Name to be de- 
rived from a Chollerick humor, becaule Chollker is nor alwayes vomued,bur alſo often runes a ſerous 
and Flegmarick Humor;bur u comes rather Apo toon Cholaſtoon trom the lnte{tues which were c.l- 
led Cbolados by the Antients ; becaule theſe Humors come tron the Inceſtines and intrals : ye che 
firſt Erymology is more to be approved, becaule it 1s uſed not only by Galen, but by Hippocrates 
9. epid. text. 19. by Celſus, ib.4. cap. 11. and Awrelians, lib. z. acur. cap. 19. Andalchough a chol- 
ay humor is not alwayes tent forch, yet one hike Choller, ſharp, buing, and corrupt, is alwayes 
voided. 

Some ſay the Stomach isthe part affeted, others the Guts, others both ; but we muſt be of Ga- 
Jen's mind, who faith, 3: de {yrape. caul. cap.2. The part which ts principally affected is the Stomach, 
whoſe expullive Faculty is vehemencly ſtirred up, 1o that it expels the noxwwus humors at boch ori- 
fices. But there is nodoubt bur the Gullec and Gus are ſecondar1ly attected. 

Ther*fore this Aﬀect a Symptome of the expulfive Faculty beg hurt, and vehemently ſtirred 
up, for it cannot depend upon the recencive faculty debilicated, for thenthe humors flow by degrees as 
in Lienteria and Cochaca Patilio : bur we muſt conteis that the Ditcale is more violent it the Reten- 
tive Faculty being weak do not reliſt che expullive. |. 

Mcreover, The Cuncottion is hurt alſo, by which evil bumors are bred in the Stomach which ſtir 
up theexpulſive Faculty : bur this isan Antecedent Cauſe, Hrpp. 4. de vithys ratione in acutis tex- 
tu 104. laies down Twokindsot Choller, the one Moiſt, and the othetDry ; the Moiſt is thac which 
hicherco hath been delcribed, and which is mearit only in this definition as being the more ujual : but 
the Dry is more rare, and ut comes froma windy ſpiru going from the Stomach and Gurs, and griping 
tho(e parts through which.xc patierh. | 

Thete Winds are produced eirher from the fiery heat of the Stomach corrupting the meat and ma- 
king ic ſtinck, or from windy rank meats, and Onyons, Rad'ſhes, and the like. Sennertus addech 
another Cauſe, borrowed from the Hermerical Doctrine, namely, Salt Humors, and Aduft in the 
Hypochondria, ' which grow hoc by che mixcure ofanother humor : For ( {aith he ) as Sales aud he 
Spirics of Salcs mixed wich ſharp Spirits, make abundance of tlatuous Spirits, as appears by che 
mixing of yl of Vicrioland Aqua tortis with Salc of Tartar. Sodoth ir tal out in mans Body, by 
the Conmixcion of a Salc and Aduſt Humor wich other Spirus, there are mary windy Spirits pro- 
duced. | ;

Ic 5s utually anſwered, that they come from the Melen- 
cery, and che places adjacent, and {omrumes from che whol Body, which chough u be probable, yer 
we may tay, Thac Humors corrupted in the Stomach, and parrsneer therro, do tet ocher Humocs 
with their Malignity, andchar Nature is conftramed to fend to che Stomach ahd Guts, as venemous 
Med:cines, Ancunony, Coloquintida, Elaterium, and the like, by corrupting of the good Humors, do 
make an Hypeccatrhalis, or over-purging. | | 

The ſigns of chis Duleale, arean otren and plentiful ſending forth of Chollerick, ſharp, and other 
corrupt Humers by vomiting and ſtool; a gnawing of the Sromach and Gues ;, a twelling with wind, 
pains, thirſt, wich much hear and diſturbance z great Nauſeoulnels, and loathing, which is ſomwhat 
appealed with cold drink, bur pretencly 1s caft torth with hot. The Pulle is fomcimes tmal and un- 
equal z {omtimes with great ſweating, and Convuliion of the Thighs aud Arms, {wooning, coldnets of 
the excream parts, and ocher grievous Symptomes. |

Bur if the Membranes of the Cavity, or the Pylorus be pained, ic is called ſimply Dolor Ventriculi, 
and ſomrimes Colica Ventriculi, eſpecially when ic comes of wind. 

The immediate Cauſe of this pain, is ſolution of Continuity by things ſharp and diſtending, and 
they are chiefly Humors, or Wind ; and fomrimes Worms gnawing the Tunicles. . 

, Sharpand q__ Humors, as green Choller, or black, talc Flegm, corrupt Matter ſent into the 
_— ch from an Impoſthume broken 1n the Liver or Breaſt, and all other ſharp Humors which may 
cauſe pain.

The knowledg of the Humor caus 
ling this pain, is alſo caken from che rime ot ics coming, encreale, and ceſſation. Some are croubled 
molt x9! wr 4 betore meat, and this ſhews that Choller is predominant, which is ſtirred in crime of 
emprinels, and drawn to the Stomach, and made more ſharp. Some are pained preſencly after mear, 
becauſe the raw biting Humors, which before were quier,and fixed coche Tunicles of the Stomach,are 
moved when Meat is taken, or they which were in the bottom of the Stomach, are 
raiſed up, and diſturb the mouth of che Sromach. Others are pained time of ConcoGtion, becaule 
ſharp gnawing vapors arile from the Matter, cauſing the Dileaſe from the hear encrealed in the Sro- 


« mach 1n time of Concottion. Others are pained tour or tive hours atter meat, becaulie ir is corrupted

" Asfor the Prognoftick, 1t 1s molt certain that Cardialgia is more dangerous than any other diſeaſe 
ofthe Stomach by reaſon of che exquilite ſence of the Mouth of rhe Scomach, and its great conſenc 
with principal parts.

Chap. 11. Of the Inflamation , Ulcer, and Im- 
poſthume in the Stomach. 


Lthough al kinds of Tumors may ariſe in the Stomach as wel as other parts, yer we wil ſpeak 
A here only of a Phlegmon or Inflamarion, which is moſt uſual; che other happen teldom,and 
may be Cured by the ſame Mechod with the Tumors of other incernal parts. | 

The Intlamation of che Scomach 15a preternatural Tumor coming of Zlood which is ſent intothe 
(ubſtance of che Sromach and ics Membranes by the Veins derwed from the branches of the Vena 
Porta. 

This Blood is either pureand makes a proper Phlegmon, or mixed wich Choller, Flegm, or Me- 
lancholly, and makesa Phlegmon Eryſipelatous, Oedemarous, or Schirrous. 

The External Caules may be many, alchar inflamethe Blood, as hot meats, wine, or al that can 
drive it coche part 3 as a blow upon che belly, eſpecially when ic is ful ; ro which you may ad things 
that are very tharp and very hor, as Cantharides, ſublimare. 

The ſigns of chis Diſeaſe, called Diagnoſtica, area great Pain, burning, pricking, diſtending and 
beating, reachingrto the back z you may teel a Tumor, and ſomrimes {ee 1c, che ſhoulders are drawn 
downwaids the breathing 1s difficule, as alſo {welling and belching, fomcunes blogd is vomited ; 
there is a moſt burning Feaver, with moſt greivous Sympromes. 

If the Inflamariou be pure only from blood, ir is fomwhar gentler ; bur ifitbe with Choller called 
Erylipelas, there are grewvous Sympromes, and the febris called Lipyria in which che exterior parts 
are cold, and the internal burn, and there 1s an unquenchable thirſt ; ſuch a kind of Feaver uſeth ro 
be in an Eryl1perous mtlamation cf the inteſtines. 

Like to chis Intlamation of the Stomach, is that which is in the upper part of the Liver by which 
the Sromach is covered or mn that parr of the belly which liech upon ic 3 which is only diſtinguiſhed 
by the deadly Sympromes, for then che Stomach hatch the moſt delperate. 

From what hath been faid is ealie to Prognoſtick and to pronounce this Diſeaſe to be for the moſt 

rt deadly. 

Bur chat is moſt Dangerous which is over the whol Scomach, or irs upper parr, or which is like to 
an Erylipetas. 

Galen 3. Prorrhet. ſhews, That much Leathing and Rumbling of the belly, is evil: For ir 
ſhewes that evil Humors do ſtick clole to the Tunicle of the Stomach, and pulthem to provoke Ex- 

ullion, 
s If the Inflamation do not kill, nor is diſperſed, it turns toan Impoſthume, which is known by 
the mitigation of che Pain and the Feaver, while the Tumor remaineth. 

Afcer the Impoſthume 15 broken there remamnethan Ulcer which is known by voiding of Matter by 
Vomit and Scool. 

Bur an Ulcer is produced inthe Stomach, not only from an Impoſthume, bur from other Cauſes 
which we ſhal here reckon up, leaſt we ſeem defective in the Theory. | 

The Caules of Ulcers 1n the Stomach, are either Internal or External. 

The Internalare ſharp Humors bred in the Stomach, or 1enc chither trom other parts, as yellow 
Choller, or black, or talc Flegm. | 

The External are fharp Medicines that Corrode, or Poyſons, and Wounds of the Stomach nar wel 
Cured, which turn into Ulcers as alſo the breach of ſome great Veins which could not wel grow to- 
gecher, after nuuch Vomiting of blood. 

An Ulcer bred mn the Stomach is known chiefly by Matter which is caft forth by Vomit or Syoal, 
to which princ!pal ſign there are others co be added: Firſt there is perceived in the belly a pricking 
painjoyned witi burning, elpecrally when any thing is caken chart 1s ſtrong in quality, eicher ſharp, 
lalr, E lowr, or very hot, or cold : there is alto no Appetite, ſtinking belching, aud a conftanx lin- 
gring Feaver. 


The Prognoſtick is alwayes deadly, except the Ulcer be yery little, and only in the Gn 
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and wichour a Feaver. For the Membrane of the Stomach being ulcerated, beinga Spermarick pare 
will hardly grow rogether again : the Nouriſhment will not be well concoCted ina Stomach il} atfe. 
&ed, bur will be chrown our before concoction, and fo rend the Ulcer. Moreover, Medicines dg 
kiccle good becauſe cienſers which are required for care of Ulcers increaſe pain 3 and dryers which al. 
foace required, are continually hindred by the Mear and Drink, and Chyle, and ocher Humors which 


continually are in a weak Stomach. 
The Cure of the atore ſaid Diſeaſes, is ſeveral. | 

And ficit, the Cure of Inflamarion is to begin with Blood-letring often in both Arms, as the 
ſtrength will endure. Andalch by reaſon of ſwoomng and coldnels of che extream parrs, the 
ſtrength {erm ac tirſt robe impaired, yet becaule it comes trom oppreſſion, it requires evacuation, 
and therefore blood-letring mutt not be dented. - | 

Moreover, the opening of the Hemorrhoids, if the Patient be uſed to that evacuation, doth revel 
Blood from the Stomach. Allo —_— both dry, and with Scarrification to the Shouiders, 
Back, and Butrocks, with Ligatures and Frictions of the extream parcs, and hearing of rhem ( becau « 
they arz uſually cold ) with hot cloathes, and anointing with Oyl of Flowerdeluce, and Spike, and 


other hot thinps are very go2d. 
Wediſallow Purges in chus caſe, becauſe they trouble the Humors, and draw them to the part af- 


fected. 
But Awvicen commends the Decotion of Tamarinds,or halfan ounce of Caſſia diflolved in Wh ey, 
or Endive Water if ut be givenevery day to the ſeventh day, becaule they purge nor by atcracticn, 
- burby mcllitying, mitigate ſharpnels, and affwage pain. Bur it is better 1n the beginning to abſtain 
from all Purges. After the ſeventh day ispaſt, when there appear ſome ſigns of Concoetion and de- 
clination, you may gwea Purge of Rhubarb one dram, wich one fcruple of red Sanders intuled in 
Borrage Warer, adding one ounce ortwo of Syrup of Roſes, that the filch which ſtickerh to the part 


may be brought torth more powerfully. _

Volwulus, or Convoluuiys, becaule the Gurs in this Diſeaſe teem manifeſtly ro be rowled about, and 
robe moved upwards : 1t 1s allo called Fordapſor, becaule the Guts, if you lay your hand on them, 
ſeem robe like a ftrerched or rwiſted cord. 

The Barbarians cal it ©Miſerere met, becauſe it isa miſerable Diſeaſe and commonly deadly, and 
therefore needs divine Commileration. 

This Iliack Patlion is a prepoſterous motion of the Inceſtines, in which the Belly is alwayes 
bound; and the Excrements which thould be carried downwards, are broughc ro the Stomach, and 
caſt our by vomiting. 

Ic is known that the Inteſtines have a natural motion by which che Chylus and Fxces are by de- 

ecs carried downwards, which 1s called Perrſtalticys ; this motion is by the Orbiculac and Tranſe 
yerle Fibres which contract the Inceſtines, and is compared to the morion of Earth-worms which 
move the parts of their bodhes tuccellively. And this motion 1s tomtimes inverred by preternatural 
Cauſes, as when the Fibres of the Inteftines which ought to be contrafted from above down-wards, 
areconcrated upwards ; and whatſoever is in the Gurs1s not {ent towards the Belly but cowards the 
Scomach, and chen is this Iliack Pafſian : We obſerve fomthung like this in Vomiting ; for when che 
Fibres of the Oelophagus concract chemſelves from che upper part cowards the Stomach, the meat is 

ſwallowed down ; bur when by an inverted order they contract themſelves from the part beneach 
upwards, there 15 vomiting. this Periſtalrick inverted motion comes from the vehemenc (turing up of 
the Expultive Faculcy of the Gues, which when it cannot throw down-wards the ſuperfluous Ex- 
crementitious matter, doth by a violent motion caſt it upwards. This motion is fortunes ſo violent, 
that not only Chyle, and Wind, and Excrementxious Humors, but the Fxces alio, and Excrements 
which ſhould be tent out by the Anus are chrown forth by vomuting; So that Clyſters and Suppoliros 
nesalloare inatchc up and vom. ed out : So Matthery de Grad: reports of a Girle of twelve yeers 


old, who in this Diſeaſe tor chree dayes together, did not only vomit ay Dung and Clyfters, bur alſo, 


along Suppoiicory a ſhort time atrer it was ad:niniftred unto her z and when another Suppoſtory 
wastyed to her Thigh, that was prelencly broken off and vomiced up with a piece of the Cheed ac 
it: And when Thudly, a Suppolucory was tyed with four ſtrong Threds as before, that allo was bro- 


ken off and Vomired up with parr ot the Threds: Andat lengrh when the Mother, as delired by che . 


Phyſician, to admituſter another, «was drawn upward with to much violence, that ſhe was conſtrai- 
_ ſuddenly to draw it our leaſt it ſhould be again Vomited up. There are the like ſtories in Aus 
thors, which tor brevity ſake we omur. 

This ſtirring up of che Expulſive Faculty of the Guts comes from divers Cauſes : The chief is Ob- 
ſruftion 3 theretore whatſoever doth ſo violently obſtrut che Gurs that nothing can deſcend, doch 
beger this Dileale : for after the Faculty hach long labored to throw our ſupertiuictes the ordinary 
way,and 1s fruſtrate of her incention ; detiring to tatisfe the neceſliry of exclulion, the takes another 
Courle, and by a Prepo ſterous morion drives them upwards, and vomiceth chem our. 

The Cauies ob ing are hard Dung long recained, groſs vapors gathered in abundance intothe 
Guts and violently diſtending them ; Ilwacicn, and other great Tumors,which wholly ſhuc upthe 
mternal'Cavities of che Gur, and the ciccumvolution of ix, to chat it ts as jt were ried ina knor, which 
often happenech in a Hernia or rupture, and allo in the Chollick, after which often follows chis 
_ becauiſe-che Inteltines being ſtrerched with wind, dorowl together, and fonitumes knis a

In the mean while you truſt apply Fomentations and Linimenes that are Emollient, to the whol 
Belly, and contumethem long; The Paunich of a Gelding warmed in hoc Water, applicd to the 
Belly;isg00d ; bur mollifying Baths are berter; elpecially if they be made of Air only. 

Alſo you may give inwardly the Oylof iweer Almonds either alone with whice Wine. To which 
if the pain be great, you may ad the Syrup of Poppies, as was ſhewed wnche Cure of the Chollick.

If there be no vomicing, you muſt provoke it wich a draught of warm Water with Oyl of Violers, 
for ſothe upper parts will be purged, and che Humors will be revelled from che part affefted. In 
the wholtuue of Cure, you muſt give Juleps and Emullions preſcribed in che laflamation of the 
Stomach. 

Ler his Drink be Barley Water : and in the beginning let him abſtain from all Nouriſhment for 

ewency tour hours, that tome of the Matter may be conlumed; then give him Chicken Broch. This 
Dieale is to be atrended with diligence, for it is for the moſt part deadly, 
- The chiet bulinels 1n the Curegis by abſtinency 3 and this is craken trom the example of thoſe that are 
wounded in the Guts, tor chey are almoſt tamiſhed tor forty dares. Thertore lec men um this diſeaſe 
for four or tive daies, take only thcee {poontuls of Broth every day, chat vomit may be hindered 
which doth encreaſe the Diicate. 

Moreover, Food bringeth no comfort tothe ſick, for it curneth nor to nouriſhment, bur is plain- 
ly corrupted, and che, Chyle which goes from the Scomach inco the Guts, 1s mingled with the ex- 
crements retained, and encreatech vonuring. 

Hemay drink more freely, becaule ic goes more eaſily cothe Liver, and ic may be fit ro oppole the 
Diſeaſe, it ic be well tempered Oxycrate, and in a imal quantity. 

Laſtly, It comes fomtumes bur teldom,from the curxcumvolution ofche Inteſtines ; and this is either 
from W md, which corcureth them z or trom a Hernia called Interocele, or Rupcure. | 

That, which comes trom Wind, is cured by the fame Medicues which Cure the flatulenc Chollick. 
Bur ifatter long ute of th:{e Medicines, the belly will noc be opened, bur all chings caken are vomited 
up, thacthere 1 little hope of healch, the laſt Remedy muſt be uſed, which Hzppocrates propounds 
3-de moybis, namely, 1hat a pair of Smiths Bellows be applied to che Anws, and chat they blow _ 
into his Belly. Then give an Emollienc Clyſter with Troches of Alhandal to bring our the fxces. 
This is good nor only againſt the leos from contorſion of the Incteſtunes, bur in cthac which comes 
froma grievous obſtruction, for by dilating the Guts it takes away che obſtrudtion. Amatus Lifi- 
tanus, Crrat.ult, Cent. 1. ceſtifiech that he cured one deliperate by this means : as allo Epipbanius 
Ferdinandys in his Phylical Hiſtories, Hiſt. 74. reports that che ſon of Fobn Altimar of Naples, 
amoltexpect Phyſician, was ready to die of this Duleale, and taken as it were from the Graves 
mouth by this n.eans. tut Arrreltan dilalloweth ic, becauſe ths wind coming from the Bellows 
may much huce wich its cold. Bur this may be avoided if the Bellows be tilled with wind by che 
tice. 

Pareus alſo propounds another unuſual Medicine, by which he boaſterh that he cured many 
at deaths door, namely, by drinking chree pound of Quick-lilver in Warer alone, tor with ics weight 
«doth untie che-Gur, and open, and ſends down the hard excremencs, which Remedy is comm 
by others, wholay chat it may be taken without harm. :

+ Bur when che Lliack Paſſion comes from che Gurs falling unco the Cods, all the care is to place 
themrighe, which muſt be done by che gencle hand ofa Chirurgion, long fomencing the partaffected, 
fuſt with an Emollienc Decotion, and Relaxing Oyls, giving often Emollienc and Carminacive 
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Clyſters, ſo plac'ngthe Patient that his Head be low, and his Thighs high, for ſome having been hung 
by rhe Heels, were quickly cured. 
Ifche Hernia comes with Inflamation of che Inteſtine, it is cured with a fomentation of cold water, 
If wind ftre:ch the Gue; difculs wha Fomentacion of Spirit of Wine. See the examples of both

Chap. 3. Of eAftrittion, or binding of the Belly. 


Y Aftriction of the Belly, we do not underſtand all kind of ſupreſſion, by which nothing is ler 
B torth downwards, aFin the Heos. - But only a dull and flowdejection, by which the faces 7:14 
reliques of Meat are ſeldom, and nor according to the quantity ot Food thrown torth ; theretore they 
are neceffarily andurated,beraule of their long continuance being dried with hear, and ſome mort. © 
isalwaies drawn from them by the Meferaick, which reach not only co the thin, bur thick Gurs. lt 
is a Symprome of the Expultive faculty diminiſhed, or the retentive encrealed, ard 1t is the caute 
of many diſcales; therfore the Excreta and Retenca are reckoned among the {ix things not Natural, 
which nor keeping the Law of Nature, prodace divers Diſeaſes, 1o-1r being botind, tends vapors ro 
the Head, and produceth Cartarrhs, and other Diſeales of the Brain, diſturbs the Concoction ot the 
Stomach, and the ations of other parts. 

The Cautfes ofthis Sympromearemany : And firft, hardneſs of the fxces, anddrineſs, are not on- 
ly Efﬀfedts, bur alſo Caules otchem, - becauſe being hard, they are moreditncult cabe voxded, anddo 
leſs provoke the expullive Faculcy. They become dryer and harder chietly, and ofteneft trom the 
exceflive heat of the Liver,. which powerfully draws away all the moiſture contained in the Inte- 
ſtines, and leaves the faces dry. - Lhis allo caufed by-violent mction, eſpecially riding : allo. by 
few Excrements through wanteffood, or becauſe they have no acrimony to prick the Inteſtines, as 

XK happens incold Meats3 and whenthe'Cholter doth nor goto the Guts, as we oblerve in the Jaun- 
dice. And laftlyy, Many diſeaſes of the Guts may caute this conftriction, as a cald and dry Diſtem- 
per, Tumors, Obftcuctions, Numbne(s of che Anus, and Palley, and many others. | 

The Signs depend upon the knowledg of the Cauſes, which mutt be raken from their proper 


The hoc diſtemper of the Liver'is tobetaken our of its proper Chapter. Alſo Tumors, and ocjer 
Diſeaſes of the Guts, have their proper Diagnoſis, or ſigns, and tothe external Caules, as lictle Mear, 
or coldne(s thereof, riding, aud the hke, cor by relation ot the Patient, . 

As for the Prognoſtick : The Conftriftion ofche Belly 1s more orleſs dangerous, according as the 
Cauſe is gieacer o1:lefs; Forif itcomeof Inflamarion, or ocher Tumor of che Inceſtines, it is very 
dangerous : but fromother Cautes leſs. It ulerh ro be concumacious and long when it comes tiom 
the fzces.indurare; | and rhencee come often Chollicks, which return after they have been cured, by 
reaſon of the new dryneſs .of che fxces 3 as allo becante though che Belly ſeerns co have been made 
ſufficiently (olubleby purging, and many liquid Excrements are dilcharged, yer there remains ſom» 
crimes many hard Excremeats1n the Guts, which breed new pains, and cannot be taken our, but by 

Clyſtzrsgwenafrer Purging. 

The Cure of chis Diſeaſe depends upon taking away the Cauſes, which are to be taken from their 
proper Chaprers.  Bucbecaute it 1scommonly long, eſpecially when ic depends upon a hot diſtem- 
per ofche Lwer, and drynels of che Gues; and im the mean cime che Belly bound brings many incot- 
veniences. We will fpeak of its Cure by iesfelf, which is generally done by Emollients, and Laxa* 
tives made thus:: Y

Chap. 4. Of Lientery, and Celiack Paſſion. 


Omey a kindofFlux ofthe Pelly, in which che Meat is quickly ſent through the Belly, as ic 
£2 was taken unchanged. Bur inthe Cerhack Paſtion che Meat comes forth crude, and unpertectly 
coucolted, whence it appears that the!e rwo Diteaſes differ only in degrees, ſo thac Lientery is re- 
ferred co che act aboKſhed, and Caliack Paſlion to the act diminiſhed. For although the Meat is 
ſent torch, eicher alrogether unconcodcted, or impertectly concotted, yer thele Diſeaſes are noc co be 
weterred co concoftion hurt, but rather co che recention ;, tor they are either i] concocted, or not at al, 
becaule rhey are quickly ſent forth, and are not long enough retained to be concolted. Hence it is 
collected, chac chough rhis Diteale bereckonedamong the Diſeaſes of the Guts, yer the Stomach is 
much affected, and ſomrumes more than the Inceftines : Hence Galen 6. de loc. aff. cap. 2. faith that 
a Lientery and Cceliack Paſſion come both by fault of the Stomach and Guts. ! 

Many Caules cf theſe Diſeaſes are propounded by Auchors ; all which we may refer co three 
Heads; che cold diſtemper of the Stomach and Liver, the provocation of thole tame parts ; and a 
great debilicy of the retencive taculcy from ſome deadly dueaie. 

The cold diſtemper generateth 'great plenty of tlegmatick and glutinous humors, which covers 
and 4aubs over the wrinkles of the Stomach, 1 that 1x cannot reramn the food. Hence we may ad- 
mirewhy Galen 6. Aph. r. doth fpeak againſt the old Greeks, whocalled this Diſeate Lienteriam, 
or (moothnels ot the Incef ines theretoce, becaule the internal tuperticies, or the Scommach beuig made 

her, doth nor recain che Meat ; whereas the Stomach doth not retain the Mear cila perfect con- 
cottion be made 1o much by the roughne!s of the inward coac, as by an4nnate propriety of afruging. 
For as we mult contels that the principal cauſe o! retention is the faculty ; ſoallomuſt we acknow- 
ledg that the taculcy doth wanrn(truments titly ditpoted, wichout which it cannot at : and cherfore 
ſince the tward Tunicle of the Sromach 1s made ruugh and wrinkled,chat the Meat may be retained in 
the Stomach, 1c is no doube bur ifchat roughneisbe raken away while the wrinktes are filled up with 
flepmy, che retention of the Stomach wil be hurt, lo thac che Food wil flip away unconcofted. The like 
mm the Womb whote inward Tunicle is rough and wrinkled,char it may the betrer retainthe Seed tor 
Conception z bur if ir be covered with glucinous Humors, ic doth net retain, and the Sced __ 
c 


— Tones toxth, whence many W omen are barren. 
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Bur let us note, That if any wil ſtritly examinethis word, he thal find that this Symprome is _ 
ther co be called the Smoothneſs of the Sromach than of rhe Inteſtines : neither doth it com preheng 


al irs {orcs, bur only chat which comes trom Flegma, which becauſe it 1s moſt utual, the reſt have the; 


denomination from 1t. ; ; {47 

The provocation of the Stomach and Guts is by ſharp Humors which by ewiching thoſe parts 5; 
them to ſend them forth roo ſoon, as it is in the Bladder, which being pricked by Acrimony, doth os. 
ren piſs : Hence comes the Strangury, Galen 6. Aph. 1. faith, That by thote tharp humors there j; 
an Ulcerous Dulpolition in che Stomach, as the Aphthz, or Thruth 15 3n che muuth of Chi. 
dren. 

The great imbecillity of the Retentive Faculty in great and deadly Difeaſes often cauſerha Lien- 
tery, as you may ſee in a Dytentery, which when nature is conquered degenerateth uito a Lientery , 
che Stomach being drawn to conſent with the Guts w hich are {oprievoully affected, and its Facyl: tes 
being overchrown 3 {oalſo in Malignant Feavers there happeneth often a Lientery wherby the broth 
as ſoon almoſt as taken is caſt forth unconcoted ; and the tame is when Poytonous and Hurrfyl 
things are taken. : 

There is alſo another Cauſe different from the former,which peculiarly mkes a Ceeliake Paſſi 
namely, The Obſtruction of che Mefaraike Veins which hinder che patlage of che Chylus coche Li. 
ver 3 whence it muſt needs be caſt forch-by the Belly, bur that chis may be, it is necel[ary that al the 
Meſaraick Veias, or the greateſt part of them be ſtopped, as in Chilaren who have the Struma, or 
Kings Evil, whole Melentery is found ful of Glandles, by which che Melaratke Veins are ſtopped: 
and theſe continually have a Chylous and Caliake Flux : They eat much and grow leaner til they 
fal intoa Maraimus. 

Etins and Celſus,and many of their followers, do propound another Cauſe of the Lientery, name- 
ly, A Smooth and Thick Scar in the Gurs remaining ater a loyug Dylentery, by which the mouths of 
the Veins being ſtopped, the diſtribution of Nourithment is hindered, and chence comes a Lientery 
which Cauſe we cannotentertain for then alche Guts ſhould have been Ulceraced, and the Scar in 

them al ſhould ſtop al the meleraiks which 1s not agreeable co realon : becaule ic 1s impotlible that al 
the Guts ſhould be ulcerared, and the man nor die. 

The chief Signs of theſe Sympromes do appear by what is ſaid, for if crude meat and unchanged 
deſcend quickly and often through the Gurs it ſigniherha Lientery z bur it i be ſomewhac changed 
and izem like Chylus 3 ir ſhews a Cceliack Paſſion, 

The Signs of the Cauſes are rhus gathered, 

If Lientery or Coeliake Paſſion come of a cold diftemper and Flegmacick humors, there wil he 
ſows belchings, the excrements of the belly are Flegmarick, chece wil be chirſt and wanc of pain : of 
the Flegm come from the Head, as it ofcen doth, the excremencs are frochy, and the Flux is greater 

after ſleep 3 And there are other Caules whichalcer the Head, and other Signs of a Catarrh. 

If it come from Irrication, or provocation, there is ſomrumes a gnawing in the Stomach, a heat in 
the Hypochondria, there is great thirſt, ſharp excremencs and chollerick. | 

| As for the Prognoftick, Thus, | 
Liencery and Coliack Paſſion laſting long is dangerous, becauſe it catcheth away the nouriſhmene 
from the whol body, from whence comes an Atrophy, or a Drophie : and if it follow great and acute 
Dileaſes, it uſeth to be deadly. 
The Cure of chis Ducafe is to be alcered according to the variety of the Cauſes that produce 


It, 
And Furſt, 

That which cometh from Flegm may be Cured by thoſe Remedies which were propounded for the 
Cure of Want of Appetite comung ot a cold Cauſe z Chuling thoſe things which are moſt Attringent 
to ftay rhe Fux of the Belly. | 

Therefore you muft begin with Purging of the peccant humor with Medicines made of Aloes, Rhu- 
barb, and Myrobalans. 

Clyſters are. here of lictle force, while the Stomach is chiefly diftempered ; excepran immoderate 
Flux do require them : and chen they muſt be Aſtringenc and ſtrengrhening according to che Forms 
which ſhal be propounded an the tollowing Cures. 

After Purgung tuſticiently you mult ſtrengrhen che Sromach wich Opiats, Pouders, Fomencations, 
Plaitters, and other Remedies mentioned in the place above quored, m which ( as 1 aid ) you muft

Chip. 6. Of Dyſenteria, or Dyſentery. 


Dyſentery is an ofceri and bloody loofneſs of the Belly, with pain and torment depending 

upon the ulceration of the Inteſt1nes. 
The wotd Dyſenteria is taken commonly among the Antiehrs for every bloody flux of the Belly : 
but ſtrictly and properly ir is taken only for the bloody flux, winch comes trom an Ulcer in the In- 


reſkines. - : 
TGal. z.de ſymp. cauf. cap. 2. namerh four kinds of bloody fluxes, which he! commonly call Dy+ 
{cnteries. : | 

The firſt is when any part of the Body is cut, or when atry exerciſe is omicred, or any bleeding is 

omitted, as uſual bleeding at the Noſe and Hamorrhoids, that by reaſon whereof che blood aboun- 
ing is {ent by the Meſeraick Veins tothe Inteſtines, and ſo evacuated by che Belly. 

_ ſecond is, when by reaſon of the weaknels of the Liver, Watery blood like that water wherein 

fleſh hath been waſhed, 1s voided ; as it is in the Hepatick or flux of the Liver, of which we ſhal 

hereafter ſpeak. : | 

The third is when Melanchollickand ſhining blood is caſt forth, which by reaſon of the long cont 
nuance in che Liver or Spleen is burnt, and nnixed with Melancholly. Shining fignifiech burning, be- 

' cauſeblood which groweth black by cold doth nor ſhine, bur loterhthar brighcnels or ſplendor which 
it had before. 

The fourth Difference,is when the Patient at fome ſhort diſtance voids blood with Humors or Exy 
crements, With which ſomrimes there is mixed Pus or Macter, and that with pain and tormenr, by 
which we may conclude that there isan Ulcer of the Gues. Andhis is properly called a Dytenery, 
of which only we here difcourle. 

The Internal Caules ofa Dylentery, are ſharp andulcerating Humors, as yellow Choller, green 
like Leeks or Verdegreece, and black ; as allo talc flegm bred in the Head from great heac, or inthe 
Belly by pucretaGtion, and fo brought co the Inteſtines, where cleaving a long tune, ic doth uk 
cerdre. 

Here isa great Doubt ty aroee by Authors z How yellow Choller ina ſhort time ſhould canfe 
a Dyſentery ? Whengreen Choller in a longrime maketh only a Drarrhcea, which never tucnech inco 
a Dylentery, ſince the green 1s made of the yellow by aduſtion, and hath more ſharpnels. 

Mercatys anſwerech , That chere muſt bea clammine(s, by which it may remain long in che 
Gutstocorrode and gnaw them, as wel as a ſharpnels. And therefore it yellow Chuller be tuch, ic 
cauſeth a Dyſentery 3 on the contrary, if green Choller be more fluid, and ftay ks while in che 
Guts, it makes but a ſimple Diarchcea, | 

Sennertys ſaich that this anſwer is probable ; bur ic doth not ſatisfie, becauſe oftentimes there are 
fluxes, in which there is claramineſs with ſharpnels, and yer there is no Dyſentery. And contrary= 
wile, often times there is noclamminets in Chollerick Humors which cauſe a Dytentery, 'and there- 
fore hethinks that the Humors which produce a Dyſentery have a peculiar occult qualicy ,vith which 
the Inte tinesare offended and ulcerated, as the Lungs are with the fiſh Lepus, and the Bladder with 
Cantharides, and no other part. And he proverh that malignant qualicy in that a Dyſentery is conta- 
gtous tor the moſt part, to that the intetons which come trom the vaporsriling from the excrements 
of thole that havea Dyſentery, do only infe& the Gurs of them thatare intected, and not uponother 
parts. The tame happeneth un other Epidemical and infectious Difeates,m whichthe poylondoth go 

only ro ſome peculiar part 3 ſo their Pleureſies, Peripneumonia's,or Impoſttumes inthe ,and 
Squinzies which are inteftious. So the Poyſon of a mad Dog doth only ufedt the Head. This s more 
Cleertobe ſeen in Purging Medicines, which have a peculiar verrue ro move the Humors in che Body, 
andbring chem roche Gucs, which wil noc only, being cakenar the Mouth, purge by ſtool, bur laid 
tothe Navil ate caken by vapor at the Noſe ; ut is probable chat they piercmg into the Veins and 
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Arceries by che Pores of the Skin and extremirie; ot the Veli-ls, do ſtir up motion, and Fermentar; 
on or working in the Humors, becauſect2 bad Humors ace {eparared tr-xn the good, and by prick 
or ſtimulating of Nature, they are driven to the Inteit ines by the torce of the Medicine, ditect oy 
expullive taculcy to thole parts. By che ſame reaſcn, bur atter another manner, do Sudorificks, 
Sweating Medicines, and Diureticks, or ſuch as provoke Urine work the torttier forcing the Hu 
morsto che Skin, thelarcer ro the Bladder. From which we may collett thar the intectiori of ; 
Dylſentery, by what manner or parc {oever it is admitted intothe Body, doth raute a certain ters 
mentation or working in the Humors by giving them a Diſpolirisn like ic lelf ; which being an ee.

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Chap. 8. Of Flaxus Hepaticus, or Flux of the Liver. 


Flux ofche Liver, is that in whuch ſerousand bloody Humors like water wherein fleſh hath 
been wathed, are yoided 

This Dilcale is produced trom the Liver being weak and out of tune ; by reaſon whereof it cannoc 
breed good blond, but rurnech che Chylous Marter into thin and ſerous blood, which becaule ir is 
nor fic co nouriſh, is ſent by Nature 1nco che Jnceſtines, from whence comes this flux of the 
Lixer. 

This weakneſs and diſorder may come from any diſtemper : - For by the exceſs of any of the firſt 
qualities, che narive hear, and ics power to make blood, is dejected. Yer this hath a doubr rung 
trom Experience, becaule we lee often, that great diftempers of che Liver, and excels in the firſt 
qualities, do produce orher diſeaſes, and not this... And again, this flux is many times withonar the 
exceſs of the ticſt qualictes. Thar cherefore che Natuce of this Diſeaſe may: be declared; we muſt 
ſay wich wile Varandeys my Maſter, Theres ſomthing more than an ordinary diitemper forprodu- 
cing of chis diſeate. And ic 1s occulc or hidden, conluming che radical moiſture in the Liver, which: 
alio deſtroyeth the Natural heart. v1 

This evil diſpoſition, and occulc diſtemper may come by burning and ſwooning Feavers by a hot 
diſtemper of the Bowels, which melceth che Oyly tubſtarce by occule corruption, and corruption 
of Humors, by a great coldnelſs from tlegm and Mclancholly abounding, which doth opprels y_ yo 
rupr che Nacural heat 3 and it may come by outward Caules, as great draughes of cold Water,Snow, 
ot Ice, excraordinary eating of raw Sallers, Poyſon, and Medicines that purge too vehemently. B 
drinking of coo muca new W ine, lalc, ſharp, and peppered Meats, and ftrong things which parch the 
ſubſtance ofthe Liver. To theie you may addal other Caules which by roo much cooling or hea» 
ting do diffolve the ſtrengrh and cone or order ofche Liver. 

Hiherco is declared a true and proper flux of the Liver which hath this ſign, there are Liquid and 
ſerous ſtools, like waſhings of tleth, trom che weaknels of the Liver, which cannot ſanguifie or make 
blood well, or from a malignanc diſtemper which {poileth che Natural heat and moiſture. 

There 1s alto a baſtard flux of the Liver, which comes of a ſimple diſtemper without any faulc of 
the radical moiſture ; by which diſtemper the faculcy is not hurt, bur the work hindered, ſo tha 
inſtead of pure blood, there comes unpure and corrupt, or the good turns into evil, when ina true 
ofthe Liver chere is never any good blood in the Lyver. 

The Blood is corrupted, either by the mixture ot Choller, or Melancholly, or ſome other impure 
Matter, or from its coo long ſtaying the Liver, and che parts adjacent, by which ic is made thicker 
or burnc, or rotteth ; or trom the tault of the Spleen, which doth aot ſuck away the droflie blood ;

The Signs of the Caules are known by their proper Characters: For if the weakneſs of the Liver 
come trom a hor diſtemper, there went a burning and conſuming Feaver befure, or there is green vo- 
mics or ſtools, thirſt, anda Feaver, foulneſs of Body, and want of apperice,and ſtinking Evacuations ; 
but if it come from a cold cauſe, che ſtools are lels ſtinking, neicher 1s chere thirſt or conſumption z 
the whol Body is colder and blewith. 

Somrimes there comes a Feaver from che putrefaCtion of Humors, which changeth the ſaid ſymp= 
tomes; bur you muſt examine the Caules atore gouig, which will declare both diſtempers. Allo 
in this cold diftemper the Pariencs deſire nuach ſtrong Wine. |

Chap. 9. Of the Worms. 


Lrhough Worms breed in divers parts of the Body, yet becauſe they are more uſual inthe Gut 
than in ocher parts , therefore we wil ſpeak only of thole. 

By ſome it is queſtioned, to what kind of Dileaſechac is preternatural the Worms are to be refer- 
ed? Bur wecan take away al occaſion of doubring, by ſaying that afcer a divers conſideration 
may reter roall kinds of Diteaſes ; for as they prick and pull the Gurs, or obſtrutt them, and 
duce other dilcales, they may be ſaid to be cautes of difeates. Bur as they are ſubſtances ro 
thule which ought naturally to be conrained in the Gurs, they are reckoned by Gaten in the mumber 
of thoſe Diteaſes which are in the number encrealed wholly againſt Nacure, as theſtone alſo: And 
hſtly, as they are ſent out preternaturally by the belly, or the mouth, they dre tobe reterredro- the

Galen in his Comment upon che Aphoriſms, Aph. 26. Set. g. propounds three kinds of Worms :

Bu chis Reconcthation wil nothold, becaufe according roche axiome in Phyſicks it is the pro- 
perty of the ſame thing to {poſe the marcer and bring in the form, ' and therefore-che preparation of

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che matter, and the incrodudGion of the torm, ought to be from the ſame agent ; beſides, Worms breed 
in Carkafles where there is no native hear, we may 1ay that the heat which is putrid, in re'pect of the

ome or theoreme, That nothing can beget a thing more Noble chan ic ſelf ; and cheretore hear is nor 
the chief agent in breeding of Worms which are m the przxdicamenc ot ſubſtance, 'and heat is but an 
accident ; and whatſoever is ſpoken ot the Sun, the torm of a Worm 1s more Noble than the formof 
the Sun,becaule it is the formofa ling Creature z and that of the Sun 1s Forma mixta,or the form 
of a mixed body only : This Doubt brings us mco that large and weighty Diſpurarion of an Aqui- 
vocal Generation, in the Circuit whereof very excellenc Philotophers have Writ whol Volumns, to 
which we (end our Readey, and chietly ro Fortzunius Licetus his Book of the Spontaneous Generg- 
tion of Living Creatures : Let ic tutiicein this place ro ſay chat many of ther Opinionsare broughe 
cothis, They believe Seeds of many things tobe in divers Subſtances, which according rotheir 
divers Changings, come to light ; evenasthe matter 15 more or leſs di{poled by putrefaction, or ocher 
alrggarion to recewe this or that torm : andthe Seed which is more agreeable co that Diſpolition is 
brought into a, and bringeth inco the marcer a form proper cons telf.

The material Cauleof Worms is commonly ſweet Flegm which groweth putrid, by which ic gers 
a Dupotitionto be curned inro Worms ; but we rhink it no wayes neceſlary,chat food which wil breed 
Worms, ſhould be nrſt curned into Flegm : For Worms may breed of ther immediately being 
purrihed, as we ſee in Fleſh, _heeie, Cheunuts, Apples, Pears, Cherries, and other Fruits which 
bring torth Worms by being patrified : So ic is 11 our bodies, elpecially in Children which are given 
to Glurceny and eat the aforeiaid things,and rake new commonly betore the old is Concocted.

The Cauſes of this Diſtemper are Hot Weather, inumoderare Exerciſe, much Anger, and ocher 
adm reap mbncwceev, and eſpecially hor nouriſhment, and Phyſick, or things Spiced, a pure and 
ng Wine drunken plencifully : To theſe you may ad che Hear of the Parr adjacent as in ſtrong 
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The Signs ofa Hot Diſtemper of the Liver, are Loathing of Meac, eſpecially Fleſh 3 Thirſt, bin- 
ding of the Belly, vehement heat in the whol body, eſpecially in the palms of che hands and toles of 
the teer 3 leannels of che whol body, the Parien 1s worle tor hoc things, and betcer for eald : and if 
chere be plenty of hot Humors, chere wil {omrimes be Vomiting and purging of Choller ; there is a 
biccernels in the mouth, and for che moſt part a Feaver.

ſyrup of Roſes one ounce : make a Potion, give it in the morning with due cuſtody. | 

For the finer ſurt of People you may make Clarified Potions which are lately invented, which are 
inform of a Julep, bur ſomwhart unpleaſant co the calte, and in them there is preſcribed a double 
quantity of Purging Medicines becaute the much ſtrengrh of chem 1s loſt in the Clarifying, ſo that 
they do ſeldam work upon ſtrong bodies ; eſpecially in a dry Country where the Humors are leſs 
flowing and nor ſo obedient to purges 3 bur in moiſt Countries, theſe kind of Medicines work ſucce(s 


fully.

Chap. 2. Of the Inflamation, Impoſthume, and 
Ulcer of the Liver. 


He Inflamation of the Liver, is a hot Tumor ariſing from Bluod, which is out of its Veſlels, and 
ſent inco the tubſtance chereot, 

Andes the Blood ts exther pure, or mixed with other Humors, ſo doch ic produce divers kinds of 
Tumges, For if it be pure, u makes a true Phlegmon; buc if jc be mixed wich Choller, Flegm, or 
Melancholly, 1t produceth an Ery{ipelous, Oedematous, or Schirrous Phlegmon. And if the ſaid 
Humors ate over the Blood, - there is a Phlegnonous Eryſipelas, oedema, and ſchirrus. 

There 1sanother difference in reſpedt of the place m which the Inflamation is ; iu is either in che 

ibbous part, or Caviy ofthe Liver. Which is thus to be underſtood according to Galen, 5. de 
Pocis,aff cap. 7. An Inflamation cannot be in eicher pare of the Liver diſtin, ſo that the other ſhal 
be free, hecaule the fleth in che part is contained in all parts, and therefore when one parr ſuffereth, 
theather alio tufferech in Lome mcaſure. 

Maorebuer, That which Galen taught-13, Mech. Cap. 14. is worth obſervation : When the hollow 
part of the Liver is offended, it 15 necellary that the Inflamation reach to the Veins of the Metencery, 
whichcome fram che Gate Vein. And Experience teacheth chat they who have died of this Infla- 
Wayon have had, nctonly an Impoſthume in the Liver, buralſo in che Meſencery. | 

. VVe muſt alto obſerve from Hippocrates, Aph. 45, SeRt.7. That an Impoſthume ſoratimes is n= 
ly in the Membrane which covereth the Liver, and ſomcimes in che ſubſtance, or Parenchyma of 
«: Far (faith he) they whobave a bot Liver ſppurated, if pure white _ or matter flow 
from thence, doeſcape ; for it is contained in the Tunicle : But if it be like Lees of Oyl, they die. 
Galen in his Comment, ſaith thus : They who bave matter jn the Timicle of their Liver, and the 
ſubſtance not ſuffering, do all eſcape : but they who are corrupted inthe very fleſhy furbſtance of the 
Liner, be; and there is goodreaſon to be given why they do. 

The immediate Caules of this Dyſeale are, too much Blood, or che boyling heat, rhinneſs, and 
ſharpacks ofthe fame; oc che motionand ſturing of it in the Veins z from whence bythe atoceſaid 
Caules, itis eafily chrowu inco thole pares which are moſt fic co receiveir. The Liver is moſt fitto 
receive blood abounding when irisco0 hot, or hath any pain, for heat and pain do artraet, or it it 
have any Natural or advencitious weakne(s : For all parts that are burdened wich any Humor, do 
dsburden themſelves upon the weakeſt. Among theſs Cauſes may reckon the obſtruction of - 
&e Liver, by which the chick Humors are recained, andare inflamed by a Precernatural heat. 


The 
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The External Cauſes may be many, as tco much hear af the body from immoderate Excerci{e 
the Sun, or fire : but Meats ſharpand ſpiced, immoderate taking of rwo much ſtroug Wine, tog 
much Letchery, Fear, a Stroak or Fall upon the Liver tide, alſo hot Medicines applyed withour 
rea{on thereto ; as Fabricius Hildanus reports of one who having a cold diſtemper of the Stomach 
had Emplaiſters and hot Oynrments of Pepper, Cardamons, Oylot Cloves, and the like applyed to 
him, by which means the Inflamation of the Liver was encreaſed : for the Liver covereth the Sto- 
mach, and the Medicines which are applied cothe Stomach, do firſt couch the Liver wich their Ver- 
rue. | 

Cupping Glaſſes applied co the Region of che Liver wil do the ſame, of which Fabricius Hilda- 
nus brings an D—— concerning one who bled at the Neſe, ro whom he yrs great Cuppmng 
Glaſſes upon the Region of the Liver which ſtayed the blood ; bur a great Intiamarion of che Liver 
followed. | 

The Signs of this Diſcaſe are many according to Galen and other Authors, which we ſhal lay down 
ſeverally, becauſe many errors are commicred m the diſcovery thereot. 

The Furſt Sign is Heavinels in the right Hypochondrion which comes from che Repletion and Dj- 
ſtencion of che Liver z becauſe being of is own nature large and very compact, if it be filled with 
much Humor it wil grow very heavy : which the Patient apprehends when he curneth trom one ſide 
to the other. 

The Second Sign is Pain, which ſomtumes is perceived in one place, ſomtimes in two or three: in 
the Region of Lion there is a weighty Pain z fomrimes it 15 very extending in the lower Ribs 
whenrthe Inflamation reacheth to ES of the Liver which are faſtned co the Ribs : ſomtimes 
the Pain is communicated tothe Throar, by the continuation of the Membranes, which have content 
with the Membrane which covers the Liver. 

The Third Sign is a Feaver, which is commonly at night, and 1s more or leſs ſharp according tothe 
Humor offending : forin a Chollerick Inflamation ic is moſt burning ; bur in a Flegmatick, gentle; 

and ina Sanguine Inflamation, moderate between both. 

" The Fourth Sign is Difficulry of Breathing , becaule the Liver is tyed co the Diaphragma, or 
Midriff ; and theretore by its weight forceth it downwards,as allo prefleth it with greatnels and twel- 

ing; ſotharboth wayes the free motion of the Diaphragma is hindered. 
atoreſaid Signs are Univerial or proper to "7 ethe Diſeaſe : there are many other equivo- 
cal Signs, which allo do much avail tothe knowledge of the Diſeaſe : As a dry Cough, a hard Pulls 
and like a Saw : the colour of the T firſt red.,and then black : great Loathing ofmeat: 
enchable Thurſt : yomicingof Choller, and fomrimes of Flegm : a Colour of the whel 
cending tothe Jaundice, yellowiſh : red and flaming Urin, which is : when the Patienc 
lieth with his faceupwards, he 1s more ateafe than when he herh on either ſide ; becauſe when he 
Hieth upon the right tide che Liver is preſſed upon by the Stomach 3 when he liech upon the left, it is 
na Oo own weight, hanging down ; the Belly is bound, by reaſon of the Heat which con- 
ſumeth al che moiſture of the Chylus matter : Somrimes it is looſe, namely, when a great weakneis 
of the Liver ij with the 1n tion z for then the Excrements are ſent forth moiſt like che 

Water wherein Fleſh harh been waſhed. | 
_ © TheSignsof the Differences are thele ; If the Gibbous or Convex part of the Liver be affected, 
there 8alumor to be felt mthe right Hypochondrion,and & makes the of the Liver likea half 
Moon : there is great pain in the Breathing, and it reacheth tothe righe fide of che Throat, ſo that ic 
leemerh to be pulled down : There is a greater: Cough and Dithculcy of Breathing, and greater

| Burif the Hollow part of the Liver be affeGted, the Tumor is nor ſo eaſily felt; bur becauſeas I 
have ſaid, one part of the Liver cannot be inflamed, bur the other muſt alſo fuffer ; when the part is 
.. couched and preſſed down, fome pain is perceived. 

Moreover, Becauſe this part lieth upon the Stomach, there is a greater loathing of Meac, vomicing, 
thirſt, and looſnels of che , from the food corrupted in the Sromach which is diſtempered by che 
neernels ofthe Liver to ir. 

The Signs of the Cauſes are theſe, 
If che In upto cone frm pure Blood, there eithera perfet Red or duskiſh colour in the 
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- Inthe Inflamation of the Muſcles of the Abdomen, theskin is ſo exzended thar if you lay hold of 
it You cannot move it; the humors ofthe ſtreighr Muſcles are long and over che whol belly compre- 
hending the Navel : and che mnflamation of other Mulcles IS 1N rhe toum of chem. - On che CONary, 
the [n{lamarion of che Liver is in the ſhape of theparc affected ; andif you lay hold on the Muicies, 
they yeildand the Tumor is lomwhat deeper. '®: 

Moreover, The color ofche whol Body is of much concernment for the diſtinguiſhing oftheſe Diſs 
eates; for in the Inflamarion of the Mulcles, it 1s freſh, and almoſt in us Natural condition z but in 
the Inflamarion of che Liver, it is pale, yellow, and like _ aundice. 

There isa famous Example of this in Galen, 5. de loc. aff. cap. 7. of one Steſitanus, who when he 
was judged by other Phyſitians co have an Impoſthume um tche Liver 3 Galen being lene tor, at the 
ticſt view of his face, prelenrly ſaid char there was none, and ſearching his Belly, he tound it in the 
Abdomen : . He judged upon this ground, Becauſe the Patient had not his tace io diicolored, as uſerh 
to be in che Inflamation and Impoſthume ofthe Liver. 

The like Example is in Valer:ola, Lib. 4. Obi. Cap, 5. ofa certain Woman which was thought by 
ancther Phylitian to have a Phlegmonous Tumor in che Liver. Bur taich he, }{hen ſhe ſent for me, 
I judged it not to be ſo, b:tt in the Muſcles. And a little after he fath, When 1 firſt came, I touched 
the place, and | found a long ſwelling in the right 'Hypochondria, down to the very Navel; the 
Face was red, freſh, and of a Roſie color, mixed with white, continuing all the time of the Diſeaſe 
in the ſa-ne ſtate ,, the Urine was very yood, both in color, and in reſpett of the things contained : 
From all which it appeared, that not the Liver, but the T-luſcles over it were affeited ; for when 
the Liver is affetted, there is alwates a diſcoloring of the face. For Galen ſaith, that he knew ma- 
ny diteaſed in their Livers by cheir colors, Lib. 5. de loc. aff. cap. 7..tor che color in tuch is common 
ly yellowith, whice, and inchning fomcimes to green. 

Moreover, Ir scroubleſom rodiſtinguith a Pleurifie from an Tatlamation ofthe Liver : as you 
may oblerve in Galen, 5. de loc. aff. cap. 7. in his Hiſtory of Siculys the Phylician, who wasdecei- 
vedin himielt, tuppoling chat he hada Pleurilie ; becaule he hada Feaver, little and frequent brea- 
thing, a {mal Cough, anda pain neer the lower Ribs : bur Galen by his ſtools, which were like 
watet wherein fleſh had been wathed, knew that his Liver was inflamed, for fuch a tlux doth ſhew 
that the Liver is greatly diſordered. But this ſign cannot alwaies diſtinguiſh a Pleurilie trom an In- 
flamation of the Liver. For as Galen teacheth mn the place ciced, ſuch kind of moiſt and bloody 
ſtools come only when the Liver is inflamed, when ir is alſo very weak, otherwiſe one ſign of the Li- 
verinflamed & (by Galen) coftivenels. Therefore when the Liver is not weak, you mult look tox 
giher ſigns, by which you may diſtinguiſh chem. 

Ifthenthe Inflamacion be in the Pleura towards the right Hypochondria, the pain wil be vehemenc 
and pricking, the breath more dithculc, there will be no change of color, che Cough will be greater, . 
andnot dry, but commonly (eſpecially in the encreafe of the Diſeaſe) with bloody Spirrle, tomwhat 
at leaſt diicolored ; and laſtly, the Pulte will be hard, and likea Saw: Bur in the Inflamation of 
the Liver, the pain 1s leſs, joyned with heavinels, the color 15 yellowiſh , there isa dry Cough now 
andchen, the Pulte is not (o hard; and laſtly, there isa Tumor in the right Hypochondrion. 

And it the Intlamation be 1n the Melencery, che Tumor will appear beneath the Region of che Li-- 
ver, there will be no change of color in che Face, the ſtools will be moiſt, in which ac firſt chere wil 

be thin and unconcoCted Marrer , afterwards concocted, in thole of whom there 1s hope of reco- 


very. 
The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe, is thus made : 

Every Inflamation of che Liver is very dangerous, and for the moſt part deadly. And if it doth 
not kill prelencly, ic ends in a Droplie, or Acrophy, or Conſumption. All the hope of recovery igp 
from the ſtrength, as Galen, 10. merh. cap. 5. i 
| AnlInflamation of the Gibbous or bunchy part of the Liver, is more dangerous than that which is 
tithe hollow part, by reaſon ut isneerer the Hearr, che Midriff, and hollow Vein. 

Inflamation coming from Choller, is more dangerous than that which cometh of pure Blood, 
becaule then the Feaver is ſtronger, and other ſympromes greater. 

The Hiccoughs inan Inflamarion of the Liver are evil, Hipp.- Aph. 17. Se&t.7. For ic ſhews the 
encreaſe ofthe Inflamation, and malignity, which doth by content diſturb the Stomach. 

ALooinels joyned with an Inflamacion of the Liver, is deadly, except che Matter voided be con- 
coſted, and che flux be Critical. 
_ Uthe Inflamation of che Liver cannot be diſcuſſed, as it ſeldomcan, and if the Faculty be ſtxong, 
trurns intoan Impoſthume ; otherwiſe ic curns intoa Gangrene ov Sphacelus. The Suppuracion 
, forthe. moſt ur wil be within ewenty daies. Aud this Impoſthume ts very danyerous, and few e- 
lcape - Burific be liccle, and only in one parrofthe Liver, and che niaccer whice and even 
tuch.comes forth by Urine or Stool, they eicape. Alloa Tumor in the Convex, or outward part of 

Liver, which appears 1n the Skin as it were m_—_— may be opened with an actual Caucery 3 
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and if che Matrer coming forth be pure and white; they eſcape, for the Matter 15 contained in the Ty- 
nicle ; bur if ic be like Lees of Oyl, chey die. 

Afr the Impoſthume is broken, it che Patient live, there remainsan Ulcer, which is very trouble. 
ſom.co cure 3. and it ir bsnot ſuperficial, ic caulerha Dropiie or Maraſmus. 

Allo an Wer may be in the Liver from ſharp Humors that corcode ic, elpecially if rhey be chol 
terick, and {przad chrough che ſubſtance of che Liver, which pucrifying by degrees, get a malip:1anc 
and venemous quality. : 

The knowledg of chis Ulcer, which comes from the ſharpnets of che Humors without Inflamatiqn 
afore going, is diificalt. Bur ic may be known by ſome {1gns. - And huft, chere is an ulcerous pain in 
cheright Hypochondrion, and che Parient waxerh lean z andit ic bein the hollow part otthe Liver 
chereare ſtools with Pus or Matter, and ſomcimes with Blood, ant pain of the Guts by reaſon of the 
ſharpneſs of che Humors, like a Dylentery, which is diſtinguiſhed trom this Duleale m this, Becayſe 
there is a weighc and pricking abour the Liver. And fomrimes Authors have oblerved that pieces of 
the Liver have been voided by ttool. Bur ifthe Uker be in che gibbous or outward parc, the Water 
is Mattery without any diſtemper of the Reins or Bladder. There 154 {inal Feaver m the encreate 
of the Diteale, which rurnerh ito an Hectick. The color is yellow, and tomrimes there are final 

uſtuls which come from the aduſtion of Humors in the Face. There is a loathing ot Mear, andelpe. 
cially of fleſh, a ſtinking breath, and ofcen taincing, | 

Concerning che Prognoſtick, Ic bringetha lingering Hectick Feaver. 

Andifthe Ulcer be nor ſmal, tuperticial, and cured berimes, ir is deadly. 

Thole Exulcerations of the Liver which follow Inftamations and Impoſthumes, are more danpe- 
rouus than thoſe that ariſe without them. 

The Cure of the Inflamation of the Liver, is the ſame with that ofthe Inflamation of che Stomach 
afore metitioned, and chiefly in reſpect of Pklebocomy, Purges and alcer:ng Rermedics are to be given 
m che beginning of the Diſeaſe. 

You mult allo give vuften Clyſters, ſuch as were preſcrib2d in the Inflamation of the Sto- 
mach. 

Bur afcerwards, cooling, clenſing,and opening Julkeps, ſuch as were deſcribed in the Chapter afore- 
mentioned, bewaring that they be not too {weer , for by {weer things, che Liver being inflamed, 
grows larger, as Trullian teacherh, Lib. 4. Cap. 10. 

Let his Drink he the DecoGtion of Barley, Dog-cooth, with a lictlz Liquoris, Syrup of Violets, oc 
Marden-hatr. 

In che Decoftion you may ad to the former Juleps, the Roots of Smallage and Parſley, che Leaves 


of Agrimony, Maiden-hair, &c. 

And afterwards Turpencine,wafhed Agrimony,or Parſley Water given twice or thrice, takes away 
che reliques of che Diſcaſe. 

Bur - the mo be ſtubborn, and laſt long, you muſt preſcribe an Apozeme of opening and loo- 
ſening things, thus : :

TT» Obſtruction of the T.jver is a preternatural cloſing or ſtraighrneſs of the Branches of the Vena 
Porta,and Cava, that is,of che Gate and Hollow Vein,and ſormcimes of the ſubſtance of the Liver, 
hudering che paflage of Natural Humors, and che diſtribution of the Nouriſhmene, coming trom 
ſome Macrer which fillech their Caviries. 
Hence it is chat Obſtruction is an Organical Diſeaſe, namely, in che way and paſſage obſtructed, 
which hinders the diſtribution of Blood for the Nouriſhment of the parts. Theſe wai& or pal; 
arenot only che Veins whuch are diſperied chrough the whol ſubſtance of che Liver ; bur alſo che 
Poresand in(enfſible Paſſages, with which the whol ſubſtance of che Liver, andallſo of other parts, ts 
very full; which being ſhuc upÞy a preternatural Humor z neither can the heac of the Liver be coo- 
 norcanthe thin vaporous Excrements be eyacuared. 6

The Evil Diſpoſition of the Liver is divers ; as Ditemper, Inflamation, Obſtruction, Schirrus, 
and whatſoever may ſo weaken the part, that Excremeuritious Choller cannoc be ſeparated from the 
Blood, bur is wich it diftribuced chrough the whol Body. | 

The Obſtruction of the Bag or Cyſtis, which contains the Gall, hinders the paſlage of ic inco the 
Gurs, whereby ir remains in the Liver, and goes from thence with the Blood into the whol Body. 

This Obſtruction is either from groſs Flegm, or Choller abounding; fomrtimes from licele ſtones 
which are ofren bred m the Bag of Gall z which may alto be made narrow m the Paſſage, by the coms 
preſſion of ſome part nigh unto ic, which 1s utlamed or ſchurrous. 

The Evil of the Chollerick Humor conſiſts, either in the great quantity thereof, which cannot be 
regulared by Nature, nor be ſeparated from the Mais of Blood, or which fo filleth the Bag of the 
Gall, that it cannot contract ic telf ro expel ir 3 or ic confifts m an ent qualicy, which by corrupting 
of the Humors, doth hinder their due Evacuation, or ſtws up Nacure tuddenly- co caſt i forth, as 
you may obſerve in a Critical or Sympromarical Jaundice. This £ 10n happens in continual 
Chollerick Feavers ; as alſoafrer Poyſon is caken, or fromche bicing of ſome venemous Creature, 
by which che whol Blood is curned into Cholter.

He Scirrhus of the Liver, is a hard Tumor without pain, bred of a chick Humor, faſtened and 
hardened upon the Liver. 

This Scirrhus is Two-fold ; either it is Exquiſite, or Perfe&t ; or Impertet. That which is a 

perfeſt Scurhus , 1s laid down um the Detinicion propounded, which is withour Pain or 


That which is not exquilite or perfe&, hath ſome kind of pain, and comes from a Matter leſs 
hardened ; in a word, 1t is a Scuthus beginning, and not confirmed : bur that which is exquilice is 
confirmed, fo that they only differ in Degrees. 

A Scirrhus breeds in the Liver two waies ; either from Defluxion, or Congeſtion ofa thick and 
glutinous --"_ upon the part z or from Inflamation, which diſfolverth the chin Humors, and lea- 

che chi 

he Macter of the former, is Flegm or Melancholly, eicher ſent from other parts, or bred in the 
ſubſtance of the Liver by an evil Concottion, For the producing of this Hummer, evil diet isa main 
cauſe, if ir be of thick, cold.and viſcous,or clammy Nourithment ; as alſoa Flegmarick or Melanchol- 
lick Conſtiturion, and a Nacural ſtraightneſs ot the Liver. From whence Galen faith, 1 3. Mech. 
That a Scirrhus eaſily breederh in the Liver, Spleen, and Reins : In the Liver, becauſe the Pallages 
arenarrow, and it is nouriſhed with thick blood in the Spleen, becaule ir receriverh the thick blood : 
and laſtly, in che Reins, becaufe they are nouriſhed with chick blood.

Hug: makes two kinds of Deoplies ; namely, An lniverſal, and a Particular. An Uni- 
"K verſal Drophie, is that which is in the whol Body, or over the whol Belly : a Particular, is that 
which 3s only in anepart : hence there 1s the Drophie of the Head, Breaſt, and Womb; of which, 
here we ſhall nor ſpeak, bur only of the Uniyerlal, 

Galen giwes three kuids of chis Univerſal Dropſie ; namely, Aſcites, Tympanices, and Anaſarca, 
or Leucopblegmaiia. | 

_ Aicites 15a twelling ofthe Belly, cauſed of a ſerous Humor ; nar doth the Belly only ſwell, buc 
many times the Feer, Legs, T highs, and Cods. Nay, an AJcites ſomcimes begins witha ſwelling in 

the Feer, which aſcends atrer to the Legs, and ſoco the T highs and Belly. 

_ This lerous Hymor,, as it 1s of the Nature of Warer, it 15 cold ; but asir is lalr, ic hath in it hear, 
which then is encreaſed by the neernels of the Bowels, and more by the pucrefaction whuch it gather- 
erh by loggconumance ; hence cames 2 Feaver ayd Thirlt, namely, from the ttinking talc vapors 

which do ntect che mouth ot the Stomach. 
I; falls. qur lomtames, that this Watery Humor, isnot contained in the Cavity of the Belly, bur 
certain Bladders growing tothe parts of the lower Belly. 

An Example whereot sgiyen by-Schenkiizs, Lib. 3. Obſervation ; and Mawritivs Cordeus,Com.y- 
in Y: Þp. Lib. 1. of Diſcalts in Women. Galen {uppolſed ( andalmoſt all Phyſitians, new and old, 
have tollowed huu,) that every Drophe comes of a cold Liver , which cannot Sanguifie or make 
| Blood.compleatly, but wſtead chereaf much Water, Flegm, or Wind. Which Opinion, as it 18 
mo{tcrue in Anatarca, and approved fſoin Aſcites aud Tympanices ir is much queſtioned . ws 
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Modern Wiiters, becante in the opening of many that died of Droplies, che Liver hath been found 
very ſound, as is manitett by many relations in thote Authors mentioned. Mureover, Heprocr.zies 
» Proccher. wittily attrms thar a Drophe may come exther lrom the Liver,or from ome empty part : 
by an empty pare, he meanech all char ſpace trom the Ribs tothe Gurs, and che parts conceined in ir. 
Alſo Hipp. 4- de m-rb. <Muliernm, mentions a Droptie coming from the Spleen. To which places of 
Hippocrates they ulually autwer thus, Lhat che Liver is alwatesaftected either primarily or iecon= 
danily 3 ſo chat there 1s never a Drophie before there is a hinderance of Sanguititation, or breedvrice of 
Blood. ' But two Reatons do ſtrongly oppolethis Doctrine : Thefirſt is trom the Experience be- 
fore wentioned, namely, Thar if che Lwer _ neceflarily to ſuffer in the producing of a Droptie, 
it would never be tound tree and unkmt in the Diilection ot a dead Body. The lecond 1s, That it the 
Liver ſhould breed watery Blood, it would be {enc into the whol Body, as in Anatarca 3 nor can a 
{uficient reaton be green, why that {erous Humor bred in the Liver ſhould be tent co the Bell /7, and 
nor £0 other parts, : : | | 

Asfor the cold diſtemper of the Liver, that is denied by Trallianns, Awicenna, and others, who 
afirm that a Dropſie may arite trom a hot diſtemper of the Liver, and cannor be cured bur by cooling 
means:* And this may be mainrauied by che Authoricy of Hippocrates, in 2. Progn. A Dro»fic 
(ſaith he ) coming after an acrte diſeaſe, zs 2v1l, for 1t doth not take arvay the Feaver. It there» 
forea Dropſie may come while the Feaver is, ic is cleer rhac there is (till a hot diſternper. Neicher 
could that ever pleate me, which is uſually ipoken by Galens Servants, That-the Nate heat isdit- 
{alved by a hoc 7 iftemper, and much diminithed, and chat diminiſhed heat may be called cold. Fox 
ſoa Hettick Feaver, and other conſtanc Feavers, in which the Natwral Hear is much diminiſhed, 
we ſhould alwaies blame a cold diſtemper, and che Sympromes which follow ſhould be impured to 
cold, and nor co heat. From whence, who doch not perceive that there wouldariſe a grear cotitulion 
inthe ſearching in:othe Canles of Sympromes. 

Among che late Writers, Carotus ÞP1ſo, whom Sennertys followed, hath dived moſt deep into rhe 
true Caules of Aſcites, which he athrms ro come trom a ſerous Marrer contained in the Meat and 
Drink, which by reaſon ot ſome preternatural Came, 13 ftayed coo long in the Gare and Hollow 
Veing, nor ſent into the Body, as tm a Natural ſtateand condition ie uſeth cobe, bur into the capaci» 
ty ofthe Abdomen. ' This terous Humor is rerained in the Veins, from the whol Body,by reaton the 
actractive taculty of che Parts, co which it ſhuuld be carried, 1s eicher hurt or hindered, 

Now the chiet parrs which draw the ſerous Mater, axethe Liver and the Spleen. For they attract 
the Chylous Matrer jn which the moiſture of Meat and Drink 1s contained. As alto the Spleen 
draws Þrink ro 11s ſelf, pure and without mixture; as Hippocrates taught, and Experience con wms, 
That they whodrink much atter Meat, do preſently avoid it by Urme ; which learned Authors ſay, 
is by rea{on the Spleea tucksthe watery Matter before there 1s a perie&t Concottion made inr the 
Stomach. 

The Actraction or drawing quality of the Liver and Spleen, 1s loſt chiefly by defet and weakneſs 
of Natural Heat : the Natural heac is debilicared by a cold or hot diſtemper, or by Suffocation. 

Acold diſtemper coming either from coocold a Diet, from lots of roo much Blood and Spirits, or 
any other Cauſe, doth deſtroy che Natural Heart of the Liver and Spleen, and 1o bincke their 
Actions. 

A hot Diſtemper doth diſperſe the Native Heat ; whence being made weaker, the Liver and che 
Spleen) become lets Active. This comes from Feavers, much Wane, or hor Meats. 

Laſtly, The Natural Heat is weakned by Suffocation, when there is too much Blood in the 
Veins, elpecially it it be foul, as when ch2 Terms or Hemorrhoids are ſtopt, by which che Elood 
wasclenſed tormerly, but now by ſtoppage corrupted. 

Allo the Attraction or drawing vertue of thole pores, rs hindered by Obſtruttions, which hinder the 
free paſſage of the ſerous Matter. Soa Drophie tollowetha Scirrhus of the Liver aud Spleen, noc 
only becauſe thoſe parts being weakened cavnot produce good Blood, but etpecially becauſe they 
are 119t able co attract, and tend to other parts whatioever is drunk. 

Here it may be objected, That in a Droplie the whol Body is nouriſhed by Blood bred in the Li- 
verof a Chylous Matter, which it draweth cot elf. We aniwer, That the Liver doth better at- 
tract that which 1s moſt famuliar unto 1ts telt, and moſt tit ro be made blood ; but it draweth to ur lefs 
than is {ufficienc, by reaſon of the weakneſs of the artractive faculty. Hence it ts that the Body grows 
lean, becaute ir draws tome water along with the Chylus, and leaves the reſt 1n the Meſeraick eins, 
and che Veins of the lower Belly, which is by degrees carried wto the Capacity ofthe Abdomen. + - 

We do noc deny that Sanguitication or making of Blood, is hindered in a Droplie, eipecially when 
thediſtemper is very cold or very hot, or #he Obſtruction or Scirrhus great, for chen there cannot be a 
pertect making of blood. Bur we deny that that is the next and immediate Caule of a Drophie ; 
bur rather an effect thereof, when the Water corrupted in the Abdomen, doth allo corcupr the Bo= 
wels that {wi cherein. 


\ 
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Next to the Liver and the Spleen, the Reins do attract che watery Matter which is in the hollow 
Vein, and free the whol body trom the {uperfluity thereof, 1o that if ar any time they do nor theis 
office, there remains much matter inthe veins, which being {ent torhe Abdomen do quickly make a; 
Aicires; now the attraction of che Veins may ceaſe for divers Cautes, becauſe of a Cold Diflem- 
per, Tumors, Ulcers, and ObſtruQtions, which wil Duniniſh, Aboliſh, and uncercepr thew Fun- 
Ction. 

| Laſtly, The diſtribution of Water is hindered from ſome external Cauſe, as when much co1q 
Water is drunk, which Nature cannot govern, nor {utficiently diſtribure into the Veins : So Carolys 
Fiſo reports at a yong man that hada Tertian Apue, and drinking Water exceedingly in his Fir fel 
into an Afcites, from which by che taking of one Lozenge of Diacarthamum he was Cured by dij.. 
charging the Water which was in the Abdomen, bur if he had contmued drinking 1o much water ayy 
longer, he had not been to eaſily Cured, becauſe i would have brought great obſtructions anda cold 
diſtemper of the Bowels, by reaſon of the loſs of natural hear. 

- Bur ur is queſtioned of many by what wayes that ſerous matrer ſhould be carried by the Veinsinto 
the Capacity of the Abdomen, to whom we may plainly anſwer, by {aying trom Hippocrates that 
ima living body a chings are paſſing to and tro, fo that 1n tune of malic nor only thur and ſerous 
Mactcer, bur al{o chat which is very thick may be ſent through the in{enſible paſſages: So ina Pleuri- 
ſie blood and matter wil piercerhrough the thick ſubſtance of che Pleura and Membrane which covers 
the Lungs, and be {pic torch at the mouth : So in a Fracture of the Leg or. Lhigh, which hapens wich- 
out hurt to the Mulcles and Skin, the matter which flowerh from che broken bone, pieccerh through 
the tubſtance of che other parts and wets the boulſters and rowlers. 

Soalſvin a Droptie ofcentimes Tue QUAN of Water is vented in one day by giving of Quick- 
ſilver, which cannor be except the Water conteined in the Abdomen do pats through the Tunicles of 
the Guts. 

Nor is the Objection of Fernelins of any force, when he faich that Nature had in vain made ſo 
many open wayes, if the Humors can paſs through thoſe wvilible pallages: For we Anſwer, Thatin 
an ordinary and natural motion of Humors ordained for the nouriſhment of, the whol body, thole 

a are neceſſary through which they may eafily flow, but in an extraordinary caſe, providence 
Nature doth find out extraordinary wayes by which ſhe may caſt our hurttul Matter, or at leaſt ſend 
it toa place lels dangerous. 

Fernelus Objects again, That in them who have died by a ſtoppage of Urine for twency dayesto- 

cr, 1t was never perceived that any Water went through thoſe blind paſſages: We Aniwer, Thar 

ature dorh not alwayes work the ſame way in preternacural Cauſes, nor tend hurtful Humorsto 

rhe tame places, but eſpecially co thoſe parts which are more diſpoſed to recerye chem chrough weak- 
nels. 

So1n the Suppreſſion or Stoppage of Urine, the Serons Humor flowes openly through the Veins 
and Arteriesand tils them, and it ic find ay part weaker than the reſt it falls forceably upon it : hence 
& 15 that ſome die of the hurt of one or other remarkable parr. So nothing hinders (1f the parts of the 
Abdomen in which the Veins and Arteriesend ) be grown weak, but that che Watery Humor may be 
ſent into its capacity or hollownels. 

Nor is that true which Fernekys would infer, namely, That a Dropſie never cumes from ſuppre(- 
non of Urine, for Reaſon and Experience teacheth the contrary : as we ſhewed afore in che Diſ- 
courſe of the Loſs of Attraction in the Reins : bur you muſt obſerve char the Sroppape of the Urine 
doth make an increale of Water rather 1n the branches of the hollow Vein, then of the Gate Vein or 
Vena Porta, by which the watery Humor chiefly ftluws into the capacity of the Abdomen as ap- 
pears by what fjolloweth. 

Thertore we may Antwer this Queſtion, by ſaying, That the water got intothe hollow of the Abdo- 
men, by the in(enſible paſſages chough there are alio other manifeſt wayes by which ic may pals. 

Hippocrates, Aph. 5 5.Set. 7. hath ſhewed them, for ( faith he ) they who have much Warter a- 
bout the Liver, if 1 ger into the Omencum, or Kels, their belly will be titled with Water, and then 

die. The meaning of which Aphoritm 1s (though Galen ha not plainly ſee it) chat the Water 
from the Liver doth flow into che Branches of the Vena Porta which goto the Omentum, and when 
they are filled, ether by their Tunicles made thin by Diapedeſis, or Rarefaction, or by the mouths of 
the Vellels being opened by Anaftomoſis, the Water gers into the Cavicy of the Abdomen : This 
happens ofcen in the Spleen alſo, when ic draws Water in abundance from the Scomach, as appears by 
many ſayings of Hippocrates z and in ib. 4. de morbzs, he faith, That Water may preſs from the 
Spleen to the Qmencum or Kell, i chele words, Drinkzs alſo carried into the Stomach with which 
2 3t 3s filled the Spleen takes it from thence and ſends it tothe Veins and the Omentum. From 
whuch we may perceive, That Water chietly gets inco the Abdomen, by che Veins of che Omentum 
which are called Epiploicz, and. Gaſtrepiploicz, although it may paſs alio through their a " 
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From which it differs bur in degree. 
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_ Beſides the aforeſaid Cauſes ofa Dropſie, which are more ordinary, there are mentioned: by Aus 
thorz {cme lets uſual, contirmed by Obtervarion : and theſe come from che diſorder of ſome peculiar 
c, not only of che Liver and Spleen, bur allo of che Melentery, Sweer-bread; Sc Guts, 
in-, Bladder, and Womb, namely, when che Homiofks, or” faculty co convert nouriſhment inro 
thenſelvzs is hurt, from {. me great Dileale, ſorhar thew proper. nouriſhment. is corrupted; and tur- 
ned into Water. So Galen, .omment. Aph. 55. Sect. 7. farh, chat watery Bladders are ſomcimes 
inche ouc-lide of the Liver, which bei:.g broken, ſend Water downwards into the Cavity ofthe Ab» 
domen, the encreale whereot breeds a Droplie. | 
. Fernelius luppoleth char the Liver being very dry, hath clefrs like the parched Earth, and char 
through chem chere tlows a conſtane Wacer which fills he Cavity of the en. Others ſay .thac 
a Droplie may come trom the Guts, ut chey be pertoraced or pierced through, and yer the Parienc 
dieth nor pretencly , bur a wacery Humor (till tlows chrongh them uxo the Cavity. Ir comes alto 
trom che Kidneys, if chey be mych Ulcerared, aud water flow from them. $o Platerus reports of 
one that ina D:opiie had many Ulcers in both Kidneys, trom whence borh matter and water flowed 
jmothe Cavicy. There is alioa Story in Sennertys, taken our of Fohn Heingius, ofa certain Wo- 
man who hada Droplie from the diſtermper ot the Womb, whule Bowels were all ſound, except che 
Tefticles or Stones, which were tqund co be {wollen as big as che Head of a new-born Child, being 
blew, hollow, and full of Ulcers, trom which there came a ſerous Matrer which cauted the 
Droplie. | 

The Dropſie called Tympanires, hath irs name from Tympanum, a Drum, becauſe the Abdomen is 
ſtrerched our like a Drum, aud it you ſtrike ic with your hand, it ſounds like ic. This ſtretching 
comes trom wind ſhur up in the Cavity otthe Abdomen. Bur tomrimes this wind is in the Cavity 
ofth: Gurs 3 which Platerus oblerved, 1aying in ſome tha have been choughe ro die of a Tympany, 
atger chey were opened, have had no wind comung torth of the Cavity of the Belly ; neither did cheir 
Bellies, but cheic Gurs link, elpecually the chin Guts, which were 1o ſtretched with wind that they 
came turth fo rouled rogether that they could nor be again thruſt incoche Eelly, 

| Bur we muſt obſerve char the wind which cauſeth a Lympany, is ſeldom concained in the Belly a= 
lene, bur tor the moſt part mixed with Water 3, as in an Alcttes, not only Water, but Wind alſo is 
colitained ; and both theie Droplies have thew name of that which predominateth : ifchere bemore 
windchan water it 15a Tympany 3 but if more water chan wind, an Aicites: bur ifthey beequal, ic 
ks berween boch ; 1o that wemay doubr wherker char Droplie bea Tympany, oran Alcices. 
' The Macerial Caute of Wind, is a crude Humor andehick, whether it be Flegm or Melancholly, 
which being ſtirred and made chin by hear, tends torth thick vapors, which are hard co be diſſolved, 
and cheie are called F1/a'ns. | 
' This Crude and chick Humor, is partly in the Stomach and Guts, bur eſpecially between the Mem- 
branes of the Midriff and Gurs, trom whence it is more hard to be moved chan from the Caviry of the 
parts atoreiaid. The 11. Aph. Sec. 6. of Hippocrates, makes this very probable; They who have 
ac and gripings about the Navel and Loyns, which cannot be removed, bave a dry Dropfie, 
or becauie the Meſentery is joyned to the Guts by the fore part, and to-the Loyns by the hinder 
port , we may ealily perceive that the pains which reach from the Navil cothe Loyns, cometrom the 
entery. Beſides, The greacnelis of the pain, ſhews that the Caute is deep in che ſubſtance of the 
pare, and cannot be removed : For if ic were in the Gavity of the Sromach and Gurs, it would eaſily 
be remed ied. : 

Concerning the Efficient Cauſe, Authers differ z ſome ſay froma cold, ſorge from a hot diſtemper, 
poey which accule a cold diſtemper, think they have Galen on their fide, who faies that wind is 

ofa weak hear. To whom we antwer, That heat may be ſaid to be weak in reſpedt of che Macres 
which cannot be diſcuſſed or ditlolved thereby. Bur this is co be umpured co the Matter, which is ra= 
ther detective chan the Heat, which is commonly too great and preternatural. And we muſt ac- 
khowledg with the Learned, That a burnt Melanchollick Humor is moſt fir ro breed a Tympany, 
Which proceedeth from the parching heat of che Bowels z which hear doth ftir that Mater, and pro- 
duceth trom it chick vapors that are hard to be dillolved. 

The Dropſie called Anaſarca, comes of a Flegnarick Humor ſpread through the whol Body, and 
therefore the Body is {wolnand white ; from whence the Diſeaſe 1s called yp jy This 
Flegm comes trom a cold Liver, which inſtead of good Blood, producerh and flegmatick ; 
which when ic cannot be curned unto the tubſtance of che parts, leaverh the crude part that is unfic for 
Nouriſhmenc upon them, and makes them iwell ; hence comes Anaſarca, or Leucopblegmatia. 

This Dileale beginning, is called Cacbexia, or an eyil Habic, and turns into Leucophlegmatia, 
The Anceced. nc Caulesare, all things chat cool the Liver roo mh, So ine its Concottion, as 
Too much cold and moift Dier, the topping of che Terms or Hemorrhoids, Obſtrudtions, cold Ty- 
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nors, Seirrhus and large bleeding , and other great Evacuations, by which the Nacive hear is- dimi- 
niſhed. 


The Signs of a Dropſie, and every forr of ic, may be known by whar hath been ſaid. | 
Inan Aſcites, yotrmay know thar chiere is water in the Abdomen by its grearnefs, toft Swelli 
and broad! and if yout preſs the ſides, you ſhall eafily hear a noile of Water, and when the Pariene 
rurhs from one fiderotheocher, and then the whol Belly lierh as it were on char fide: chen the Feee 
and Cods fwell, bur che higher part prow lets ; che Urine 1s lictle and thick, fomranes red, becauſe 
there goes bur lictle water cothe Reins and Bladder, and ftares long there, by which rneans it becomes 
red andehick. Inthe progreſs orencteaſe of the Drleale, there is dilticulry of Ereathing, by reaſon 
of the abimdance of water which lieth pon the Diaphragma or Midriff, efpecially when the Patiene 
Heth down; and cheretore he is forcedto ſtand or fit moſt uſually. There 1sa croubleſom thirſt from 
the ſaltnetvof the Humor, with which the Stomach fwimmerh. / And laſtly, there 1s a conſtahe lin- 
gering Feaver from the corruption of rhe Water, which at lengrh doch corrupt all the Bowels fwim.

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This Melanchollick Humor is not pure by its (elf, but commonly mixed wich others, as Choller, 
Fleom,and Warer, from whence come the diverlity of Sympromes,whicl hereatrer ihal be rucnioned. 
Thete Humors breed in the Spleen, efpecrally when it 1s diſte; pered with hex, andalio in the Liver : 
hence it 15 that they draw meat anddrwk to chemtelves, which 1s nor concuted, that which i chin 
ofchz Chyle ſooner than that which is thick : and then the chicier part for wane of tomthing ro car- 
ry ic, ſtaies in the Meſeraick Veins, and the longer it ſtates, the chicker ir grows, and tutrimes is 
burnt : and afrerwards corningto thole parts, it 15 not well concocted.

Meats, and many other things of hard ſubſtance. 

Sccondly, Great Paſlions of long continuance, eſpecially Sadneſs, are very powertul to breed this 
Diſeaſe becaule they dilperte the Spirits, by which means the Concoction is weakened, and fo there is 
gear Crudiry, which being burnt by the hot Bowels curn into Melancholly.

The Knowlede of this is taken from che Sympromes which follow, and they are many, becauſe 
almoſt all parts ot the Body ſuffer thereby when ic is high : We ſhall reckon chem up, admoniſhing 
tirft, Thar all do not happen co all Patients, but ſometo one, ſome co anorher, according to the di- 
vetlity ofthe Humor, and the parr affected. 

Fuſt cheretore, the Stomach commonly tuffers, nor principally, as Galen from Diocles ſuppoled ; 
bur ſecondarily : When Blood coming from the Eranches ot the Gate Vein, ro nouriſh the Stomach 
snot good ; from whence the Stomach beung ill nouriſhed, doch 1ll concoCt, and urns its Meat into 
corruperon. Hence comes a cigcular Evil, when the Liver and Spleen tend evil Blood to the Sto- 
mach, and the Sromuach breeds evil Chyle corerurn cothem, of which they make bad blood. 
| Lherefore inthis Diſea'c the Stomach commonly concodterh ill, and rurns che chief part ſomrimes 
mo Water, ſcmrunes uito ſharp, towr, and clanumy tubſtance z which being nor drawn by the Gurs 
and Meſerarck Veins, becaule untir for nouriſhment, ſtaies in the Stomach; and coming upwards 
lomrimes tills che Tongue with Spxcle, 1o that che Patients {pic much, and ſonrimes vonut. - 
Somrimes the Maccer in the Stomach boyleth, and fermencerhz trom whence comes wind, which 


doth nor only ſrerch the Sromach, bur the parts adjacent, and make the Heare fo lick that fonltumes 
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the Patient {\wooneth. Somrimes the Wind is ſent out upwards and downwards, and by inſenſible 
tranſpiration, or the Matter cauling them is vornired tort. =» : 

Yer you muſt oblerve that al chat is vomired out is not bred in the Stomach, bur is ſent from the 
Spleen and other parts to it : for ſomtimes the huniors vomired are to tharp chat they ter the teeth on 
4. 1 and theſe are {ent by rhe ſhorc veſſel from the Spleen co the Sroamach. 

In ſome there is blood to ſent, with Melancholly and orher evil Humors, which is caſt forth part- 

ly upward, and partly downward z as we ſhewed at large in the Vomiting of Blood. 
© Inthis Diſcate there is ofcen belching and noiſe beneath che ribs, by reaſon ot the abundance of 
Wind made of thoſe Crude Humors : hence it was wont to be called the windy Difeale. Now, how 
Wind is bredof Melancholly, we ſhewed inthe Tympany. * | 

Somcimes pains ariſe in the Stomach and Hypochondria, ofthe fame Wind, which reach to the 
Back and Loyns, ſo that you would think it the Stone of che Kadueyes, eſpecially it che Urine be 
thick and red, as uſually it is. | 

The Belly is often bound, becauſe the Meat is turned into clammy Matter, which ſticks ro the Gurs, 
which the expuliive Faculty cannot caſt our wichour help of Medicines, and therefore che Patients 
are conſtrained to take Purpes and Clyſters ofcen. 


Somrimes there is a Flux of che Belly, it the Humors grow ſharp,” and have in them much Choller 


or burnt Melancholly. 

There is a heat in the Hypochondraa, and a certain Inflamation inward , ſomtimes in one ids 
ſomrimes 1n another, from hor Humors conrained therein, eſpecially when they are moved by it 
ward or outward means z {o that the Face will grow hot and red from thole vapors ; and ſomtines 
there is an Ephemeral,or Feaver, for a day, by thole vapors fenc chrough the whol Body. 

The Urine is ſomrimes thick, tomrimes chin. Thin, when chick Humors ſtop the paſſages through 
which it isas it were ſtrained, thick, red, and troubled, by reafon of the mixcure of che thick Mar- 
ter, Which is very talc, and therefore is called (Materia Tartaria_) and t lies at the bottom of the 
Urmal like a thick Sediment. Or ſome part of ir-ſticks like red Sand to the ſides, which makes ma- 
ny fear the Stone withour cauſe, becauſe this ſame 1s not bred 1n the Reins, but in the Liver, trom a 
burnt and falc Humor, and you may know this, becauſe 1t diflolves berween the F ingers like $alr, 
which will not when it comes from the Reins. 

Somrimes there is a Palpitation, or beating of the Heart, by reaſon of the vapors aſcending, 
which whule ic labors to expel, make it move violently ; and then che Parient thinks hunſelf ingreac 


Somtimes there is a beating in the lefr Hypochondrion, when hot Humors are there; from 
whence vapors ariſe, and make the Pulle or Syſtole and Diaſtole of the Arteries greater ; fo that bock 
the Patient and the ſtanders by may feel ir, which 1s chietly after heat with Anger, motion, or drin- 
king of much Wine. Thus bearing 1s chietly in che Coehack Artery, which is the chiefeſt in that par, 
In anold Diicaſe, it is fomtimes conſtant ; and this fignihes an Habicual and incurable Diteaſe. An 
Aneuriſm-ſomrimes followeth this great breathing, from the enlarging of the Ceeliack, or ſome cther 
Artery, and trom the hot blood in them, which being very chin and full of many hor Spirits, continu- 
* ally dilatechand ſtrercheth the Arteries while there isan Aneuriſm, ſuchas Fallopins oblerved, Lib. 

de tem. preter naturam, cap.14. man old woman, whobeing opened hadan Aneuriſm in her Belly, 
mnto which he pur his fift. From which, mark by che way, the great providence of Nature, which 
fearing the breaking of an Artery through roo much enlarging, hath made the coat of it as hard as a 
bone, as Fallopuys oblerved un the fame place. Allo Pareys in his fixth Book, Cap. 2. cels the 
like ſtory of an Aneuriſm, tound not mthe Belly, bur che Breaft, in the Venal Artery, which was io 
ſtrerched thar -it could contain his faſt ; andallothe mward Tunicle thereof was hike a bone. And 
we have ſeen the like abour rwo yeers agone, namely, an Aneuriſm minthe Breaſt by the dilatation of 
an Artery, which would hold the fift of a Boy of fifteen yeers old 3 and the Tunicle thereof was 
grown like a Griſtle, 

_ © Theevil vaporsthar aſcend from the Hypochondrma, produce many Sympromes : for being ſent ro 
the Pallar and Tongue, they dry thoſe parts, and caule a thirſt : when they go ro the Lungs and 
Midrift, they caule thortnets of breathing 3 when to the Membranes of the Brain, Head-ach ; when 
ro the Erain, noilc in the Ears, dimnels of Sighc, Giddinels, Fear, and Sorrow, anddivers Melanchol 
ly Phanſies. And if they be malignant, and very ſharp, they cauſe an Epilepiie, or Falling-ficknels: 
it chey come tothe Nerves, Convullions: and ifthey be ſtupitying they cauſe a Numbnels, and ba- 
ftard Palley, Coma, and Apoplexy, itchey get into the Brain. Bur it theſe vapors be hor and dry, 

they dry che Brain, and cauie watchings, croubletom fleep,and frightful Dreams : anda firſt, chough 
they fleep well atrer Supper til midnight, atterward they wake, tome three or four hours, and {ome 

ep again abour three or four a clock, others not at all. Thexeaſon whereof is thrs : Becauſe while 
the Chyle is carried cothe parts that terve for the ſecond Concoftion, then the evil Humors lying 

. the Vellels, are ftured, and fend up vapors, whach being ſent by the Veins and Arteries co the Head 
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cauſe watching, and if they be quickly diſcufled, they fleep again ; but if chey continue long, chey 


' watch the other parc of the night. 


We have formerly ſpoken of all cheſe Sympromes, and we ſay again, That all are not in all men, 
but more or tewer, according to the variety of the Humors, and parts affected. 

This alſo is ro be-marked ; Ir 1s not Etiential co Hypochoadriack Melancholly, chat ſtrerching, 
hardnels, pain. and {welling, ſhould be 1n the Hypochondria, becaulie the caule 1s tor the moſt part 
in the Brauches of the Gate Vein, and Arteries adjoyning, and ſends from thence vapors to the 
Heart and Brain. Oftencumes there 1s ſtretching in che Liver and Spleen, whuch ſignitieth, That 
the Humors ſtick in chole parts : bur it chere be no ſtrerchings, it is a t1gn char che evil Humors he in 
the Veins of the Melentery, Caul, Sweetbread, and Sromach. Thele proper Sympromes ſhew that 
the Sromach is affected wich ſowr belchings, and {tinking, or loathing, vonuting, want of concodtt- 
on, and ſomrumes flux of che belly. | 

As for the Prognoſtick : This Diſeaſe is not deadly for the moſt part, bur of long continuance, 
many times the whol lite, therefore it 15 commonly called che diſgrace of Phyiitians, becaute they do 
ſeldom cure ic ; and if the Patient ſeem tobe cured, it returns again ina few months : it is alſo called 
the Scourge of Phylitians, becauſe chey who have it are concinually asking new Med:c.nes, and pre= 
ſencly fatistied cherewich, and dayly complain to the Phylitian tor others. ' 

The Flux of the Hemorrhoids doth good mn this Dileate, if it be moderate ; bur it ic continue long 
ic isd rous. 

AchickUrine is better in this Diſeaſe, than a thia and watery, which ſhews that the chick Hu- 
mors are detained in the Body, Black Urine without a Feaver, doth often Cure this 
Dileale. | 

Irs good in this Diſeaſe to havea loole Belly, and bad to be bound. Alſo Vomiting, if the Patient 
be refreſhed chereby, 1s proticable ; bur if ie continue long, it 1s dangerous. 

A Giddinels, and concinuual pain in the Head inthis Duteate, ends inan Epilepſie, Blindneſs, or 

lexy. 

The Cure of this Diſeaſe, 15 in threethings chiefly : firſt in opening Obftruttions : ſecondly in as 
mendung che diftempers of the Bowels : and 1n diſcharging of the peccanc humor, not omitting 
ſtrengrheners: For whicha wiſe Phyiigian may uſe thele following.

Take of the Oyl of Vitriol, or of Sulpbur, half a pint : the Spirit of Wine one pint : Put them im 
a new lron Pan that is clean,and cover them well ; within fifteen dares of them-there will be a $al:- 
like gathering, which you muſt ſet n'the Sun todry it throughly, ſomtimes ſtirrmmg it with an lron 
Spatula: In Winter you may dry it upon a gentle fire, or m a Hot-houſe. Let the Salt being well 
dried, be kept in acloſe Glaſs; for if it beexpoſed to the Air, it eaſily turneth moiſt. Alſo the Pill 
that are made thereof, of Tragacanth, muſt be hardened voith the Pouder of Tragacanth, and after 
put in a Glaſs, otherrorſe they will grow moiſs.. Tou'may continue this Medicine for a month or two, 

not only without burt, but with great profit. 

Fonſecaccommends thele Pils following, which heals Diatartarum, for opening Obſtrudtions 
by d , and purging Melancholly gencly, and' fer allaying ic. 

Takeof the Pou of Senna, and Salt' of Tartar, of eath one dram : Pouder of Cinnamon 
balf aſcruple : with Syrup of Lemmons make. Maſs, 'of which give three Pills made of half a 
dram one bour before Supper, to give bum two or three ſtools , for Salt of Tartar hath great Verme 
20 allay black melancholhck Humors;' for it dratvetb tot ſelf by certain propriety ſowr things , a 
you may perce:ve when it 1s mixed with Vinegar, or Spirit of Vitriol, whoſe ſovorneſs it taketh away: 
For we muſt know, that Fonſeca by Salt of Tartar, mtaneth Cryſtal of Tartar. Yet you may as 
well infuſe your Senna with the Salt of Tartar, aud jome drops of Spirit of Vitriol in ſome convent 
ent Liquor.

m Th Scurvy is uſual inthe North, in moſt places thereof Common, but almoſt unknown in the 
2 South; ſo thacal Writers that have Practiced in thele Parts, have never mencioned ir 2 and we 
"mt wel leave it out, becauſe 1n our Pretace co this Book we promited ro meddle only withthe uſual 
Difaſes of the Spleen ; bur Experience hath taught us, That our Country 15 not altogether withour 
I it, for though 1r be not 1n every Symprom the ſame with that of the North, yer it hach enough to 


er confirm it co be the ſame : for the atoreſaid Authors lay thar one Symprome is ſufficient to Utſcover 
0, it; we have ſeen many Symptomes of 1t in many people, bur becaule it is not familiar here, and al 

our Phy ſitians lay we have it not,, we would nor abſolucely cal ic a Scurvy,but we thought it berrer co 
Ns cal it a Scorburical Diſeaſe, ſuch an one as comes next to it, though ir be nota true Scurvy.. 


For the Scurvy isnothingelſe bur an Hypochondriack Diſeaſe, having a peculiar depree of Malig- 
n my from which more Sympromes artfe than m the Hypochondnack Ditcaie : this maligniry comes 
4 from che putretaction ot Melancholly, nor of every kind of melancho!ly, for ir is often corrupted, 
ve from which other Dilealſes arile and nor the Scurvy, as a Quarran Apue,2'! impoſthurae in the Mefen- 
” tery, and other parts ; but ofa peculiar and proper Melancholly which is ac:ceable ro thar Malipiiiry.

Theeighth ſign is from the Urvers hinderances of Motion, they havea baſtard Palley ; the Exam- 
ples whereof we laid down in our Oblervations : and ic is diſtinguithed from a crue Palſey, becauie 
this isconſtant ; bur in the Paley trom the Scurvy, he char yeſterday could ſcarce ter one foot be- 
fore another, can pow ſtand, and walk with a little help, and ic may be preſently after he cannoc 
move at all : and lomtimes the motion is trembling, and wich Convulſion, which doth not ha PE<n 1n 
atrue Palley.

And Convulions are not only in ſome peculiar part, bur ſometimes in the whol Body like ar E- 
pilepiie, by a windy or watery matrer full of ſharpneſs, and maligaity, which is fenc co the Brain, 
which being dilcufled doth give caſe, and gathered again, makerh new Convultiions. 

Allo in this Duleale there ts a Contraction of che Members, fomtimes of all; 1o that the Patient 
cannot move one Joynt z ſomtimes of one, and chat principally in che Leg, when the Tendons which 
aremade co move the Leg grow hardand fiff in the Hams. 1his contraction comes by reaſon of the 
alt Humor that flows with much moiſture tothe Nerves and Tendons ; and when che chin and wa=- 
ery part, through continuance of time is contumed, the thick 1s dried and made hard ; from whence 
come cheſe contractions of Nerves and Tendons.

As to the Proguoſtick : This Diteaſe is hardto be Cured, asal ather that come of Melancholly 
and here much more hard, becaule of the malignity inthe Melancholty which doch more @uelly g- 
veithrow the body, and wil nor obey the greateſt parr of Medicines. | 

It is allodangerous becauſe it many times ny a CO or Dropſie, and deſtroyes others 
by tudden death, by an Apoplexy, Swooning, and ocher acute Diſeaſes. 

Yer ſomcunes they who have ſeemed deſperate have been Cured, and ofrener in this Diſeaſe than 
in any other : And we have {een {ome brought roa Conſumption by long pain, and bloody Fly 
( which by many circumſtances we conclude to be from theScurvy ) ro have been perfectly Cured, 

Moreover, The Pulſe is deceitful, eſpecially in the Fits ; it wil be ſo quick, imal, and v 
{omrimes that the Patient ſeems to be ar deaths door ; yetafrer his Fit he wit riſe from his bed, and 
is as formerly ; As we peculiarly obſerved in a Dutch Schollar, unto whom we being ſent for inthe 
time of his Fic, thought char he would preſencly die ; bur the next day we ſaw him ſeemingly in ve 
ry good health 3 and when we had examined the Curcuryftances of whe Diſeaſe, we Concluged that 
he had the Scurvy, which he broupht our of his own Country where it 1s very ulual. 

The lame Cureisto be uſed in this Diſeaſe as in Hypochondrack Melancholly : becauſe as we faid 
at the firf ir comes from che ſame Humar moze differing from its natural ftate ; theriore for the mgft 
part it needs ſtronger Medicines. 

Bur becaule chis 48a general Rule in Phyſick, That we alwaies begin with the weakeſt Medicines, 
and ſo proceed to ſtronger, if the former will not cure : Ic will be good in this Diſeaſe to appoint the 
whol courle of Cuze tor Hypachondriack Melancholly, becauſe a ftubborn diſeaſe requires a loop 
courſe ; and if that will nor root our the Diſeaſe, lect us chen uſe the Medicines more ſpecifically 
proper : Aud it will not be amis to mix {ome ſuch with the other at che beginning. 

Theſe Specifical Medicines are called Antiſcorbutzca, or Medicinds proper for the Seurvy, and 
there are many of them in Authors that have written of this Diſcaſe; whoſe ftrengrh chiefly de» 

upon a Volatile or flying $alt, of which they are very full, by which means they make thin 
and fluid, that thick, earthy, and ſalc humor, and ar lengrhdiiculs it. Moreover, they have a cer- 
tain preſervative and oppoling Verrue againſt the poyſon of the Scurvy which is in the Melanchollick 
Humor. Among thele, the chiefis Dutch Scurvy-graſs, which is not in France. Ancther is, Creſ- 
ſes of both forts ( but the Water-creſs is beſt ) Brooklime, Horſ-Rhadyh, the lefler Celandne, 
Wormwood, and Fumitory. - To which may be added many others, bur of leſs vertue, and allthey 
are ſuch which can prepare, correct, and came the Melanchollick Humor. Hence i is that we diretted 
the Clreagainft Hypochondriack Melancholly robe uſed here : Thoſe are, Carduus, Ceterach, all 
the Capillar Herbs, Hyſop, Germander, Betrony,Agpr: » Borrage, Buploſs, Ehcampane,Afarum, 
Ditch - Polypody of the.

Chap. 2. Of the Inflamation of the -Meſentery.. 


Hen the Meſentery, as I ſaid, is as it were the ſink into which the Noble Parts do fend cleir 

ſupertiuous Excrements, which afterwards are ſent forrh by Nature, eicher by Vomic or 
Stool; as you may ſee in ſome who ſend abundance of Humors forth ar divers times by Vornit and 
Stool: if choſe Evacuations be hindered by ſtoppage of the waies by which they are made, 6r by a- 
hy other cauſe, choſe Humors which are there detained, ftaying long in the part, do ger a preternacu- 
talhear, from whence come putretaCtions, inflamations, divers Feavers, and impoſthumes. Bur ati 
Inflamacion is peculiarly made, when blood heaped up in the Meleraick Veins, by the opening of 
ſomebranch is ſent into the ſubſtance of che Meſencery : bur becauſe by reaſon of Obſtruftions it is 
” gathered in choſe Veins, therefore allche caules of Obſtrudtions may be referred tothe Cauſes

For the making of this Inflamation, that ſharpneſs and gnawing of the Humors gathered cogerher 
domuch conduce, a tall or ftroak —_ che Belly, che RG S che atcraCtive [pray + re- 
tentive faculty ofthe Liver 3 coo much heat of che body, or inordinate uſe of cooling things ; the 
critical motion of Nature in malignant Diſeaſes, or ſmal Pox, by whuch it ſends the peccane Hu- 
mors into this ſink ; a Diarchoa, or Dylentery fuddenly ſtopped. 

The ſigns ofthe Inflamarion of the Meſencery are, a lingering Feaver withour Thirſt, and great

ear hardneſs, and which is not felc but by che hand preſling of ic, and withour pain, worth the ſpea- 
ng of, becauſe the part is ofdull ſence ; Chollerick ſtools, which commonly hach chin mareer, 
W in, ſomrunes pure, ſomrumes mixed with Excrements. 
Efthe Meſentery be only inflamed, all the aforeſaid Symptomes are mulder : Bur if che Liver or 
or Guts, are alſo inflamed, all che Sympromes are —_ And beſides, che ſigns of rhe 
id parcs affeted will appear, which are co be taken our of their proper Chapters. 

And becauſe che Inflamari and Impoſthume ofthis parr, are very hard tobe known if they be 
alone, by reaſon of che dull ſence of the parr, and becaule it performerh no a&tion in the body, whole 

may be perceived ; bur only ſerverh tor the diſtribution of the Chylus and the Blood : 


thereforechey are cacher to be diſcovered þy conſequence, than direRtly, and according to arrificial 


conjecture 
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conjecture ; namely, whenthere is a Feaver and other Sympromes, and no ſigh of the Liver, Sp 
er Gurs diſtempered. A half Terrian Agne ſhewerh that che Gurs are inflamed wirh the Melencery : 
which Spigelizs obſerved to come commonly from the Inflamation of thete parts. Alto this Dittaſe 
is diſtingurſhed from the mflamation of the Muſcles of the Belly, becaule the Tumor and pain is et 
_ according to their proportion, and they are commonly long, or over the whol belly, andmure

Laſtly, This Diſeaſe is co be diſtinguiſhed from the Humors of rhe Midriff, which have been, as 
yet, known to few Phyſitians : for in them there is alwates grear ditficulry of breathing, removing of 
the ry | Leomqwcn, a Pulſe hard and ſmal, wwthour any ſence of Tumor m che Hypochondria.

As for the Prognoſtick : This Diſeaſe is very dangerous for ir either ends in an impoſthume, or 
there follows a rottenneſs, and corruption of cheMetencery.

- Ard when they are broken, the 
Macter being voided; thete remainsan Ulker which is hard co be cured. ar if thole Humorsare very 
flegmarick, or Melanchollick, and reſiſt putretattion, they grow, and fomtimes are hardened, and 
Gn roa Scirrhus : {omrunes they are as hardas a ſtone, as many attirm who haye #0111. d foncs in the 
elentery. | 
The amps. Fo the Impoſthume m the Meſentery, is ſomtimes eaſte, ſomtumes hard ; for if ic 
comes from an Intlamarion ot that part, that being perceived by che iigns in the former Chapter, it is 
a ſign charthe Inflamarion could not be diſcuſſed, but ſuppurared and turned into an Impofthume. 
Bur whenan Impoſthume comes from evil Humors remaining Jong in the Meſentery, and at lengrh 
utrefying, it is hard to know it 3 ſothat many Authors who have wruten Obſervations upon luch 
Find ofImpoſthumes, {ay, that they uever were known, buc airer death, when the Bodies were open- 
ed. Foralthough for the moſt part, they may be known by che couch, yer {omtimes they lie ſo 
deep, that they cannot be couched, and che part being dull in ſence, that they will ior be diſcovered 
by pain. Bur becauſe, they come divers waies, chey wuit be chus diftinguuthed. ' 
Ihe Impoſthume ofthe Meſencery, hath a viſible Tumor, it is firſt co be diicerned from an Infla- 
mation and a Scirrhus : Ir is diſtingutthed from an Inflamation if ic come not trom it,when there is no 
Feaver,orat leaſt but ſ(maLwhen none wene befoce,nor any other ſigns that'may ſhew an Inflamation 3 
but if it follow an Inflamationyc can no other wates be Gift inguiſhed than by hardnels & continuance; 
for if the ſigns of Inflamarion have continued ewency or thirty daies, it isa fign that it'is crurned intoan 
Impoſthume. Ic is diſtinguiſhed Frorm a Scirrhus by hardneis, which is great un a Scirrhus,bur in an 1m- 
p 'therejs ſome kind of ſoftneſs,as alſo by che wanc of pain altogether ;, for inan Impoſthume 
there isalwaies {ome pain,gtpecially if xbepretſed hard. Mcreoyer,this Tutnor is diſtwguithed from 
the Tumar of other parts,by the Scituation thereof, as we ſaid before of che Inflamation of the Melen- 
tery. Burifthe Impoſthume lie in che Meſencery without any viſible Tumor, there can be no cerrain 
fign, but by an arrificial conjecture we may {ulpect, namely, if chere be loathing ofMear, or vomuting 
withour manifeſt faulc ofthe Stomach, and a great frilneſs atter little Meat, wearinels of the whcl 
Body, and fainting without manifeſt caule, if the Belly be unaccuſtomarily bound, or looſe; and void 
ftinking Excrements, and fomtimes bloody, viclalpicon ofa Dylentery, . To theſe you may 
add great watchings, and if they fleep they taint,aud have great Sweats. And though ſomrimes there 
appear neither Feaver nor pain, Yer There 15 commonly an obſcure one z of wh ich, it there appear no 
manifeſt caute, we muſt conjecture that it cumes from clus Diſeaſe, eſpecially itany vfche —_—_ 
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ſigns be joyned therewich; as alſo if the Abdomen be violently prefied, che Pacient will perceive 


{omeinward pain : ir iscrue, that by violent compreſſion you may cauſe patn-in ſound places; bur 


if you pecceivemore pein in one part than mm another, after all parrs have been prelſed, and when that 


is alwaies moſt pained, and the more by preſſing, you may ftrongly conjecture hat the impoſt-

Tat. lengeh chere come forth Matter, then the Impoſthume will be manifeſt. Commonly it isvoi- 
by ſtool of divers forts according to the diſpolicion, of the part affected, and of hoſe adjacenr. 
Hence one while the Matter is pure and white in great plency, without {ence of pain, when it is 
ſenc by che Meleraick Veins incothe Guts, ſomtumes when the Impoſthume is1n the thick and low-

© Asforche Pr ſtick: The Impoſthume ofthe Meſentery is dangerous ; for if ic continue long 
inthe parc, asir often happens, it breeds filthy roctenneſs, or a Gabgrene, or brings che Patient intoa 
Conſumptionor Droptie. Tf ic break, and che Ulcer be not qtrickly cured, bur gers an evil condicion, 
it hath the like event, a Gangrene, Conſumption,or Dropſie.

Softeners and Looſeners, Fomentations, Caraplaims, and Linimencs, which do make the Matter of 
the Impoſthume thin, and open the paſlages that rhe Matcer may betrer be voided? 

After the Impofthume is opened, you mult clenſe the Ulcer and heal it 3+ for which purpoſe the 
Remedies mentioned in che Cure of the Ulcers of che Sromach, Liver, Reins, and Womb, are very 
good ; of which a wile Phyician may take his choyce according to che divets diſpolitions both of the 
Bodies, and the Diſeaſes. | 

Anda Scirrhus of the Meſentery is cured with the ſame Medicines, which are ſer down for the 
Cure of the Scurhus or hard Swelling ofthe Liver and Spleen.

Pi is called Dolor Nepbriticus which doth afflict the Urecers or Reins; the common people + 
call xthe Stone-Cholkck, becauſe of the great affiniry i hath with che Chollick, 1o char ic is . 
tardrodiſtinguith chem, as you ſhall ſee in the Dy ick, or Si | 

TheCaute of this Pain is manifold, bur chieffy the ftone or thick flegn. A ftone continuing in 
the Reins, cauſeth ercher liccle or no pain, becanle the ſubſtance of the Reins hath litrle Sence : bur if 
nds Head ofthe Ureters, or get into the paſſage, and diftend ic, and cannot be brought ro 
the reaſon of is greatuels, then ic cauſerh grievous pain. But groſs flegm faſtened upon 
the Urec diftend chem, and cauſeth che Nephritical pain. 

The les ordinary Cauſes are, thick blood fixed mche Urecers, or thick Matter coming from the 
Kadneyes, or cher partsz ſomeunes wind gecs _ the Cavicy, and caufcth great pam. REY 
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There are many Controverſies in Authors abou the ſtone, which is the chief*and uſual cauſe of 
the pain of the Reins, which we ſhall nor accurately declare,bur only touch thole things which are ne- 
ceilary to declare 1ts Nature and Caules. | 

And firſt, they doubrunder what kind of Diſeaſe they ſhould reckon the ſtone ; Galen placeth ie 
among the Diſcaſes in number, of thoſe chings whichare wholly belides Nature, as alio the Worms, 
For though a Diſeaſe m number ar doth reſpect living parts, whoſe number being enereaſed cy 
diminifhed, maketh an organical Diſeale ; yer thote chings which are prerernaturally added tg the 
number of thole things of which the Body 1s compounded, ought to be referred co the Ditezſes in 
number, fo that ſomrtumes the bare qualities are tomrimes referred to Diſeales in number ; when 
they do ummediately hurr the aCtions, as yellownels in the Eye of one that hath the Jaundice, , 
no1{e in the Ears, anda butter raft upon the Tongue. | 

Ofrenrumes che ſtone is reckoned'among Caules of Diſeaſes, as it breeds Obſtruftion or Diſten- 
ti0n. 

It may alſobe placed among the Sympromes, thoſe that are voided or retained : for if it beterai. 
ned in the Kidneys, Reins, or Bladder,'when ir ſhould be voided, ir is to be reckoned among thoſe 
things that are precernaturally recained : bur when it 1s voided, it 15to be reckoned among thole that 
are voided wholly agamnſt Nature. 

Bur rhere 1s more Gifficu about the cauſe of che ſtone, both material and efficient. Galen and 
his poſteriry, thought that flegm was the material caule ot the ſtone, which is chick and flimy, fir tg 
be hardened, and (as they ſay of late) tzculenr, tluny, and Tartarous, and heat the *etticient, which 
drieth and hardenerh char matter, and at length turneth it into a ſtone Which Dodtcine is oppoled 
with ſtrong Realons. | 

Furft, It it ſhould come of a flimy and thick flegm, then it would often be bred in the Erair. and 
the Stomach, in which tuch flegm doth chiefly abound. Neither will it tuftice to ſay tha there isnoc 
ſufficient hear in choſe parrsto harden it ; uſe according-to the Dodrine of Hippocrates and 
Galen, a gentle heat by a continual action 1s fufficint rocongeal ; and hence is the reaſon why old 
men do more often breed the ſtone, when yong men have, hotcer Kidneys ; becaule the matter of the 
ſtone lies longer in old mens Reins, by reaſon cf the weakneſs of the expullive F aculry, and fo it's 
longer ovinm, we by the heat, andat length hardened. 

Secondly, From Ariſtotle, 2. meteor. cap. 4. they which grow rogether- by hear, are melted by 
moiſture, as Clay. Bur the ſtone 18 never difſolved with water. Neither doth it hinder co fay that 
a ſtrong hear makes ſuch a Concretion or growing together, that ic cannot be diſſolved by moiſture, 
as in Bricks. For firft,in Man there1s not fo great a heac ; then the not diſſolving of Bricks with Water 
isnot becauſe ofthe ſtrong heat chey had, but rather from the diſpoſition ot the Clay ; for Clay 
made of common Earth, although it be baked in a Furnace, wil never be hard as a Brick, but alwaies 
be diſſolved with moiſture. - 

Thirdly, From Ariſtotle in the / way mentioned, the heat that makes concretion muſt be dry. But 
there isa continual flowing of moiſture into the Reins and Bladder, therefore ſuch a drying and har- 
dening cannot be m thole parts. 

- Fourthly, Stones bred in Rivers and Fountains, in which here is no hear, and in ſome Densand 
Holes that are cold, the water that fals turns intoa ſtone; from whence ſtrange ſhapes do ariſe. 
Therefore we muſt find another caule befides hear, and another Maccer beſides clammy and glutinous

Fifchly, Flegm made hard is like Chalk, and is brittle, as you may ſee in the knots of the Joynts. 
But ſome ſtonesare like tlints, which they cannot be fram Flegm : nor is there fo much heac in nuans 
Body to make it (0. | 

This fl:my flegm hath deceived the Phyſitians of all Apes, which is found in the Urine of many Pa- 
tients, and chey thought it to be che unmediate Cauſe : Bur they were out. Fox firſt, In che ſtone 
of the Kidneys luch Urmes are {eldom made, bur often in the ſtone of the Bladder. Bur if thus were 
che marter of the ſtone it would be alike in boch. Therefore this Macter dependseſpecially upon che 
proper Ditcaſe of the Bladder, for it 15an Excremenr of irdiftempered. Thediſeate of the Bladder 
15 this : ' we have {een in the Bodies of them who havedied ofthe Stone in the Bladder, and who voir 
ded much of thar matter, that the bladder grew fleſhy, as thick as ones finger or thumb, ſo char ir fil 
led the whol Cavity, and lay next to the ſtone till by ſtopping the Urine it killed the Patient. - Bur 
uw thote who made thin cleer Urine, their bladder was not {by The Reaſon of theſe accidents are 
taken out of 'H:pp. Aph. 66. Sedt. 5. It there be no Tumor in great andevil wounds, it isevil. And 
Galen gives the Reaton becauſe there is a ſuſpicion chat the Humors which ſhould come by reaſon of 
painto the wound, are gone to {ome noble part. Moreover, it is Natural coall parts 3 as Galen,fib. - 
de diff. febr. cap. 11. that they which are ſtronger, ſend that which hurteth chem co the weaker, nor 
do they cealeto doing rill it come ro the weakeſt. So when the part wounded is very weak, and 
therefore ficco receive Humors, if they come not thither, ic isa ſign that other parts are very =

which cannot ſend, and that others are weaker than the wounded, ro which the humors are carried. 
Not only.che bad Humorsare carried to che wound, but alſo good blood , which Nature {ends ro re- 
freſh ir. All cheſe things are in the bladder that hath che ſtone. A great uneven ſtone,or ſharp, hurts 
the Tunicle of the Bladder ; hence comes pain and weaknels. . And Nature w help ic tends more 
than ulual blood, and the ſtronger parcs ſend chew fupertiyities. Thete the bladder concodterh as 
much as may be1nco us ſelf, and ſogroweth thicker. Bur wheu 1 cannor take 1n all, eſpecially the 
evil Humors, hence come many foul Excrements, which from the Nature of the part curn to fleg- 
matick. Bur in them who have clear Urine, eicher che ſtone hurtech nor, whuch cauſerh the attra- 
&ion, or {ome other parts are weaker chan the bladder, to whichthe humors tiow. 

Bur becaule this Doctrine doth deſtroy an old -vLad we will confirm it by a cleer Example of 


the Womb. The Womb is Membranous, as the bladdF : bur in Women wich Chill ic is fleſhy 
and thick ; ſothat in the laſt months it is ewo fingers thiKk ; becauſe Natureallche time: tends much 
blood to it co nourith the Child ; which when che Child doth not wholly contuune, tome part of it is 
raken inroche Womb: and to it encreaſeth. The tame 1s 3n che Bladder, though Precernaturally 
(which in the Womb is Natural ) chat when much blood comes co 1t, It converts 1t into us felt, and 
growsthicker. But if without being with Child, che Womb be diftempered and made weak, chen 
Humors {uperfluous from other parts come to it, which when they cannor be raken into its tubſtance, 
rucisrothe Whites. And that flux 1s a proper Excremenc of the Womb, as the tlegm is of che blad- 
der. The lame things in the Reins, though not lo often; as when by a ſtone 1n chem there is pain 
and weakneſs, Nature ſends much blood and humors to them, which when chey cannoc be turned 
intoche lubſtance of che part, they are curned intoa thumy Excrement, which 1s voided in abundance 
andchis vulgar Phyſicians cake tor Macter or Pus, which 1s o6ly tlegm, or mixed wich a Itle Pus, 
as when by che grating of the ſtone there 15 an Ulcer. 

Sore Modern Writers being converted with the atoreſaid Reaſons, have madea Juyce, which will 
turn into a ſtone to be che material cauſe of the ſtone called Succys Lapideſcens ; and the efficiencto 
beSpiritus Lapideſcenr. They callthe former a certain Humor naturally proper ,to curw into a 
ſtone: Andthss they deſire to prove by the breeding of (tones in the Earch, which are by many Au- 
thors {aid ro come of Waters and things caſt thereinco ro be hardened pretently 3 tome Waters in 

vesto be made Stones, and ſome part ofthe Wine growerh co the Vetlel, called Tarrar ; and U- 
rines thar are cleer, when they are cold grow tothe glats. And alchough the peculiar ticnets of the 
Matter co be thus curned, is not tuitciently known z yer ſome ſay they have found it our, ſayi 
that it is of Salt mixed with Earth. Some Salts dogrow hard 1n the Sun, and are caflly diffolved in 
Water z andifthey be joyned wich Earth like therate]ves, by che force of the efthcient cauſe chey may 
beſtones. So we {ce in Wines rurned to Tartar : bur Tartar calcined goes all inco Sale, which 
ſhews that it is chiefly made of Salt. So in Urines that have much Salr, elpecially in choſe which 
have flimy matcer, we ſee a Tarcarous Matter cleaving to the glaſs. This Salt Macrer, which is mix- 
edwich che Urine, comes from Meat and Drink foaftected, and they are caſt toich ina found Body, 
nor are they rerained in the Reins when the ethcient Caule i5ablent. 

We have called the ethcient Caule, Spiritum Lapidifſecum, or a Spirit that makesa ſton? : Fer- 
neliws calls ic a ſtony diſpoſition, which 1s in che Reins commonly Haredicarily, Bur we like che 
foremoſt Ticle beſt, For firſt, tome have ſtones which have them nor Hzredirarily it they cat or 
drink chings that breed them, becaule in them chere is both che Macerial and Etticient Cauie; there= 
torethe Hermets impure the E tficient Caule ot ſtones to their proper ſeeds, which in a Matter right- 
ly dilpoled, produce th:ir form. 

Moreover, Many Hiſtories thew that Scones come from a Stone making Spiric , of Men, Beaſts, 
and other chings turned inco Stones by a Breath or Spirit out of the Earth. So iff Aventinus, lib. 7. 
Jnnal. Bavar. an. 1343. that more than fitry Country menand thew Cows, were turned into 
Stones, And 1o faies Ortellizs in his Delcriptiun of Ruſſia, of whol Heards of Catrel. $o allo 
Camerarius reports of a South wind chat bloweth ſome times of the yeer, m the Province of Chilo, in 
Armenza, by the blaſts whereof, whol Troops of Horles are ſuddenly turned inco Statues of Stone, 
and ſtand in che fame rank and file in which they were. 

This Stone making Spirit, is no: only in the Reins of thoſe which have this Diſeaſe, bur alſo in 
the Juyce of thole chingsthat areeaten and drunk ſeparated from them z, {ochat ſomrimes both come 
together: Hence it is char ſome that cat bur any Mears that incline coche breeding of the ſtone, do 
produce ir, becauſe there is a Stone-breeding diſpoſition, or Stone-makug Spirit in cheir 

ens. bur ifcheir Reins be free from this Spirit, tuch meat will not breed ſtones, becauſe chew 
ſtone-making force is not ſtrong enough withour the afliſtance of che Reins to convere that marrer in- 
toſtone. Onche Contrary, if the ftone-making power be greater in the meats that are taken, and 
we ofren eaten, ſtones will be bred, although the Kidneys have no tuch ditpolicion or ſtcne+ 
Spirit. Sowe lec in divers places, where the Wager or Wine ace full of ftone-making Juye®, 
the 
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che greaceft part of the Inhabirants are ſubje& to the ſtone; as we may ſee in Ovid concerning the 
Thracians, n theſe Verſes : 

The Thracian Waters, all tbings Marble mate, + 
Their Guts turn Stone that inwardly them take. 

Andconerary, If there be that ſtone-making verrue in the Kidneys,it makes ſtones of any nouriſh- 
ment, though never ſo wholfom. Soabour three yeers ſince, I ſaw one who tor three or four months 
voided more than twelve lictle ſtones every day by Urine, when all chat while he kept his bed, very 
fick, and tedonly upon Broth and Peudou . 

The Antecedent and Primary Caufes, either reſpect the ſupply of Marrer for the ſtone, or the 
conſticution of the Reins, by reaſon whereof the ftones do more ealily grow. 

The Sromach, Liver, Spleen, and Rems, do much cauſe the breeding aid heap! _ Matter for 
the ſtone; chiefly the Stomach, if it do not wel concot, there is a crude Chyle broughe to the Liver ; 
and from thence impure and Earthy Juyces are ſent with the Serum or Water into the Reins. A hex 
liver doth bake che Chylous Matter, and makes ir fic ro breed aftone ; as allo being roo cold it makes 
crude blood moſt fit for the fame purpoſe. A Spleen weak or ſtopped, or otherwiſe diſturbed, doth 
not futficiently purge the droflie part of the blood, bur ſends parc of it co the Reins, which will more 
eaſily berurned intoa ſtone. And haftly, the Reins beſides cheir conjunct cauſe, which is a ſtony 
diſpoſition, are an Anrecedent Cauſe in tworeſpects ; namely, m reſpect of their Temper, and of 
their Form. Inregard of their hot Temper, they more violencly draw the Stone-making Matter, 
and rhicken it more : but m reſpect of ther Form, they are an Ancecedent Caule, if the Leven 
Vems are more loofe, fothat that thick and Tartarous Matter may be more ealily received into the 
Reins ; or if the Urecers, and thoſe Velfels that fend the {ſerous Matter to chem, be coo narrow, to 
that the thick Matter hath not a free paſſage, bur is retained in the Reins. 

Thick and flimy Nouriſhment doth chiefly afford Macter for the Stone, ſuchasare full of Salr, as 
Beef, Pork, Hairs, Geeſe, or things dried in the Smoak, or poudered, as Salc-fiſh, Shel-fiſh, Eeles, 
Pulſe, Cheefſ, and all Milk meats, Eggs, Cheſtnuts, Pears, Quinces, Medlars, unleavened Bread, 
and Rice; chick Wu, ſharp or black, or new Wine not purged, ftanding Waters, and ſuch as are 
full of ſtone ing Juyce. 

Tothele add very eats, as Pepper, Ginger, Garlck, Onions, old ſtrong Wine, which makes 
the Liver and Reins too hot, roo ſtrong Diurericks, which carry the Matter chac will cauſe the Dil- 

_ eaſe ro6 violently roche Reins ; thick Garments, Down Beds, Baths, inordinace Lechery, whichis 
a great Enemy tothe Rems, violent Exercue, eipecaally atrer mear, roo much teeding, or long fa- 


og , and other paſſions. 
Signs of che Stone taken by themſelves, are equivocal, and common to other Diſeaſes : but if 
you conſider them all together, you may have certam Knowledg by them. 

The Ficlt Sign, isa fixed pam abour the Loyns, ſomrumes heavy when the Stone is faſtened tothe 
ſabſtance 3 which being of a dull fence, hacha weighty pain ; bur as often as the Stone pets inco the 
Head of che Ureters, then it cauſetha ſharp and pricking pain, and this is calledthe Nephriticalpain, 
6c pam of the Reins, and it continueth while the ſtone is chere ; neither will it ceaſe ro corment the 
Parient till che ſtone ger into the Cavity of the Bladder, or turn back into the hollow of che Kid- 


The Second Sign, is Urine, which comes from the opening or corroſion of the Veins which 
- arediſperiedinto che fub of the Reins, which comes from the rubbing of the Scone that ſticks 
in che {ubſtance ; bur if therebe bur lictle blood voided, being mixed with Urine it looſeth irs color, 
ſothat the Urine looks like a Lye. This Siph is not alwaies,but fomrimes depends upon other cauſes. 
Bur when i doch appear, it s one of the chief, which diſtinguiſheth the Srone from the Chollick. It 
uferhto be cauſed by riding, muth walking, and other violent exerciſe; for then che ſtone if it be 
rough and ſnaggy, being removed from its place, doth cur and tear the render Fleſh of che Kid-

The Third Sign, is thin Urine, water-hke, and liccle, in the begining of the fie; after which ſom- 
times followech a coral ſtoppage, if both Uretersare ſtopped : bur when the fir is paſt , and che ſtone 
that was fixed in the Lhecers is mro the bladder, there comes forth much chick troubled Urue, 
with a ſandy.Sediment. ; 
Lhe Pourth Swn, is often voiding of ſand and ftones. Concerning voiding of a ftone, it is &n1- 
dent, Thar if the Parient voidedauy formerly, though never 1oſmal, when he had a fir, ic is moſt 
cercaunthac the Ditea(e is the Srone. But cohcerning Sand we cannor ſpeak fo infallible ; for we.

nottothe borrom, as chat which comes from the Reins, Befides, if you rub ic berween you® 
ic diffolvech, and is like Salt, when the other will not yeeld co the fingers, and will not dit- 
And finally, hccauſe this Sand is falr, ic is diſſolved in hot Urine, nor will it appear _

Some Authors meution others, which are more equivocal and uncertain, bur zoyned wich others they 
pthe knowledg of the Dileaſe, therefore ic wall not be amiſs to mention them. 
ipp. Aph. 34. Sed,7. laich, They who have bubbles it their Urine, bave an old Diſeaſe itt 
the. Reins. For theſe bubbles come trom thick Humors tult of groſs vapors , which are-euher 
bred in che Reins, oc ſenc from vther parts to them, that maccer is proper to breed the ſtone, and can- 
nor be preſencly cured, therefore the Diſetſe islong. Galen w his Comment upon this Aporim; 
faithchar che mouthes of che Arteries whuch come coche Reins, are opened by .che ſharpneſs” of the 
Urine, and chence comes a Spirit which being mixed with che Urine, maketh bubbles. tur ir is not 
p char fucha grols Spirit chat willremain1o long, ſhould come from rhe Arteries, and Urine 
ing cold may long time fo continue as we lee many bubbles many hours ſwiaming thereupon. And 
allowhenthe Arreries ace opened by che ſharpnels of che Urine, blood will alſo come forch. And 
the mourhes of che Veins having chin Skins, would be more ealily opened, and io there woultbe al- 
{oblood mixed wuhchebubbles. 

Hippocrates alſo Aph. 76. Sed. 4. ſaich, They who void little bits of fleſh, and things like bairs, 
with a thick Urine, do jt from the Reins. The bits of tleth come trom the Ulcer of che Reins, of 
whith we ſhall ſpeak hereafter : bur chele thrids or hairs are faid by Galen, in his Commentaries, to 
come from thick and crude flegm, made long and round by the extraordinary heat of the Reins. Yee 
Galen confeſleth, 6. loc. aff. cap. z- thar after a long fearch he was ignoranc of the cauſe of their 
ng. Avicen ſaith that thele theids grow long in the veſſels of the Reis, or ochers ; for in regard 

are takemaway by Diureticks, and the Pariencs acknowledg pain in the Reins, it is credible 

that they receive their form fram thence. Afuarins doth direRly tay they come from the Ureters : ' 
For when the Reins abound wich , it goes with the Urine inco the Urerers, and ſticking torhem 
andgrowing chick by heat, it gets a a likea thrid or haw. But Fernelius wrieeoriac thoſe 
haits comEtrom the Paraſtatus or kernels, from his Oblervacion, m whichthey grow long like hairs

+ heat, andchat chey appear much inthole who have lately had a fikhy Gonorrhcea, and in thoſe wo* 
men who have the Whues, or a foul Womb, and in chat Urine which they make next after chey have 
aman. Others ſuppole, that choſe chick Humors of which thoſe filaments or hairsare made, 
welicft bred in the Yeins, bur cake their form inche narrow na ns che Reins, cfirough which, 
as through a fieve, they curn ſmal, and after they deſcend into ers, in which they grow dryer, 
rill they are 1enc inco the bladder, neither'can t &y be broken by reaſon of their coughnets.

By cheſe Remedies the pain of the Reins is cured, and ſtone diffolved and expelled. But becauſe 
they who are dipoled co chis Diſeaſe, and cured, do often relaple : cheretore we muſt appoint ſome 
Preſervatives thac we may hinder it as much as may be. 

And firſt, it there be a Plerthora or fulneſs, or the Reins and Liver hot, icis good co open a Vein, 
Springand Fall, a Clyſter or gencle Purge being firſt given : And then co purge the Macrer away 
which is proper to breed the {tone before ic come to the Kidneys, which you may do by a Vonur 
twice oc thrice in a month, ro thoſe whuch eaftly vomir.

There is ( {auth he ) no better Medicine after Purging, than the drinking of Balervacan [ters 
for by the beat which comes from the Butumen, they diſſobvegroj3 bumors and ſtones, and by their 
Nitrous quality they clenſe, and by their great quantity, do not only clenſe the Guts, bit Rens; ſo 
that it is mcredible to tel what abundance of thick Water ſome hav2 made after it. Brit when wwe 
fear the Inflamation of the Guts, we ordered them to abſtamn ffom Wine, and gavz them C bicken 
Broth with cold Herbs and Fuleps. T herefore we put fat Flegmatickmen into them once a da y 
in the morning, having firſt anointed ther Reims and Liver with ſom? proper O yntment, and 
hound them with doubled linnen cloaths, that the Excrements might be receive from the Pores g= 
pened.

Filbertsalfo raken before mear, are commended by Crato, who faies that he found by Experience, 
that many longaffected wirhthe pain of che Reins, were cured by them.

h we ſhould ſpeak of theſe Diſeaſes of the Reins in order, yer becauſe the Stone in the 
Kidneys and Bladder ate of the ſame Nature, and whac hath been {aid of the one, may agree 
wich the ocher, we ſhal ſpeak nexr ofthe Stone inthe Bladder. 7 

The Material and Ethcient Cauſe is the fame of both : only this Difference there is ; That Chil- 
drenare moſt ſubject coche Stone in the Bladder, and Men to that in the Kidneys. The Reaſon of 
which, is given by Galen, 6. Epid. Sed. 3. becaule thicknels of Urine, which Children often have by 
Reaſon of cheir ghurrony, is diffolved by cheir gentle heat 3 neicher doth it ſtay in the Reins by tne 
help of the Expullive aculcy ofthe Reins, which is ſtronger in that age ; bur being fallen into the 

Bladder, there 1c ſtaies longer, becauſe children given to play and ſleep, pits more 1eldom. More 
over, their Urine isnot ſoſharp, neither doth ic provoke the expullive taculcy ofthe Bladder, while 
the quantity is burdenſom, and to the dregs remain becauſe the Paſſage is very narrow ; beſides, the 
bladder being ſtretched by che plenty of Urine cannor to exactly contract ic telftoempry our all the 
Urine, but ſome remains in the botcom, which is thick, and fic ro breed the Stone. On the contrary, 
old men do often pils forth that Marrer which is in the bladder, and their paſſage is larger ; bur the 
thick humor remains in che Reins, becauſe it is clamumy, andcannor be diffolved by their weak hear, 
or ſtrain chrough by reaſon of urs dryneſs. Hence Hippocrates in Coacts, (aich that the Stone inthe 
bladder is not bred after tourteen yeers of age, to three (core, except it was there before. 

Fernelius mentioned anew Opinion of che Stone, breeding in the Bladder, 1aying, That every 
ſtone in the bladder, had its beginnung from the Kaidneys, and growsafrerwards in the, bladder : For 
when 1n a fic of the ſtone, ic fals from che Reins, if ir be great, ic ſtaies in che Bladder, and by gecting 
new Matter it erfcreaſeth by degrees. For he affirmech char in grinding of ſome ſtones taken our ot 
the Bladder, he found as ic were a Kernel which fel from the Reins of another color and ſubſtance, 
and that he never knew any that hada ſtone in che bladder, who was not formerly vexed with pains in 
the Reins. - But chis Opinion is caſt off by divers very good Authors, who by cheir Experience have 
found che contrary, and have taken many ſtones from the bladders of children, which have been 
wholly of the ſame color and iubftance within. And common Experience teacheth us, that Chil- 
dren have the Scone in the Bladder, who never had pain in the Reins, which would be otherwiſe if the 
ſtone came firſt from the Reins, Ir is grue, that uw men many times ſtones fall trom the Kidneys inco 
che Bladder, and encreale by the addition of new Matter z bur we chat it 15 alwaies fo, and we 
conſtancly athrm, thac many ſtones bave raken cher beginning in the bladder. 

The knowledy of the ftone in che bladder 15 41ificule, eſpecially in che beginning, when it is licele 3 
| bur when ur isgreat 1t 1s evident. Bur we thall diſcover it as muchas we can by Arr. 

The Firlt Sign 1s, pain in che neck of the bladder, which is worſe cowards che end of piſſing, and 
reachech roche end of che Yard, like that which is in ditficulty of Urine from Inflamacuun, called 
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The Second Sign is, Itchang n the Y ard, which makes the Patient fcratch ir ofreti., 

The Thicd Sign 15, Wetghc in che Periconzum, or inward covering ofthe Guts , and all about the 
Pecten where che Hair groweth, with a heavy pain, when the ſtone 15 great. 

The Fourch Sign 1s, When there isa grear ftone there is great ſtoppage of Urine, with pain like 
women in cravel, and dropping of warer, and often endeavoring to puts. 

The Fifth Sign is, Stoppage tuddenly in came of pifling, by reaton of the ſtone falling to the 
Orifice of the dder. 

The Suxrh Sign is, Eaſier making Water lying upon the back, becauſe « purs the ſtone from the 
Orifice cothe botrom of rhe bladder, ——_ . 

The Seventh Sign is, Often ſtanding ard, which comes frum ftoppage of Urine, and of the 
Inflamatzon ofche bladder by che ſtonegubbing againſt it. | F ; 

The Eighth is, An often deſire cogo ts ftool, which follows the defrre of piſſing, by reaſon of the 
confent ofthe Sphintter Muſcles of the Anus and Bladder ; for when one is provoked, the other is 

oked, becaule they have branches from the fame Nerve. 

The Niath is, The Patient cannot reſt in a place, bur ſhakes his Lepggs, and if the tone b2 great 
he can ſcarce ſtand upright, ride, or walk m rough places; for then the mouch ofthe bladder is much 
aflited with the ſtone. 

The Terh is, Thar the Patient is helped by no Remedy, but worſe commonly ; for all Medicines 
that £O —_ the pa of the Urine, exher do bring new marcer, andencreaſe the evil, or car< 
ry away the flegpm, which being abouc the ſtone made it leis offentive, bur bemghbare, dochgrare the 
inward Tunicle of the bladder. 

The Eleverth Sign is, When the Patient 1s in pain of the Reins, and after a fic uſeth to void 
ſtones which cauſddic, but now voiderh none as formerly, it isa fign that the ſtone cauſing che pain 
is ſent to the bladder, and there remams, where by degrees iwrencreaſerh, and -caufeth the aforetaid 
Sympromes. Therefore if any afrer ſuch pain, voids no ſtone, and afrera tune begins robe ſtopped 
from making urine, K is very probable that there is a ſtone mthe bladder. 

The Twelfth Sign s from Hippocrates, Aph.79. Set. 4. T bey who make a ſandy Urine bave 2 
ftone in the Bladder. Which Aphoniſm hath rroubled many Wits. Galen in his Commentary 
thereupon, latth, that t is manifeſtly lame,and defective, becauſe Hippocrates left out half of it 3 for 
whether the ſtone be in che Kidneys or Bladderalwares che Urin is ſandy. And Hippocrates himſelf + 
tontradicts this Aphoriſm, Lib. de internis Aﬀeti10nibus, where he reproveth the old Phy ficianschar 
ſuppoſed ſand inthe Urme to be che {ign of che Stone in the Bladder. Cardanys in his Comment ups 
onthe ſame Aphoriſm, faich, That he voided for thury yeers, firſt red, rhen white ſand, every day in 
abundance without any ſuſpicion of the ſtone eirher of the Kidneysor Bladder ; and he farther ſawth, 
that there are ſcarce one in cen whodcth not void Gravel, yet tew there arechar are troubled with the 
ſtone in the Kidneys, and fewer with thac in the bladder: The Spanrards void much Gravel, and 
yetate not ſubjeCt to the ſtone. Re

which in ſuch a caſcare to be chonight ro de added by fimple tellows in the Tranflation, or rhewhot 
Sentence to be put in by them ; as Galen faith often of ſome of Hippocrates his Say mgs,* Thar they 
ace thruſt in by others, when chey carry not the weight and Majeſty of Hippocrates, And the 
pinion of Beayerovitins arm rrs be inthe Urtne, ſeems norco be accordingrorthe mind of Hip-

Bur that we may bring this Aphoriſm co Truth, and Practical uſe, we tuppoſe that the Opinion of 
Fohannes Zechius, is the beſt ; who makes it a proper 1ign of che ſtone of the bladder, and there is 
great uſe of the Aphoriſm in Phyſical Pratice, when by al ocher Interpreters, ic is made unprofirable, 
Ang that Zechius may be honored by them who have not his Works, wethink wu worth our labor to 
repeat his words, which are in his Book of Conſultation, 58. Contulc. Hzppocrates ( faith he Y 
Apb. 79. Sett. 4. ſaid thus , which was never underſtood yet, either by Galen, or any other. T hey 
whoſe Urine bath a ſandy ſettling or ſediment, bave the ſtone in the bladder. Which Sentence, if 
we ſhould take it according to Galen, would be falſe , becauſe vve obſerve that many men do piſs ſand 
all their lives ( whereof 1 am one ) without any ſeſpicion of the ſtone im the bladder. From whence 
I cannot but wonder at Galen, andall the reſt after h1m, that they ſhoxld either not underſtand ſo 
uſefalan Apboriſm ( which I can ſcarce beleeve_) or by reaſon of 1ts ambiguity paſs 1t by. The 
whol difficulty is in the fignification of the word [ Sabuloſa}] in Greek called Pſammodea : Hip- 

ocratEs would bave nothing underſtood thereby , but thick, gravel mixed as it were with fat Earth 
like Clayor ſnotgnthe bottom of the Urinal; a certain ſtgn of a _ ſtone in the bladder. | But 
becauſe wo” #.nothing conſtant in man, it is not to be admired that ſome that have this Diſezſe 
bave not this ſign, as when the ſtone is ſmal, as we obſerved in Cardinal Paleotus. Now the cauſe 
of this nueddy TD bath been ſhewed in another place. So far Zechius ; but where he ſhew- 
edthe caule of it we could never find. - Bur we plainly ſhewed it in the former Chaprer, when we 
1aid char this ſnot-like matcer is the proper Excrement of the bladder diſtempered, when it cannor 
ſuperfluous humors which are ſent chicher, and curn them

There can be no good Prognoſtick in this Diſeaſe : For the inward Inflamation of the noble inward 
parts, do threaten continual danger of death. Ir is moſt deadly whena Convullion or dotage follows 
eh,” or the like great Symprome : and if chere be a cold iwear, death is at hand.

The Cure of boch Intlamations of the Reins aud Bladder, ts made by revelling, deriving, cooling, 
and moderately repelling, by Anodines, Reſolyers or Ripeners, if need be, and che like : whole Mat= 
ter aud way of uting, thall be as tolloweth : 

And firſt, Phleboromy 1s very necellary in the Liver Vein, on the fame fide the pain is, ewice, 
thrice, or four rimes, or oftener, if the ſtrength will bear it, cil che dethuxion ceaſerh, which you may 
know by the abating ofthe pain. Bur in the Inflamation of the bladder, the right fide 1s ro be cholen 
byceaſon of the Liver, from whence, as froma Fountain, the blood flowerth to che parc. 

After much blood is taken away, and revullion is made by the upper Vein, you muſt allo open the 
inferior for derivation ſake, in che Ham or Ancle ; as allo the Hemorrhoids are tube opened, eſpect-

Ourwardly, All the-cime of the Diſeaſe, you muſt apply cooling chings that gently repel, as 
moiſt Epithems of cheWarer and Juyce of Planrane Sorrel, Endive,Nightſhade: Roſes, wicha little Yj- 
negar, red Sanders, and Camphire. Liniments alſo of Oyl of Kotes and Olives, V ialers, Cerar of 
Sanders, white Oyntment, or Populeon alone, or mixed wich a lictle Vinegar, which you muſt ap- 
ply ro the parts aforeſaid, every hour cold. 

Or youmay makea Linimenr of an Egg wel beaten, with a Iftrle Oyl and Roſe Vinegar. 

Or you may makethat which is excellent, of Oyl of Roles, wich Vinepar and Juyce of Knot-grafs, 
or Purflam-z ro which add, if you pleaſe, a new Yolk of an Egg. Let thele beapplicd cold upona 
Cloth. 

If - pain be very nolent, it 1snot amiſs in theſe Epichems and Linuments, to mixa little Opium 
or Saftron. | | 

Alſo you may makea Cataplaim of Barley Meal, wich Juyce of Endive, Purſhain, and Nightfhade, 
with Oyl of Roſes and Populeon. Bur this muſt be often changed left isgrow hor. 

Three things are to be diligently obſerved : - 

Fuſt, That you ule not Coolers too long, left the Matter be kept from breathing forth, and the 
Tumor grow hard or ſcirrhus. 

Secondly, Incheluffimarion of the Bladder, you muſt uſe leſs aftringents and coolers, leſt you 
ſtop che Urine, which Symprome alone, is very ulual and dangerous1n this caſe, 

Thirdly, Cacaplaims un che Inflamacion of the Bladder, are kis neceiiry than Oyntments and Li- 
niments, becauſethey burdenche part, fo that ic is more hard todilate ic {elt. 

After you have tyied Coolers a thort ſpace, and ofren bleeding, when the defluxion is ſonvyhat 
ſto you muſt ute Softeners and Dilolvers ; ſuch are, Fomencations of the Decoction of Mart- 
mallow Roots, Mallows, V iolecs, Pellitory, Lin-leed, Farnupreek, Mallows, Cotron-weed, with 
Mehlor, Chamomel, Roſemary flowers, and Role Leaves vo ſtrengrhen the part.

Lood may come from divers parts tothe paſlages of the Urine, and be mixed wich it, and make ic 

look like blood : bur becaule this Ry ut ſeldom, and we here creac only ofthe Dyſcates 

of che Reins and Bladder, we ſhal ſpeak only of that bluody Urine which is made fo from the defect 

of the Reins and Bladder. Blood flows from theſe parts, as from al the reſt ( as we ſaid in Hzmor- 

rhagy, Hzmoptyſis, vomiting of blood, and Hzmorrhoids ) exther by Anaftomobs, or opening of che 

mouths of the Veins, by Rixis, or Rupewe, by Dabroſis or Corroſion, and ieldom by Diapedeſis, or 
Rarefaction, 

The uſual cauſes are much or ſharp blood, or a ſtone faſtened in che Reins : che Veins are often 
broken with plenty ofblood ; bur Corroſion, or Anaftomoſis, or opening comes trom ſharpneſs : al- 
ſocorroſion or cearing may come tromche tone, when being faxed in che Reis or Kidneys chrough 
nolenc riding, or other exercile, it is moved ſothat it hurts the pares with 1ts els. | 

Allo other cauics may break the Veffels beſides replecian, as a fal or ſtroak, .litrng; carrying, ve- 
hement ngorion, and che lake. 

That Blood which is brought forth by Urine from Plethory,is not alwaies a Diſeaſe or Symprome, 
bur ſomcumes for che gaod of the Patient, when Nature laies chat which is burdenſom unto her by thar 
means, as Aretes reports that ſome pits blood at {everalcimes , and when they do not, they have 
theHead-ach, mitts before cheir Eyes, and guddineſs. 

Allo the Bladder may bleed if it be wounded by a ſtone, or corroded by aſharp humor; but it is 
but lictle, becauſe it is membranous, and without blood 3 but ifthe Sphiner Muſcle be hure, or the 
pallage of the Yard, chere wil be much blood, as in extraordinary Venery us teen often, eſpecially 
when che Proftates are inflamed by a Gonorrhaa, or running of the Reins. 

The Signs ofthis Diſeaſe are from che Kind of it, trom the Part affected, and from the Cauſe.

80. of the 
lame Section ; If men piſs blood, or there be clots or drops m the Urine, and pain in the lower part 
of the Belly, the Pe#en, or Perineum, theſe have their diſeaſe from the Bladder. | 
 Ifircome trom the ſtone, the f1gns thereof which are mentioned in its Chapter, wil appear ; 
ifthey donor, you muſt conclude thas it comes from too much blood or wean chereof. The abun- 
dance of blood wil be known by the ſigns of repletion,and ſharpnels by the 11gns of Choller or Melan- 
cholly predominacing alſo ſalc flegm in the Urine wil make a great ſtoppage of Urine, and piſiing of 
Moody rhis hapneth often mold een chat very aptto be troubled wich ſal flegm. And the pilimg 
of blood trom tharp humors, diſtinguiſhed trom that inthe ſtone,thac in which there were firſt pains 
ofthe Reins, and voiding of ſtones; but not in the other whoſe Urine is cleec, with no ſtrange # conn 
therem, And the Diſeaſe proceeds not only from immoderate Exerciſe, which is ordinary to both 
Cauſes, bur alio from the paſſions of che mind, when 1t comes from ſharp humors which are mych 
ftiredup by paſſions ; ſorhat they who are tubjet tothis Diſcaſe atrer Anger and Sadneſs, or greac 
diſturbance of the mind, uſe commonly topitſs blood.

After the Fomentation you may apply this Liniment : 

Take of the Oyl of Violets, and of ſweet Almonds, of each one ounce and an half : Oyl of Roſes 
one ounce : Mucilage of Marſh-mallow ſeeds, and F «nugreek,, of each ivwo ounces : Saffron one 
ſcruple : make a Liniment. 

Make this following Injeion againſt the pain of che Bladder. 

Take of Foanugreek and Quince ſeeds , of each one ſcruple-: fteepthem one hour in one pint 
and an half of Barley Water : after ſtrain them, and make a moiſt Mucilage ; to which add of Ol 
of ſepeet Almonds two ounces : Honey of Roſes ftramed one ounce: mix them for an Inje-

Andif you inje& warm Milk, it isexcellent for the ſame purpoſe. In which if you diſſolve the 
Troches of Gordonius, you wil compleatly cate pain, and cure the Ulcer.

Iaberes is a quick and plentiful ſending forth of Drink by Urine z afcer which there comes a 
D violent Tharſt, and conſuming ot the whol body. 

Ic 1s called Diaberes apo tou drabarnem, trom patling through, as Water through a Conduic pipe, 
which is called Diabetes, - This Ducate 1s ao called Dipfacos, tromthe unquenchable Thirſt, and 
the Pils-por Droplie, trom the continual making of Water. Ir is ſeldom teen , for Gelen in 6.de 
loc. aff. cap. 3. faichchar he faw it bur cwice. 

Thenexr and unmediate Caule of this Dileaſe, from Galen, and al his followers, is held co be a 
hordiftemper ofthe Reins, which makes them draw Water violently trom the Veins, and ſend u to 
the Bladder being not able ro contain it themſelves ;; the Veins beg drawn dry, tuck from che Liver; 
the Liver from the Gurs and Stomach ; hence comes a contwual Ihiudt atter drink, which as tounas 
ir is taken, it is forthwith carried trom che Liver and Veins into the Reins, where by us quantity it 
ftrech up the Expullive Faculcy, and burdenugthe Retenewe Faculty, it 1s 1enc roche Blad- 
der. . | 


Some ſuppoſe that this cauſe is inſuthcienc, becaule the hat diſtemper of the Reins is ag uſual diſ- 
eaſe, but Diabetes is vety rare; theretore there mult be tamchingelie that is lefs uſual , namely, 2 
ſharp or ſalt Matter m the Kidneys, exther of Tholler or of Flega, which doth continually provoke 
the atcraCtive verrueof them ; as in Chollerick Feavers chere 15a Thirtt which cannot be quenched, 
fromche Chollerick Humor which1s fixed toche coat or Tuaicle of che Sromach, or from Chollerick 
Vapors ſent from tome adjacent part uno the Srowach,! by che motiogot ſome purrid Choller which 

chere. This Opinion is probable ; but we thinkgood roadd thus much roir, That che Kid- 
neys alone are nor atfected un this Ditcate, becaute Choller and other burnt Humors are firſt bred 
in the Liver ; and therefore they cannor þe inany quantity in the Kadneys, bur che Liver mult parti- 
cipate otthem.  Andif we may realon where Nacureteems to be tijenc, we can fay that chere 154 ve- 
nemousqualty concurring for the producing of this.Diteate. For chat kind of Serpent called Drp- 
ſacos, found in Lyb:a, when u buces any man,dath lend into ham fuck a poylon as begecs an unquen- 
chable Thirft. The like kuad of venom may be bred in our Bodies, by a —_ corruption of tome 
humor, which may caule tuch a Thirſt 3, for Galen reftufieth char divers kinds of 5 may breed 
1 our Bodies, And it tuch a kind of poyton may be bregin ous hodieyarway caulca deteſtannn 
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Drink, as in Hydropbobia, in which the Patient cannot endure the ſight of Water, or any Drink, 
why may not then there be produced another poyion, which hath che contrary quality, co cauſe a 
great and unquenchable Thirſt ? And hence may be che reaſon why this Diſeate is (o rare; becauſe 
this kind of poyſon 1s ſeldom bred, bur Choller and Salc Flegm, and the Ditcaſes from thence, are 
ocdivary. And as the Diteaſe called Dogs Appetite, which is compared co this for the unfatiable 
deſire of meat, isaſcribed by the witeſt Phyſitrans to an occulc quality 3 ſo this unquenchable thirſt 
may be ſaid to come trom a peculiar and hidden quality. | 

The Signs of chis Diſeaſe are cleer from wha hath been ſaid; as an extraordinary making of Wa- 
cer, an unquenchable T hirft, and a ſudden piſſing forth of what is drunk, a decay ot che whol Body ; 
for the motſt ure which would nouriſh the Body, is piſſed forth with thedrink. And there 
be ofcen a large Evacuation of Urine in ſharp Feavers, and orher caſes, yer that is nor vo be called Dia- 
bees, becaule the aforelaid Symptomes, as great Thirſt and Conſumprion of the Body are nor joy- 
ned therewith. 

The Prognoſtick of this Diſeaſe is deadly, for it is incurable, except it be in the beginning thereof ; 
for it preſencly brings a Conſumption. In old men it is more dangerous ; and when ir comes after 
inordimate Lechery, or Agues. 

The Cure is wrought by allaying the hot diſtemper of the Kidneys, and by ſtrengthening them by 
thickening che Humors that flow untothem, and by oppoſing che malignanc qualicy thereof ; all 
which may be done with theſe Medicines following : * 

In the beginning ofthe Dileaſe While there is ſtrengeh, you may open a Vein, for to revel or pluck 
back, and cool the Humors ; but ic muſt be donedrvers times, and but a fmal quancity of blood taken 
away. But if che ftrengch be decayed, or it chis follow another Diſeaſe, Phlebotomy muſt 
not be. 

You muſt give Mollifying and Aflwaging Clyſters co draw forch the Excrements, made 
thas : 

Take of Lettice, Purſlain, Mallows, and Plantane, of each one handful : clenſed Barley, and 
red Roſes, of each one pugil : make a Decott1on to one pint and an balf. In the ſtraining diſſolve 
of Diaprunes ſimple fix drams : Honey of Roſes, and Sallet Oyl of each two ounces : make a Cly+ 
ſter, and uſe it often. 

You may allo give a gentle Purge with Caſſia, and Pulp of Tamarinds, or the DecoGtion of Plan- 
rane, Purtlain, Lecrice, Tamarmds, and Myrobalans, with Syrup of Roſes. 

Some commend Vomirs made of the Decoction of Rhadith Seed, and Dwarf-Elder with Oxymel, 
which doth Evacuate and draw {rom the Urerers. 

Tocorrect thediſtemper of che ſaid parts, and to thicken the Humors, Juleps made of the Waters 
or Decoctions of Letrice, Purſlain, and Plantane, with Syrup of Myrtles, Quinces, and the like, and 
Syrup ot Poppies, in a {mal quantity, adding the Pouder ot Dracragacanch frigid, and the Troches 
of Sealed Earth, and the like. 

Or co aſtringe more, make them thus : 

Take of Comphry and Plantane Roots, of each one ounce : Plantane Leaves one handful : 
Tomegr anate Flowers, and yellow Myrobalans, of each ore dram : Plantane and Purſlain ſeed, 
ofeach balf a dram : red Poſes one pugil: boyl them to a pint. In the ftraining diſſolve of Syrup 
of Quinces three ounces : make a Fulep for three Doſes. 

For the lame end you may make a Pouder, or an Opiate thus : 

Take of Plantane, Purſlain, and Coriander ſeeds prepared, and red Roſes, of each one ounce : 
prepared Coral, Bole-armenack,, prepared Pearl, and Tormentil Roots, of each one ſcruple : Nut- 
mee balf a dram : mix them into Ponder. 

Take of old Conſerve of Roſes, for ounces : Bole, prepared Coral, and burnt Harts-born, of 
each one ſcr1ple : with Syrup of Ruinces make an Opiate. 

Eraſtus highly commends the Syrup of Comphry Roots and Sloes, which he ſaich he uſed wich 
food fuccels 1n thele Duieales. + 

Allo Narcoricks, or StupetaCtives uſed wiſely, are very pood, as new Treacle, Syrup of Poppies; 
and Laudanum. 

If it conrinue long, Sheeps Milk, Cow, or Afes Milk, are if you fyft conſume che 
Whey thereof, with otcen quenching Flints cherewn, and he may uſe ic e morrung, as we fhewed 
open ourward.

It comes divers wates by conſent, as when the whol Body 1s weak, and che vital heart ſpent, as in 
dying men, or when the whol Body, or halt. of ic is taken with the Paltey, or chote branches of 
Nerves which come from the Os Sacraum tothe Bladder : forrimes the looineis of che Mulcle comes 
from the painonly, andneernels to orher parts affected, as in Women with Child, from the twelling 
and pain of the Womb, and in che great Dileale of the ſtraight Guc.

ico which ler che Patient go ofcen, long betore, and after meat, not above the Waſt, andat the fame 
tune, ler the upper parts be cooled with a Fan, leſt by che hear of the Bath, they alio wax warm. 

If Blood flow from the Hemorrhoids being diverced from the Womb, it is hard cobecured ; for if 
you uſe Accractions to the lower parts, they will go by ſtool, and it you uſe Aſtringence below, they 
will repel from che womb by the neernels of parts. Therefore there is no way of Cure but chis, That 
ifter you have uled AtcraCtive things beneath, you apply Topical Medicines co che Womb, which - 
ma ors the Humor now 12 motion, more unto the Womb.

Chap. 4. Of the Whites. 


Woman is ſaid to have the Whites, the Woraans Flyx, the Flux of the Womb, or the White 
Menſtruals z when Excrementicious Humors do flow from her Womb, either concinually, or 
at leaft withour any certain order, or courſe of time obſerved in their flowing. 
And the ſaid Excremeneitious Humors are ſomcumes white and frmmnich, very like co Whey, or 
Barley Cream ; fomrume they are pate, or yellow, or green by che mixcure of Choller ; ſomtimes 
watery by the admuxcure of ſerous Humors : ſomrimes blackiſh, by the admixture of Melancholy ; 
ſomrimes ſharp and Corrofive, fo as to eat into, and exulcerate ſome parts of the Womb ; ſomcimes 
they are of a ſtrong and beaſtly ſmel, and other 'whiles again, noc at all offenſive in chac 
kiad. 


This Diſeaſe is wont to ſeizeupon grown Women for the moſt part, and ſuch as are of riper Ape 3 
etarenot Virgins alwaies tree from the ſame : ſo that ſome have done ill in daring co affirm, That 
uch Maids as are troubled with chis diſeaſe, have paried from their Virginicy , raking 

their Ground from the fſtraightnets of choſe Paſſages Narurally : For if Virgins have che 
Veins of their Wombs ſo large, that their wonted Courtescan flow chrough them, why may not the 
Whices likewiſe dropour by che ſame paſlages, ſeeing they are many tunes more thin -_ fluxive 
than the Blood ic felt, as being wheyith and chollerick. The ſame is confirmed by the produced 
Experience of moſt learned Phyſicians, and dayly Practice ceachech me as much, wiz. That the moſt 
chaſt and pertett Virgins in the World have had this Infirmicy, of whom there c be no ſuſpicion 
that they had becn corrupted. And Fernelhius doch witnels, That he ſaw a Girl eight yeers old 
which had chis Diſeaſe, and was afterwarda long time grievouſly troubled therewith. 

The Excrementitious Humors aforeſaid, are bred either u1 the whol Body, or in ſome principal 
Part of the Body, or in the Wornb it ſelf. 

. Ifthe Humors tlow from che whol Body, they proceed either from bad Diet, or from a vicious 
habicual diſtemper of the whol Body, and chey cake their courſe urgothe Womb asuntoa Sink, or 
Common-ſhoar, whereinto the veſt of the parcs of che Body disburden themlelves. 

The particular parts, by whoſe conlenc the Womb ſuffers m this Diſeale, are chiefly, the Brain, 
Stomach, Liver, Spleen, Meſentery, and the Bladder, which diſpatch cheir Excrements unto ſuch 
parts asare more weakly, and {o morediſpalſed to receive them. 

Theſe Excrementicious Humors are bred in rhe Womb, becauſe when ic is unable to digeſt irspro- 
per nouriſhment, by means of the weakneſs of its Retenciveor Goncodtive Faculty, the greater parc 
\ ofics Alrment 15 curned inco Excrements, being impertedtly digeſted, or corrupted rather. Ic isim- 


pertectly digeſted in cold diſtempers ofthe Womb; . and it 1s corrupted un hor diſtempers thereof. » 


Andſecmng Ko Womb by wanc ot Digeſtion, is defrauded of irs Nucrimenc, i preſencly dxaws new 
Aliment, which being turned into Excrements, is by the Womb expelled as unproficable ; and new 
 Alunentis contmually drawn, whereby this flux of evil Humorsfrom the Womb,ybeeomes borh plen- 
tifulandconrinual. The Womb is weakened and morediſpoſed to che Reception of thele Excre- 
ments by Child-bearing, travelling in Chikd-byrh, Abortion, and Contuſion, Inflamarion, Impoſt- 
ar” 4 Likes, | Cee.

The Diſeaſe it ſelf is eaſily known by relation of the ſick party, and ir is ofren times attended with 
divers Sympromes, viz. Paleneſs cf Face, want of Appetite, fickneſs of Stomach, ſhorr breathing, 
weaknels, fwelling of the Eyes, fulnets, penfivene!'s and fadneſs, chick Urines, turbulene 
and many other accidents, which differ ming co the diverſity of the Humors offending , as we 
ſhall declare more diftinitly by and by. : 
The parr affected, and the place m which theſe Excrementitious Humors cauſing the flux are 
bred, may beknown by theſe following cokens: 
| Ifthematrer ofthe Flux is bred in the whol Body, theſe ſigns do ſhew it; iq. Wearinefsand hea- 
vineſs not proceeding from any work, of which the Parienc isealſed, having disburdened her felf by 
che flux plencitully ; and chen again, when new matter is collected, ſhe begins ro be weary and heavy 
as before ; her Veinsare full; her Feer, Hands, and Thighs, are apt ro be numbed. thele figns 
do eſpecially diſcover only a ge of Huniors. Bur chat corrupt Humors do abound in the 
whol » 1s known by an evil habit in the whot Body [ char is, an ugly ſickly appearance in the 
Jooks, and whol outward ſtate ofche Body ] a puffing up ofthe Hands and Feer, an xchingand ſtin» 
inthe whol Body, if the Humor be ſharp, and many ſuch ſigns as theſe. 
che matter offending reſide in ſome peculiar part ; the Sympromes and Excrements proper to 
that = diſcover the ſame ; as for example : A pain, heat, arid iwelling of the Liver, wich Cholle- 
rick Excrements, doſhew the Liver to be afteCted ; and che fame Sympromes happening on the lefe 
ſide, with Excrements ofa Melanchollick appearance, do argue the flux to ſpring trom the Spleen :

Ifnone of the aforeſaid ſigns of ſome pare Fa 
edappear, then we may conjecture thatthe flux proceeds primarily from the womb. Allo the 
Woman (in {ucha caſe) is well colored, the matrer flowing is bur little in quanticy, being the excre- 
ment of the womb atone. There haye preceded ſuch cauſesas weaken the Wornb, as are hard Travel, 
Abortion, a Fall upon the Belly or Back, immoderate Carnal Embraces,eſpecially if the woman have 
been too yong married , Tumors, Ulcers, and other Infirmities 6f rhe Womb, whoſe ſigns are pro- 
ded in cheir proper Chaprers. | 
The Humor cauſing the Flux is known chiefly by the colors of that which comes away, which were 
a little betore declares, and which appear in the cloaths wherewith ic 1s received, if, as Hippocrates 
teacketh in his ſecond Book of Womens Infirmities, the ſaid cloaths beifigdried, ſhall be after waſhed 
in Water alone, and dried in the ſhadow : for 1o they manifeftly declare the color of that Humor 
which moſt abounds im the Excrements. Hercunto may be added the ſigns of an Humor — 
in the whiol Body, uſually delivered in that part of the Inſticurion of Phyſick, which treats

The longer this Diteaſe hach laſted, the harder it is co cure. 

I: atrends old Women cothe grave tor che moſt part, becauſe of cheir abounding with flegm, and 
the weakneſs of their Concoctive Faculty. 

The Cure of this Diſeale 1s ro be begun by a conveniznt purging of the Peccant Humor. And be- 
cauſe tlegmauick and wheyuh Humers do moſt commonly oftend, ſuch chings as purge thoſe Hu- 
mors, mult chie!ly be uſed, and with chem Purgers of Choller, or Expellers of Melancholly muſt be 
mingled, accordingas Choller or Melancholly 1s adj oyned coche Humor offending. An Apozeme 
therefore may be appointed borh alceringand purguyg for tour or five daics by way of a ſolemn pur= 

ztion, alwaies remembring that co the purging Medicarvents, ſome aſtrwpent and corroborating 
chings are ©o be added, left the Humors ot the Body being ſtirred, ſhould fall more abundantly into 
he Womb. 
Touching Blood-lerring, ir isa queſtion, whether ic be convenient in this Diſeaſe or nor : For ſce- 
ing this Flux is cauted by ill Humors i the Body, which by Blood-lecting are drawn into the Veins 
and ſo may corrupt the Maſs of Blood ; it ſeems there 1s in this cafe no place for bleeding. Alto, ſince 
in this lingring Diteaſe, the Patients ſtrengrh is much abated, and the Body often brought into a Con- 
{umption, 1t leems untic to weaken it yet more by blood-letting, and 1o defrauding it of irs nouriſh- 
ment. Which Controverſie is thus decided 3 Thar if the flux benor pure and ſimple, bur in ſome 
meaſuremingled with Blood, and ir appear reddiſh, that then a Vein may be opened ; as alſo if the 
Liver be very much heated, and the ſharpneis of Choller be joyned wich che fiux. In other Caſes, 
eſpecially if the flux have endured long, 1t is better co abſtain trom Blood-lerting. 

Bindings of che upper parrs ofthe Body, and Cupping-glaſſes apphed to the ſhoulder-blades, and 
rothe bak, wil be very uleful codraw the Humors upward alforubbings of thole parrs wil be 
cially profitable, firſt with finer and ſofter cloaths, than with rougher and courſer, which Galer 
dayly practiled upon the Wite of Boetiys, whom he cured in the ſpace of thuteen daies, as hunſelf 
relaces u1 his Book of Prognofticks dedicated ro Poſthumus, Chap. 8. 

And beſides the Univerſal Purgation already propounded, ordinary Purgations are alſoto be ad- 
miniſtred, and frequently reiterated, that the ſupertluity of Excrements may be the berter evacuared 
by liccle and liccle, and thac Nature may ger a cuſtom to void thoſe Humors by ſtool, which former- 
ly had cheir recourſe unto the Womb. Tochis intent, Magiſterial Syrups, Pills, and ufual Opiates 
may be compounded, fuitable ro the cemper ofthe Patient, and the Humors offending. In this Dit- 
ee cauſed by tlegm, Mercatys commendsa Syrup of the Decoftion of Liguumwite, with Senna, 
Turbith, and Agarick ; as alfothe following Pills : 

Take of the aſs of Pills of Hiera picra, one dram : Azgarich trochiſcated one dram and ar 
balf : with Honey of Roſes make them into Pulls, of which let the Patient take early in the mor- 
mug ſix or ſeven every third day : afterward, only three of them every fift or ſaxt day.

Afrer fufhcienc Purgartons, tweat may be procured to expel the remnancsof the Excr®

Fothis incenr, a Decodtion of Lignum vite,and Saflaphras, will be good in ſuch as are flegmatick 5 
and of China and Sartaparilla in tuch as are Chollerick and Melanchollick, cooling and temperace 
Herbs being added, lett che eyil Humors be more om and become mgxe ſharp. ſos 
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Or Sweat may be provoked by a Decociion of hot Herbs, as Nep, Calaminth, Fennel, Hy ſop 
Elicampane, .

As couchang Piis-driving Medicines, its a weighty queſt:zon whether or no they are fic ro be admi- 
niftred in this Diſeaſe 2 For they do nor only provoke Urine, but the Courtes likewtte, by heating 
and attenuating the Humors contained in the Veins. Yer arethey allowed by all Authors, and b 
Galen himielr, who uſed rhem inthe Cure of the Wife of Boetizs ; Andthe reaſon is, Recaufe Piſg- 
drivers do provoke Urine Primarily, and the Courtes Secondarily, and as it were by accident or 
charice. Apain, che Kidneys do perpetually draw Wheyih Humors unto themielves, whereas the 
Wamb doe: only recewe them 3 whereupon 1t 1s credible that the greateſt parr of ftuch Humors,wjll 
have recourſe unto the waies of Urine.

The Signes of this Diteaſe may ealily be gathered our of what hath been already ſaid. But becauſe 
it is wont rodiſcover it {elf gradually, by-little and lictle; ic 1s fic corelate ic's progreſs. In the be- 
ginning, whilſt che fick perlons do yer en Joy cheir underſtanding, they are more lad, and tilenc than 
ordinary, but with a wanton rowlingot ch*ir Eyes, and a ruddynels of countenance; which ruddi- 

' nels, is lomerime more then at others ? eſpecially when mention is made of marters belonging cobo- 
dily luſt, for then their breathing is changed, and cheir Pulſe roo, by Sympathy of the H cart, which 
made Galen boaſt that he knew the furtous luſts of Women by cheir Pulſe ; becauſe tuch Lovers 
do of a ſudden undergo divers:changes of their Pulſe, when defirable objects are preſented utto 
chem, or brought inco their remembrance. Afterwards when the Dileaſe 1s exaſperared, they begin 
coſcold, and to weep, andever andanon they tall a laughing, they ſpeak many things without rime 
or reaſon unadviſedly, our of which no certain fence cat be gathered ; a while after, they repent of 
chis their folly, uncil another fir rake them, by reaton of che inordinate motion of the peccant mat* 
ter, which oblerves no certain pertod in it's Fermentations. Women poſſeſſed with this kind of do-

Water may pals mco its more inward parts ; foraſmuch as che water will operate as much as any of 
thoſe Medicines which are uſed roextinguyh the ſeed withal. 

Peſlaries may be compounded to rhe ſame intent of the Leaves of Mercury bruiſed, with a lictle 
Mirch, or the Pouder of Ariſtolochia or Birthwort 3 which muſt be pur up, whenche Paticne is in the 
| Bath, leſt otherwiſe the VVomb ſhould be over-heated; andatrer an hour, i muſt be taken away. 
F Andafcerward, letan InjeRtion be made in:othe V Vomb of V Vhey, or Barley water, with a lictle 
Z Juyce of Nightthade, Houfleek, or Hemlock, /which is ſpecially commended in this Diteate. 

To purgeourthe Seed, the following Bolus or Morſel will be very proficable. 

Take of Venice Turpentine three drams : Agaricktrochiſcated one dram : Carrot ſeed, Hemp- 
ſeed, and Lignum Aloes poudered, of each eight grains: With Sugar make all into a Bolus or Moy- 
ſel to be ſwallowed. ; 

It the Diicaſe do'yer contmue, let Iſſues be made in her Thighs ; for nothing is better than by ſuch 
meanes to draw che matter downward, from the Womb, to thoſe interior parts. 

And if iwellings of che Spleen ſhall ariſe, and Obſtructions, during this Cure, as it often times hap- 
pens; they muft be carefully cured with their proper Medicaments. 

Finally, Becaule in this Diſeaſe the Brain and Hearr, are grievoutly affected, by reaſon of Va- 
pors ariſing from the Womb, they are both of chem diligencly to be provided for ; che Brain being 
{ecured by rubbing and chating the lower parts, and by Cupping-glatles frequently faftened upon che 
Hipps, and Groips ; and the hearc defended by Cordual thugs outwardly apphed, both Liquid aud 
Solid, tuch asare deſcribed in our Chapter, couching decay ot ſtrengrh. 


Chap. 6. Of the Mother-Fits, or Womb-ſicknep.. 


Hen Seed and Menſtrual Blood, are recained in Women beſides the intenc of Nature, they 
purrefie and ate corrupred,and attain a malignant and venemous qualicy: from whence vene- 
mous Vapors are elevaredand carried rodivecs parts of the Body, from whence divers Symptomes 
doariſe, andchoſe ſo divers, that Democriaws might juſtly lay in his Letter co Hippocrates, That 
the V Vomb is Auchor of@thouland ſad Sorrows, and innumerable Calamities. And Hippocrater 
himſelf faics in his Book of V irgins Diſeaſes, That miſerable V V oman-kind is commovly laded with 
mncomprehenſible and manifold Diſeaſes. All which Iatirmicies we intend co explain in this Chap- 
rer, under che name of Morher-Fics : herein imitating Galen, who in bis fixc of Parts Aﬀectcd, 
;. andthe fift Chapter, faies thar che Mother, or Hyſterical Paſſion, is buc one name indeed, yet com- 
£-prehending under it diversand innumerable Accidents. CIny all late Writers ina many 
& * Jer, do handle rhe Suffocation of the Womb, under the Title of Hyſterical Paſſion, callinga particu 
-*=Far Sy mprome by ſuch a name as is commonto many others, becauſfe ir, of al the reft,is moſt c_ 
; and moſt troubleſom. Bur herein the very beſt Auchors ſeem co have been tuperfluous in cheic Trex 
tiles of Womens Diſeaſes, while in different Chapters they deſcribe ſeveral Diſeaſes ſpri from 
the Womb, viz. Suffocation of the Womb, Head-ach, Epileprical firs, Palpications of he Hear, 
Pulſation of che Arreries about the ſhort Ribs, and in the Back, the Duleaſes of the Stomach, Liver, 
and Spleenaciſing from the Womb, and divers pains in ſundry parts of the Body ariſing therefrom ; 
ſeeing al] cheſe Infurmgies doartſe,from one and the fame caule, and areto be cured by the ſelf fame 
Medianes ; fo that che aforeſaid Authors, are fain to repeac the {ame things over and over, in ſeveral 
Chaprers, not without much wearinets torhe Reader. 

We therefore, That we may more briefly, and methodically ſer down the Nature ofall theſe in- 
firmities, think 1c worth our labor, firſt ro ter down the univerſal Cauſes of them all ; and afterwards 
rodeclare how thole Diteaſes arite from the {aid Cauſes. 

We have ſhewed in the beginning of this Chapter, that there are two ſpecial Cauſes of all theſe 
Symptoms, viz. che Womans Seed, and the Menſtrual Blood, being rerained befide the unxent of 
Nature, and corrupted,and poſleſled ofa malignanc, and venemous quality ; our of which malig- 

'nanc Vapors, do arile, and afflict divers parrs of che Body. Wnto which Dodtrine generally pro- 
pounded, two other things of greareſt moment muft be added, vig. Furſt, That not only che Seed 
and menſtrual Blood, do produce Hyfterical, or Womb-ſickneſſes;- bur divers Humors allo of an 
excrementirious Nature gg, vers che VVomb, and by a long abiding, growing purrgfied, and 
ſending our filchy Vapors. This is verified by many Ancient VVomen, who being deſticute of 
menſtrual Blood and of Seed, are yet very much tubject co theſe V Vomb-ſickneſles or Hyſterical 

paſſions. Secondly, thac noc only vapors ariſing our of the aforeſaid ſubſtances, are 
of the;e diſtempers, bus the yery Humors: chemelyes are a caule, which findung no freeyentby 
che 
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the ? Veins of the Wamb ( into which as a Commorrthote Nature diſburthens ſuperfluous Humors) 
by reaſon ofthe ſtoppage of the Monchly Courſes or of the Wlutes ; chey flow backagain into che 
ior parts of the. Body , and-doe intect the {aid parts wich that vitious qualicy, which chey 
haye contracted by their lang abiding un the Vetlels ofthe Womb, or by their maxcuce with Seed, or 
Menſtrual Blood corrupted. 
Theſe Foundations being thus laid down, let us ſee how Hyfterical Sympromes are ſtirred up by 
the Cauſes aforelaid, beginning with che Suffocarion, or ſtrangling fics ofthe Mother, which is che 
moſt frequenc and principal Sicknels of thele kind of Women, being accompanied with very many, 
and thoſe moſt grievous $ympromes. For beſides cheic breaching uvpaired and (omrimes aboluthed, 
their whol Body becomes cold, their Speech and Pulle is wtercepred, 1o chat they lic like dead Wo- 
men ; and ſame have been accounted dead, and laid out tor Burial, and yet afterward Revived. 
- Now this Sicknels comes by fits, which makes cheir returas fonucumes ſooner, {omrimes later ; 
and endure ſomtimesa longer, ſomcimes a ſhorcer rune, according to the quantity of the Humor ot- 
ing, which is ſomcimes quickly colleGted, and fomtimes long in gathering ; fomrimes foon dif- 
cuſſed, and ſomrimes long before xc catibediicuſt;: For ſuch like Cauſes of Dileales in che Body of 
Man, have rheir cimes of digeſtion andexalcation z which having arcived unto, they dotuddenly, and 
as it were mn a moment, break torch into action. Yea, and ſuch Huraors being already collected u1 
the Body, may for a ſeaſon lic hid, uncil being ſtirred by tone unternal or extecnal Cauſe, they thed 
focch theix poyſonous blaſts and vapors inco other parts of the Body. Now che moſt trequenc and 
noted Caules of this Commorion and Apication ot chele Humors, are iweer ſmelling things coming 
neer che Patients Noſe, or ſweer Meats taken in, which quickly bring Women ſubject co this Infic- 
mity, anto their fics ; allo vehemenr Anger, Terror, and uther grievous Paſlions ofthe Mind. _ 
Now there are divers Degrees of this $icknels, according as the Matter offendung differs in Quanti- 
ty,or Malignicy. For ſomcuges che Choaking-firs,with wane of breathing, are lighe and ſoon gooyer 
ſomrimes ic is extream, fo that the Pacienc breaths not at all, and is atrended with other Hyſterical 
or Womb-ſickneſles; ſuch as Vomurings, Ravings; Conyulitons, and Swoonings, or Faintings 
And for the moſt patr, more grievous Symptotnes doariſe from corrupted Seed, than from Men=- 
ſtrual Blood, or other corrupred Humors. For look how much Seed recaining its Natural Dilpoli= 
tion, is of a more excellent Nature chan Menſtrual Blood, by io much does x degenerate when corrup- 
ted, intoa greater or worſer kind of Venom or Poyton. | | 
Thece are likewiſe other Diftexencesof this Choaking Mother-ſicknels, ro be obſerved, viz. That 
ſomrimes the Patients have vheir Breach ſtop as ic were, ſomcunes they complain that they are chua= 
ked, asic were with a Rope thar ſtrangled 3 andiomrimes cheir breathing is much abated, or a+ 
bobſhed, wichour any pain or ſence of ſtrangling. The Rea!on ot which diwerticy is chis 3 Thar the 
{imple Suffocation, and dith of breathing, do ariſe from abui:dance of Vapors, which do fom= . 
times very much abound in Hyfterical or Womb-fick Women, etpecuily whea the Hyſterical Paſſ- 
on, and Hypochoudriacal Melancholly are joyned rogether. Whuch Vapors or Winds, do compreſs 
theMidrifand Lungs, a it is wont co fall our in the windy Afttuna 3 bur the fence ofchoaking , in 
which che Paricnt teels her {elf as1c were ſtrangled in her Lhroar, depends upona ſpecial properry of 
thevenemous Vapor 3 as there are other Poytons in the grearer World, which have tuch a proper- 
ryofthroacleing and choaking, as is known of one fore of Muſhroms. Ard, that the venemous qua= 
Iies bred in Hyſterical Women are divers, Galen does (uthciently hint 1g his fixe Book ofche parrs 
| Chap. 5. where he compares the malignity of this Vapor, to the venom of the Fiſh Torpz- 
do, and tothe ſting of a Scorpron 3, which Poytons, chough in quantity they are imal, in operation 
> are mighry, and beg received 1nto mans Body, they do ma ſhort ſpace of tune, grievoully af- 
Tict che ſame, and produce there moſt vehemenc Sympromes. As for Reipiration diminiſhed or 
aboliſhed, it is cauied by che {ard Vapors being endued with a Narcocick or Stupefaftive power, 
which wo mighty contrary unto the Heart and Viral Spirics, their a&tion is thereby hindered, * 
whence follows a cooling of the whol Body through detect ot chat Spiric which ſhould flow from the 
Hearr, and a ceſſation of Reſpuation, becauſe there snow noneed thereot. For ſeeing that draw- 
vs of Breath is neceſſary to cool our Hearts, when che Heart wextreamly cooled by the veuemous 
Yapars aforeſaid, it needs none of chat cooling which is cauſed by drawing in the Au, -and fo brea- ' 
thing ceaſes, becauſe there is no ule thereof. Wemay allo ſay, Thar the taid venemous and ſtupe- 
' r, does afſaulc che Brain, and hinder the Intlux ofthe Animal Spirics, whereby the motog 
of the Midrif, and the Mulcles {erving for re{pirarion, is hindered; ad hereunto, That che Viral Spirits 
wing deſtroyed, the Anumal Spuits, whuch are made of che Vatal; muft needs be deſtroyed Iike-

ly by cranſpiratton, or ventuationthrough the Pores of the Body; even 'as Creatures lying all the 
Winter in holes, do live only by tranſpiration, becauſe they are exceeding cold, and thas little heax 
they have, needs no ventilation by way of drawing in Air into their mouths. pf 

Belides, The fore mentioned cauſe of Womb-tuffocation, viz. A malignant and VENEMOUS vapor 
ſome ad another, namely, The aſcending or riſing of the Womb into the taperior parcs ofthe Body, 
whereby the Sromach and Midrif are comprefled ; from whence, nor only Hyſterical Suffocations, 
bur orher ſickneſles alſo do ariſe. - This afcending-of the Womb, Hzrppocrates propounded in his 
Book of the Natureof Women, in thele words : T be Wombs of Women being turned from theis 

Natural poſture, do ſtrive towards the Liver, and bear violently upon tbe Midrif ; for ubey gry 
carried upwards, 'feeking moifture to refreſh them, being over dried with Labor; and the Liner ;s 
rhe fountain of pleafing moifture. And Fernelius in his ſixt Book of Pathology, that is, of Diſes+ 
ſes and their caufes, Chap. 16. fates, h* had ofren telr che Womb rhus aſcending, bearing up againſt 
the Stomach like a round Globe, and prievouſly oppreſling the tame, from whence it hath/beenofren 
thruſt down by force of hand, and maniteſtly driven back ito its own proper place.  Emftachius 
Rrdius in the Second Book of his Practice, in the 5 1. Chapter, (ares che fame thing, viz. That he 
with his own hands hath felt the Womb raiſed as high as the Navel, and ſometimes above the ſame 

and hath by liccle and lictle chruſt the ſame down into its proper pkece. Bur Galen in his fixt Book 
of Parts affected, Chap. 5. oppoſesthis Qpinion, and teaches that alchough the Womb may in ſome 
ſort be moved, and aſcend, yer that motion apd afceurtion ts very little, newher is it any waies 

ble, That the Womb ſhould aſcend unto the Stomach, ſofar is it-from being able to Maven 1. 
{ame ſo far as to reach unto the Midrit. A very ſtrong Reaſon hereof is brought from Anatomy, 
ſeeing the VVomb is ſo faftened in its proper phace by four very ſtrong Ligamencs, that cannot be 
litred up ſohigh. V Vhereuntothe Defenders of this Option do make antwer , Thar in the falling 

our of the V Vomb, thoſe Ligamencs are torelaxed that it is wont to come without the V Vatrer-gate, 

and therefore ic may aſcend as far up as it can go down, when tho!e Ligaments are relaxed or flacke- 

ned. Tothis wereply, Thar the falling out of the V Vomb comes to paſs by lictleand liccle. chrough 

lengrh of time, by che moiſt ening and toftening of the Ligaments, cauſed by a dethuxien of Flegn 

zhereupon z burthat which they call the Alcenc or Riſingof the V Vomb or Mocher, happens in a mo» 

ment, and is as ſoon reftored ; and it is requiſite thatche Ligaments fhould have been hcft relaxed, 

and conſequently all V V omen ſhould be troubled with the falling-our of their V Vombs, who are 

ſubject co rhis Aſcenc or riling we {peak of, becauſe the occations of this Aſcent being c:aied, the 

V Vomb would of its own accord, and by us own proper weight tall downwards, and lie contuwally 

without the Body. 

It is harder ro make Anſwer to the Experience of Fernelivs, Radius, and others ; of which 
they, teſtifie themſelves eye witneſſes, who profeſs chey have with their own proper hands per- 
ceived the Wombto afcend like a Globe er Bowl to the Navel and higher, being afrerwards by 
thruſt down into 18s own proper, place. Sennertss makes aniwer co this, that the round body which 
was by them {o felc, was not the Womb, bur the Stones, with that blind Veſſel, which from 
Fallopius the findes ox firſt Obſerver thereof is called Fallspious his Trumper, becavſe he likened 
the ſame to the broad end of a Trumper. For the Scones appertaining rs the Womb being 
peudulous ( that is, Hang darglipg movable as on ſtrings) and che Body of the Trumpet afore- 
1aid being hollow as' a pipe, lax and apt ro. move this way, and that way ; when chey are 
filled with corrupt Seed, 'with' vitious. Humoes, and with windy Vapors, and ſwell and 
firout' again, chey may move this way and that way in the lower Repion of the Belly, 
and aſcend as high as the Navel. -And that ſuch a round ſwelling may happen in che Stones 
and Trumpet, as is {omimes felt in hyſterieall Women. The obſervations of Kiolanys may teach 
(pr in his Book called Antbropographia, where he relates) that in hyſterical Virgins ſuch 
as have had the Womb-ſicknels, He had found their Stones greater than his Fift, frrouting with 
wheyiſhieed ; alls the Trumpet of the womb ampletied or inlarged and very much widened. And 
ſalins obſerved ſome tuchthing ina certain rioble yong Damſel troubled with ſuffocations or —__ 
lng of the womb,m whom one fone was ſwelled tochepreatneſs ofa large A filled w1 
a taffron-color'd humor, very ſtinking, and ſendingforth a filthy and poyſonſom kind of vapet : 
Which humor dyed the adjacenc parts yellow, juſt as we ſee che Gut Colon where its carried under 
the Liver, i by che Bladder of Gall rendered of a clay-like yellowiſh Colour 

Yer is nor Sennertys very far from the judgment of the Authors aforelaid ; for granting”, as be 
ſates, ehat the Srones and Trumper of the Womb, being tilled with corrupe ſperm, vicious 
mors, and vaporous winds; do ftrout again, move C df in the lower Region of che Belly, 
can-aſcend as high as the Navel ;- ſeeing cho!e perts are contiguous with the Womb, they car:nor be 
moved inthe Region of the lowes Belly, ngr aſcend wito the Navel, unleſs the Wombbe moved wick 
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chem : ſo that this mocion may be aſcribed rothe whol Womb very well, as ic conſiſts of irs owne 

cfe& parts together with tuch parts as are knit chere unto. Againe if the Stones and Trum- 
per being filled with vicious Seed, Humors or vapours, may be divertly moued to and tro: Why 
may nor che Womb being filled with hike Humors and vapors, be moved with the ſame moticn. 
The reaſon indeed of Sennertys, which he borrowed from Galen does convuice, that the VVomb 
tied wich tour ligaments, cannoc aſcend ſo high as the Midrif, no nor as high as the Stomach ; bur 
ir muſt nor be dented, chat it may be carried as high as che Navel, where the Authors atorelaid per- 
ceived that Globe, both becavſe choſe Ligaments may be ſomwhar ſtrecched by marter working in 
them like yeſt, and like-wite becavſe che womb whiles 1t is blowne up, fils a greater ſpace, and 
may be perceived cowards the Navel; fo that whether the whole womb, or che” parts taſtened 
there unto. viz. The Scones and the Trumper be moved upwards, we may ſtill call i che 
Riſing of the VVomb or Mocher and cleave to the Doctrin of Hippocrates. 

Head-ach from the womb, comes divers waies z tor fomcime it polleſſes che whol Head, other- 
whiles the foreparr, and then again the hinder part thereof, and fomerimes 1t 1s felc about the Eyes, 
in fuch manner asf che Patients Eyes would leap our of her Head. 

Now cheie pains are cauled by the aforeſaid _—_— malignanc Vapors mounting into the Head, 
and cwicching as it were, or grating upon theſe Membranous parts : Alto evil kumors brought trom 
the womb to the Head, may caule the {aid pains. For vitious Blood ,, eipecially the more th;n and 
wheyith part chereof, afcends trom the womb 1nto the Head, and being thed into che Membranous 

s, bre-ds thote pains. V Vhich pains are ſomtimes, pricking, ſmarting, and fore as an Licer, by 
rea{on of the ſharpnels of the Vapars, or Humors aſcending : Sometimes they are i{tretching, as ic 
were, and iwelling, becaule of the plenty and multiplicity whuch diicend and ſtretch : Souurmmes 
they acepullatory pain, beating like che Pulſe ; when che Vapors or Humors are carried thither in the 
Arteries, or when the Arteries of ſome peculiar part of the Head are filled with over hoc 
Blood. | 

The Falling-lickneſs {prings from the womb, being cauſed by the aforeſaid ſharp and malignant 
Vapors , which being pollefſed wich a very great Acrimony and mahgnity, do vehemently, and

Alioa Pullation is cauſed 1n the Arteries of the Back, and about the ſhort Ribs, by reaſon of an 
over hot Blood, carried fiom the womb into thoſe Arteries, and diſtending them, whereby the: Pul- 
fation becomes greacer, which ſmicing the adjacent pares, caules a feeling of the 1aid Pullationin 
them : Yer, fomcimes fuch Pulſacions are cauted in Hypochoudriacal melancholly, which when we 
come to the Signs of this. Diueale, we ſhal diſtinguath. | | | 

Divers diſorders are likewile ra1ied tram the womb, in the ſtomach, iver,and ſpleer ; from the ſto- 
mach dilorders arile,as appecite loitzor more than is fir,or delirous of abiurd thingszor H:ccoughs, V o- 
mirings,Belchungs,& Hearr-burnings: al which Symptoms do ipring from the atoreſaid vapears tent in» 
tothe ftomach- by the Hypopgaſtrick,and Czhack arceries,or ocher blind paflſages; & thoie vapors do 
Kic up this. variery of Sympcoms,according cothedivertity of their Nacure,and che different d:yrecs 
of their putretaction, and malignity. For by their heat they cauſe want of appetuce,and chirft ; bue 
ifthey be cold they hurc digeſtion. And the covering of abturd things (as Chalk, Oar-meal, Smai- 
coles, Linſey-W oltey cloth, 8c.) is cauſed by che malignant quality of che Humors, and Vapors ; as 
wehave ſhewed in our Diicoule rouching that Symprom: and according to the different knd of ma+ 
lignity, it comes to pats that the Patients y—_ inclines her roo long, tor this, or that od ehing z, as 
lome for Coales, others for Clay, or Morter, Salr,Cinnamon, Nutmegs, &c. And froma certain kind 
of malignity ſprings hikewite, che loathing of tome certain meats; and which is more wenderiul, 
miome hath been oblerved an univerſal loathing otal kind of Drink ; as Lrrdowicus DVMercatus rejaces 
encerning a noble Gentlewoman, which weuld not away with any Drink, and of another, 
5 e——_ Drink, yer did ſhe Vomir it al up again, being likewiſe vexed with ocher- 
gievous Symptoms. Where we may conjecture, that che evil Humors wm that Eentlewaman, bad 
«tamediucha kind of malignity, as that 1s which cauſes Warer-Fear in fuch as have been bixcen 
with a Mad-dog. Ir is, notwithſtanding, undemable, chat the diverſicy ot parts into which chele Hu» 
mars, and malignant V apors are carried,conduce nor a little tothe variety of the Sympcoms. For, 
If they are carried unto the mouth of the Stomach, chey ftir up Belchings, and Vomicings ; if they 
{ticktothe Coates of the Gs induceperperual inclinations co V omit ; it they arecndued 
withany ſingular Acrimony,they cauſe Hiccoughs,or pains of the Sromach; which'pains may alio a= 


nie from che plenty of Humors, weighing heavy upon, and ſtretching che parts containing. 
The Liver iseafily offended by menſtrual Blood retained, and by the Veins Govinghank therenzy 
. WO; hence ſprings the Green-lickuels, by —_ ot bad Blood flowing trom the Wamb mro the Li- 
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ver, and from the Liver ſhed abroad intothe whol Body. Hence came Swellings, Feavers, and 6- 
ther Diſeaſes very many, in the whol Body, and ſeveral parts thereof, foraſmuch as all of them are 
nourithed by che Liver. 

Bur if the vicious Bloc1 aforeſaid do flow back from the Womb unto the Spleen, Swellings, Stop- 
pings, and melanchallick, and Hypochondriacal Diſealesare wone tobe miſe. 

And, Toconclude, Women feel divers kinds of pains in thaw Loyns, Thighs, and other parts 
whichariſe from tilthy Klumors, ani Vapors conveighed trom the Womb into the ſaid parts: Al 
which Symproms, taking riſe trom che Womb, ſhal be diſtinguiſhed from others which ariſe fiom 
other parts, and are like chem, but produced from different cautes; in our following Deſcription of 
the Signes of this Diteaie. . 

Inche firft place therefore, Womb-ſickneſs is known for the moſt part by what hath already been 
aid oft. For the tore recxed Symptoms do appear therein, nor al in every one, but ſome in one 
Patient, ſome 1n another, according to the differing condition of the Cautes. Now thele Sym- 
roms are, Breathing,depraved {o,as,tomerimesthe Patient ſeems to be choaked 3 otherwhiles her brea«. 
thing is leilened,, or wholly raken away, Without any trouble or Sence of Suffocation ; Retrigeratt- 
On, of cooling of the whol Body, and {topping or Interceprion of the Pulle ; fomtimes allo a ta- 
king away uf Sence and motion z lomrumes Ravings, Convullions, Swoonings, Vomitings, and Hic- 
coughs are zoyned togerher, : 

Burt for a more clear Dilcovery of this Diſeaſe, thoſe Signs are firſt tobe propounded, which ſhew 
the Diſcaie approaching, ſuch as have a _ in cheir lower Belly (firſt fromthe Navel downwards) 
with belching or inclination ro V omit ; 'Wearinefles, Yawnings, and ſtretchings, proceeding from a 
flaculent macter, which begins to mount from the Womb inco divers parts of the Body ; a 1ad Look 
pale Face* cauied by the drawing back of the Natwal heat, from thoſe Parts, to it's Foun- 
Tains. 

When the Diſeaſe gathers ſtrengrh, a ſence of ſtrangling begins to trouble the Patient, as if they 
had ſwallowed fome great morſel which ſtuck in their Throat. Afterward their breathing ſtops, and 
their Suffocarion is increaſed. Andinconcluſion alcheir Vital,and Animal actiors, are depraved, 
dimimthed, or aboliſhed. Hence ipring Ravings, Conyulfions, and other grievous Sympeoms. In 
{ome the Womb is ſenſibly coiled and rumbled, and gathered round like a Foot-bal ; andl felt after 
that manner indivers parts of the lower part of the Body. And when the Hyſterical, or Womb-Fic 
begins ro go over, a certain moiſture flows out of the Warer-gate, chew Gurs rumble, they lift up 


their Eyes, reduels iprings up intheir Cheeks, Sence and motionis reſtored, their Body grows warm, 


they fecch deep Sighs, and to the Sick-Party by little and lictle, 15 freed from her Fic. 
By the Signs propounded, Womb-licknels may eaſily be diſt yn from ſuch infirmities as are

of kin, or otherwile like che tame, vix. the Syncope (Swooning-lickneſs) Apoplexie (laſting Pla» 


nec-ſtriking)) and the Falling-licknets : howbeic the difference berween Womb-ſicknels, and thoie 


diſeaſes aforeiaid is peculiarly to be nored. 

And in the firſt place, by three general Signs we may conjecture that theſe Symproms which arg 
common to Womb-ſicknels, and the aforelaid maladies,do proceed rather from the Womb,chanfrom 
any primary milaffection of the Heart or Brain, The firſt whereof is, that if che ſick Parienc be tub» 
ject co Womb- ft knels, and hach been often anoy=d with aforelara Symproms 3 waen they come a- 
treih,we may conclude the Diteaſe to beno other chan Womb-lickneſs. The fecond is, Tharwhen 
Women begin to teel thoſe Symproms, they complain that their Womb is out of order. A thirds, 
Thar in Womb-licknels Women do feel great eale when ſtinking things are pur to their Noles, and 
ſweer ſmelling chings are put-in by the Warter-gate, which m.thole other infirmucies falls not our. , 

And cheHyſterical,or womb-lickneſs is more peculiarly diſtinguithed from chat which we cal Syn- 
cope, or the Swooning-Fus, -becauſe u1 the Syncope, the breathing and Pulſe do wholly ceaſe; but 
in the V Vomb-ticknels, it teraines ma {mall meature, til they come into the very beight of the 
Fic, wherein is moſt danger. Secondly, The Swoonmg: Firs came more quickly, and ſcaze upon 


.. theParienc, asit were oh a ladden. . But in the V Vomb-Fr, there proceed evident tokens of the ap» 


pProaching Fir. Thurdly, The Patients Face is paler 1n the Swooning-fits,than in the Womb-tirs; 
yea verily, lome Women have a ruddy countenarcein their Fus ofthe Mother, and than the Diſcaſe 
rs tuincienly known by that Sign alone. Fewrthly, :In the Swoohing Firs, we: find commonly 
cold,and Diaphoretick Sweats; which nn the Womb=-fits appear not. Fiftly, The Swooning Firs 
a e ſhorter, andthe Patientis toon either wel or dead z. bur the ftrangling Firs of the Mother laſt logs 

, continuing a whal day, or divers dates toperher tomeritmes. - Bur it 1$to be remembred, that rhe 
Swoonng-licknels, and che Womb=firs are ftomrunes3oyned together, when the Heart is More grie- 
vouilyatticted [4 (2 IP che Pattents ſtrength hath been much weakned by procra- 
c&i0n of the Ditcaſez chen the Symproms of both Diſcates may be mixed one with ano* 


ther. F \ all: | 
The Womb-Fir isdiftinguiſhed from the Apoplexie ; Fult becauſe that in che at 
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king-Fits, the Joynts are not fo loolened, neither us the Sence of teeling wholly gone, as in the Apo- 

exie; but if they be pricked, or have cheir hairs puld off, they give a futhcient Sign with their 
rome char they teelche pain. Secondly, In perſons ApopleCtical, Planer-ſtruck (as the ſimpler 
ſort do phraſe it) there 15 a perperual inorting of the Patient, buc in che Womb-ſtranglings, not; 
Thirdly, Womb-ſtrangled Parienes when their Fit is over, remember whac was done and taid, du- 
ring their extremity z bur in the Apoplexie it is hot fo. 

Ir is diſtinguiſhed from rhe Falling-(icknefs ; Fuſt, Becauſe convulſive motions are not alwaies 

,yned with Hyſterical Suffocationsz and chole that do accompany the womb-Fits, are nor 1o Uni- 
yerſal as in the Fallwg ſickne!s,bur moleſt only one or two members. Secondly. The Pulie is greas 
cer in the Firs of the Falling-ſicknels, than it ules to be when the Pariencis wel ; but in the Mother- 
Firs it is quite contrary. Thirdly, In che Falling-ſicknels, the Patient fomes at the mourh, but in 
the Mother-Furs there 1s no ſuch ftoming. Fowthly, In the Falling-t:icknets, the Patience remem- 
bers not what was done toher during the Fit, but in the Mother-fickneſs ſhe remembers al, as we 
ſhewed before. Fitftly, Thole that have Fits of the Mother, do in che ent! of che Fir come to thems 
ſelves hike perſons awaked trom fleep,wich a noyſe in the lower part of che Belly, the Wortb as ir 
were becoming quier, and rerurningtso it's Natural place, and fometune much humor flows frotn the 
Womb, whichdoth nor befal ſuch as have the Fallinp-ſtcknels. 

We muſt alio enquire how ſuch as ate in the Fits of the Mother, may be diſtinguiſhed from thoſe 
that are quice dead z {ceing many Hiftoriesrelate that ſome Women in that Cate have been accoug- 
ted dead, appointed to buryal; yea, and {ome buryed. The waies which Authors preſcribe ro 
make this ttyal, are divers : For exther they lay teazed wool, or light Feathers upun the Patients 
mouch, and ifthey ſtir nor the is given over tor dead ; or they apply a brighe looking Glaſs toher 
mouth, which will be dulled wirh her breath, if the be yet alive ; or they ler a cup full of water upon 
her breaſt, andifche water ſtw nor, they account the party dead. Thele S1gns do ior themoſt pare 
hold good, bur chey are nor perpetual, neicher dorthey pur the marcer paſt diſpute ; feeihg as was 
ſaid before, ſome V Vomen 1n thele Firs do live only by Tranſpwarion, as thoſe live-wights which 
live in holes al che winter, and fetch no breath at al by cheir mouths. V Vhich though it very els 
dom fals our, yet 1t 15a very good Caution, not to ſuffer women which die of this Diteaſe, to be bu-* 
ried il the third day after their death, or at leaſt cil they begin co ſtink, 

The Signs of the Cauſes are likewiſe co be declared ; which Cauſes we have ſhewed tobe three, 
viz. Seed recained and corrupted z Menſtrual Blood in hke manner retained and corrupted ; and 
vile humors contained 1n the veſſels, or in the Cavitie ofche womb. | 

If chis Diſcale arife from Seed retained, or corrupted, there have preceeded al thoſe Cauſes, which 
might encreafe, gacher together, and corrupt che Seed in the veſſels ; as flouriſhing age, ripe for Gee 
neration, or formerly accuſtomed to the actions thereof, which of late it hath letr off; Sanpuine 
complexion, an idle lite, and priven to-pleaturesz a rich and plenriful table, with the uſe ot ſuch 
meates as are eaſily corrupred. In fuch perions if the womb-Firs happen, they having theic Cour 
{es wel, we may guetie rhey come from Seed rerained. 

Ifchete womb-F us depend upon the Menſtrual Blood retained and corrupted, as their cauſe; the 
Patiencs Gouries areeicher wholly-{topr, or flow — and to no purpoſe; and ſhe her telfts 
not co ſeek tor cartial Embracements:- bur wel provided 3 And ſome Symptoms do attend this tups 
preſſion, as Melancholly, Waipuhnets,' Shuggithneſs, Drowlinels, Head-ach, twelling of the Dups 
heavinels of the Loyns and Thighs. ; ;

Wha concerns the Prognoſtick, or Predictions of this Diſeaſe 5K; it is a malady which ſeldom

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kills the Patients, bur uſe; roſticka longtime by them. Bur ſomcimes they are in danger of death 
by reaion of twooning hits char happen, or by ſome extraordinary Convulfion, Likewile if the 
fics are frequent aud hardto be removed, ut 15 ro befeared, leſt; Reſpiration being fo often hurt, the 
Native heat ſhould be tuffocared, and the Patient come to die. , 

. Thac Womv-pailion is worſt, 1n which more parts aredrawn into conſent ; and that is bad which 
ſprings from corrupted Seed, or trom a long ſuppreſſion of che monthly Courles. 

In Elderly perions, this Diicale is hardly curable, becaule of chat plenty of Corruption wherewith 
they are wont toabound, ' In yonger V Vomen, it commonly ceaſes when they begin co bring forth 
Children. 

In Y Vomen with Child, and that lie in Child-bed, ic is a dangerous Diſeaſe; in the former, for 
fear of Miſcarriage z un che latter, becauſe ofcheir weaknels atter Child-bearing. 

Fora V V oman croubled wich cheſe V Vomb-fits, to ſneeze is good, for it ſignifies ſtrength of 
Brain ; and by the motion of incezing, the Malignaric Vapors which beſiege the Brain, are dilculled : 
and likewiſe the vitious Humors contatned in the V Y ombevacuaced. F 

A rwotold Cure belongs co chis Infirmity : one in the fic, another our of the fic. In the fic, thoſe 
vapors which cauie 1t are o bediſculled and drawn back from the part affeted; rhe Humors con- 
rained inthe V Vomb which ſend up thoſe Vapors, muſt be yoided ; and che V Vomb when it isre« 
moved our -of its proper place ( which often happens according ro Hippocrates) muſt be re- 
ſtored to the ſame again. - 

Firſt rherefore, The ſick party muſt be laid upon a bed in ſuch a poſture, that her Neck and 
Shoulders lic high and {loaping, bur her Thighs and Privy parts lie low and ſhooting downwards, 
for ſothe V Vomb is more eaſily reduced. 

Then muſt her lower parts be tied very hard, ſo as tocauſepain ; likewiſe they muſt be well rub- 
bed and chatcd ; allo Cupping-glaſles are to be ſer upon her Hips; anda very large Cupping-glaſs 
ſer upon her Share is very protitable. Bur cake heed that you do not apply a Cu ing-glats upon 
the Fatients Navel, which many ignorantly are wont todo, for by that means the V Vomb isdrawn 
npwards again. VVhen Conyultions happen, or {wooning firs, hard rubbings wich courſe cloaths 
are good upon the foals of the Feet, alio with Vinegar and Salc ; it 1s good likewiſe to pluck off 
ſome Haus from the Head and Share, tocramp the tigers oi the Patient, whoop aloud in her ears, 
and {uch bke. ; 

It is alſo good to lay unto the ſoals of her Feet, this Epiſpaſtick, or drawing Cataplaſm or 
Paltis. 

Take Leaves of Artemiſia ( Mugwort ) Feaverfew, Rbue, of each g handful : Save, half a 
bandful : Pidgeons dieng poudered three ounces : Black Soap an ounce and an balf : Amber, 
Fran'gnſence, *Maſtich poudered, of each a dram and an balf : Juyce of Rueand Vinegar, allay- 
ed with Water, as mu«c) as ſufficeth to mag all into a Cataplaſm.

Authors do likewiſe counſel chat the Patients belly above the Navel, be ſtrongly girt with a [watht- 
band, that the womb may be thereby reduced, and the vapors hmdred from alcending. | 
Concerning letting blood, it u a great queſtion, Whether it be convenient 1n the tir, or no? For 
ſeeing there is ac that timea great weaknels in the Patient, and forntimes deſpairof lite, and the bo- 
dy iscooled all over by malignant vapors which infeft the Brain and Hearr, which can no waies be 
expelled by blood-lercing ; no queſtion the ule thereof 1s very dangerous during the fits. And of 
this Opinion are Varandeys and Sennertus. But Mercatus and Kodericys a Caſtro, do Uetermine 
contrarily, That a Vein ought co be opened in the Patients Ankle or Inſtep, when che Diſeaſe ſprings 
from an abundance of Menttrual blood retained; and that the Pariencs _ oppreſled with the 
burden, the paſſages obſtrufted with too much blood, and the danger of ſuffocation hence ariſing, 
can be remedied by no other means bur bleeding z ſeeing in this cafe, neither ſtinking ſmels, nor {weer 
{mels, nor Cupping-Glaſſes, can bring che Patient our of her fic. Philippys Hoechfſtetterns in the 
{econd part of his Obſervations, makes ir ——_ by certain Hiſtories, that bleeding in the Foor hath 
done much good : Infomuch, as a certain Nun, which had been ſpeechleſs, and in Convullion fits for 
two daies together, rwo hours after ſhe had bled, began to ſpeak, and roeatanddrink. I am of O- 
pinion, a Vein may be opened, fthe Pulte be ſtrong, and there be evident rokens thac blood doch ſu- 
per-abound : Bur it the Pulſe be weak, we muſt forbear, 'and Ray till the firs over for a more cons 

yenient ſealon, in which blood may be lately taken away. | 

Plaiſters are profitably applied under the Navel, of the Maſs of Emplaftrum Ceroneem, which 
mollifies and dilcufſeth, and fois better than the vulgar Womb-Plaiſter, which doth fomwhar bind, 
and therefore may retain the vapors and malignant humors. Plaiſters are likewiſe made of Galba- 
num and Affafartida, or of Caranna, and Tacamahaca, either alone, or wich ſome Spices mingled 
withthem. As for Example: F 

Take Gum Caranna balf an ounce: Pouder of Nutmees, and Clover, of each half a dram : 
Oyl of Amber four drops : Turpentine two drams. Make all into a Plaiſter. Such Plaifers 
areto bemade in faſhion of a Shield, or Scutcheon. and inthe pointed part of the Plaiſfter, which 
muſt be 1aid towards the Water-gate, ſome grams of Muskor Crvet areto be put, that they may ſent 
forth a ſweet ſmell, and thereby allure the Womb back again. T bree grains of Musk, may be jurt 
ma little Cotton, moiſtened with Oyl, and thruft into the bole of the Navel: then lay on a (hal 
Plaiſter of diſſolved Galbanum.

And becauſe the Womb is oftentimes filled with evil,and Excremencious Humors,from whence ug- 
ly Vaporsarerailed up ; we muſt be carefulto purge the fame, which may be moft conveniencly 
done by this following Pellarie. 

Take Diapbemcon one dram : pouder of Hiera picra balf adram : Turpentine three drams : 
mix all, and with Tow make a Peſſary. 

For her ordinary drink let the Fatient drink a thin weak DecoCtion of Cinnamon, Caraway, or 
Annis leeds. 

Touching Wine, Ir isa queſtion whether it may be given a Woman in theſe firs. Hippacrates 
in his firſt Book ot the Nature of Women (cemsto commend che ſame : and there is much reaſon to 
back his opuion. For an extream refrigeration of the Body, and Languiuſhmenr of natural ſtrength, 
cannot be berrer holpen, than by giving the Patient a Cup of rich Canary. Bur Awvicenna wholly 
forbids ir. And indeed, Becauſe this Diſeaſe depends for the moſt part upon Secdretained, or of 
Blood and foul Vapors carried up trom the Womb : Wine by it's rhinnels, and exceeding piercing 
faculcy, doth more exagitate and vex the morbifical matter. Whence we ſee by common Expert- 
ence, that Women troubled wich this Diſeaſe, are worſe if Wine be given in their tits. To Com- 
poſe this Contention, we ſay ; that Wine ordinarily isnot ro be given during che fir, bur upon ex- 
rcaordinary occation : Namely when the Patients ſtrength is extreamly decar'd, the hath Swooging 
firs zoyned with the Mother fits, or ſeems tobe at che laſt gaſp : all other Remedies cried in vain, we 
make uſe of Wine as our laſt Refuge, and preſent help. 

In this Cure we mutt be very caretul, it che Patient be wich Child, and prudent in our adminiftra- 
tion of Medicaments z neither muſt we uſe thoſe more vehemenc and ſtinking ones, leaſt we caute 
miſcarriage 3 and we muſt perform the Cure rather by outward than inward Medicaments. 

In the Courteof the Cure, care mult be caken ofthe Heart and Brain, and if they ſeem much op- 
preſſed, chey muſt be rcelewed by ſuch Medicines as are proper unto them. To the Heart, Wine,and 
Orange-flower-water, or Imperial water, or Treacle of Andromachus diſſolved in Wine, muſt be 
apphed by wercing things therein,and laying chem upon the Region theceot 3 or hot living Creatures 
aeto be appliedthereunto. For co ſtrengthen the Head , thote Remedies mutt beuſed, which are 
{et down in our Chapter of fleepy Dilcaſes. 

When the tit 1s over, Caremuſlt be taken to prevent the return thereof, eicher wholly, or at leaſt 
fora long time : which is done by a removal of the Cauſes, and by ſtrengrhening the Womb. 

Inthe tirſt place therefore ac a convenient ſeaſon ; bur efpecially 1n the Spring and Fall, the Pati- 
ent muſt be yeerly evacuated, beginning with a purging Potion, or ſome other Medicamenc ſui- 
table tothe nature of the Patient 3 alwaies addi ptcal chings. 

And then, It Blood teem ſupertiuous, it muſt be drawn firſt our of the Arm, and then our of che

Neither are Amulets to be neglected, faſtened about the Patients Neck, and hanging down upon 
her Navel, as we tormerly mentioned touching the Elks Claw, guod in thus cate. 

Some commend Peucedanum,or Hog-tennel root,hung in a ſtring abour the Neck. And our women 
do with good ſuccels, wear a piece of Allatorrida in a thin rag of cloth. I have known {ome chat have 
worna Foxes Pizzle and Stones dried, tied about their Neck ina ſtrung and reſting upon chew Navel, 
and by thac means preſerved themſelves from che womb-tis. 

Some wear a piece of Wolts fleſh dried, or of the Liver ofa Wolf, not withour profir. 

As for external Remedies after every Purge, or at leaſt once in a month, eight or cen daies before 
the monthly Purgatious ofblood, Fomentartions op Baths co fit in will be good, that the Humor cau- 

img this Dicale being relolved, may moreeaſily find its way by the opened Paſſages of che Courles, 
flow out with them.

It the right ar left ſide of the wonub be inflamed, chic hear and 
pain wil appear molt aboux the one Groyn 3 andche Thigh of che ſame lide wil be hey; y, and as ic 
were #1 a {ot burdened, 

The Signs of the Cauſes aretheſe. If che Inflamation ſpring from pure blood, al the Symptorheg 
are milder ; buc if there be Choller mingled therewith, the Feaver is more burning, and al the 
$ympromes are more vehement z but itthe blood be Flegmatick or Melanchollick, che Feaver wil 
be lets acuce, bur che Diſeale more laſting, and more ſtubborn. And here we are to conſider ſuch 
Signs as may tniorm us what Humbr is moſt predominanr in the whol Bady. 

f che Intlamarionturntoan Impoſthume and gather Matter, che pain and Feaver are encreaſee 
and ſhaking firs come without any cerram courie, yer commonly they take their turn abour Evening, 
And al the other Symptomes are heightened. - When Suppreflion is accom pliſhed, al che $ ympromes 
are mitigated, and Swelling riſes higher, whereby ſomrimes the Excrement of the Guts, or Urine is 
ſtopped. Bur if the Intlamation be ditcufied wicheur Suppuration, the Swelkng leliens, and che 
Sympromes beconlſes gentler. Fo | 

If ic tara toa Scicrhus (that is, hard ſwelling ) the Feaver, Pain, and other Symprtomes are di- 
miniſhed ; che Swelling abides, becomes harder ;. likewiſe the weight and heavinels remain, both in 
the womb, and the adjacent parrs, 10 that che Patient can hardly ſtir her (elf, 

A ood Pregnoſtick cannot be made of this Diſeaſe becauſe ic is very dangerous, and for the moſt 
part deadly. Bur more or leis danger 1s threatened according to the ereatriels of the Diicabs, ics 
Cauſesand Sympromes, as thus : 

It the Inflamation poſſels the whol Womb, its a deſperate Diſeaſe ; but if only a part bt inflamed, 
there is ſome hope of help. 

Ifa V Voman with Child have a Chollerick ſwelling in her womb, irs deadly. Hipp. A phor. 43. 
Sect. 5. For thre Cliilddies by reaton of the greatneſs of the Inflamation, whereupon tollows Abor- 
tion, which coming upon the back ofa grievous dilſeaſe, kils the Mother. Galen in his Comments 
upon this Aphoriſm, doubrs it thts be nor crue of every Inflamation of the womb as well as of the 
Chgllerick, and whether it be poſſible that a Child in ſuch a caſe can live. 

flamarion of che womb eaſily degenerates into a Gangrene, Becauſe the womb, as it were the Bo- 
dics Cloe-ftool, receives a nughty charge of naſty Excrements, by which the inbred keac is cafily 
{uffocared. 

Ravyings, rurnivgof the womb, Hiccoughs, Coldneſs of the Hands and Feer, Diaphoretick ſweat 
ſeizing ona woman in this Diteate, do portend fudden death. 

Ifan Intlamation of the womb come to Suppuration, irs hopeful that ic may be cured ; bur a foul 
Utcer will tollow, which wil make the Patient co pine away with a lingering Feaver, or to falf inco 
the Droplte. 

If io Inflamation turn into a Scirrhus, the 'evil beconts laſting, and often brings a 
Dropfie. 

To cure this Infirmity, the Courſe ef the Blood ro the Womb is to be drawn back, it is to be dri- 
ven from the womb, it is to be diverred another way : that which is flown in and contained in che part, 
to betelolved. Anditthe ſwelling cend roſuppwartion, it is to be furchered, and when it is broken, 
the Facter or Quitror muſt be voided out 3 Which may be done by the following Remedies. 

An Emollient and cooling Clyſter being premiſed, "let Blood be drawn from che Balilick Vein of 
the Ag, on that tide on which the Womb is moſt aftzRed ; or frem bogh Arms, itche ſwelling _ 
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the whol Womb; and let che Blood-lecting be repeated twice, thrice, or four rumes, according to the 
frenprh ofthe Parienc ,and the greatneſs ofthe Inflamarion. 

After tuſficient Revullion, che Diſeale —_—_— cous height, when: there is no longer {ufpicion 
of any prelent flux uitothe Womb, the lower Veins are to be opened, ro derive from the pert affe- 
fed. In which ſence we muſt underftand, Galen in his Book of Blood-lerting, and in his 13. Book 
of che Method of Heaſng, where he teacherh, That inthe Inflamarion ofthe W omb, we mult open 
the Veins abour the Knees ard Anckles, Bur fo longas there remains any Indication of Revullion, 
ic is beter coopen the Veins of the Arm. 

Alfo to revel or draw back the Humors, Frictions are good, and Ligatures or bindings of the uper 
parts, and Cupping-Glaſtes tet upon the Shoulders, Loyns, and Back. 

If vitious Humors ( elpecially Chollerick ) do abound in the Body, which are as it were the 
Coach of the other Humors to hurry chem abour the Body ; they are co be evacuated with gencle 
Medicaments, as Syrup ot Roſes, and Syrup of Violets folutive, Manna, Rhubarb, Catholicon, or E- 
le&uary Lenitive z tor roms; en Medraments by ſtirring the Humors over much, would excue the 
Ekix of Humors more abundancly co the part attected. 

And vomiting Medrcaments, though preſcribed by Awvicenna, ſeem no way convenient in this caſe : 
For if they be mild and gencle, they evacuate nothing to ſpeak of : 1f chey beſtronger, they caule a 

ceat Agtration in the Body, by which means the Humors being ina Commotion, may tlow more 
plencifully unto the parc duleated. | 

In regard of tire grearnels or the Feaver, cooling Medicamentsare tobe uſed, as Juleps and Emul- 
ſions 3 whereunto, if very great wakinge, pain, and tumblings and coflings do dilquier the Patient, 
{ome Narcoticks may be added, which may likewile be given by chernſelves. 

After the Firſt Evacuarions, ler outwatd Medicines beapphed coche lower part of the Belly, be- 
tween che Navel and che Share, andabour che Kidneys ; tirſt of all repelling and cooling things, w 
the torm of a Linimenr, an Epuhem, and Cataplaſm. 

Che Liniment may be made of Oyl of Roſes waſhedin Vinegar, or of Oyntment of Roſes, Cera- 
tum Santa'mim, or Galens cooling Oyntment, with a liccle Vinegar added. 

The Epitheme may be made ofche Waters or DecoCtion of Plancane, Sorrel, Nighrthade, the tops 
of whice Poppies and Roſes, adding a liccle Bole-Armoniack , Dragons Blood, and Terra Szeu-= 
lata. 

The Cataplaſm or Pulciſs may be made ofthe Crums of fine Mancher boyled wich Milk, to which 
a little Oy1 of Roles may beadded, with Juyce of Henbane. Nighcthade, and the whaces of Eggs ; ar 
of Barley Meal, Liniced, Fenugreek iced, with Oyl of Roſes z whereunto likewiſe che atorclaid 
Plancs being bruiſed may be added. 

Inje&tions muſt be made inco the Womb, compounded after this manner : 

Take Plantane L-aves, Water-lilly Leaves, Nightſhade, and Endive, of each one handful : 
red Roſes two pugils. Boyl all till a third part of the Water be conſumed : and add.

Wheretore fofrening and diſcufling things are to be mingled with the 
repelling Simples;z wich this Provilo, That the longer the Inflamation is from ics Infancy, the grea- 
ter muſt be the quanticy of Digeftives. Sothar to the foretaid Medicaments may be added, Mallows, 
Marfh-matlows, Mugwort, Ferugreek, Chamomel, Melilot 3 their Dote being augmenced or dimint- 
ſhed, as the caſc ſhall require. x 

In the mean while, it che Patient be coſtive, ſhe muſt be helped by gentle Purgatives. Yea, and 
the truth is, frequent Clyſters may doa great deal of good to cemper the: Inflamation, fecing the

Take Marſh-mallow Roots poudered, Chamomel flowers, Mehlilot, Meal of Lin- feed, Fenu- 
greek, of each one ounce : fat Figs, eight : boyl all to the on of a Pultiſi. Then add 
the yolks of four Eggs : Saffron balf a ſcrutple : Oyl of Lillies and freſh Butter, of each an ounce.

When Marter or Quitor is made, which may be known by the abatemene of heat and pain, and 
by a certain inundation perceivable by the touch, che Macter quaking like a quagmire, endeavor muſt 
be uſed to break the Impoſthume by moving of the Body, by coughing, by neezung, by faſtening Cup- 
ping-glaſles, by clenſingandattenuating Injections, or by Peſlarics that wil draw and break. Ay

Chap. 8. Of an Ulcer of theWomb. 


"A Feera ſuppurated Inflamation of the Womb, follows an Ulcer, which likewiſe depends upon 
.other Cauſes, namely, ſo many as may cauſe an Eroſion, fretting, or gnawing the lubſtance of 
the Womb. 

The Cauſes therefore hereof are, An Impoſthume breaking , Sharp Hnmors flowing into the 
Womb, Sharp and Corrofive Medicines conveyed into the Womb, or taken at the Monch, as Was 
ſaid before tauching Cantharides or Spaniſh Flyes. "(668 

The Antecedent Cauſes are all ſuch things, which we have formerly ſhewed, have power cocauſe 
an Inflamation, as difficult Child-birch, violent and unbridled Carnal Conjundtion, a long flux of 
Sharp Humors from the Womb, wounds, fals, and bruiſes, and eipecially a yenemous Gonorrhea,and 
the Lechers Pocks, the infetion whereof is ſoon communicated to the Womb, and its Neck. 

T he Differences of this Diſeaſe, are taken from the place, the magnitude, the figure and complica- 
tron with other Infirmiries. K 

In reſpe of the place, that is to ſay, the ſeveral parts ofthe Worn ; the Mcer is ſomtimes poſ- 
ſeſledofrhe Neck of the Womb, and us inner Orifice ; ſomtimes it is in the bottom, though but ſel- 
dom. Sortunes, and that moſt frequencly, it ſeizes che inner ſurtace of the Womb ; ſomcimes, but 
{eldom, ic affaults the outer ſurface 3 whence it comes to pals, that ſortimes the Quitcor of theſe Ul- 
cers comes out by the Bladder or Guts, or if ic ſercle in the Cavity of the Abdomen, Impoſthumes a- 
riſe about the Patients Groyns, of which Hippocrates ſpeaks in his 47. Aphor. Sed. 5. 

In reſpe&t of Quantity, ſome are greac, others {mal Ulcers, according as they rake up more or leſs 
ſpace inthe Womb; whuch if they be lictleand ſuperficial, they differ lictle from che Scaband Itch 3 
bur wt 3 og great, grievous, and as ic were deyouring, they are called by Hippocrates, Nome, thay 
Bs, catu Er.

If the Ulcer be ſingle and benign, the Quictar 15 little, white, and nor ſtinking. Bur it ir be ma-

If t ſhall ariſe ofthe Lechers Pox, Goncrrhaa will uſher it in, or attend upon it, and other rokens

For the Proguoſticks of this Intirmity, Hzppocrates in thefuft Book of Womens Sickneſles ſaies, 
Thar no Ulcer in the Womb ought to be {lighted, becaule ic 1s in a part of exquiiire feeling, which 
hath a tellow feeling with che principal parcs of the Body, and is very much dupoled to receive a 
flood of Excrements from them. 

If che Ulcers of che V Vomb prove Gancerous, Phagedenick, or V Voli-ith [ ſuch as we ſimple 
people cal che V Voolf, and tel ftrange tales abour, how 1c eats tleth, 8c.” hollow, or tiftulous, they 
ace tor the moſt parr incurable, and do vex the poor Patients miterably, all cherr lite long. 

Ulcers 1n the Neck of the V Vombare more ealily cured, becaule Medicamenrs may beapplied to 
them mnmedacely. 

In women tha are recovering ofthis Diſeaſe, it isa token of pertect healch, if they begin to con- 
ceive, and conveniently co receive the Mans Sperm, ' or it they have chew monthly Courtes orderly 
and wichour pain. ; 

The Cure ofa womb Ulcer, muſt tend co hinder the flowing in of ſuch Humors as either beger or 
cheriſh che Ulcer, and coclenſe che Ulcer, and cauie ic co come to a coalition. To which purpole 
the following Remedies may be uled. 

And firſt of all, Ifrke Patient be over ful of blood, or the Ulcer have an Inflamation joyned there- 
with, a Veinin the Arm muſt be opened, and repeated to often as there (eems danger of a new Fluxi- 
on 3 whuch 15 eſpecaally ro be done when che Patient hath her Courtes, that they may flow the lels, 
becauſe they are wont co fupply Macrer to the Ulcer, and co cauſe other Humors to flow unto the 
womb. 

Alſo Purgation is very necellary, that che Body may be freed from evil Humors ; and ic ought to 
be procured by the gentler fort of Purgatives, as Senna, Rhubarb, Tamarinds, Myrobalans, Catholi- 
cum, and tuch like ; aud Purgation is often co be repeaced, that evil Humors may be diverced from 
the womb, and ir is in this cate of tuch moment, that Foreſts witneſſeth in the 48. Obſervation of 
his 28. Book, That Fohn Tiengins, a Phylitian of Amſterdam, cured a Gentlewoman of Amfter- 
dam of an Ulcer in her womb, co whom he gave every fourth day, five ounces of the Decodtion of . 
Senna, Epichiaum, red Roles, and Indian Myrobalans iweerened with Sugar, uſing to caſt clenſing 
DecoGtions, as Injetions into her womb. 

For co beever ina readineſs, This tollowing Magiſterial Syrup may be compounded. 

Take of the greater Comfry Roots, and new Polypody of the Oak, of each one ounce: Citron 

r dried, ſix drams : Leaves of Plantane, Vinca pervinca, Ladies mantle, Sorrel, Maiden-hair, 
ef each a handful : Liquors ſcraped and ſpliz,and Raiſons ſtoned,of each one ounce : Senna clenſed 
ſex ounces : Carthamus ſeeds bruiſed trwo ounces : Agaricknewly made into Cakes and bound 1n a 
Cloth, ten drams : Musk-melone ſeeds, and Annis ſeeds, of each three drams : * the Cordial Flow 
ers, Roſemary Flowers, and Epithimum, of each one pugil. Make of all a Deco#ion in Barley 
Water, in part whereof infuſe of choyce Rbubarb half an ounce : Cinnamon one dram. In a pint 
and half of the ſtrained Liquor, diſſolve three ounces of the Syrup of DamaskRoſes, and as much 
Sugar a5 ſhall be requiſite to make it ito a Syrup perfettly boyled.

per, todiy the Ulcer, and torevel the {erous humors towards the habit of the Body. . 

Turpentine waſhed in {ome convenient water for the womb, as of Mugwort or Feaverfew ; or in 
ſome water reſpeCing the Ulcer, as of Plantane, and red Roſes, raken now and then with Sugar of 
Roſes, doth clente and conſolidate or fi] upthe Ulcer. 

Pils of Bdellium given roa dram ar a tume, or every day, or orice in two daies one {cruple, do very 
much good, and ſtop the blosd um cafe it tlow. 

Or new Pills may be inade on purpole, to be uled after the ſame manner, thus : 

Take Bdellium three drams : Mirrb, Frankinſence, of each. one dram : Sarcocclla, Storax 
Amber,Cheb-Myrobalans, of each balf a dram : red Coral two ſcruples. Witb Syrup of Poppie . 
make a Maſs fit for Pills , whereunto, in caſe of extream pain, a little Opium may be 
added. 

Trochiſci Alkekengi [ Cakes compounded with Winter-Cherries, of which conſult my London + 
Diſpenſatory } with Opium, are likewite ( beingpoudered ) given to drink down, where the Pa- 
tient 1s troubled with great pain. 

Alſotomitigate parn, the ſame Remedies may beuſed, which we preſcribed for that incenc, in our 
diſcourle ofthe Intlamation of the womb. 

This following Pouder 1s very effectual to dry up the Ulcer : 

Take Acacia, Fuyce of Hypociſtzs, of each one dram: Dragons blood, fine Starch, Plantane 
Roots, Birthwort, or round Ariſtolochia Roots, of each half a dram : Bole Armoniack one 
dram : Maftich, Sarcocolla, of each half a dram. Make all into a moſt fine Pouder, whoſe Doſe

Obſervation, and the $8. of his ſecond Book, propounds an EleGua= 
ry and a Water, wherewith he wicneffeth that he had cured Ulcers of the womb judged incurable, 
Any one may find che Deſcription of them inthe places above cited. | 

Toclenſe, dry, and fillup the Ulcer, divers ſorts of Injetions are uſually made ; which are never- 
theleſs, not to be uſed, until the Inflamation be firſt caken away, which is eftencimes acrendant upon 
theſe kind of Ulcers; and until the pain be afſwaged, which is nor only very troubleſom, bur alſo by 
vexing the part, it is wont toencreaie the flux of Humors. 

In regard therefore ofthar ſame Inflamation and fharpueſs of Humors, let Emulfons of the cooling 
Seeds, -V V hey of Goats Milk, or Milk it {elf, eicher alone, or mingled with the Juyce of Plancane 
. andShepheards-purie z or it need be, a Decoction of Poppy heads, and the tops of Mallows be tirſt 

ofal mzected. Some Practitioners are of Opinion, that luke-warm wateralone, doth very much 
good in thele cales, if it be ofren injedted. And there is reaſon for it, ſeeing by that means the hear 
and Intlamation oft che womb is tempered, che pain is aſſwaged, and che filth adhering ro che Ulcer is 
waſhed off. Valeſcus de Taranta, doth approve of cold water likewile, in thete words: 1have 
known (aieshe) ſome women, who perceiving they bad Ulcers in their wombs,did waſh them with 
cold Water, and then wipe them clean, and dry them with linnen cleaths, which they did often pra 
in we Watergate.

When che Ulcer thal be wel {coured and clerted,we muſt ute drying and folidating thines, made at- 
ter chis manner. 

Take the greater Comfry Roots, Biſtort Boots, of each one ounce : Leaves of Plantane, Horſ- 
1ail, Shepbeards-purſe, Ladies Mantle, *Mouſ-ear, Yarrow, of each one bandful : red Roſe Leavs 
balf a bandful : Boyl all n water, and mate thereof an Inzettion. 

With the which or like Injeftion, this following fleſh-creating Pouder way be mingled. 

Take the Roots of Orice, Birthwort, great Comfry, of each half an ounce : Mirrb one ounce : 

Aloes three drams. Make all into Ponder, of which half an ounce may be mingled with every In= 
10. . | 

Tanning waſh'd in Plantane Water to the quantity of two drams, diffolved with Honey and 

the Yolk of an Egg, wil do very much good, mingled with the Injection 3 and the more it che tleſh= 

creating Pouder be allo added. 

The Oyncment Pompbolygos, de Ceruſa, de Plumbo, of each ſix drams for a Doſe, mixed toge- 
ther, are likewiſe uſed in Injections. Bur the Egg-yolk Oy1, rubbed abouc with a Peltle in a Lea- 
den Morter, is betrer han al the reſt. 

Fumes received chrough a cloſe fteol, do pierce tothe deep Uticers which are abour the bottom of 
the Womb, and dry them : Which may be thus prepared : 

Take Frankinſence, Mirrb, Maſtich, Storax, Funtper, Grem, Labdanum, of each one ounces : 
Turpentine as mech as ſhall be requeite. Make all into little Cakes for to be burnt under a cloſe 

ol. 

In a moſt ſtubbosn Ulcer, Cinnabaruz or Minuum being added to the Fume-Cakes, bears away the 
Bell from al other Medicaments. 

Allo Baths chatare drying, Sulphurous, and Allumith, are uſed in long Utcers.: and Phyſitians 
we wont to ſend their deſperate Patients to thole Baths, as the laſt Remedy. 

'It wil not likewtfe be unprofitable co apply convenient Plaiſters ro the Region ofche Womb, 
keing chew vertue can pals to the wnermolſt parts of the womb, by the invifible pores of che 


y. 
Itan Ulcer bean the neck of the womb, it muſt be ſmeared with ſcouring and drying Liniments, or 
Qyarmens. The Scourers may be made after chis manner : | 

* Take of the Fuyce of Smallage two ounces : Honey of Roſes one ounce and an half : Turpen- 
mite. balf an ounce' : Barley Meal as much as ſhall ſeem conventent. Boyl them all gently, and make 
thtminto the formuof a Liniment or Oyntment. Or, 

- Take the round Birthwort half an ounce : Horebound, Centaury tbe ſmaller, Agrimony, of each 
balf a bandfil. Boyl them in a fit quantity of Hydromel. To the ſtrained Liquor add the pouder 
Elarentine Orice Root two drams : Barley meal, and clarified Honey, of each as much as ſhall 
ſuffice.

Ifche Ulcer degenerace intoa Fiſtula, which chiefly fals our when ic opens outwardly towards the 
thp, though it may klgwile happen in the Wombic = = us Neck; is to be conlidered, which 
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is b2tter for the Patient, to leave that Paſlape free and open, to which Nature hath been accu 

and by which the endeavors to disburden her ielt of maniiold Excrements, or toſtop the tame. Jt ir 
be judged beſt co keep ic open, a palliative Cure mult ac leaſt be made, by Purges trequeucly repea- 
ted, and Sweat-provokers are tobe adminiſtred twice in a yeer, ; alio icouring Injections, and 
ſtrengrhemng mult be uted, and Em plaſtrum Diapalma Divinum, and tuch like Plaiſters,areto be 
laid upon ir. But it there be hopes ro makea pertect Cure, andheal up the Fiſtula, tuch Medicines 
muſt be applied, asare wont to be uled for the cure of other Filtulaes. 

If Ulcers happen in the Water-Gate, or in che Cavity of the Womb, by reaſon of the 
Lechers Pox, they cannot be Cured without the General Cure of che taid Pox. Jn the 
performance of which Cure, of many wales, there is none beccer than F umigations of 
Cinnabaris -or Minjum ; tor they do not only help to rid the whol Body of chat Infeftion, bur bei 
received into the Cavity of the Womb, they do in a peculiar manner haſten che Cure ofthele kind 
of Ulcers. Likewiſe in the Cure of chus Diteaſe, by Quick-ilver'd Oyncments, the 1aid Oync- 
ments muſt be conveighed intothe inner parts of the Womb. 

In whacſoever Ulcers of the Womb, if che Neck thereof be moleſted with an itch, as ic often falls 
out, by reaſon ofa deflux pf a ſharp and ſalr Humor into that part 3 co pacihe the ſaid Itch, a Pe- 
ſary wil be good, dipped in Unguentum Enulatum cum Mercurio; or in HEgyptiacum diflol- 
ved in Sea-water, or in Allum water z or in new Butter wherein Quick-ſilyer hath been killed, with 
ſome Briumſtone mingled. 


Chap. 9. Of a Scirrhus, or a Painleſs hard Swelling 
of the Womb. 


'T He Nature, Sorts, and Cauſes of a Scirrhus, or hard Swelling in the Womb, are the ſame which 
have been ſer down in our Chaprerof che like Swelling 1n the Liver, and need not in this place 
be vainly repeated, bur mult be _— for in the {aid Chapter. 

Howbeic among the Antecedent Gaulfes, this is proper to an Hard-Swelling of the Womb, and i 
very frequent, namely, tor women when the flux of cheir Courſes or Child-bed purgations are 
them, undiſcreerly roexpoſethemielves to the cold Air, or co drink cold water z whereby the tlux 
is ſtayed, and the rerained blood grows thick, and is condented, and at length producerh a Scirrhus 
or ſtony hard Swelling in the Womb. 

The Signs of ſuch a —_ in the Womb, are, An hardneſs feſt in the Region of the Womb, 
ſuch as retiſts the rouch, which hardneis cepreſents the compats of the Womb; an heavinels in the 
ſame place, anda ſence of ſome weight bearing down, elpecially when the ſick woman ſtands, as 
r h the womb would fal down into the water-Gare ; but when they fic or lie, ic bears upon the 
ſtreyght Gur with its weight. There is no Feaver nor pain ; wherein 1t differs trom an Inflamation, 
or at moſt there is bur very licrle pain 1 an imperfect Scurhus, bur in the Womb there is none, It ic 
follow an Inflamation the Feaver and pain ceaſes, the hardneſs and reſiſtence abiding. Ific beinche 
Body of the Womb, ir is eaſily diſcerned by handling the parts about the Share; bur if ic be in che 
Neck ot the womb, it may be perceived by ones finger. Ir is diſtinguiſhed from a Mole by the _ 

ceding Cauſes ; and becauſe ina Mole, if the Couries flow, they flow diſorderly, bur in chis 
Swelling they keep their order 3 andina Mole, the womans Dugs ſtrour with Milk, bus in che Hard 
Swelling they are exrenuated. 

As for the Prognoſtick Signs , Every Scirrhus or hard ſtony Swelling, is vevy exceeding hard co 
cure; for anextream Hardnels once contracted can hardly be lofrene! z alioNarural heat is {0 ve* 
ry weak - chat part where chere 15 ſuch a Swelling, thac ic can very hardly ditculs an hard and almoft 

ſtony ſubſtance. | 

Agent and unvanquiſhable Scirrkus, orſtony Swelling, dothat lengrh bring the Dropſie ro keep 
him company. 

A mark. var or ſtony hard Swellingof che womb, if it berampered withal wich over hor and moiſt 
Medicaments, it turns into a Cancer. 

The Cure of this Duleaſe aims at ewo things,: the Antecedent Cauſe, and the conjoyned or conco= 
miant Caule. | 

In reſpedt of the Ancecedent Cauſe, a Vein muſt be opened, firſt in the Arms, if che Diſeaſe beof 
no very long continuance ; afterward in the lower parts, eſpecially when the Pacients Courles are 


ftopr. 

Theopeni of the Hemorrhoid Veins, is alſo very profitable in this caſe : For they do both eva” 
cuate dreggy blood, and they turn the Humor from the womb, becaule of che communion whuch che 
Veins have wich the womb. 

- Purgig is likewiſe neceſſary, by fits repeated, procured by ſuch Medicines as purge — 
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uling ficſt the geneler, and chen che ſtronger fort by degrees. 

And befcrethe Purges, tuch things muſt be grven as prepare the Melancholly Humor, aud open 
the narrow paſlages of the Excrements, in the form of Apozems, Juleps, or Broths, according to (he 
dipotirion of che tick party. Þ- SD 

Aud belides che ordinary Openers, Medicines with Steel, muſt be likewiſe uſed, whereby choſe 
firongeſt Obſtruttions cauſed by thick and rebellious Humors in the Wernb and ott:er parts, may be 

{olved. 

- And that ſuperfluous humors may be derived from che womb, Tihies may profitably be made it 
the Thighs, which are to be kept open uni] the Patiencs monthly Courſes ( which ace commonly 
ſtopt in this Dileale ) ſhal cerurn unto their ordinary form, 1n retpect of time, quanticy, and qua- 
a reſpe& of the conjoyned Cauſe, Emollienc and Reſolving Medicamenits are co beapplicd out- 
wardly, compounded atrer this manner : EY 

Take the Roots of Narſh-mallows and Lillies, of each two ounces : the leaves of *Mallowos, 
Violers, Marſh-mallowos, Bear.-foot, of each one handful: Leaves of Mhegwort, Nep, of each 
balf a handful : Seeds of Line and Fenugreek,, of each one 011nce : Flowers of Chamomel and 
Melilot, of each a pugitl. Make a DecoF:on of all, wherevoith the Region of th: Share, and the 
Groins muſt be fomented, a warm ſponge being firſt dipp2dtherein, and then ſqueeq-d out, and '0 
laid on, and held to the parts aforeſaid. 

For the gr-ater mollifying, the Decoction may be made in Wateg and ſweet Qy1, or in the Broth 
made ofa Wethers Guts. 

There may alſo be added tothe Decodtion, that it may become more powertul, the Rocts of Brio- 
ny and wild Gucumers 3 tor we muſt begin with the milder, aud proceedco the ſtronger by De- 


cCs. ; 

4 Of che ſame Decottion ( augmenting the quantity of the Simples ) may a Bath be made for the 
Patienc co fic in, which us very eftectual in this Caſe, and more powerful than a Famen- 
tar10n. 

\Io frequent Clyſters and Injections intoche Womb, are co be made of the ſame Decoction; 
wherceunto the Oyls of Lillies, Chamomel, or tweet Almonds may be added. 

Take of !be Oyl oj Lilltes, and ſweet Almonds, of each three ounces : Mucilage of Fengpreek, 
ſeed extracted wuh white Wine one ounce : Hens, Gooſes, and Ducks Fat, of each one ounce and 
an balf : new Butter and Hogs Greaſe, of each two ounces: Wax and Turpentine as much as 
ſhal ſuffice. Hake all into an Oyntment. 

This which toilows, is approved mal hard Swellings, being deſcribed by Rhaſis in his Seventh 
Book, dedicarced co King Almanſor. 

Lake Bdellium, Ammon:tacum, Galbamem, of each equal quantities : Beat them in a Morter 

with Oyt of Ben, and of Lallies z then ad4 the Mucilages of Fenugreek Seed, Lin-ſeed, and Figs, 
equal quantities. Make all into an Oyntment. 
© Ofche lame Materials, adding Wax, may a molt effe&tual Plaiſter be made, co be applied co the 
Region otthe Womb, both betore and behind. Or a Plaiſter may be applied made of Emplaſtrum 
Diachylum ireatum. 
' ACaraplaſmor Pulciſs may be made of whac remains after the DecoCtion aforeſaid, being beaten 
and forced chrough an Hair Searce, adding of the meal of Lur-ſced and Fenugreek 1eed, of each an 
once : 1x Figs : ewo drams of Orice Root : half a dram of Saffron : Hens Greale, and Oyl of 
{weer Almonds, of each a ſuſficieat quantity. Make of ala Pulcils. 

The Bitumenous clay taken out of Zrimſtone Baths, and ſuch as are Birumenous, is profitably ap- 
phedas a Cataplaſm. | 

The Furge of che Stone called Pyrites [that is, the Marchaſite, or Fire-ſtone] being made red 
hor, andquenched in Vinegar, is by Galen wondertully extolled tor diffolving all ſtony hard Swel- 
lings, ſo thar it warks like a Charm. In the 1aid Vinegar, Savory and Pelluory may be boyled : 
but care muſt be had, left your Lapis Pyrites prove to bethe Stone called Phmbarims, or the Lead- 


$. ſtone, which would do very much hurc. 


Finally, All the Medicines, as wel internal as external, which were before deſcribed in our Cure 
ofthe hard Swellings of the Liver and Spleen, may allo be uteful in thiscaſe. 

Yer muſt cheie liedicaments in the whol courle of the Cure be moderated and accommodated 
with the greace:t judgment and diſcretion unaginable, left the hard Swelling become harder 3 or 
(which is much worte ) degenerate mcoa Cancer, Whichal Practitioners tear, when Medicaments 
are unwarily adminiftred tor a long time together : ſo that ic is betrer ſomrimes to paule, and give oc 
apply nothung, that we may mark what good is done by the former applications. For it is vain ſtris 
ving, when che Swellug ( having luſt al lence of feeling) hath put on the Nature ofa ſtone. 
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Chap. 10. Of a Cancer of the Womb. 


Cancer ia hard Swellingof cheBody or Neck ofthe Womb, which reſiſts the couch, ang 
cauſcrh a moſt vehemenc pain, as it were pricking and cutting the parc affected. 

It is :auſed by black Choller gathered in chat parc,or by reaſon of a Scirrhus,or ſenceleſs hard cumor 
it cured, which eaſily turns into a Cancer, eſpecially in this parc of che Body, by reaſon of the COPpi- 
ousafMlux of blood, which being retained in thoſe Veins which are aigh unto the Scirrhus, and nor 
ſuificiently evacuared by the monthly purgations, it becomes aduſt or burned, and acquures a malig- 
nant difpolition. 

It T adianeily reckored co be of two ſorts, Ulcerate, and not Ulcerate. 

So long as the Morbifick matter is of leffer Acrimony and Malignxy, it cauſeth a Cancer not yſce- 
raced , bur when ic grows moreſharp by putretaCtion or aduſtion, ut doth exulcerate the tumor, ang 
produce an ulcerated Cancer. 

The Diſeaſe may eaſily be known by the definition propounded; for if an hard Tumor reſiſting 
the couch, be telc in che Body of che Womb, or usgeck, cauiinga pricking and cutting pain, wemay 
pronounce boldly chat it isa Carcer, Yet it is more evidently diſtinguithed by the eye-light, when 
xt may be ſeen asinthe Neck of the Womb it may be, with helpota Womb-peri pective Laftrument 3 
for we ihal tee an uneven and bugching ſwelling, Lead-colored or black, campatlled ab: -uc with cer- 
tain branches of Veins, as it were with roots ; bur if uc be ulceraced, it fends torth a certain blood- 
watry quitror or matter, which is yellow or black, and ftinking, and tomrimes blood, by corrolton of 

the Veins which paſs chrough chat parc, ſomeimes 1n ſuch quantity thatthe Pacienc incurs danger of 
death. Hercunto is added a fimal Feaver, unquiernels, Scomach={ickuels, an heat in, and abour the 
Water-Gace, &c. 

By way of Prognoftication, we can only ſay thus much, That a Cancer is incurable, be ic ulcera« 
red ornoculcerared. Which as it 1s true of al Cancers, nor excepting thole in the outer parts of the 
Body, much more s it ofa Cancer in the Womb, by reaton of that perpetual Common-ſhore of Ex- 
crements which flows into the parc. | 

Seeing then a perfe&t Cure cannot be hoped for, we muſt content our ſelves with gich a Cure as is 
called Palliative. The ſcope whereof is, co hinder a not ulcerated Cancer from ulcerating, and an 
exulcerated Cancer from becoming moreexulcerate: andin both toallay and cemaper che extremity 
of the pain. Which muſt be done, firſt by univerſal Purgattons of the whol Body, and by other Me- 
dicines which may qualifie and evacuate the black Cholterick, and Melanchollick blood, and hinder 
the further generation thereof. In che number of which are, bleeding in che Arm, Anckle, and He- 

orrhoid Veins ; Potions, Apozems, Juleps, Broths, Mitk, Whey, cold Nineral Waters, and ſuch 

ke Remediesas theſe uſually preſcribed by Practitioners for the Cure of al Cancers in what patt of 
the Body ſoever. Andeſpecially Purgations muſt be frequently reicerared, thas the ancecedent mat= 
rerofa Cancer may be abated. 

And then outward Remedies are tobe uſed, ſuchas are moderately cool and aſtringent, wichour 
any corroſive or bicing quality 3 rhey are commonly applied in form of Luwunents or Oyncments. 
The beſt are made afrer this manner : = 

Take Oyl of Myrtles and Roſes, of each; two ounces * Fuyce of Nightſhade and Houſleeh,, of 
each one ounce. Stir all together in a Leaden Morter, with a Leaden Peſile, until they grow black: 
then add Litharge of Silver, and Ceruſs, both waſhed in Scabious Water, of each two drams : 
Campbire tengrains. Make all into. an Oyntment, with which let the part affetted, be ſmeared 
three or four times a day. L ; 

Take Oyl of Egg-yolks, and of Roſes, of each one ounce and an half : S1gar of Lead one dram: 
Stir them together in a Leaden morter till their color change. | 

This following puts downatthe reſt, wherewich Swellings of che Dugs which have been agcounced 
C have been perfectly cured. 

Take Ege-yolizy Oyl two ounces : Fuyce of Nightſhade and Veronica or Houſleek,, of each half 
an ounce : Quickeſplver not kglled two drams. Stir them luſtily together in a leaden morter, with 
aleaden peſtle, till they become thickas an Oyntment. 

The tareſaid Qyntments ace to be conveyed mito the womb upon Ragan, or upon wax Candles, 
wound in Lumen. But InjeGtions may much moreealily be conveyed ico the Womb. They are 
compounded on chis manner : 

Take Barley Water balf a pint : Ntebtſhade and Plantane Water, of eagh txeo ounces : Water 
RS one ozence : white Troches of Rhatis two drams : Sugar of Lead one dram. Mate of 
neon. 
in be very vehement, add to four ounces of the Injection, one ounce of Syrup of P Pp. 
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Alſo let the part affeGed be fomented with the waters of Plantane and Nightthade, or their Deco- 
ions z whereunto may be added the Leaves of Water-lilly, white Poppy, red Rofes,and Camplire. 
Which Decodtion may ala frequenely be injected inco the womb, and it wil become much more ef- 
fectual, if ic ſhal be wel wrought abour ina Leaden morter, or a dram ot the Sugar of Lead be added 
tot. 

A Specifick Remedies, Frogs are commended, being waſhed ard boyled, and laid on as a Pul- 
tiſs, or ther Broth being uted as an Injection. Allo the Decoct.on, or juyce of River Crabs, it; e- 
Ged into the womb. As alſo Herb Roberc uled inwardly or outwrdly. 

If the Cancer be ulcerated, the Doſe of Minerals muft be augmented in the foreiaid Liniments, and 
ro them the aſhes of River Crabs may protitably be added, And wich he InjeQtions, the white Iro- 
ches of Rhafis may be mingled, and Barley Water with the Materials of che foreſaid 1njection. 

If pain be very wegent, Fomencations of Mallows, Marſh-mallows, Water-Lilkes, roppy, Hen- 
bane, Green Coriander, Dil, Fleawort leeds, Milk, Saffron, and the like, arero be utcd at convenienc 
ſeaſons; or Pultiſſes made of themare to be applied. And of cheir Decoctwns, Iujetiions, and 
Baths co lic in, may be provided. 

Yer wil not al theſe Medicaments {fomrtimes ſerve turntopacifie a moſt cruel pain, which fomimes 

ies the Patient neither reft norfleep. Whuch compels us many times tomake ule of Natcotick or 
ſupefattive Medicines, which in chis Diſeaſe, by reaſon of the exceeding Heat of the Huwmnors, do 
leſs hurc. And 1 have feena woman, having a Cancer in hec Dug, thac took every night for tour 
months rogecher, two or three grains of Laudanum, and had no hurt, but very great comfort there- 
by. 
"iffrom anulcerate&d Cancer much blood do proceed, as i often fals out, let Juyce of Plancane with 
a little Fraqkinſgnce be injected incothe womb.

* Inthe Geniral parts of Women, this Diſeaſe is eakly bred, becauſe thoie parrs are moiſter and 
ſofter than ordinary, and do eafily receive che Excrements gf the whol Body. 

Ic ofren follows an Intiamation, Impoſthume, Ulcer, or Cancer il cured, when the vical heat of 
the part, is choaked or deftcoyed. Ir 15choaked :n great Inflamations, when more blood flows iti 
thariche Natural heac of che part can digeſt, or rurn into Matter. 1c 1s deftroyed, either by a cold di- 
ftempec extinguiſhing ic, or by an hot one, diſſipating and refolving the ſame. by

It is a moſt grievous, moſt dan- 
gerous Diteaſe,” and for the moſt pare deadly : yer i hath been obſerved by very many Authars, Thac 
the Womb being putretied and Gangrenated, hath eicher fallen away of it (elf, or been cur away, the 
womens lives being ſaved : which Obſervations of Authors, Schenkzus hath collected roa great num= 

; ber, in che fourth Book of his Obſervations. 

The Cure is performed with che (ame Remedies which are wont to be applied to other parts being 
| Gangrenared, it ic be in che Neck of the Womb, or tend coward the outward parts; as namely, wich 
Scarrifications, and wafhings or bachings with a DecoGtion of Wormwood, Murh, and fuch like, with 
- > ane called Xgyptiacum , the Caraplaſm called De Tribus farinis , which 1s thus 
made : 

Take Barley meal, Bean meal, and Orobus meal, of each two ounces : Oxymel one pound : 
Boyl them to the thickneſs of a Pultiſs or Cataplaſm. IWhereunto if there be added, meal of Lupmes, 
Mrrrh, Aloes, and IWormwoood, it will be more effettual. 

Ifany parc of the Womb be wholly comupt and dead, ic muſt be cur off; or if the Womb fall 
\ down, it muſt be !eparated, by binding the Ligature every day faſter and cloſer. Of which kind of 
Operatians, there be nuany Examples colle&ed by Schenkgs in the fourth Book of his Obſerva= 
Ons 
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Wierws allo celates in his Obſervations, That he cured a woman of twenty five yeers of ape, who 
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in the hotteſt of the Dog-dates, hada certain little bunch growing in her Water-Gate. Whereunto 
an unskilful Chyrurgion applying Pulciſſes chat were not proper, within a few daies, all that pare 
began ro putrefie, grow black and dead, and che Diſcaſe paſt on with incredible ſwifrnels towards the 
Dung-Gate. And Wierus undertook the Cure after this Mechod : Firſt, he ſquirred good ſtore of 
the Juyce of Nightthade and Plantane with a Syringe uinco both che Paſſapes three or four times 2 
day ; between which cimes, he applycd a bolſter wer with che forelaid Juyces, Vinegar being 
mixed therewith z which growing was Wet again with the tame Liquor. And in this courle 
ef reiterated Application he continued til the fervent heat was quenched, andthe purrefattion began 
tw ceaſe, She took in the mean while, chrice every day a Potton, of the Decoction of Sorrel, Scabious 
Burner, Damask Prunes, the cops of Borrage and Bugloſs, Marigold flowers, with Water, Sugar, 
and Vinegar, made in che manner ofa long, acid, or PF Her Diet was ſpare, but cooling 
and tarc, co prevent purrefaction. On the third day, the fury of the burning heac, and of the py- 
trefaftion, was abated. Whereupon he commanded the black and dead ileſh tobe drawn or plucked 
out with a little Forceps [ Chyrurgions Inftrumenc, like Tongs or Puncers ] and teparated round 
abour from the live fleſh, withouc any pain, and ſoto be cur off. Then he conſuwned the reliques e- 
ven to the live fleſh wich the Oyncment called AXgypriacrm. And proceeded to cicatrize, or bringic 
toa Scar, after the ſame manner which 1s uſed 1n ocher Ulcers. P * 

Inche whol courſe of the Cure, care muſt be had to ſtrengthen the Heart, both by things given in, 
and applied ourwardly : Likewue Emollient, Clenſing, and goes. Clylters, ge frequently 
to be given, which do much help the part affeCted, by reafon of Neighbor-hood. - + f

T He Inflation or blowingup of the Womb with Wind, and its Dropfie, are by Writers confound 

ded or jumbled cogerher ; fo that chey call the Inflation, a Droxtie coming of wind ; whereas 
the Dropſie properly ſo calledis ingendered by a watery Humor, Yet are they diſtinguiſhed, and 
there isa certain putting up ofthe Womb wich wind, ſuddenly ruſhing in, aud ftrerchung the (ame, 
and caufing vehement pain, as inthe Chollick ; which becaule it continues not, bur is ſoon diſcuſſed, 
ar deferves not the name ofa Dropſie z and ſuch a pulling up isoften ſeen in Hyſterical women which 
have che Womb-fits. 

There is therefore tobe reckoned a two-fold Dropſie of the Womb 3 one from Wind, which is 
like thar ſort of Belly-droplic which is termed Tympanitzs, or the Drum-belly Dropſie : anothera= 
riſing from a wheyiſh Humor, anſwering co the Drophie of the Belly, called Aſcites , tha is, che 
Borce-belly Droplie : Some adda chud fort, aniwering tothe third ſort of Belly-Dropſies, called 
from its cauſe, Leucophlegmatia, that is, whute-ilegm _ which is ſeldom {cen inthe courie of 
Prafice. Yet E have ſeena Gentlewoman, which in one day voided ſuck plenty of thick tlegm our 
ot her womb, as might weigh probadly fix or ſeven pound weight : which flega Jong rerained, mighe 
doubtleſs have cauſed in her, a Neopſie ofthe womb. | 

Windand warer caulinga Droplic ofthe Womb, are contained either within the -Cavicy of che 
Worb, or un its Membranes, or umn certain Bladders. Touching the Cavity of the V YVomb, it is 
ſamwhat doubted how Wind and Humors can be contained therein, fecing there is ſoeaſie a Paſſage 
through the Neck and Mouth of the VVomb. We an{wer, The inner Orifice or Nouth of the 
VVaomb, may be cloſed up divers wazes ; either by chick Hegm ſticking faſt thereunto, and growing 
hard, or by a Scirrhus, or ſome other cauſe. Mercatys conceives, That a ſnecty kind of flegm is voi- 
| dedby che mouthes of thoſe Veins whichare ordained for the monthly Pwpations, and chat of che 
faid inorcy flegma akin is framed, which covers all the inner ſurtace ofthe V Vomb, within which chin 
skin, the whey1ſh and windy Marrer is contained. Bur Fernelizs thinks, That water may be contai- 
ned in the womb, without any thing amiſs inars mouth, bur barely by ics conſtriction or purſing of 
ut ſelf together. All cheſe ſorts are co be allowed af, and may be confirmed by divers Ex- 


les. 
"Jag fixſt ofall, Examples of V Vinds contained in the V Vomb-Cavity, are recited by Sennertys, 
inthe Fourth Book of his Practice, Part x. Sect. 2. Chap. 10. The firſt is caken our of Valeſcus 
de Taranta, touching a certain Jewiſh woman of Liſbon, who taking her ſelf robe with Child, when 
ſhe expected to be delivered, a great quantity of wind came away, and fo her womb was broughc 
down again. The Second is takenour of Hlathiolus de Gradi, whorelates the ſame ching to have be- 
fallen his own wife; ' And other Examples taken out of Dodonens, Thadeus Drimus, and other 
VVriters, do teftifie the like-Caſes z and we fee the ſame often in che courle of our Prattice. Where- 
unto may be addeda Hiſtory, which we ſhall in che Cure relate our of Solenander, of a woman =

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by means ofa Fumigation made of Nutmegs, let wind fly out of her Womb, whichgavea report like 
a Piſtol. | 

| And Examples of Water contained in the Wombare propounded by the ſaid Sennertys, out of 
Rhafis, who law a waman out of whoſe Womb there flowed wwenty five Cotala*s of water, 
which is a Meaſure not uſed with us, containing about half an Ale Pint. Allo out of 
Facobus de Partibus, and Dodonens, who relace ſuch a like Story. And Veſalius Dille&ted 
or Anatormized a woman, in the hollownets of whoſe womb, were found above {txty Arſburg Mea- 
fares of water, each Meature contaming chree pints, and the mouth of her womb was grown to a 
wonderful hardnels. 

And that water is ſomtimes contained in the womb mn bladders, many Authors do teftifie, who have 
ſeen examples thereof in tome women, who voided ſuch bladders ful of water from their wombe; a- 
mong the reſt Aetues, Valeriola,Chrijtopherus a Vega,Mercarus,Platerus and Fabricius Hildanus. 

Somrtimes alſo women with Child havea Dropfie at the ſame cime in cheir wombs, as Fabricius 
Hildanus relmes of his own wife, whole Belly was {welled ro a monſtrous preatneſs; and at the 
time of her delivery, ſhe voided firſt of all, eighreen pints of water , and halfan hour after, nine pints 
more ; andat laſt ſhe was delivered of a Boy, ſtrong and healthy. The like cafe we find in Skenkins, 
but with a contrary event, concerning a woman, who being delivered of a living Child, continued ſtil 
big-bellied, and her belly growing ſtil greater and greater, thedied of ir, and her womb beuig opened, 
a great quantity of water was found therein. 

Finally, Fernel:us hath an Example, in the {1xth Book of Diſeaſes, Chap. 15. of water retai- 
ned in che womb, only by reaton of the cloſe ſhurting ofthe mouth of the womb, without any other 
faulc therein. The ſtory 1s ofa woman chat had a Droptie in her womb, who as often as the had 
her monthly Purgarions, voided al her watry Excrements our of her womb, filling ſix or eight Baſons 
with a very hot yellowiſh water, ti] the ſwelling of her belly was wholly abated. + The next month 
the like redundancy of watry Excrements being collected, was in like manner evacuated. 

The immediace Cauſe of the windy and watry Swelling ofthe womb, is che weakneſs of Natural 
heac, re{1ding in the Liver or Spleen ; and from*thoſe parces, wind, flegm, or wheyiſh humors are 
trantmicred into the womb z or the weaknels is in the womb it ſelf, whereby the ſaid Excremencs 
ace therein collected and heaped together. 

And the Cauſes which weaken Nacural heat, either directly, or by accident, are very many; and 
the chief are, of thole things which are collected by Phyſitians, Res non Naturales, chingsnoc Na- 
tural. So, cold air, eſpecially after Child-birth, heedleſsly received incothe womb, is a moſt effe- 
ual caule of this infirmicy. Allo cold Air unteaſonably received whenghe Courles flow, and go- 
mg frequently into cold water, or padling in the fame, eſpecrally during the {aid flux, 1s a caule 
thereot. So1s much ute of cold Meats, or windy, as fruits, Herbs, Beans, and Peaſe, and hkewiſe of 

Vinegar : Cold water plentifully and un{eaforably drunk'down, long and deep ſleep, painful chil- 
ding and abortion elpecially if ir ofren happen, 'immoderate flux of the Courſes, exhauſting the 
Natural heat, or thei kuppreſſion choaking the fame. Add to theſe, the proper Diſeaſes of the 
womb,as ſwellings, ulcers,and fuch like, which do refolvecheheat of the part 3 orelſe ſhut the mouch 
ofthe womb, and hinder the egreis of Menſtrual blood, and excrementitious humors. 
In the Diſcovery of this Diſeaſe, many things are to be conſidered : 

Firſt, How this particular Droptie of the womb, may be known and diſtinguiſhed from that of 

the whol Body ? 

Szcondly, How the ſeveral ſorts ofthis Womb-Dropſie may be diſcerned, as whether it come 

from wind, from wheyiſh Humors, or trom tlegm ? | 

Thicdly, Whether ic proceed primarily fronrtome infirmitry of the womb, or by faulc of ſome 0- 

ther parts of the Body ? | 

Fourthly, Whether the Macter offending be contained in the Cavity of the womb, or berween 

its Membranes, or in certain Bladders ? 

Fifthly, How codiſtinguith it from other Tumors of the womb? 

Sixthly, How from being great with Child ? 

Seventhly, How it may be known from a Mole ? | 

As for the Firſt Queſtion. Ic is diſtinguiſhed from an Univerſal Dropſie of the Belly, in that the 
Womb-Droptie fwels chiefly the lower part ofthe Belly 3 whereas the univerſal Dropfie diftends 
equally che whol Belly in all che parts thereof. Again, In the Womb-Dropſie, palenets and falling 

way of the fleth of che whol body, are nor to ſoon diſcerned as in che univerial Dropſie, in which al- 
lo for the moſt parr, there is evidenc chirſt and drineſs of the tongue, which are not found in the wotubs 
Dropſie, in which al other Sympromes are likewiſe far more gentle, chan is uſual inthe univerſal 
Droplie. In a word, In che Womb-dropſie, ſome wind breaks ouc of the womb by fits ; or a little 
water comes away,which eyidencly declare, that wind os water are contained inthe womb;

To the ſecond Queſtion we Antwer thus. That the forts of Womb-Droplies may be known 
from one another afierchis manner. Ii ut arte irom wind, the lower part of che belly being ſtruck 
gives {ound z the belly is afflicted wuh pricking paines, which reach {onitumes as tar as the Midrif, 
Scomach, Loyns, and other parts 3 ſomtimes wind breakes evidently our of che neck of the Womb. 
Likewiſe, women ofcen teel cheir Wombs riſeing like a Globe rowards their ſtomachs. . Soratimes 
their breath is ſhort and the ſick woman when the awakes our of tfleep, ofcentunes is much troubled 
to fetch her wind. After all meat anddrink whatever, they are worie. They often belch, and 
their belchings give them eale. They are otr troubled with Womb fits or {uffocagion of the Mother. 
Somcimes they are pained below the navel, foas they cannot endure tobe couched. Thoſe Signes 
doallo appear in the Inilationor Blowing up of the Womb with wind, which difters from this Diteaſe 
(as was 1aid before) only in this, that the Inflation 1s of leis durance, but a Droptic of wind cons 
tinues a tar longer tune. 

Bur if the Wombs Droplie artle from a wheyiſh Humor, the Region thereof appeares ſoft and! 
flaggy ;' whereas wind firetches i ſit: there isa greater heavinels in the part anda noyie as of water 
flowing this way and that way : ſome water now and then dropstrom the Privity. And finally 
ifitarve from flegn,, the fſottneſs and flagginels of the part willbe yer greater, and encreaſe daily 
more and mote ; and the bordering parcs, as all under the Navel, che Privy parts, the ipace between 
the Privity & Fundamentz with the Loynes,will be {een rofwell with a Phlematick kind of Swelling, 

To the Third Queſtion we anſwer thus. Ifthere be apparent cokens of the whol Bodies being 
milaff<&ted, as by acute or long feavers, unmoderace fluxes of blood, grievous diftiliations from 
the Head, Weaknefles of the ſtomach : iwellings of the Spleen or Liver and other ſtubborn 
Diſeaſes of thole parts, with which the Wombes Droplie began, encreaſing as they encreated ; ir 
| willbe more than an even lay, that the Womb receives the matter of it's Dropiie from chole parts by 
way ofa flux of Rhewm. Bur if this Womb-{wellng happen, when che whol Body ts in good 
heaith,and do tucceed particular diſeales of che Womb, tuch as are hard Travels in Child-birth, Sup- 
preflions of the menthly courles, or over great flux thereot, Ulcers, Chollerick, or Melancholick, or 
hard Twrors, we may conzefture, that the Wombes-Droplie doth depend upon thole particular 
dilpoſitions, and that the matter cauling che ſaid; Tumor, 1s gathered cogether in the Womb i 
{elt, by means of its inability pertectly to digeft and afiimilace us nutriments, 

To the fourth Queſtion, we may Anſwer by 1aying, That the Matter which is contained in the 
cavity of the Womb, doth makea much larger Swelling, than when it is contained in bladders, 
Again, when 1c proceeds from a wheyiſh humor, a greater fluctuation of che water is perceived 
chan when it is contauned in bladders. And if 1o be, little bladders full of water be voided our of 
the Womb, ic's a moſt cerraine ſign, that the Humour is contained inthe lictle bladders. 

Tothe firft Queſtion we muſt An(wer ; .chac the Wombs-Dropſie is Differenced from Tumors 
of blogd or Choller, ariling mche Womb : becauſe in tuch Tumors or Swellings there isa teaver and 
2 pain which is encrealed by the leaſt rouch ; alio.the Inflamation reaching even to the parts of 
Genexation. And it1s diſtinguiſhed from Scirrhous and Cancerous Swellings, becaule in ic chere 
15 no {uch grear Hargnels, whuch can reſiſt che ympretlien of the Finger, bur u rather gives way, 
and puts. | 

To the Sixch Quare wee ſay : When a womans big with Child, the Swelling tsnot ſoeven and 
deprefled, bur u is harp, buncheth our, and ſeems greater. abour the navel than eliwhere. 
Secondly, In Greatneſs with Child, after ſome. months, women are tor the moſt parc fomwhac 
becter than chey were, becauſeche Child grown big conſumes the greater part of chole humors, which 
1n the firſt months were burdenſome : Buc the Droplie, the further it proceeds the worle it growes. 
Thudly, In greamnels with Child, the child is maniteſtly perceived. co ftir, atter che third or 
fourth monch 3 which is not inthe V Vomb-Droplie, Yet ic fallsout ſorntimes, that when che 
Droplie' is cauled þy wind, a certain Palpitation is preceived tn the V Vomb; but it is eatily 
diſtinguiſhed trom the moving of a Child, which is more even, and is wont ro be perceived i divers 
parrs of the Belly.

ſelf over ſoon to the prind and air, fell into inſufferable pains, neither could ſhe fmd any belp. At 
laſt comes an old well experienced Midwife, andzalls fer three Nyttmegs grofly poudered. Then 
ut an Earthen pan with bot Goals under the woman, and ſprinkled the pouder of Nutmegs up- 
on the Coals, ſo placing the pan, tbattabe woman. naught receive the ſmoaktbrough atwnnel inio ber 
wolnb by the Water-Gate. , At tbe ſame time fhe yas ſmoakgd above wub the ſame Fume : Which 
whes 1t bad ated into ber body, the woman preſently cries ont, I muſt needs goto ſtool : which 
ſhe-had bardly ſpolgn, but a fixqing andfound ras begrd, ſuch as is made when Gun-pouder is fired 
being fhuct in a narrow box : which wind being expelled, tbe woman was perfeitly well in a momens.

FE -- an uneven tutface : arid it 18 1d word, lomciumes fo zelaxed, what ac talls 10 far our as £0

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The immediate Caule of the falling down of the womb, is the Rupcure, or Relaxation of thole 
Ligaments, which are wont to rea it, and its Neck in their proper place. 

A Rupcure ofche forelaid Ligaments may proceed from all violent Caules, as a blow, a fall, 
dancing and leaping, litcing tome heavy burden, or carrying the fame, violent comprellion of che 
Abdomen, vehemenc Coughing which dures long , violent neezing, eſpecially in Ciuld-bed, hard 
ſtraining co ſtool, difficulc Travel, violenc extraction of the Chitd out of che wonib, or of the Atrec- 
birch 3 vehement endeayor of che womb co caft our fomwhac oftentive chereunco, asa dead Child, a 
Mole, or an After-birth : for chen, according to Galen, in his Third Book of Natural Faculties, the 
ſameching berides che womb, which 1s wong co happen ro two wraftlers who endeavor to throv one 
the other upon the gruund, till both tall cogerher. Hereunto add, frequent lercing of Cuppuyg® 
Glaſſes upon the | highs, and very vehementagication of Body, or of Mind. 

Relaxation or flackeaing of the Ligaments 1s cauled likewile by divers cauſes, as by a long-laſting 

Catarrh, divers Crudities, which are caft our inco the womb, as the ſink otthe whol Bady. Whence 
it is chac women long croubled with che Whaires, can fcarce avoid this Diteale, el pecially elderly wo- 
men which are moſt of all troubled cherewith. Add hereunco external cautes, as over-trequent 
bathing, elpeciaMy in cold water ; Southern and moiſt Air, elpecially being received into the womb 
afcer Child: bucth 3 moiſt Diet, much drinking 3, Idlenels, long fleep, and all other cauſes , which 
may decreale flegm, and caute its tlux intoche womb. 
. The Signs whereby coknow this Dricate areevident coche ſence. For the wemb is found ſixcking 
in che Water-gare like an Hens or Gooles Egg, or like a Clew of Thrid, with che perceivance of a 
weight preſſing upon the Warer-Gate, when che Patienc ſtands upright. And while they fic orgo 
to tool, a vehemenc pain is telc abour the privy» Parts, and the Region of Ogſacrum, or the Hanch- 
bone, If it hang far our, che greater pamnand hear is felt, the urine comes away by little and urele, 
and makes the womb fare as it patleth. 

The Cauies procuring this Falling-down ofche womb, may be thus diſtwguiſhed. If ic proceed 
from loolnels or flacknels of che Ligaments, ut comes by little and lictle, hath the leis pain, and white 
Purgaciorts have preceded, or other Cauſes moiſtening the womb, and relaxing the Ligaments whereof, 
Bur if it proceed troma breaking of che L es, che pain 1s mere vehement ; and blood ſormtimes 
breaks forch 3 and tuch Cautes have preceded which have been able to break with violence the Liga- 
ments. 

As for the Prognofticks belonging to this Diſeaſe. The Diſcale of it ſelf is not dangerous; yer is 
it very unhandſon and croublelom, hindering the Pacient from freedom cogoand walk ac will ; alſo 
from Conception aud convenient expurgation of her Courtes. 

Yer may ur lomrimes occaſion death, it pauis, Feavers, convulſions, or ether grievous Symptomes 
be joyned therewith. 

Alſo the womb in this Caſc is ſomtimes corrupted through diftemper ofthe Air, or by violent um- 

lon, and becomes Gangrznated, which neceſiirates 1t to be cur oft. 

The Dilcaſe being freſh, and the womb coming not tar out, 1s more eaſily cured than whe it is an 
old Inficmiry, and the womb comes far our. 

In yonger women, the womb 15 more ealily reſtored to its place than un: Elderly women, 

Falling down of the womb, by realon of the Ligaments being broken, is incurable. 

| Tocomeco the Cure. The womb is co bethruſt back into irs Natural place, and to be detained 
there ; and che taulc of irs Bands or Ligaments muſt be eorrected ; It they be broken, by things thac 
doglue and todder rogether ; it chey be relaxed or flackened, with chings drying, aftringenr, and 
ftrengchening. All which may be done by the following Medicaments. 

In the hcit place cheretore, That che womb may more ealily be reftored to its place, che Guts and 
Bladder muſt be d:sburdened, left prefling the Neck ofthe womb, they ſhould hinder its xeduftion . 
foraimuch as the neck ot che womb reſts upon theſtrerght Gur, and the bladder reſts u pou the neck of 
the wonub, 

V Vhen the Gutts and Bladder are diſcharged of their Excrements, let the woman lie a 
her Back, with her chighs wide atunder, and her knees drawn upwards, and let her with her hands 
thruſt her womb inwards 3 and torce ic ſtill upwards inco the neck, ſoas to turn it inwards as it 
goes, cill all is recurned wichin the cavity of the Belly which ſhould contain the womb, Or if the 
1not able co doit her felf, ler her do ic by help of the midwite ; or uſe a thick blunt ended Rtiek wich 
Cloaths wrapt abour ir, by which it may be torced further intu the Caviry of che Belly, than is 
potitble by the hands to drive it. Or, tor fearof hurting ber Body, a Peſlary may be made of Lin- 
nea Cloth otren doubled and rowled together witha ſtrung tied faſt thereunto, and acconunodated 
tothis tervice of chruſting up ofthe womb. 

Bug If che womb tallen trom 1s place ſhall ſwell, ſo that it cannot enter into the cavuy of the 


Belly, the tw®hng muſt in chefirſt place be removed. Andif there be an inflamation, tuch things 
uit be applyed as are tic $0 heal che fame. If orherwite it be blown up, ſuch things muſt be uted 
| as 
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as will diſcuſs the inflation. Rodericys a Caſtro waſhes the ſwollen womb wich a Decodtion of 
Beers, and then ſprinkles ic with vineger aud falr, and fo when the {welling is abated, he reducerh 
rhe ſame. 

+ The ſame Rodericys a Caſtro writes, that it is very good cowards reſtoring the fallen womb for 
a Plylitianora Chyrurgion to come with burning red hot Iron in his hand and to make as if he 
would thruſt ic unto the womb. by that means nature contracts her felf, and the womb with her

when orher remedies did nogood. For holding a great red hor Iron in his hand, the Patienc look; Ys 
on, he made as if he would Clap it upon the wound. VYVith the 1tudden trighe whereof the 
Gucts were prelencly drawn back 1nto their place. 

AwvenFoar in his Second Theizir, Tract 5 Chap. 4. Propounds ſome ſuch thing as this. Jy, 
this diſea'e ({aith he) begins firſt to appear, the Phyſitian may gently cure the ſame. Ang it js 
reduced all theſe wayes, viz. by your band If you pleaſe; and 1f not make her he on ber Back, 
and let ſome Body ſit =_ her breſt, and another upon ber thighes, and then cauſe er to be frighted 

ing ſome creeping Vermin upon ber Leggs, ſuch as Mice, Efts, frogs and ſuch like ; by which 
let her beſo frighted as to endeavour to get away by drawing ber Leggs and thighs upto her ; rwohere= 
by all ber Members and ber whol Body may at once be contratted : by which meanes tbe Womb will 
return unto 1ts on place. 

Zacutus Luſutanss tollowing Avenzoar relatesthe following ſtory inthe 66 obſervation of his 
Second Book. Coming to a woman (laies he) which had her Womb fallen down the ſþace of a year 
& anhalf,with extream bardneſs;at ſeemed very hard by reaſon of its ſtretching out to bereduced to its 
place;eſpecially ſeeing Avenzoar ſaies that this york muſt be done bfore the Womb be grown hard. I 
deviſed many remedies for this —_ 3 aſtringent Inſeſſions, Peſſaries, Plaſters, C onfettions. 
Atlaſt, baving wraſtled ſtoutly worth the diſeaſe, I could do no good. 1 betookmy ſelf to this ſtrg- 
zagem. I put Mice tied by the tales between the womans Leggs. Which running up ber Thighs 
the woman is mightily frighted, and forthwith (a ſtrang thing to ſee) her Womb js reduced into its 
proper place. Tis done, The Plaſter againſt Puprures being laid upon the Region of the Womb 
and to the Groynes, fhe remained for the time to come free fromthat Diſeaſe. 

Before the VVomb be repoled in its place, ir muſt be anointed with che Mucilage of com 
Roots,or with an infuſion of Gum Tragacanth. Then are pouders co be {prinkled chereupon,whi 
have no aſperity or ſharpneſs, leaſt chey hurt che VVomb orcs neck ; bur of qua licy rather gluing 
than aſtcingenc or binding. Such ap one may be thus made. 

Take Frankncenſe, 'Maſtick and Sarcocollz nouriſhed (that is, well ſteeped ſoas todrink up as 
much ofche Milk as it can hold) with Breſt-Milk, of each one dram. Mummy, Gum-arabuh, 
Acacia, Hypocifiis, of each balf a dram. Make all into a moſt fine Pouder, to be ſprinkled as 
aforeſaid. | 

ke ſame Pouder may be appliedin form of an Oyntment, if ic be mixed wich che aforeſaid mu- 
cilages, or Oyle of Saint Johns wort, or {ome other conſolidating thing. 

After che V Vomb is conveniently replaced, all art muſt be uted to retain the ſame in irs place, 
the woman lying in her bed, a little bending, with her chighes gencly ſtrercched ouc and the one 
reſting upon the ocher. And ler her abide {ſomedaies in this poſture, and pur in at the Water-gue 
a lictle wooll, cocron, or ſpunge wet in harſh red V Vine, or in Roſewater wherein Acacia or 
Hypociſtis hach been diffolved. - 

To further this Retencion of the V Vomb in ics place, Cupping-Glaſſes with much flame ace 
frequencly to be faſtened under her and upon her Navel. 

Likewile ſwezr favors are be preſented co her Nole, and ſtinking things co be applied coher Ge- 
nicalls, unles the be tubject co fits of che Mether. 

Let the {aid Parts be tomented with a Decoction of aſtringene things made in red V Vine and the 
V Varer ofa Smychs Forge. 

Alſo Practicioners ute a Bath to fitin, made of the Same Decoftion. In which thereneeds cau- 
cion. For it iscobe teared, leaft in chat poſture, the VVomb ſhould agatn fall trom irs place, 
elpecially ar the beginning, while the Duſeate is yer freſh. Bur when ic hath held che Parienc long, 
and ſhe is provided of a convenient kind of Truſs, ſuch a bath will donmch good. 

After the ſaid Bath a Fumigarion will likewiſe be very good, of Frankincenſe, Maſtich, San» 
darach, red Roſes. Others indeed do commenda Fumigarion made of a talted Eel-«kin. 

Injections into the V Vomb will work much more effettually than chole rem<dies which are out- 
wardly aphid : they may be compounded of the Decottion tor the Fomentacivn or Siccing Bath 
aforeſai 

Oynrtmentsand plaſters will likewiſe be good in this caſe ſuch as were deſcribed in the Immoderace 

flux of Courtcs and inthe V Vhates 3 and as ſhall hereafter he propounded co prevent Aborr ___ 
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The Retention of che Womb in its place may likewiſe be holpen, by aftringenc and ſtrengthening 
Medicaments taken in at the Mouch. And among the relt, the tollowing Pouder equencly taken 
is very proper for this Diſeale. 

Take Murllein two drams: Myrile Leaves, Garden Parſnep Seeds of each one dram : 
Shavines of Harts-Horn, balf a dram : Aſhes of Cockie-ſhefr one dram : red Coral troo drams : 
Make all into a Pouder. The Doſe is one dram worth harſhred Wane. 

Toffching cheſe aſtringent Medicamencs both internal and external it is tobe obſerved ; thar they 
muſt be warily uſed, it the womans courſes do {till flow at their feafons, leaſt they being lup- 
preſſed may caule more grievous Ducales co tollow. The beit teaton for theſe Medicaments, is 
when the Pacients courſes are paſt. 

Thele Remedies are to be contained twelve or Fifteen daies rogether. Alſo care is at the ſame time 
to be taken, chac che Patient be neither coſtive nor looſe. For if the Excremegts be hard, the 
Womb is eaſily chruſt our, by che Patients ſtraining at ſtool ; anda loole Belly doth relax or flacken 
the bands or Ligaments of the Womb. 

While che foreſaid Remedies are uſed, we muſt reſiſt the Antecedent Cauſe, by ſuch things as 
ſhall purge our and diiculs thole flegmartick humours which relax and ſlacken the Ligamencs ot the 
Womb. 

And firſt convenient "—_— muſt be ordered ; which muſt not be violenc in cheir operation 
anddiſtucbing, leaſt chey caſt the Womb our of its place again, bringing abundance of humers into 
rhole parts. 

"16.9 allow of vomiting, becauſe ic draws the humors incothe upper parts of the Body : and in 
thar reſpect ic would be profitable, it ic were not to be feared in another regard : Namely becaule ir 
is performed with great ſtraining, and drives the Womb downward, as muchas neezing. Yea and 
experience hath taught that nothing doth more effectually facilicace hard travel, and bring the Child 
ſooner into the light, than a Vomur given tothe Childing woman. 

After ſufncient Purgation,a Decoction of Guajacun i: co be given three weeks rogether that ev 
day che Patient may {weat in the morning. And in the Evening let her Belly beneath the Navel be 
fomerred wich a Decoction oft Sage, Origanum, Marjaram, Time, Feavertew, Tanſie, Worm- 
wood, Rue, red Roles, Cyperus Roots, Galamint, Cypreſs Nutts, and the like ſimples boyled 
in Smythes Forge-water and redWine. Afrer the Fomentation, the Fumigaticn and Linimenc 
may be uled which were before delcribed. 

Inftead ofa Sweat-drier, oratter the uſe thereof, Bathes ariſing from Sulphurous Mines, will be 
ſingularly protirable, tuch as our Balerucan Baths; and experience hath ſhewn that many have bin 
cured by tuch Bathes. 

And thac a woman may be ſecure thac her Womb fall noe down again, which ir is very apt todoz 
or if there be no hope ot a pertect cure ler her wear ſucha kind of cruls as is called Hyppocrates his 
Girdle. Whereby women are {opguarded and defended, that wicthour fear of the falling down of 
their Wombes chey may go abour and do their daily bulineſles 3 allotheir Womb is thereby defended 
from che cold. They are made almoſt after the {ame manner, as truſſes that are uled againſt Rup= 
tures or Burſtennes, 

Peſſaries are likewiſe very proficable in deſperate Fallings down of the Womb, which ſomedo 
make of a good long piece of cork covered over with Wax. Others make of Wax alone, ſome 
round, others ſquare, criangular, oval or any other faſhion; which are conveighed into the 
Cavity of the Womb, andarenever raken our, but keep che Womb in its place : ſoasthe women 
notwithſtanding do all chew uſuall enployments, conveniently are enjoyed by Men in carnal con- 
jun&tons, do conceive, carry their byg Bellies, and bring forth. VVhich is confirmed wich many - 
Examples by Franciſcus Roſſetus in his Book ertituled De*Partu Ceſareo, Set. 6. Chap. 5. 
and by Barbine in his Appendix co Roſſetus. All which arecranſcribed word for word by Schen= 
kius and Sennert#5, in theu proper Chapters, where they are to be ſeen. -

In che inner Mouthof the Womb, in its Neck, and in the ourward mouth of the 
Womb nexc the Water-Gate. Andir is cauled, either in the firſt formation of the Infant, when 
ſome Menibrane is drawn before the mouth of the Womb, or its neck ; or by ſome precedent wound 
or ulcer, which growing whol again, the parts ofthe neck of the womb, or ics lips come to be cloſed 
together z or by tumors ſhucting or ſtopping up the inner Oritice ; or by ſome compreſſion, ſtreight- 
nels, or diftortion, which hinders the mans Y axd and Seed from going in, and the Mienthly Purgaci- 
-ons from comung our. This

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This Diſeaſe is in parr eaſie, and in part hard robeknown. IF checloſure or Roppage bein the 
ourward Orifice of the Priviry. it isdilcerned by ſeeing & feeling. Bur if it be in the Neck or Mouth of 
the Womb,ir 15 nat ditcerned til che courſes begin co break our,ortil the parties begin to addidt then 
{elves to generation. For when the time of their monthly Purgations 15 come, pains and gripings arg 
felc n the Region ot the Womb at certain periods of tunes, with a ſence of weight, yer no tlux of 
Courles follows ; the Conjecture wil be more probable, ifche Virgin be of a good habit of Bady, noe 
troubled wich any Obſtructions, or CacheCtick diſpotirions. The Diſeaſe perſevering, their wombe 
ſwel, 10 that Maidens ſeem to be with Child ; and ſomrime their whol Body fwels, which likewie 
ſeemsasit were black and blew through che abundance of blood. Bur if the cloſure do potleſs the 
neck of the womb, it is perceived the firft Carnal Conjunctions, becauſe it doch not admit the 
Mans Y ard. . 

Laſtly, I*the Cloſure be in the Orifice or Mouth of the Womb, it is hardly diſcerned ; yet may ic 
be in ſome meaſure percered by the hand of a skiltu] Midwite; and it gives ſome ſutpition thereof 
when che mans {eed doth preſently flip away, as foon as it is caſt in. 

As forthe Prognoſtick. Ifche Cloſure be 1n the Oritfice o: the Privicy, it isealily cured, being 0- 
pened by a {light Section. Bur if it be in the inner parts, it is much harder co cure. 

When the Paſlſag2is ſtopped wich a Membrane, us more eatily cured ; bur when thecloſure is cay- 
ſed by a flethy marrer, as it happens after Ulcers, the Cure is more difhculc. 

The Cloſure of the inner Orvfice of the Womb v incurable, becaute che Inſtruments of Chyrurgis 
ry cannot be applied to open the 1ame. | 

The Cute of chis Duteaſe, becauſe ic belongs chiefly co Chyrurgry, we hall diſpatch in few 
words. 

Ifthe Cloſure of the Womb have been cauſed in the firft formation, it is to be opened by cur- 
ting only. The manner of which cutting 1s largely deicribed by Sennertss, us its proper 
Chapter. | 

Bic if che Cloſure have been occaſioned by reaſon of an Ulcer, as it happens in the Whores Pox ; 
it is tobe con{1dered, whether it be only an excreicence of flefh nor wholly ſtopping che pailage, or 
a perfett andencire growing together of the {1des of cheneck, or of the lips. For, if fleth only be 

own up, endeavor muſt be uted, convenient Evacuations being premuled, firſt ro prohibie the en- 

creaſe ot that ticth by drying and diiculing Medicanents, then co dumintſh the ſaid fleth by Medicines 
of Frankincenſe, Birthworc, Bark of Frankincenſe, Roles, Balauſtines, Maſtich, Mirrh, Aloes, and 
ſuch like. Whuch nor doing thedeed, we muſt come unto luch ileth-conſumers as are leaſt painful, 

as burne Allum, Unguentum Agyptiacim, and tuch like. And at laft, if this wil not conſume the 
fleth, ic muſt be cut off round abour, withthe tame Inſtrument wherewith che tupertiuous fleſh bree- 
ding.inche Nole, called Polypys, is wont to be cut off, Bur it the neck. of the womb be wholly grown 
roperher, we muſt cry corenew che Ulcer, and with the forefaid Medicaments to remove the ſuper- 
fluous fleſh. And it chat cannot be, we muſt underrake to cur ir, in the very ſelf fame manner, as we 
are wont to cure the natural coalition of the neck of the womb. 

It the paſſage of the womb be ſhur up by ſome rumor, proper Remedies axe to be appointed chere-

TO Rebeption of the Seed 1s hundered by many Cauſes ; by things Nacural, things not Naruial, and 

things Preternatural. Among things Narural hindering the Reception of the Sperm, in the ficft 
place ts ceckaned, yongnels of Age, in which, by reaſon of the ſmalnets and ftraitnels of the Genal 

rts, the woman cannot receive the mans yard, or not wickour very preat pain, which makes her 
worſe for Genial Embracements. The fame effedt is cauled by over greac Ape, ſeeing thatin elderly 
Virgins, the Genital Farrs, through wane of being exercited im ations rending to Generation, do be- 
tome wichered, flap, and flaggy, and fo ſtrait, char they cannot aterwards eaſily admit a mans 
Yard. Likewiſe, all fuch as are nacurally lame, with diſtorted Leys, and their Crupper-bone ge- 
prefled, can hardly pur themſelves inco ſuch a convenient poſture during the genial Embracement, as 
sneceſfary that che Seed may be duly and rightly received. Hereunto add oyer great fatnels, which 
ſraicens che Paſlages of che womb, and by greatneſs of the Belly, hinders the right and fir Conjun=- 


 Ridnofthe man with the woman. And lattly, a cold diftemper of the womb, makes wonien dull 


and liftleſs, fochar they enjoy no pleaſure (roſpeak of ) in the Genial Embracement, or it is lo

The Fouwch and laſt Caule of Barrennels, viz. When the woman doth not yield convenient mac- 
ter to torm the Conception, and to augmenc the ſame, depends upon a want of Seed and Menſtrual 
blood ; fo over youg women and over old, do not concerve, chrough wanc of both thote Materials, 
The Age of a woman fix for to conceive, 1s commonly determined to be trum the taurceenth to the 
fifriech yeer ot her Age. Yea, and though thole forelaid Materials axe not wanting, if yet they are 
311 ditpoſed, they are not fic for Gtnteration. Andthey may be ill da{poted chrough divers diſtem- 
pers, and other Diſeaſes; likewiſe by realon of bad Dier, producing none of the beſt blood. So wo- 
men which gorge themſelves with much raw fruit, and cold tmal demk, breed wheyith blood untic for 
Generation. Yet we muſt needs confels, that ſome women have conceiwed who never had their 
Courtes, as may be collected our of the Qbtervacions of divers Authors 3, yer 10 much Menttrual blood 
was collected in thoſe women, as uteth toremain over and above 1n tuch as have their Courlesthough 
they had nor to much as to caule cher monthly Courtes. x 

To the Caultes hicherro muſtered up, muſt be added a certain dilproportion or unſutableneſs be 
tween the Mans Sperm, and the Womans, which makes they cannot be rightly mungled, nor con(pi

change of Age to be ticly proportioned thereumto, Now this dilproportion of Seeds, conlitts chiefly 
herein ;- When men much exceeding in tome quality belonging co thew cemper, are zoyned with wo 
men which partake of che ielt lame excels, viz. When over hot men are jzoyned with over hot was 
men, over cold men with over cold women 3 for chole ditiemperatures can procure uo mediocrity in 
the Seeds, and ot her cautes neceſſary co Generation.

Barrenne!s Pro- 
ceeding trom the Men,may be known by the diſeaſes of his Genital parts,as inability toraite his Y ard, 
wane of Sperm, Swelling ot his Stones, Gonorrhca, andthe reft, And it gives fone token here= 
of, it the Man be fainthearted and Womanthh by Nature,it he want a Beaid, be flow in cafiirg terth 
his Sperm, and his Sperm be cold, ſo that his Wite teel it cold in her Womb; if he have little cr no 
Luſt to Carnal Embracements, and perceive very little pleaſure there. And laftly, 1t tuch Cau- 
ſes have preceded which are of power to make the Seed unfruntul.

That Barrenneſs which is cauted by orher diicales, as by a Swelling, an Ulcer, Obſtrufion, 
whites, want of Courtes, falling of the Womb, Conſumption, Leprous Mangyneſs, Whores-Pox, 
and ſuch like; is eatier or harder rocure, according as the taid duleaſes are either eaſie to be cured 
or hard. | 

For the Cure of this diſeaſe, whichſoever of the cauſes aſorgſaid hath produced the ſame ; we 
muſt {eek che removal thereof, 

And inthe firſt place, the ſtrairreſs ofthe Genical Parts in regard of youngnels of Age, necdsno 
cure; for as Ape encreales, they attain to a conventent wideneſs. Bur in the mean ture, 1t is 
neceilary chat 2he Parcy abſtain from Carnal Conjunction ; becaule the oyerioon uſe thereof, doth 
{poil the natural conftitution of thoſe parts. 

Earrennels which is caufed by lownels of ſtature, or Elderlineſs of years, is incurable,y et endeavour 
may be uſed co help the fame, by Emollient and Relaxing Medicaments, proyided the Courtes do 
fill tiow. 

Over great Corpulency, muſt be correted by an extenuating Diet and convenient Evacuations. 

It Earretwels teem toariſe froma bad Courle of Dyer, as in perions given overn:uch co Belly- 
cheer, to W ine, or 1mall Drink, tuch women are to be reduced to anexacc Courte of Life ; andall 
exce!s of eating and drinking muſt be avoided. | 

Vnagors aud ttrong conititution'd women, ſuch as come neer tothe Nature of Men, that the 
miay be rendred fit tor conception, muſt by all the art poſlible be effeminared, and reduced rofuc 
manners as b:come their ſex; all meats of grofler nouriſhment being torbidden chem, ard all 
labours and exercutes z their Courſes being made conveniently co flow, by plenty whereot they may 
be abated ot rheir manly courage, and grow tott and gentle. And if ther monthly courſes ſhall not 
Futficeto that end, their humors muſt be dimiriſhed, by frequent Blood-lerring, and purging 5 and 
4c 10.00 bathingand other alceratiue remedies, the whole habit cf their Bodys muſt be morttened 
and cooled. 

If Barcennefs be cauſed by Cloſure of the Womb, by diftorſion, by obſtructions, by Tumors or 
Llcers ; all theſe nuſt be remedied by ſuch Medicaments as are propounded in chole Chapters whic 
creat of their ReipeCtive cures.

e Acute and Chronical Diſeaſes of women with Child are the ſame in Eſſence cr Nature, and 
& Havethe ſame ſigns, with the like Diſcales in women nor wich Child, or jn-men z wheretore it 
ws needleſs in this place, to ſpeculate thereupon, ktche Reader pleaſe to look for them in cheir pro- 
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Bur the Prognoftick of thele Diſeaſes is nor the ſame; becauſe in women with Child they are far 
more dangerous, and very ofcen times mortal. So ſaich Hippocrates xn Aphor. 31. SeR. 5. For a 
Woman with Child to be {eized by anacure diſeaſe, 1s deadly. For it the Diſeaſe have a Feaver 
joyned with ic, there is a two-fold _— attending the fame ( as Galen thews in his Comment 
upon this Aphoritm ) one from the Fe | Ikilt | 
which is requiſite to the Cure of the Feaver, but is not ſufhcient to nouriſh the Infant in the Womb. 
Or if it bean acure Diicale without a Feaver, as the Falling-licknets, Apoplexy, Univerſal Convul- 
ſion of rhe whol Body, tie Mother and Infant cannot withſtand the violence of the Diteaſe, neither 
can they bear ſuch ſtrong Medicines as are requitite ro the Cure of thoſe Dijeaſes. Yet we muſt 
know that this Prognoftick 1s nor perpetually crue. For we know by the Teſtimonies andExamples 
in Authors, and by dayly Experience, That many women with Child having acuce Diteales, eſcape 
with their lives. 

Bur Chronical or lingering Diſeaſes, as Intermitting Agues, Catarrhs, Teneſmus, &c. do threaten 
Abortion, andif they cauie 1t nor, chey can hatdly be cured before the woman be brought to bed, 
bur do keep her company ill the he down, 

Diſeaſes Acute and Chronical in the firſt and laſt months, are more dangerous, than in the inter- 
mediate months. For in the firſt months, the bands wherewith the Infant 1s faſicned to the Womb 
are weak, ſoas they nay ealily be broken, and the tender Infant is more eaſily over pretied with thoſe 
pretecnacural Cauſes, Bur in the Lit moncks, namely, tlie {ixth, feventh, and eighth, the Child be- 
ng grown greater, requires much nouriſhment, which mn theſe Dileates it is deprived of. Alſo the 
forelaid bands do not ſtick fo faft as in the thud, fourth, and fatth months, in which there is le(s dan- 
ger of Abortion. Therefore Galen doth excellently compare the Thild 11 the Vi orb to Fruits han- 

ingon a Tree, which upon their firſt growing onc have very tender ſtalks, 1o thar they may beeali- 
\; thaken off wich the wind, or any other violent commorion ; aud when they are neer ripe, they 
hang not fo faſt upoy the bough, as in the intermediate {paces they did. | 

Likewule the Cub ofthe foreſaid Duſeaſes in women with child doth remarkably differ, as ton- 
ching their Dier, aud thole two grand Remedies, Blood-lerting and Purging 3 w hereunto we may ad 
Medicaments which evacuate by other waies, viz. Such as move che Touries, Piis-drivers, and Sweat- 
drivers, becauieit is jeared leſt by theie evacuations, abortion may be cauied : of thele therefore we 
ſhall only treat ar preſenc, reterring what elle belongs coche Cue of che.e Dujeales, ro the proper 
Chapters, where-tuch reipeCctive Duvcaies are handled. 

As for Matcer of Diet, it is not to women with Child in Acute Dilcales to be enjoyned ſo ſpare, 
leſt the lictle Infant be famithed ; ne:ther 1s ic co be allowed to liberal, that the Feaver ſhould be 
thereby ſtrengrhened ; bur we muft fteer a middle courie, with this Caution, Tha in the firſt 
months of their Belly-burden, a thin Diet be enjoyned, and in the latter ſomwhat more ſolid and 

lenrtiful, becaute che Child doth chen ſtand in need of more nouriſhment, Yet if there muſt needs 

{ome error i Die, it is better toerr 1n keeping roo tull.than coo flender diet ; tor recovery is chick 
ly co be expected trom the itrengrh of the Mother, and tize Child, 

Touching Bleeding, that Aphorutm of Happocrates, v1z. the 31. of Set. 5. is preſently brought 
in oppohition, where he iaies, 1f a woman with ch11d be et blood, ſhe miſcarries, eſpectally if the 
child begrovon. And Galen renders the Reaſon in his Commenc, Becauſethe Blood being ler our, 
che Infant wants ics nouriſhment, whence tollows Abortion. On the other ſide, daily Experience 
ſhews, That in very many Ditcales ot big-bellyed women, eſpecially acute diſcates, as the Pleuriſie, 
Inflamation of the Lungs, continual Feavers, and ſuch like, blood-letring is neceſſary, ard may be 
adminiſtred, not only m the firſt, bur alſo in the middle months, and fomrimes in the laſt months of 
a womans Belly-bearing. Which 1f it be omitted, both Mother and Child are in great danger of 
death. - And ro thus latter Opinion the Elder Phyfirians affenc, nor difſenting from the Mind of 
Galen and Hippocrates, by ſodoing. For theretore it is they held a woman would miicarry, it be- 
ng with Child, ſhe were let blood, becauſe blood being taken away, the Child would want its Nour 
+ hug So that if blood may 1o be taken away, as thatthe Infant ſhall not want its Nourifkment,

Chaprer of his Book of particular Dileales: I for my part 
projeſt ( quoth he ) that I bawve preſerved many women from Abornon, which they bad often ſuf< 
fered, only by letting tbem blood m the firſt months of their being big. Neither would I bave it 
thought, that no other kind of blood-letting may be prattiſed in childing woinen, ſave that which is 
paring or moderate. For ſomtimes plentiful bleeding in the laſt month bath done very nuech good. 
And 1 bave ſomtimes experienced this plentiful Blood-letting in the laſt month, when the women 
with Child were affitied with a burning Feaver, and were full of Blood hoping thereby an abate= 
ment of the Feaver, and an haſtening of the Birtl& both vobich I obtain by blood-letting, and 
ſaved both child and mother in danger of death, by this only Remedy. Which being in ſome Pati=- 
ents omitted, and neglected by Phyſitians, mmding more the words of Hippocrates, than the matter 
it ſelf, bath been 1he cauſe that both child and mother hath miſerably periſhed, being ſtrangied by tbe 
plenty and fermency of blood.

Yer when he finds the 
evident indications of Blood-lerring, 1-t him boldly draw Blood, firſt enforming che by-ſtanders 
or friends of the fick, that there is more danger ot abortion, and ofthe death of Infanc and Mother 
from the Cruellcy of the diſeaſe, than from Bleod-letring : and allwaies remembring that bur little 
Blood be taken away, that che Child may not mils of its nouruhment. And it plenry of Blood 
requirea larger quaritity to be taken away, ler it be done ar divers times and not all at once.

md judg that young and oid people could not bear Blood-leiting. ' And they perſrwaded theniſelves 
that a woman witb Child, let Blood would miſcarry. But experience hath ſince taught us, that 
theſe are no generall Rules, and there are other conſiderations of more weight, which the Pratti- 
honer 3s to regard. For it matters not of what Age the Patient is, nor what ſhe hath in ber. 
Body, bit what ber ſtrength is. So that if a young man be weak, or a woman not with Child 

weak, Blood #9 ill taken from them, for the remaming ſtrength dies, and they periſh. But 4 
ſtrong Child, and a ſtrong old man, anda woman with Child that is luſty, areſafely cured by 
blesding. So for Celſus. Some latcer Phyſitians have dared co open the lower veins in women 


with Child, co Cure the Falling-ſicknets by conſenc of the Womb, the venerial and-peſtilential

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experiments endeavoursto prove, that ſuch Blood-lerting may be {ately practiled. Which I leave 
to prudent Phyſicians to conſider of. | | | | 

We ſaid abouc the beginning of this Chapter, that there is no difference m Curing the diſeaſes of 
women with Child,faving with reſpect co the grearer remedies ; which difference muſt be in chem chus 
determined, viz. That the dileaſes which hold women not with Child, as vomiting, want of 
appetite and che like ; in them beirig not with Child, they are to be Cured rather by voicing than 
by Blood-letring, becauſe they come trom evil humorsabounding mn the ftomach and che whol Body ; 
but in women with Child,chey need rather Blood-letring,becaule they Spring from Blood retained in 
in the very beginning of cheir being with Child. And experience hath taught chat the vomiting, 


which is wont often to trouble women wich Child, is in the firſt monchs of Childipg exaſperated by : 


purges; bur by bleeding much abated, yea aud wholly taken away, if the Blood-lertiug be irc- 
rated every month tull the ſymptom ceaſe. 46 

The uſe of Parging in women with Child Hzppocrates hath deiined in Aphor. x. Sect. 4. Wo- 
men with Child (faith he) arecoÞBe purged if the humer oftending do work in the tourth month and 
co the ſeventh, Bur theſe abour che ſeventh leſs. And we mutt take heed what we do when the 
Child is very young, or old. Galen in his Comment fates that there 1s the tame propartion between 
a Child in the Womb and fruic upon the erue. For truit when it firſt grows upon the bough, tc is 
held by a very tender ſtalk, and therefore quickly falls, being ſhaken by a vehemenc wind. alter- 
wards when they are grown greater, they are not eaſily ſ{epatared from the boughs. And yer when 
they are fully ripe they fall off of their own accord. Inthe ſame manner women tufter abortion in the 
ficſt and laſt months, becauſe m them the Child is not fo faſt riedro the Womb. Burt 1n this Ace of 
OULrs, _ are wont to be given to women with Child in all che months (very neer) of cheir being 
with Child in dijeates ſpringing from the cyranny of humors & excrements vitiated, when the raatice 
is inmotion and works, Or Wizen it is concocted : 1o ofcen as there is more danger icarcd jcom the 
evil humor cauſing the difeale, than from the commotion ratled by the purging Medicaments. Gen- 
cle and harmle(s Medicaments have made Phylticians bolder in this kind, tuch 1 mean as we ule at this 
day, as Rhubarb, Myrobalz1s, Catlia, Manna, Serina, Agarick and the hike. But we muſt allwaicy 
remember that {ay ing of Ei9pocrates z and we mult more treely give purges in the middle moachs 
and more warily inthe firit and laſt, Alto theule of Fills is ever more {uſpected in women with 
Child ; borh becauiethey make a greater commotion mm the Body, and allo by reaſon of the 4loes, 
which by reaſon of che exrrearn bicterne(s 1s an enemy to the Child, and is thought to open the 
mouths of the veines. Burt fomerirnes the ute thereof teems nece{lary, in {ome previous intirmities 
of the ftoinach, which are wont frequently to infeit women with Child the firſt months of their 
being with'Ghild bearing, lec it be caretully waſhed with Roie-warer,that the acrimony thereof may be 
taken away 3 or let it be mixt with ſtrengthening and altrigent chings, as Rhubarb, Maſtich and ſuch 
Clyſters arennc very ſafe, becauſe by compreſſing the Womb they may cauſe abortion. So that 
when there is need of them, and 1n women accuſtomed to that kind of evacuation,they muſt be made 
in leſs quanticy, and of tuch things asare rather mollfying and lenetyang thanmuch purging. 

Ina word, touching Sweat-drivers,Piſs-drivers, andiuch things as move the Couries, our Opt- 
ion is, That Movers ot che Courles properly fo called are never to be uſed in women with Child. And 
Piffdrivers becauſe they likewiſe are apt co bringdown the Courſes, owght to be ſuipected ; ai it 
the necefliry of ſome diteaſe require the ule ot them, the gentler muſt be made choice of. And 
finally, Sweat-drivers may be ately given, becauſe they drive the humors ouc, by che habic of he 
Body, whereby no danger of abortion is incurred, in ſo much chat fore women in the nuddie 
their being with Child, have bin Cured of the whores Pox, without harm cotheir Child, 


Chap. 17. Of eAbortion or «Miſcarriage. 


Bortion or Miſcarriage is the bringing forth of an imperfect or unripe Child. And conſequently 
a child dead in the Womb,is nor counced an Aborcion,mll it be excluded, So that whether alive 
or dead Child be brought fourth, noc being ripe, hr having accained roche juſt rerm of groweh whuchs 
ir ro have had mn the Womb, it is tobe termed an Aborcion,or Miſcarried Child. 
Caulſcs of Aborcion are ſome internal ſome external. The internal may be reducedto four heads, 
yiz, rothe Humors, tothe Child, tothe Womb, and co the Mothers dilcaſes. 
The iumors may caufe Abortion whi offend thquancity or in quality. 
They offend m Quanrity ether by way of exceſs or ot Defect 
Humers offending by way of excefsare ſeen ina Plethorick or over-full Confticution of Body 3 
- Flo being eas ply &requiſire __ the Infant in wed 4 flowes pros

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Defe&t of Humor fitting ro Nourith, ſprings from ſuch Caules, which are able ro draw the 
Nouriſhmenc from the Child, as faſting, whether voluntary or forced ; as when women with Child 
loath all kind of Meare, or voiuic ic up again z a thin diet im acutediieaſes; unmoderate bleeding 
by che Noſe, Hxmocrioides, Womb, or by unmoderate Phlebocomy. Whereupen Hippocrates 
in Aphor. 34. Sect. 5. Ita woman with Child go very much to ftopl, uw 1srove teared thar ſhe 
will Miſcarry. Hereunto may be reterced excream leanneis otche whol body, wherem there is not 
Blood enough ronourtth the Infaur. Ot which, Hippocrates m Aphor. 44. Sect. 5. Speakes 
thus. Women with Child being v:ry lean, not by nature, but accident, as famin, long-ſicknes &c. 
they Miſcarry, untill ibey get their fleſh again. 

In reſpect ofthe Child, Abortion may happen, if it be over great, ſothat it cannot by reaſon of 
us bulk be contained im the Womb ; hence ic talls often our chac lictle Women miſcarry eipecaally 
ifchey be married ro Men Bigger than ordinary whoſe Children grow very great, and find not in 
the Womb place large enoughi to contain them, tull chey come to their perfect growth. Which 
made Hippocartes lay In his Book of ſupertactation, If any Woman conceive frequently, and do 
duly and at a certain period of time *Mijcarry, as in her ſecond, third, or fourth month, or later : 
the narrowneſs of ber Womb i519 fault, which is not ab/eto contain the Child azit grows great. 
Alfo plurality of Children may cauſe aborcton, as when two or three or more are contained 1n the 
Wemb at one time ; tor chen the Womb overloaden excludes rhe Children before the fit time : which 
is the cauie that Women otren Milcarry of twinns. Alio the dead Child is to be reckoned 
m_g__ cauſes of Aborcion : tor as Loon as we Child s dead ; Nature doth forthwith ter her felt co 
calt ic forch. 

Abortion happens in reſpect of the Womb it {elf, if it be not of largneſs and capacity enough, 
ſuthciencly co widen it {eltaccording as the 4.hild grows, as was thewed above our of Hippocrates. 
As aliort chere b- any thing prerernatural m ite Womb, as an Inflamation, a Scirrhous Tumor, an 
I:;poſtume and very nuany dricaies beizdes. And finally ut the Womb be overnicalt and flack, chac 
x cannot contain the Child to well as it ought to do. 

In reipe.r of the .40chers chſeazes, Abortion comes two waies. Firſt of all, when as her diſeaſes 
are conumunicated to the Child, whereby it 1s killed, or io weakened that it cannot receive due 
nourithmenc nor growth 3 1uch as are continual and intermiterng teavers, the Whores-Pocks and 
many ſuch hike. Secondly, * when the taid difeates of che Mother, do caulc great evacuations or great 
commorions 0: the 5ody, as L-rge 5l-edirgs, from what part of the Body toever, fluxes ofthe kelly, 
grizvous | woonugs, Falling-ticxueis, V omicing, and Teneſmus [that is perpetual goingto the ſtool 
and voiding nothing bur a liicle time + which above all other difeales 15 wonc t6 caule Abottion, be- 
tauie by chat frequent and almoſt courmual endeavour of going © ftool, which perpecually atcends 
this diteaie, the Muicies of the Belly are perpecually concracted, and do more compreſs the Womb 
than the itreighc Guce upon which che W omb reſts 3 which continual compreflion or 1queezing of the 
Womb, doth at laſk cau'e Abortion 

Excernal cauies winch turcher Abortion, doſore of chem kill the Child, others draw away its 
hourithment, and others dittolve thoie bands wherewith che Childs taſtened to the Womb. 

The Cinuld 15 killed by grerwous commotions of mand, as Anger, faduelſs, Terror &c. meates 
tarneitly ionged tor and nut obtained, ftroug purging Medicaments, ſuch things as provoke the 
Couries, fuch things as drive iorth che Child ; tuch chings as are reckoned by a ecret property co des. 
ſtroy the Child ii che Womb abominabie imells, efpecially the ſtink of a Candle 111 pur our. 

The Child is deprived ot its nour:thment, by che Mothers being tamilhed, and by unmoderate 
eh of her Blood, elpecially when che Child is big. As Hzppocrates teaches in the Aphor. 60 

ect. 5. 

The bands which taften the Child ro the Womb are looſed by vehemenc exerciſe, Danceing, 
Running, Ridewng, or Jolcing mn a. oach or Cart z, carrying of an heavy weight, or lifting it from 
the ground, a violenc fall and ſquelch, a Blow upon the Belly that mauls the Child, vehemenc 
motion of the Belly by coughing, vomuring, looſnels, neezing, convullions, crymngout, ummoderate 
or over wanton venereal embraces. And ina word, vehement motion of the Armes, by drawing 
ſomewhat violently co a Body, by turaing a wheel, of doing fome tuch work, may exceedingly 
further Abortion or Miicarriage. 

The Signs of prelent Aborcion are manifeſt of themſelves. Bur ſuch as go before Abortion, and 
prognoſticare the tame, are theſe ; An unuſual heavineſs of the Loyns and Hips, a loathheis co ſtir, 
Appecite gone, ſhivering and ſhaking coming by tics , pain of che head, eſpecially abouc che Roots of 
the Eyes ; a ſtraitening of the fides, and of the Belly above che Navel ; che flagging or falling and ex- 
tenuation of che Dugs, which made Hippocrates to lay m Aphor. 37. Sect. 5. If the Dugs of a wo-+

man with child do ſuddenly grow ſmall, that woman will miſcarry. For che extenuation of awo- 


mans Dugs in tuch a caſe, doth ſigintie want of blood in chele Veins which are common co che womb,

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be cauſed by fome external efficient, cauling violent agitation of rte Child inthe Womb, anda 
burſting of the Vetlels, wicha pain raiſed in choſe parrs ; the Spirits and Blood run ipeedily co the 
g=nical parcs, of which che Dugs being deſticute,grow imaller chan they were.

Which Precept 15 of preat 
moment 1n the Frattwe of Phyick, chat womet with child being hurt by ſome external accident, 
ſhould keep their bed ror wree daios or longer, and ule {uch Remedies as prevenc Abortion, 

Ihe Prometiinhs o” abvrtion may be drvers, after this ruanner : 

Wornen are more endangered by Abortion, than by due and timely Child-birth, becauſe ic is more 
violent, and unſ{catonable , tor as in ripe Fruit, the Stalks are loolened fro.n the Boughs, and the 
Fruic falls of ic felf; ſo m a Natural Bircn, che Veitels and Ligaments wherewith the Thild is tied 
tothe Womb, are looſened and unried as it were of their own accord, which 11 caſe or Abortion mult 
needs be violently broken atunder. 

Very many women become Barr:n by their Mitcarriages, by reaſon of thole excecding rendings & 
tearings whici: do wholly overthrow the diſpolitions ot the Womb.

Inftamacion of the Womb cauſed by Abortion, is for the moſt part deadly ; for Blood flowing to 
the Wome w great quaiticy, 15 nut purged our, bur putrekes therein, and regurgicates or tlows back 
inco the upper parts ; whenceaTCiie burning Feavers,pancings of the Hearc, Heart-burning, and other 
Sympromes enumerated before. | 

Aborcion is more dangerous ina woman that never bore Child before, becauſe being unaccuſtomed 
to Pains, and having chote Paiſages more ſtraic, the 1s longer and more vehemently cor- 
menced. 

Women very lean or very fac, ace moreendangered by Miſcarriage ; the former, becauſe of their 
--— wk the latcer, becauic of the narrownels of chole Paſſages by which che Child mutt come

Abortion js more dangerous in the ſixth, ſeventh, and eight monehs, becauſe the Child being the 
greacer, excluded wich the more painand difticulry. 

Women which have a more loole and moiſt womb than ordinary, domiſcarry commonly without 
danger, elpecully i che firſt monch ; becaule thoſe parts in ſuch women,do eai:ly give way, whence 
their pain and crouble is the les. 

zppecrates in the iecond Book of Popular Sickneſles, affirms, That romilcarry of a male Con- 
ception of three-icore dates old, helps a Woman whote Courſes are ſtopped, By ſtopping of Cour- 
fes, he underitaiids ouly their immnucion, when women are ncc ſuiticiencly,or conveniently purged, 
at cheir monchly ſeaions ; for by tuchan' Abortion or Miſcarriage as aforetaid, thoſe ſtopped paila- 
gesare opened, and the Blood is drawn rowards the womb, which camechicher bur ſlowly 1n tormer 
runes. Our ordinary women ſeem to have taken notice, of the truth of this (aying oi Hippocrates.

152. of the Second Book of wonderful Cures, commends a Girdle 
made of the Hide of a Sea»horſe; and it ghat be nor co be had, he faicha WolfSkin may profitably 
be uſed inftead chereof.

And that the ſucceſs of theſe Medicamenes may be happy, the Patient muſt be enjoyned to reſt and 
keepher ſelfas quiet as poſlibly ſhe can, both in her; Body and Mind ; alſo to abſtain from Genial 
, *Embracements, which do vehemently cowze and dilquiet the Womb. For while the Womb o 

ir ſelfro comprehend che Mans Sperm, with which it 1s memes af delighted, ic drives forwards the 
lately conceived Child, nor yer throughly faftened in the womb. 

Bur if notwithſtanding the Medicines aforeiaid, by reaſon of the vehemency- of the Cauſe, whe- 
ther it be internal or external, che Patient be ready ro Miſcarry, we muſt apply our telves co do the 
beſt we can, with theſe tollowing Reniedies. And inche firſt place, 1o ſoon as pains and throws ſhall 
be perceived in the lower part ot the Patients Belly cowaxds her Share, in her Loyns, and about rhe 
O-s ſacrum, we muſt {eek roallay and ſtop them, both by things gwen in, and oucwardly applied, ac- 
cordingto the variety of Cauſes. For if Abortion be provoked by Crudiries and Winds ( which is 
moſt utual when it begins rom an Incernal Cauſe) a Pcudermuſt be given, compounded of Aro-

Chap. 18. Of Hard Child-birth, 


Ard Travel in Child-bearing, is ſuch as keeps not the due and ordinary Laws of Nature, taki 
up longer rime than ordinary, and accompanied with more vehenenc pains than are uſual, jw. 
other more grievous SYmpromes. 
Divers cauſes hereot may be aſſigned both internal and external. The internal depend either of 
the Mother, of the Womb, or of the Child. 
In reſpect of che Mother, Travel with child may become ſore aid hard, by the weakneſs of her Bo- 
dy, either Natural, or inregard of Age, as invery yong and very antient women, Gr mm regard of 
Diſeaſes wherewirh the woman was troubled during the time of her going with Child, or isftill erou- 


-bled. Hereunto alſo Leannels, and over great drinels of the whol body, may be added ; as allo over 
farneſs, and groſsnels compreſſing and ſtranening the paſlages of che womb ; ull ihape of ſuch bones as 


borderupon, and embrace the womb. asin ſuch as limp, wind ſtretching the Guts; ſtone or pre= 
ternacural rumor poflefling the bladder, and prefling the Womb; and the ill conſtitution of the 
Lungs, and other parts ſervingtor Reiptrarion, becaute holding che Breath is very neceffary ro ex- 
clude the Thild., 

In reſpet&t of the Womb, divers Diſeaſes thereof may cauſea ſore Labor, as Swellings, Ulcers, Ob- 
ſtructions, Aſtrictions, Stoppages ariling from prerernatural Caules. 

In reſpect of the Child, Hard Travel 1s cauſed, when there is {ome fault therein, in reſpect of its 
ſubſtance, irs quantity, its figure, and certain things thereunco belonging. 

The Child is faulty m regard of Subſtance, when it is deador lr F) or ſome waies infected, or 
weakened with ſome Difeate, ſo that it hath no ability tocontibuce co ics ownexchiſion. 

In regard of Quatttity likewiſe, che Child doth not further ics own Birth; which is cicher diſcrete 
or ſevered quantity, or concrete and joyned; the former is called Number, the latter Magnicude. 
In regard therefore of continued quantity, the child is faulty, ifthe Body or Head of ic be over great 5 
which makes the Birth thereof become ditficule and laborſom ; in regard of the disjoyned quantity 
ofthe child or burden, Labor becomes difficulc, as when there are more than one in the womb; forthe 
Birth of Twins is more paintul than of a ſingle Child, for the moſt parr. 

In reſpect ofthe Figure, or Scituation of the Child in the Womb diſficulc Travel happens many 
waies 3 as when the Child endeavors to come forth with irs feet or its hands foremoſt , or puts our 
one _ only, or one foot z or when K endeavors to come forcthdoubled, with ics breech, or ics belly 

Iri 
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In regard of che Childs Adjuncts or certain things belonging co the Child, difficulty of T ravai { 
happens, when thoſe membranes which encloſe che Child aie morethin than ordinary to thac they | þe 
coine to break, ſooner than they ſhould ; whence tollowed an over quick effuſion of the waters 


conteined therein, whereupon the mouth of the Womb remaines dry at the time of the exciulion of 
the Infant ; or wherethe foreſaid Membranes, are more chickand compact chan ordinary, by which Fn 
means, the Child is hardly able co breake them. 

External Cauſes depend upon things neceflary and things contingent, the things neceffary are ſuch - 


as Phyſitians commpnly call res non ngturales, things not natural. Soa cold and dry air, and the 
Northern-wind are very hurtfull co women in travail, becauſe they ſtraiten the whol Body, drive I} ,, 
the Blood and ſpirits inwards, and prove very deſtructive tothe Infant coming forth of 1 warn a h 
lace as the Womb. Alſoair more bot than ordinary diſlipates che ſpirits and exhauſts the ſtrengrh 
ch of Mocher and Child, eaſily introduceing a feaveriſh Intlanmarion uxo a Body replenithed Þ} + 
with ill humors, and exagitated. 
Meates raw and hard rodigeſt, or of an aſtringent quality, raken ina large Quaneiy befure the b, 
time of travail, may render the ſame labortous,the ſtomach being weakened and the common pallages C

Sleepyneſs and Sottuthels do {lacken the endeavours both of the Mother and che Child, and ſhew

Chap. 19. Of A Dead ( hild. 


[| N fore Travel of Child-bicth by reaſon of great -and long Labour, the Child is ofrentimes killed ; 
and ſomrimes beforea womans pains come upon her, the Child happens to diethtough ſome pre- 
rernaturall accidents, tuchas chole which are wont to caule Abortion ; and it it hath not attainedto 
che due time of natural Birch it caules Abortion, bur if it have, 1t cautes an hard and fore Travel, 
Becaule in a due and naturall Birth, both the Mother and the Child ought co join their Forces, to 
bring it from the Datk Dungeon tothe Liberty of Day. 

Al ſuch things therefore which cauie diiticult Child-buth being in a greater and more grievous 
depree, are of power to kill the Child. Bur etpecrally the Child 1s wour cobe kild, it ir come in fo 


untoward and prepoſterous a figure, that it can by no means be brought torth in chat manner neither / 


can the Midwife or Chyrurpion draw it torth, or reduce it toa better Potture. For while ſticking 
chusin the mouth of the Womb, ic truſtraces all che endeavours of the Mother ſtraining her ielfto 
exclude it : ir comesto pats, that in thote ſicainings, various motions and compreliions, fomtimes 
both Mother and Child, ifomrimes che Mocher alone and fomrimes the Child alone doth die. It 
is to be admired which Fabr:c:us Hildanus writes, rouching ewo Women which died through hard 
Labour, in whom ther Wornbes were found brokena tunder and the Hcads of the Infancs um their 
. Mothers Bellies. By which we may gather, how ſtrongly a luſty Child doth labour ro work it ſelf 
out ofthe Mochers Worb. 

A Dead Child is known, whenthe motion thereofceaſeth, which either the Mother did feel, or 
the Midwite percerve by h:r hand laid on, or other warm and ſtrengthening things which were wont 
ro awaken and roufe up the powers thereof when they were 1n a ſlumber or ftupitied. Alſothe Mo- 
chers td a greateriehie of weight, wich which and pain of the Belly they are troubled : when they 
cutn from one 11de to another —_— the Child coroul from one 1ide to another likea Stone. 
The lower part of their Belly els very cold, the native heat being extiwguiſhed and thoſe ſpirits 
diſlipaced, which were formerly mthe Child ; their Eyes become hollow and croubled : cheur face 
and Lipsare- pale; their extream parrs appear cold and of a Leaden-colour : their Duggs become 
flapand flaggy, and art length, when che Child rots, ſtinking moiſtures flow from the Womb, like 
water aud blood : cheic belly 15 blown up with vapours afcnding thereunco : a filchy imell, anda 
ſtinking Breath comes both ourot the Mouthes of tuch women and from their whol bodies.

"The Cure conſiſts wholly in the Excluſion or ExtraQtion of the Child ; for ſeeing great danger of 
liſea::ends che Mother ſo long as the dead Child is in her Womb, as ſoon as ever by the foregoing 
figns, we certainly collect che Child isdead, wemuſt make haſt, to force it our. Whicli is done b 
the {ame Remedies which were tormerly propounded co haften the Birth. Bur amorg them we muſt 
chuſe out the moſt ſtrong and effectual, whereunto ſome other things may be added which are yer 
ſtronger, after this manner : 

Tike Leaves of Savin dried, round Birth-wort Roots, Troches of Mirrh, and Caftoreum, of 
each one dram : Cinnamon half a dram : Saffron a ſcruple. Mix all into a Pouder. The Doſe 
i a dram in Savin Water.

154. ofthe Second Book of hs ſtrange and Admirable Cures, doth te- 
Site, char a dead Child in che ninth months growch, producing many Sympromes in the Mother, was 
driven out by chis Peflary, and by help of an Oyly Bath, wherein was mixed the Decodtion of ſuch 
Herbs as do ope:i aud widen the Patlages of the Body.

If the Matter hang long, it will be good, the woman being ſufficiently ſtrong, rogive hera purging 

Medicine z whereby evil Humors, which in chis cale are eaſily collected, may be evacuated, and the 
dead Child contequently caſt torch. 
Angelus Sala, in his Book which he calls Trizmphus Emeticorum (that 1s, the Triumph of Vo» 
mics ) doth witneſs, That in this cate he had ofcen with happy ſucceſs given four or five grains of 
Mercarius vite, which doch moſt powerfully expel che dead Child, and excel all ocher Medicines in 
that point. Which notwichſtanding, in regard ot us vehement working, requires great Caution and 
Diſcretion in the Phylician thac would uſe it.

The Retention of the Secundine 1s a very dangerous thing , and if it cortinue ſome daies in the 
wornb, it acquires a filchy purrefaCtion, whence aritethau acure Feaver, aptnels to vomir, fain» 
ting, ithculcy of breathing, a Diaphoretick Swear, Coldnels of the extream parts, Hyſterical Fits 
Fics of Falling-fickneſs, and ar laſt death ir telt. ; 

Hippocrates in che Second Book of Popular Sicknefles, by the example of a certain Carriers 
Wie, doth hint unto us, That it 1sgood in this cate, when corrupt blood doth tuddenly come trom 
te wombun large quanticies, for ut is hopetul, that thoſe Membranes beiug rotced and waſted, will 
flow forth upon the 11xch or feventh day. 

The Atcer-bucch retained, 1s expelled by the ſame Remedies which were propounded to drive out 
the dead Child, -whereunto we may add tome appropriated or ſpecitick idedicaments, mentioned by 
Authors.

Courſes of Lite, i is very differenc z bur from the ill-bearing of the woman aud her we«knetsthere- 
from ariling. 

The Cure of this fmmoderace Flux, are the over wide opening of the Veſſels, ax their rending iti 
herd Travel, or the violent drawing forth of the Afrer-birth z or a more than ordinary quantity of 
blood, which hath been collected 1n rhe Veins of the Womb, during the whol courle of the Womans 
| being with Child ; or the thinnelſs and ſharpneſs of che ſaid Blood, which' doth roo much open the 

Mouthes of che Veins, and provoke Nature to Excretion. 

Immoderate flux of che Child-bed Purgatons is known, as hath been ſaid, from the ſtrength of the 
womati which 1s dejected through the exhauſhon of her ſpirits that itſue with the blood ; alio the 
blood is clotted, and che Partienc loaths all meat, is pained under her thort Ribs, teels a diftencion of 
her Belly 3 her Pulle is weakand frequent, her tighc is dimmed, the hath noiſe in her Ears, is tub* 
jet ro Swooning and Convullions. 

As all great Fluxes of Blood are dangerous, becauſe blood is the Treaſare of our Life, ſo immode- 
rate flux of the Child-bed Purgations is more dangerous chan the reſt, becauſe of che Cravel which 
goes before, and weakens the Pacienc. Burche danger is more or lets, according to the greater or lets 
quantity of the Blood which comes away, and as the Sympromes are more light or grievous which 
actend the ſame; which made Hzppocrates co ſay, in the 55. Aphoritm of the fitt Section. If 
Conwilſion or Swooning betides a Woman upon her Feminine Purgations, it's a ſhrewd 
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She Cure of an Immoderate flux of Blood, conſiſts in one only Point, viz. The ſtoppage of the 
ſaid flux. Yerextraordinary cate isto be taken, leſt that be kepe within, which by thele Purgati- 
ons was wont © be carried away, and fo prove the cauſe of grievous Infirmuries. And therefore it the 
flux do not extreamly urge, we muſt begin with lighter Medicamencs, proceeding by lutle and lictle if 
need ſhall require, to ſuch as are ſtronger. 

And in the firſt place, The violent Motion of the Blood is co be bridled by an incra (lating 
of thickening Diet, as by Patadaes, Gellies, Rice, Starch, with Calves-foor Brochs, Pears.and Quances 
boyled, Roſted Fleth iprinkled with juyce of Pome-granates. 

Lec her have pretty plenty of Meat, but not at once, bur divers times one after another. For by 
this means the Hear and Spirit which in the Womb doaſlift cothe Expuliion, are called away to the 
Somach, and by chat means the Parients ſtrengths reſtored.

He good and happy ſucceſs of Child-bearing doth eſpecially depend upon the convenient and 
orderly flux oft che Loches or Child-bed Purgations ; ſeeing the Impurities which have bin 
collected m che veins of the Womb, during che nine wonchs tune of the womans Belly-bearing, 
are wont to t 2 avoided by thele evacuations ; bur it they be tupprefſed wholly or din.indhed, infmne 
Darpeis and Calamiues ariie thereby viz. acute Feavers, Phrenzies, Madnels, Melanehollics, >quin- 
z'es, Ficuruics, Intlammarions of the Lungs and other iwellings, which are for the moſt part nia» 
ho:ant. 

"The Canle of this ſupreſſion or imminuticnare, the thickneſs of the Blood, narrownels or ob- 
ſtruct1on of che veuiells, whicn hinders the tree egreſs ot che Blood ;, cold air heedl-fly received unto 
the Womb, which clotes the Oritice of che vellclls, caking coldar the feer, drinking of {mall cold 
Drink, tear, Aftcighrment, ſadneis and ocher Paſſions of the nund, which withdraw the Courle of 
the >lood trom the W emb. x 

This Suppre!l.on 1s manifeſt of it ſelf, and the diminution thereof is nor to be judged by the Quan=- 
tity which comes away, becauſe fome women have mere ſuperfluous Blood and ſome leis. Lut the

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Childing women are freed from the forelaid danger, if ſome cther- evacuation happen which may 
at leaſt in tome meaſure ſupply the defect of theſe purgations, as Bleeding at the Noſe or by the 
hemorrhoid veins : plenty of Urine with a footy ſerling, or plentiful fwearing. Or if after tome 
daies Lead-colored, black, and ſtinking marrer begin to tlow torch, Bur ic isco be feared, leit by che 
corrupt blood, ulcers ſhould be bred 1n the womb. 

The whol Cure of this Malady, contifts in the provocation of theſe Purgarions, which muſt be en= 
deavored by {uch Medicines as provoke the Courſe ofthe Blood downwasds, and open the Vellels 
of the Womb. |

If a Feaver be cauſed by ſuppreſſion of thele Purgations, a Vein muſt be opened in the Arm, as 
ſhall be {aid in the Difeales of Women in Child-bed.

After Fomencation atioinc che torelaid Parts with Oyl of Lilies, Sweet Almonds, and Seſamum.

Hereunto may be added {uch Petlaries and Fumigations as have been ſer down in our Chapter of 
Suppreliion of che Eourtes, beginning with the moſt gentle.

For the weaker he cauſerh one diam of Schakanth to be boyled in Chicken Broth, which he gives 
the Patienc co drink. | 

Alloa Purgation may be convenient, ſeven or nine daies after ſhe is delivered, of the Infuſion of 
Rhubarb, Agarick, or Seuna, qr wuh a Laxative Broth made of opening Herbs and Roots with Sens 
na z or Withan ounce and an half of Manna diflolved in Broth. 


Chap. 23. Of CGripings after (hild-bearing. 


GGRrr doſo frequently beride Women in Child-bed, that very few Women are free from them. 
Bur they are noc wont coicck croths Phyſitian for chete Pains, becauſe within two or three 
dates they go away. Bur it chty happen more ſharp, and of longer durance than ordinary, they are 
forced to fend for the Phyſician, who before he preicribe any thing, muſt conlider the Caules. 

The chief Cauſes of Gripings and Pains after Child-birth, are che plenty of Blood, its chickneſs, 
ſherpneſs, and narrownels of the Veſſels. For the Veiris ofche VVormb, having for nige months 
torbora cheir uſual evacuation of blood, and the blood being gathered in great quantity, and by irs 
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retention becoming thick and ſharp ; while it-goes chrough the narcow pallages, ic cauleth paing 

which recurn by fics, as often as the womb endeavors a new expullion of b z which being aver. 

they ceaſe till ſuch timeas other blood doth leek its way forth, a 
Somrumes thele gripings are cauled by Winds, or by Gold received into the Wamb, but not fo 


often. 
Theſe Pains are differenced from others which are wont co afflict the Belly, by their concinuance 


and by the diſtances of holding up, which they obſerve according to diftant fits of che bloods uluing 
forth : and the women themſelves can eafily diſtynguiſh —_ yo from all others. 

Thick blood is known by clottering, bur the thin blood by irs cenuicy, freſh color, or yel- 
lowith. 

If the Pain ſpring from wind, it is more wandring, being ſomrime in one part ofthe Belly, ang 
fomtumes in another 3 neither doth it obſerve the diſtances in which che Blocd ittues. If cold Air 
have entred the Womb, wu may be known by a relation of what hath been acted abour the fic 
woman. 

Thele pains are not dangerous, but for the moſt part exceeding troublelom : therefore mutt be 
removed or mitigated as ſoon as may be. 

The Crxe of thele Gripings ought to be direCted to theſe ends; viz. That the Veſlels of the 
VVomb be made wider, the Blood thinner, and its ſharpnels mitigated. All which may be accom 
pliſhed by chele following Medicaments, 

And tieſt of all, ler che Pactents Belly begently ſwathed that her womb may ſettle, and not be mo- 
ved this way and that wey, as often falls our atrer Chnld-bicth , _— af the ſudden evas- 
CUaTiON. 

Then give her three ounces of Oyl of [weer Almonds new drawn, with an ounce andan halfof Sy- 
rup of Vaolets, and cwo ounces of Hippocras. 

t Clyſters be caſt in of Milk and Sugar, with the Yolks of Epps. 

Or they may be made of a DecoCtion of Chamomel flowers, aud Mugwort in Pullet Broth , ad- 
ding Oyl of Lillies, and the Yolks of Egs. 

Anoint her Belly wich Carminating, or Wind.expelling, and opening Oyls, as Oyl of Dill, Rue, 
Jaſmine, or with this following, which being of great efficacy, ought co be made 1n tune convenent, 
and kept in che Apothecaries Shop for ſuch occaſions. | 

Take Roots of round Birthwort, Orice, and Peony, of each one ounce : Cypreſs Roots half 
an ounce: dried Leaves of Mugwort, Feaverfew, Origanum, Calaminth, Penyroyal, Ditt am- 
Tus Cretenſis, Wormpoood, Savin, Rae, Bettony, and Sage, of each one bandful : Flowers of 
Roſemary, Stechadps, Lavender, Ghamomel, Dill, St. Fobns wort, and Elder, of each half a 
handful : Bay-berries, and Juniper berries, of each balf an ounce: Seeds of Cummin, Rae, 


Fiony, Carrots, and Agnus Caſtus, of each three drams: Cloves, Nutmeg, Cinnamon, Ginger, ' 


of each two drams : Storax, and Mirrh, of each one ounce. Let all being beaten and cut, be ſtee- 
ped in fix pints of old Oyl, adding alittle white Wine. And put them in an Earthen Veſſel cloſe 
ſtopped, the fpace of a week 3 and then boyl them over hot Embers the _—_ of four o: ſivs hours ; 
then let the Oyl be ſtrained ont, andreſerved for uſe. If the foreſaid Oyl be warging upon occaſion, 
let the foreſaid u_ boyl in equal portions of Oyl and white Vine, till the white Wine be conſu= 
med ; then let the Oyl be ſtrained out. ; 

Alſoa Famentation may te made of the Decoltion of Mugwort, Bawm, Bay-leaves, Calamunth, 
Carrot feed, Cummin, and Caraway Seeds, Flowers of Cheirt and Chamomel in Water, white 
Wine or Milk. Or the following Cataplaſm may be applied. | 

Take three or four Ongons well boyled in Water ; beas them in a Morter, and put thereto Seeds 
of Line and Cummin beaten, of each one handful : As much Chamomel flowers : Barley Meal as 
much as ſhall ſuffice to make all mto a PultiS. And if need be, add alittle of the Water wherein 
the Onions were boyled. Spreadit upon a Cloth, and apply it werm to ber Navel. 

Ic is bkewiſe proticable co apply the Skin ofa weather newly flead off while it is warm, to her 
Belly. Forthis kind ot warmth 1s very neer of kin co our Natural heat, concocts and mutigates the 
caule of the pain ; allo it hinders the Skin of the Belly from gathering into wrinkles, 

Thele following Medicines may be given inwardly : 

Take. Carrot Seeds poudered one dram : white Wine three ounces : Mix them. Give it warns 
twice a day. Or, 

Take Nutmeg, Annis ſeed, Cinnamon, of each one ſcruple : mix them intg a Pouder to be talgn 
1n white Wine ;, or give one ſcruple of Oyl of Nutmegs in Þroth. Or, 

Take Date and Peach Kernels, of each half adram : Nutmegs four ſcruples : Pouder of 
Diamargaricum Calidum two drams : Annis ſeed one dram : Cinnamon two ſcruples : Saffron 
tengrains : Sugar the weight of all the reft. Make all into a moſt fine Pouder, whereof give two 
drams in Winetwice or thrice a day, if the pains are mub, Forefus

Chap. 24. Of Acute Diſeaſes of Women in Child-bed. 


W Har we ſaid before touching the Acute Diſeaſes of women with Child, we may now repeat 
rouching che Acute Niteaſes of women in Child-bed ; viz. That they have the tame Eſſence; 
and che (ame Signs with the like Diſeaies 11 women which are not with Child, and in men. So tha 
we thal ceter che Reader tor the Cheory otchele Dileales ro thar proper Chapters. 

Now theſe Acuce Diſeaſes are tor the moſt part, continuel Feavers, both Eilencial, as Synchus puc- 
trida, a continual Te:tuan, and the reſt ; andalio Sympromarical, which accompany inward Infla- 
marions, as the Pleurivie, Inflamationofcie Lungs, Inflamatiou oithe Liver, Yhceuzy, and ſuch

Yer chere 15a peculiar \ort of Feaver, which befals almoſt al women in Child-bed, which is called 
by chem che Feaver ot cheic Milk, which is wont to betal chem about che chird ot tourth day after 
they are brought to bed, when their dlk begins toegc: eale in cheic Breaſts; and ir aruteth from che 
retluxot che blgod ico::. che womb roche Dugs, and che motion and agitation thereof, Which kind 
ot t eaver 1s reckoned among the Diary Feavers ot the longe't durance ; neither needs it any Medi- 
cies, becaule within three or four dates, viz. abouc the ninth atrer her delivery, ic is finiſhed by (wear, 
Icis diſt: igurſhed frun purcid Feavers, becauſe commonly ic teizes the woman about che fourth 
day, after her being dejered, and her Dugs begin co be filled wich Milk, aud co be croubled wich 
hardneſs, pain, and heat ; with heat and heavinets in her Back and Shoulders ; allo her Chitd-bed 
Purgations flow duly, which 1eldom is teen in putrid Feavers. | | | 
Now purrid Feavers do befal women 1n Child-bed from three cauſes, viz. Suppreſlſicn of cheir 
Child- bed Purgarions or dinuniſhirg, by che heaping rogether of bad Humors during the time of their 
Belly-beating, which were agitated by her Labors, or by Errors mn their Dict. Someadd unmode- 
rxe flux ofche Chiid-bed Purga 10ns, which is rather a ſignot che ſecrec badneſs of Humors cauiung 
the Feaver, buc cannot be it 1elt any cauſe thereof, 
_ In ſuppreilion of the Chuld-ved Purgarions, the blood and vitious humors which are colle&ted du- 
ting the who! time o! het going with ctuld, do flow back again incothe greater Veins, and chere pu- 
trete, and jorntumes are Carr:ed cothe Liver, Spleen, and ociier parts, in which they raiſe Inflamati- 


ons 3 or 1t chey abide in the Veins ofthe womb, they purretie, and 10 caule a Feaver, in thoſe wo- 
men which were before in pertect health. 


 _ Biztif (the Cinid-bed Purgations duly flowing ) a feaver ariſeic comes eicher from luperfluicy of 


Choller, or trom errors m Diet. Evil Humors agitated by the Labors and Pains of Travel, do ecafily 
mtiame and puicelie, ind ſtu upa feaver. Errors of Diet may happen divers waies: And firſt in 


Jour ofeatiug in which women chat he In, are wong co be very taulcy, ſtopping thenaſelves wich 
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plenty and variety of Diſhes, which cannot be by them digeſted, bur cauſerh purrefation in their 
Bodies. Another error is commited when Childing women do unadviiedly expoſe themſelves unto 
che cold Air, eipecially while their Milk-teaver is 1n its vigor, which 1s went to be terminated by 
ſwearing and tranſpiration, which is hindered by heedleſs admyſlion of rhe cold Air, whence it comes 
co paſs that the Feaver whici of it ſelf was void ot danger, and would in a few daies have.ccated, is 
changed into a dangerous purrid Feaver. 

' Theres yer another frequent Caute of the Feavers of Childing Women, viz. When the Afﬀter- 
births are not wholly caſt torth, but ſome portion remains behind. This happens principally inthe 
Womb-Liver, a part whereot is ſomtimes annexed co the Worab, and leftr there, doth purretie ; 
which makes the'Giuld-bed fluxes ro come forth greeniſh, ſtinking, and Carrion like 3 and 1t within 
few daies it be not {eparared from the womb, and excluded, it caſts the ſick woman into great danger 
of death, ſeeing ic may mortitie che Womb. 

- If Clazrers of Blnod, or any other prerernatural ching, ſhal remain in the Cavicy of the womb after 
Child-bearing, it may thereby be known, becauſe the neck of the womb remains toft and open; ner 
rher is the 1nner Orthce thereof ſhut, neicher is che womb drawn upwards ; and whereas, when all 
goes wall after Child-birth, che womb is drawnupwards, and ics neck and orifice are quickly thur, 
An Example hereot is propounded __ Havey, m his Treatiſe de Part, concerning a womay, 
who having a malignant Feaver; and being very weak, miſcarried ; and after excluſicn of a perfect 
Child, and IS yer _—_— weak, witha creeping Pulſe and cold Sweats, ſhe was ready 
to giveupthe Ghoſt. He feeling her womb, perceived the Ortfice thereof lax, ſotr, and very wide ; 
and pucring in his fingers, he drew torth a Mole as big asa Goaoſes Egg,having certain holes in it contai- 
ning a clammy, black, and ſtinking purretied matter, and che woman was ſoon freed from the foretaid 
Sympromes, and quickly recovered her health. 

Ic happens hkewiſe in ſome women that the Ortfice ofthe womb preſently after their'delivery, isſo 
ſhur up, char the blood comained within the womb, tuddenly cloctering and putretying, cauſerh 
moſt tad Sympromes, and when no Artcan bring ic forth, preſent death follows. Yer Dr. Harvey 
relates 1n the place atore{aid, the Huſtory ot a Womancured by him of this Diſeaſe. The Lips of 
the Warer-pate were fwetted, and very hoc ; the mouth of the womb was hard and cloſe ſhur : He 

nedic a hitcle with an Icon Inftrumenc which he forcibly put mn, fo as1t would admit an Injection 


made by a Syringe ; andthereupon, clorred, black, and ſtinking blood, ſome pounds in quantity, 


. came away, by which means the 1ick woman had prevent eaſe. 
 ThePrognoſtick of chele Feavers, herein only difters from the Prognoſtick of ſuch Ike Feavers 
which happen to thoſe that are not ina childing condition 3 becaule through the Labors of Child 
birth, the krength of the Patient is more dejected ; and by.reaton of the Child-bed Purgations ſup- 
pretled chere is a greater redundancy of Humors inthe Veins ; and in both reſpedts che Party is m 
eater danger. | 
_ The Danton of that famous Queſtion, Whether the computation of the dajes of the womans ſide 
neſs, ought to be made from the beginning ot her Dueaſe, or trom che day in which ſhe is delivered 
of her Child, makes much to cleer the Prognoſtick of this Diteate, eſpecially to foretel the Criſs. 
Whack Queſtion we thal therefore thus brietly determine : It the Birch of the Child were natural, 
attended with nogrievous tympromes, and the Child-bed Purgations were as they ſhould be, and che 
Feaver come {ome dates after, the account qught not to be made from the day of the Childs buth, buc 
from the day the Feaver began, which was provoked by ſome other preternacural Cauſe, viz. Evil 
'Humors lurking within the Body, or from ſome external Cauſe. Bur rf the Child-buth were hard 
and beiide the Courſe of Nature, and the Feaver aroſe after three or four daics ; we muſt reckon 
trem the day ot the Childs birch 3 becauſe then the whol order of the Body began to be overthrown, 
and che Humors co be dilturbed, which was followed by the Feaver. $o in grievous wounds of the 
Headeipecally, though the Feavercome not til after the tourth or fifth day, yer the account 1s 
wont ro bemade trum-the day of the wound recexved, becaute the Humors began then to be in a con 
mocion,andto be difpoied to caule a Feaver. 

The Cure of chete Feavers, differs not trom the Cure of other Feavers, unleſs in point of thoſe 
great Remedies, Blood-lerring, and Purging, 3 in the adminiſtration whereof, there is no {mal icru- 
ple, which we thal briefly endeavor co remove. ; 

- As for letting ot Blood in acute Diteates of women in Child-bed, the diſagreement of Authors s 
ſogrear, by realon of the contrary Indications on the one (ide, and on the other, that we can ſcarcely 
find$wo of che tame mind. We fhal briefly in thete following Theorems or Maxims, propound 
that Opinion which cometh neereſt the Mind of the witeft Authors, and is in the courle of Practice 
oſt tucceistul. ; 

- An-Aowe Dilcale befalsa Child-bed woman, either in che beginning, or in the middle, or in'the 
end other Lyingln. - * | 


If ic happen who beginning , andbe woman be plemitully purged, there ouſt be vo othergern 
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uation of blood, than chat which is dicted by Nacure when ſke rightly and conveniently performs 
-_ Operations. Burifcthe Chuld-bed Purgauons are duppreſled, or tiow iparingly, leccke interioc 
Yeins be opened, and take a good quantity of blood away : 'becaufe at chac cime che Child-bed Pur- 
gations of blood, ought by the appoincment of Nature ro be plentitu). 

Itan Acute Dileate happen in the middle rixxe of ker Lying In, ewo chings are to be conſidered. 
The one is, Whether che Morhitick matter be contamed un one particular place, or if ic bediſperted 
chrough che Veins? The ſecond, Whether che Woman bath beet conveniencly purged or not, in 
regard of quantity ? It the Dileale proceed from macter ſcattered abroad, as in Feavers,audche wo- 
man hath nat been fully purged, che lower Veins ought cobe opened : becaule both the Morbifick 
Matter wil be dimuniſhed, and her Nacual flux wil be provoked. Bur if chewoman have been ſuih- 
ciently purged, and the Duieale getground, and che Natural tvacuation haye noc been ſurtticienr for 
che Diſcale, the inferior Veins muſt be opened norwithſtanding; andio much blood muftbe raken 
away, that by cwo Evacuatwnsthat may be accompliſhed, which che Dueaſe requires, according to 
the Dodtrine of Galen, in che ninth Book of his Meched, Chap. 3. 

If the Feaver be very high, and great heat vex the Patzent, lec that be done which we-ſhal preſently 
declare z which ought to be pertormed when the Dilcaſe arijech of Matter driven unto ſomecorner; 
and there pucrefying. _ ; 

Ina particular Acute Diſeaſe, as che Pleurilie, Inflamation of che Lungs, Squinzy, and the like ; 
we mult mark whether che Flux1on be only beginning, ſo that the Diteate 1s only ready to ſeize UPC 
the Patient, or is in its beginning, and very lictle blood be collected in che pare, For then the inferior 
Veins are to be opened, that revullion may be madeto ſuch oppolite parrs asare at greateſt diſtance 
from the part affetted, and by that means that prepoſterous motion of Humors may be ſtopped, 
Bur if the fluxion be already in good meature begun, and an Intlamacion bred which proves very 
troubleſom, whether the woman be ſuthciently purged, or nor, che {uperior Veins are prefently ro 
be opened right againſt che Part aftected, becauſe ſuch an Evacuation draws Blocd our 
of the Part Aﬀected. Bur if che wmferior Veins ſhould be opened, which are neicher 
next the part affected, neither can evacuate therefrom , both the rength of the Parienc will 
be weakened by the evacuation, and that marcer which 1s by Nature drwen intoa corner, and ſubdu- 
ed, wilnot be thereby diminiſhed: And ſo you muſt eithet draw alt her blood ina matiner our of 
her Veins, to revel the matter of the Diſeaſe trom the part atfeGed ; or the woman will be killed b 
the Diſeaſe before ſulticient Revuliion be made. Neuer need we fear,leſt by raking blood from the 
upper Veins, we ſhould draw the Courte thereof trom the womb, becauſe in ſuch Cafes the ſupe- 
rior parts ofthe Body do abound with blood, And alchough much blood be caken away, yet are not 
the Veins ſo empried, chat chey ſhould be forced to draw new blood trom other parts. Yer forthe 
greater Caution, it will not be unprofitable before blood be taken from the tuperior Veins, to caule 
che Thighs tobe luſtily rubbed, and pretently atrer cocie them with bands ſo hardas to pain the wo- 
man, which muſt abjdeſo bound til the bleeding be over, and a liccle after chey may be loolened ; 
and nowand then Cupping-Glaſles muſt be faſtened co the ſame parts, or at leatt they muſt be agait 
wel rubbed. So we may procure an evacuation of the Matter offending, and yer prelerve the Natu- 
ral courſe of the blood towards the Womb. 

The ſame courſe is to be taken in vehement and burning Feayers : For alchough the marter of- 
fending be —_ through the Body, yer is the burning heat {o great abour the Hearc and Bowels, 
that it cannot be ſo wel extinguiſhed by the opening of a fmal, and tar diſtant Vein, as by che open ng 
of a neerer and greater, f{uch as1s the Vein called Baſilica. 

This Method of Curing may be oblerved not only mn Child-bed women, bat in other women who 
are taken with Acute Ditcaſes, aud have their monthly Courſes upon them. 

If ntheend of a Womans Lying-In, an acure Diſcaſe befal her, che ſame Courſe muſt be followe4 
as im the middle, the fame conditions heing obleryed ; obſerving chis tor a Rule, That by how much 
a woman is turther from the gry her Lyig-In, by fomuuch more ſafely may che uper Veins 
be opened; bur the neerer ſhe 1s to t inn , even inthe middle, we are co open thoſe 
Veins with the greater premeditation. Andif ileale be not importmace, nor the ſharpnets 
thereof require 1ucha thing, and che Natural Purgation be copious, we muſt wholly abſtain. Bur 
if the Purgation be {canty,. we muſb open the 1nferior Veins ro ſupply that which is wanting 1a the 
Evacuation. Bur ifthe contrary ſhal happen, let us follow that Rule which we preſcribed tobe fol- 
lowed, in the urgency of an acute Ditcaſe. 

The uſe of Purging in Childing Women that are held wich acute Diſcaſes,ſhal be com prehended in 
theſe following Maxums. 

While che Child-bed Purgations do Naturally flow, a Purge is never co be adminiſtred ; for is is 
tbe feared leſt Nature be diverted from her bulineſs. 

Bur if the Child-bed Purgations ace not kindly, we muſt conſider whether theic faulc confift in 
Quantity, or in Quality. | 
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If they offend in Quantity, ſoas to be too little, ſo chat the woman be purged either not at al, G; 
not ſafficiently : After al Remedies fic to procure theſe Purgations have been given in vain, and the 
Morbifick maccer appears digeſted, eight, ten, or twelve daies being paſt fince ſhe was broughe to 
according to the more or lels urgency ofthe Dueale,ſhe may be purged gently, wholly abſtaining from 
al ſtronger Purparives. | 

If other Purgations offend only in Quality, ſo that a white flux, or ſome other unnatural color 
do proceed from her, che Marrer being ripe, ſhe may in the Jaſt part of her Lying-In, be ſafely

E Wn chis muſt evermore be generally obſerved, That by how much the longer a Childing Woman 
is diftanc from the day of her bringing to bed, by ſo much che more ſafely the may be purged , and 

. contrarywiſe : For Experience hath caught us, That women wanting thew Child-bed Purgagions, 

ifafter the ſevench or ninth day they are taken with a looſneſs, they commonly ſcape. Bur if che 
Looſneſs ſeize upon them upon the firſt daies, viz. on the ſecoed, third, or fourth, tor the moſt pare 
they die.

Sciatica by it ſelf. And becauſe the Rherwmatick pain incident to the whol-Body hath great Aﬀ- 
nity with the running Gout which afflits only the Foynts, I have thought good to annex the Ex- 
plication thereof in this place ; ſo that this Bookwill conſiſt only of three Chapters : Of which, The 
Firſt will treat of the Pains of the Foynts in General : The Second, of the Pains of the Auckle- 
_ call-d4 Sciatica : Thbe Third, of thoſe Rhewmatick Pains which ſerze all Parts of the 
ody. | 


Chap. 1. Of Pain m the Foynts, called Arthritis, 
or the Gout. 


5 fs or the Gour, isa pain in the Joynts which comes for the moſt part by firs, ſtirred up 
by an Influx of Humors into the {aid Joynts. 

The parts pained are, Membranes, Tendons, Nerves, and al che Nervous parts thac are neer the 
Joynts, which are ſtretched by che Humor which flows inco them, or by their ſharpnels —_— 
and ewicched : bur the Ligaments which ſpring our of the Bones, are void of fence. Now che Hu- 
mors which cauſe che Gour, do ſeldom flow into the very Cavicies of the Joynts, and that only man 
old Gour, and wherethe Cavitiesare wider than ordinary, as it ha in an old Scarica, in which 
lomrumes the Thigh-bone fals our of irs place, the Ligamencs and other parts binding the Joyrts co- 


gether, being looſened, and then the Cayny of the Joynt is filled with a ſnotry kind of flegm, as we 
lee 1n Hippocrates, Apor. 59. Sect. 6. 
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- It is wont hece co bz demanded, why the HuMors flowing into Nervous and Membranous Parts 
anddiſtending and ewitching then, they ſhould not cauſe a Convullion. We antwer, that the Parts 
affected in the Gour are cheiftly Membranes, which being no inſtruments of motion, they cannor 
cauſe a Convullion, though never ſomuch ſtretched or twitched. And although the Tendons and 
Neryes ordained for motion ſhould be likewile pained, yet do they not cauſe a Convullion ; becaule 
rothake a Conyullion the Muſcles muſt be drawn back to their Head, and chat retraction ouphr x0 
be:giade by a coucraction of the nerves which are inſerted into them; bur when they- ate gone 
ourfrorg che mulcles, or are came untotheirexcremity, though they be diſtended, yer can they nor 
contract the Muſcles. | 
_ZAuthors do commonly make four forts of Gouts, according to the diverſity of the Joynts affected; 

BBiragra, or the Hand-Gour, when the Pain is in the Hands ; Sczatica and Iſchias when it is in 
the Hip. Gonagra when & 1s in the knees ; and Podagra or the Foot- Gout when it is inthe Feer, 
And the Pains of the other Joynts go under the common name of Arthritis : though Pareus have 
impoled proper names uponevery one of them drawn from the Parts affected ; calling the Pain in the 
Joynts of the Jaw- bone Syagonagram; 1n the Neck Trachelagram,in the Back-bone Rachyſagram ; 
in the Shoulder Homagram z 1n the Elbow Pechyagram. Bur thele names have nor been entertained 
by Practitioners. Theretore ics fuificienc to reter che Pains of thoſe Parts to the general name of Ar- 
thritzs. 

There are beſides, other differences of the Gout z, as that ſome Gours are General, occupying all 
or moſt of the Joyncs of the Body 3; others particular, reiiding only in tome one Joyur : tome are 
mgrafced and Heorredecary trom the Parents, others are adventitious cauted by external Cauſes and 
Errors in Diet, | 

Now the Humours which breed the'Gout, may have their Courſe not only inco the Joynts but 
ſomrimes allo into other Parts ofthe Body as the head, Teerh, f:des, yea and che internal Farrs as the 
Liver and Spleen and ftw up divers Pains in thele parts, which Pains ace not co be ternied the Gour, 
though they are Cauſed by the tame matter which Cauies the Gour. 

Againall Pains ieared inthe Joynts merit not the name of Gours, for ſormtimnes there are Swelli 
inthe Joynts eſpecially in the knees, from which Pans ariſe, occaſioned by thick, flegmatick, and 
Melanchollick humors, which Pains continue very lopg,but are not to be reckoned among the Gours, 
bur have a diſtinct nature of their own. Which: difference will woreclearly appear by thedifferens 
Characters of the Gour, which we ſhall deſcribe in our Dwegnolis thereot, that 15 in che Art of 
diſcerning the Gour from ocher Diſeaſes by certain ſignes and cokens. 

The next and immediate Caulſe of the Gour is a ſerous or wheyiſh Humor, either by its quantity 
ſtretching thole {enfible Parrs which are abour the Joynts,or by-us ſharpneis rwitching the lame. That 
this matcer 1s wheyith 1s hereby known, becauſe chick Humors could not ſo ealily flow into the Joint, 
and they would make a more Vulible twelling in the Joynts, which is Wont to be very little, yeain 
the begnning m2ereappears no Swelling at all, though thete be a moſt bitcer Pain ; add that the Tumor 
which is in the Gout, never comes to {uppuration or ripens of matter, which often happens in other 
thicker Humors, it they have never fo little Blood mingled with them, Bur in che Gout the Blood 
- Isdrawn tothe Joynts, as appeares by the Inflammation of the Parts ; yer chere never happensany 
ſuppuration or growing to a mattery Head, bccaule Seroſities or whey uh Humors rule the roaſt, 
and chey hinder Suppuration. 

Butt chis wheyith Humor is ſeldom pure and ſincere; but hath other Humors or their {eroſities 
and thinner _ oyned with it 3 whereupon t variety arues, according tothe greater or leſſer 
acrimony of the Humors mixed wich the whey iſh Humor,according to which the Pain 1s more or lets; 
the Tumors 1s ſomtimes notably great and tomcrunes nor vilible ; ſome are of a red colour, others 
yellow or m_ z inſome the malady is toon ended, in others it continues long ; {omrimes a mighty 
and fervent hear poſleſſes che Parts, otherwhiles lictle or none is diicerned 3 ſormtimes hot things 
laid on dopood, ocher whiles they do hurt aud cold things help. Howter, it cannot be denied bur 
that the wheyith Humor may of it {elf have more or lets acrimony, acccrding as it hath more or leis 
Salt mixed wich it : for ſeeing the ſerous or wheyiſh Humor, is wont coditlolve and drink up chole 
heterogeneous falrs, which are mulciplied in the Body by reaion of che mulriphicity of meats we uſe 
(whence it 15 that all the ierum or wheyiſh Humor in us 1s (alc) according as chis Humor is more or 
leſs falr, and according as the lalrs mixed therewith have more or Jets ſharpneis, more or leis Fain 1s 
wont tobe cauled. 

And becauie inthe Gour,as in every Fluxion, for things are conſidered, the matrer flowing, the 


Fart ſending that matter, che Parc receiving the ſame, andche waics by which che Fluxion is made 3 | 


leeing we have [poke of the matter flowing, we are now co ſpeak of the other tour, : 
Touching the Part ſending the Humor there is diſagreement among Phyticians, Fernelaus would 
haveall che material cauie ot the Gout (which he cakes co be thin and flegwarick) ro tiow trom the 
Head ; not trom the brain it ſelf, (whole excrements are either voided by the noſtrills, oc os ing 
chroug 


els and continual Care, 
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through the palate, are driven to the mouth, thfoar, weland or ſtomach) bur from the excernal 
Parrs ofthe Head, ticuate without the ſcull. For ſeeing very many veines derived from the exter- 
nal Jugulars do run thicher, he fates they do there lay down cheir thin and wheyiſh excrements, 
and ſeeing the Skin ofche Head 18 chick and compact, and che Humors cannot eaſily breath through 
the lame, i procels of cume chey grow there toa quantity, and as he concerves from thence they flow * 
through the turface ol the Body, wnder the Skin, intoche Joynts. Bur others do conceive, that the 
Head is the fountain *of the flood of Goury Humors, but they conceive chole Humors 
Row from the inner Pares of the Head viz. From the Brain. Finally others chere be thatgiveſen- 
tence, thar thele faulty Humors do tlow from che bowells conceined in the lower telly, namely from 
the Liver, Splen, Womband och: rs, andalſo trom the whol Body, through che Veinsand Arteries 
mcothe Joynes. All which Opintons in my Judgmene are Partly trueand Partly fall. We ] 
chey are true in that, they ſay the Humors which cauſe the Gout do flow from the Head by the in- 
ward and ouxeward Parts, aud trom the Bowells and the whol Body by the Veins and Arteries : and 
fall we ſaychey are, becaule they fay that only the incernal Parts of the Head, or only the external, 
or only che inferior Bowells do furnith the Goury Humor. For ecing the whol Body is paſlable 
to and fro by Humors, all Parts of th: Body may (end their {uperfluities to the Joynts, it they be 
diſpoled to receive them. Now that diſpolitionot che Joynts which makes them fic to receive a 
Fluxion of Humors (that I may rake this occaſion co open the condition ofa receiving Part) is their 
weaknels, eicher nativefrom the Parents, or —_ from ocher Preternatural Caultes, which we 
ſhall ipeak of by and by. Seeing therefore ic is eftabliſhed by Phyſitians asa moft ture maxim, 
that the ſtronger Parts of the Body empry their excrements into the weaker, we may avouch that all 
the Pairs atore!aid may dricharge cheir excremencs upon the Joynts, if they being weakned, cannor 
ſuthciently reaſt che ſame. Andrhat che Opinions atoreſaid may be ſcverally refuted : Fernelins 
indecd duth clearly enough demonſtrate, chat Humors collefted withour the Scul, do flow upon tha 
ſurface of the body, and under the Skin creep intothe Joynts, ſeeing {omrimes che Pain begins in che 
Head, poes thence intoche Neck, chenceto the ſhoulders, and at leugth intothe Joints. Bur thac 
Humors do never tlow trom other places and Parts ito the Joynts, he no waies provegneither is any 
man able to prove after him. In like manner, chey which tay that ſuch Flux1ons come only from 
the brain, teem to contend againſt ſenile; Foraimuch as choſe Parts which compaſs che Joints 
about, dorcceive Veins and arteries, by which blood is brought unto thera co nouriſh them withall, 
why may not alſo the whey iſh Humor collected in the greater veſlells be carried unto the fame Parts 
by the ſame vates? Galen hath caughe chis preciſely, in his Comments upon rhe Aphor. 10. Sect. 3 
wheie he ſhews, that in che knobbs and Pawns ofthe Joynts the protound Parts of the body are pur- 

ed, the vicious Humors being driven from the principal. Parts of the body unto the Curcumference. 
'This is teen by the Feaver which is ofrentimes raiſed in the beginning of the Gout ; for it is cauſed by 
wheyiſh excrements conteined in the Ve1ns, pur inco a Commorion and working, when nature ſees 
her 1elf co expell che ſame, and leeing ſhe cannor drive it all forth, the diſcharges the ſame incothe 
weakerand ignobler Parts. Allo the third Opinion, which Sennertus defends, is Void of reaſon, 
and 1s here faulcy, becauſe ic denies that Gouty detluxtons do ever come from the brain. For 
ſeeing all Parts of the Body both inward and outward,do receive Fluxions from the Brain, how can 
the Joynts be free trom chem ? And it Humors catiling a Catarrh do often flow by the Veins arid 
arteries, whence Rhewmartick Feavers daily ariſe ; and the Humors conteined in the Veins and 
Arteries (as Sennertus himieltathcms) do eaſily flow unto the Joynts, it isa clear demonſtration, 
that a Fluxion is made from che brain into the Joynts. o plentyful Piſling declares char 
Humors flow from che brain through che Veins, when the ſaid Piſſing is cauſed by ſome commotion 
of the brain by reaſon of long abiding inthe Sun, or ina very cold air 3; for then the wheyiſh Humors 
conteined inthe brain are agitated by thoſe Procatarthick Cauſes, and driven intothe Veins and 
Arteries, chrough which chey flow unco the Kidney's and chte Bladder, and thence comes ſo plentiful 
making of water. 

, Thenextand immediate Internal Cauſe of the Gout hath hitherto bin ſufficiently expounded ; 
now let us proceed tothe external and Procatartick Cauſes or occaſions thereof : which we may for 
clearnels {ake diſtinguiſh inco three Tribes or Rankes, The fxft Tribe is of them which afford mat» 
ter convenient to breed the Gout. The {econd 15 of thoſe which do weakenand looſen che Joynes. 
The chitd 1s of them which promote the flux of che Morbifick Humor inco the Joints. 

Toche firſt Tribe are reterred al chings which encreaſe raw and wheyiſh Humors, or any bad Hu- 
mors Whatloever : as meaces of grois tubſtance hard tobe digeſted,and ſuch as afford many excre- 
ments,trequenc Gluttony and Drunkennels ; unmoderate Carnal Embracements ; which is the reaſon 
thatGour 1s called che Daughter of Bacchus and Venus; Idleneſs anda ſedentary life,and intermiſſion 
of tuch exercilesas men have been formerly accuſtomed unto; long ſleep and unſeaſonable 
intermiſſion of tuch nacurall and arciticial Eyacyations as men have been accuſtomed unto; fear 
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To the ſecond Tribeare referred vehement motion and Labour ; frequent uſe ot carnall conjuntti- 
on, elpecially of that which is celebrared ſtanding 3 refrigeration and humectarion of the Joints ; 
frequent Bathing 3 Contuſion, Luxacion and Fracture of che Joints. 

Tothe chird Tribe are referred, Cold air iqueezing out the Humors, and Heat melring, diſſolving 

- and agitating the {aid Humors and opening che ſecret Patlages ; mears ota tervent aid talc nature 
which attenuate the Humors ; thin and ftrong Wine ; Immoderate exerciie, unbridled Lechery, ve- 
hement anger and other immoderate pallions of the Mind. . : 

The Signs do either forecell che Guur at Hand, or declare the ſame to be preſent. 

Signes of the Gour at Hand : a Senceinthe Joints more exquiiite and quick than ordinary {6 that 
che lighreſt ching will hurt them ; asfor example the hard tirring ofa new Shoe, Long walking, a 
ſmal blow, or a light —_ againſt a ftone, or tome other hard rhing. A Feaver commonly uſhers 
inthe Gour, which is cauled by wheyith Humors and others conceaned in the Veinsand arceries,be' ny; 
diſturbed and agicated, whiles nature endeavours to expell them corhoſe 1515 noble Parts. Bur the 
neerer approach of the Gour, and irs beginning as T were, is {ignitied by a ftupidicy, and lence of 
crawling Piſmwesin the Joynts, anda kind of unutual Hear teic in them. 

The Gour is known to be preſent by an actual pain cormenting, che Joynts, which commonly is 
attended wich redneſs and {welling ; which if icappear nor ar the very firſt ; yer is ut ſeen pretencly 
atrer. The pain doth uſually texze upon the great I oe, elpecially on the leit toot, and otcentimes 
it {preads ic {elt from thence into other Joynts. The Feaver which comes betore the pain, doch {om- 
cumes continue 3 and famrimes it goes not before, but comes cogether with the pau. 

The Signs of the Caulesare likewiſe to be contidered : For although the Humor cauſing the Gour 
be principally wheyith, yer 1s it needful co know what other Humors are mixed therewith, that we 
may fir out Medicines thereunto. 

And inthe firſt place, Choller abounding with the wheyiſh Humor, is known by a vehenient and 
cutting pain, a {mal {welling, a 1eddiſh or palith color, great hear, and che Feaver incenle and per- 
ſevering in us ſtare or height 3 thin Urine, yellow and reddith ; cold rhings help, and hot things 
hurc. 

Signs of flegm abounding with the Whey, are, a ſoftiſh and ſomwhat looſe {welling of the parts 
affected, which if a man preſs with his finger, chere remains a pit ;z the patn is not 1o great, Urines 
are thickand troubled ; Cold chings hurc, and hor things help z little or no heat 1s felt : the color is 
white, liccle differing tromche Natural color ot the parr. 

Signs of Melancholly abounding are, an obicure color of the part like Lead, deep pain, a thin 
and watry Urine, a wearinels of the whol Body, and the cemper thereof uclining to Mela 
cholly. 

As for the Prognoſtick. T he Gout is no dangerous Diſeaſe, but very troubleſom by rhe vehe- 
mency of pain, and ofa very long continuance z {othat for the moſt part it accompanies a Man du- 
ring his lite,to his old Age z yea, and ic doth cauſc tome co live long, becauſe Nature at certain ſeatons 
drives untothe Joynes vitious Humors, which might cauie other Diteales ; and by to doing trees the 
nobler parcs of che Body trom bad Humors. 

Yer doth ic otten tall our mn weak bodies, or ſuch as are decayed with Age, that when Narurecan 
no longer expel iuch Humoers as arecollected i the inner parts ot the Body,deadly Diteaſes do there- 
upon ariſe; as moſt tharp Feayers, Inflamations of the Eowels, Apoplexies, Convultion, Phien- 
zies, Ditticulry of Breathing, and inability to breath, unleſs ſirting uprighe, Pantings of che Hearr, 
and other moſt _ Inturmiries. 

Although a Dr{polion:roored in the Bowels tending co breed Goutiſh Humors, and Natural 
weaknelis of the Joynts cannot be perteRly taken away 3 yet may the Invalions of the Gout be very 
much retarded, and kept off; to that ſome only by abſtaining trom Wine, others by uſual Purges 
frequently repeated, have kept themſelves for many yeers free from the Aflaulcs of this Dileaie. 

H.»pocrates in the Second Book of Prediftions, athrms, That many Gouty pertons may be cured, 
diſtmguathing them trom ſuch as cannot be cured, in cheſe words: Touching the Gowt, this I ſay 3 
All that ar- aged, or have ftony knots about their Foynts, or live miſerably, being coft1ve, cannot be 
curetby Ars of van that Iknow of. Such are well cured by a Dyſentery, when 1t ſeiqet upon 
them ; -and by other fluxions of Humors to the inferior part. But he that is yong, and hath no 
ſtony knois about bis Foynts, and lives accurately, beinginclined tolabor, and having a belly vel 
mnclined toftoo! , this man bavine a skgbful Phyſitian may be cured, 

An heredirary Gout may well be accounced/ incurable. ; 

Itthe Veus of Gouty pertons do fwel with black blood, their Gout leaves them z our of Awvicen- 


of the-Skin. 
Ifthe ng co recurn'at certain feaſons, ſhal not recurn, it portends grievous, 
dea 


and oftentimes y Dulcaſes, unleſs the Morbifick matter by a diligent prevencion ſhal be —_—— 
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way.  Forif chrough weaknels of Nature, the matter which is gathered together within, ſhall not 
be expelled, it breeds che greatelt and moſt dangerous Dileales imaginable. : 

IW hoſoever they bee that have the G out within the ſpace of forty daies the Inflammation is allaied, 
and they are our Hippocrates i the 4g. Aphoritim of the fifth Book or Seftion, For in tuch 
Patrs as have liccle Natural hear, che rmacter offending requires a long time betcre ic can be diſcuſt. 
Howbeirt this period of Hippocrates 1s not certain and perpetual ; tor ſome are healed fooner, and 
tome later; which depends upon che quantity, thicknets, cr rebellion of che Morbifick cauſes ; the 
ſtrength or weakneſs of che Parts affected and che obedience of the Patients it Point of keeping the 
Dier, and uſing the Medicaments appointed tor them. | 

The Cure of all Gouts conſifts herein, viz, That che flux of Humors into the Joints may be 

ſtaied, thar which allready 1s come in and abides in the Joints may be removed, and that the Pain 
may inthe mean while (it ic be ſharp) be abaced; all which may be pertormed by the following Me- 
dicaments. . 
And in the firſt place, Letting of Blood will be very convenient, if there be no want of Blood in the 
Parieric, 4nd it flegm do noc abovind ; becauſe che Blo6d is agitated by the moriton of the Humors 
flowing into the Joints, and dogs as ic were boil, and is by-Pain drawn inco the Part affected : 
wherefore it 1s neceſſary co draw the farfie back, into that Parr of the Body which is oppolite to the 
Part affected : and therefore if the right Arm be Ditcaled, a Vein muſt be opened uichelefe ; ifthe 
tight Foot be Paineda Vein muſt be opened in the right Arm; and if the lefr Foot in the lete Arm. 
And Blood 15 co be caken away act the tirſt beginning of che Diſeaſe, and as much as reeds mult be 
caken at one time, if che Patiencs ſtengch will bear ic : it noc, it muſt be dqne ar ſeyerall cunes, cill 
the plenicude of Blood be luihciently diminiſhed. , 

One thing we mult allwaies remember, that copious Blood-letting in ſuch as cah bear it eaſily, 
daes exceedingly ſhorten che Diſeaſe, ifirc be done at the beginning of che Ditcale, ar leaſt by Piece- 
meal, dtawing now a little and then a lictle. 

Alſo Purging muſt be uſed at the beginning of the Diſeaſe, as ſoon as may be : for ſo both thae 
Humor whuch 1s intlux and ts ready to flow, will be drawn from the way co the Jones and be brought 
untco the Gutes. Bur in this purgation two things axe worthy of obſervation, being trequently noced 
by So/enander a famous RE 

The firſt xs, char chis Purgation be not made by ſome mild lenitive Medicaments, whereby the 
Humors arerather ſtirred than Evacuated, and are precipuated into the Joints, whereupon a more 
greivous Pain and twelling is wont to follow ſuch purges ; but with ſome ſtrong purgarwe, which 
may force out the ſtured Humor and turn the cauſe thereof from the Joints. The other is, that che 
Medicaments being g1ven, the Joints above the Knees and elbows,be Plaſtered wich ſome defenſacive, 
by which -he Humor which is put ih motion by the Medicine may be intercepted, fo that ic may nor 
fotnuch nor ſo torcibly tall down into the Jounts. 

To which untenc let ati Oyntment be made of Bole, Pome-Granate Rinds, Balauſtians, Roots of 
Biftorr and Tormenrnill, red Roſes with the white ofan Egg, and Vinegar; which being ſpread upour 
{nipps of cloath as broad as ones Hand and indifferent long, let them be wrapped abour che Parts 
aforeſaid. If rhele fimples be not coþe hadat prefent, wer chem only wich Vineger and water and 
ſer them he on ar leaſt an whol day. It che Fluxion be vehemenc, ulea linimert at Bole, Dragons 
Blood, the whice of an EG and Oyl of Roſes made wich Oyl of unripe olives : or ar firſt ule ic 
without Oyl adding a ſmall quantity ot che Oyl aforeſaid or of Unguentum Comtiſſe, leaſt grows 
ing dry and bard it cauſe Pain. 

And for ro procure fuc!: a purgation as we have ſpoken of, ler the skillful Phyſician prefcribe a 
Medicament fitted cothe Nature of the Patient and tuch Humors as are redundant in his Body : or 
_ of thoſe Specifick Purgations which we ſhall propound in our Dottrine of Preſervation from 
che Gour. 

Vomiting is likewiſe proficable in this Caſe, for ſuch asare eaſe royomir; becauſe ic britgs our 
the evil Humors by a ſhotrer way, and fo there is no fuch fear leaſt chey ſhould ruſh into che Pare 
effected. Bur gentle Vomitrs axeco be uſed, which do only evacuate thoſe Parts which are near 
the ſtomach. For if they bevehemenr, and draw Humors out of che Veins, they may precipirate 
the {aid Humors unco che Joynts. Then after vomitings, purgation muſt be procuxed downwards z 
yea and it one purpation will not ſervetuty, it mult be repeated. | 

 Afrerſuſhcient Pucgation, it will be very good to procure {ſweat ; for ſo the wheyiſh marter wit 
be diſcuſſed by the habit of the Body. Bur, teeing when che Gour gives its firſt Onler,chere happens 
4 kind of boiling and working of the Blood, and commonly there is a Feaver, hot ſudoroticks will noc 
be convenienc, but only ſuchas are cemperate z; amongſt which Sennertzs commends Harts-Horn, 


' Either crude, or prepared without burning, either alone, or with Carguus Water ; as likewile 


Antimonium Diaphoreticum. In an old Gout without a Feaver, a Decoftion of China Salla 
Pacilla as Satlafras may be given, qualified wizh cooling Heabs, as Cichory, Endive, _ and 
: 208; 
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Borrape. Or after the Sweat 1s wiped off, it may ſulfice togie the Patient Chicken-Broth, alcered 
with the Herbs aforelatd. 
Martinys Rulandys did uſe this following Sweating Medicine with happy ſucceſs : 

Take Tops of Centaury Two handfuls : Aſarum Roots twoo ounces : Boyb them in ten pints 
of Water to five pints, andftrain the Liquor.

Hercules Saxonia puts a great many Loaves hot our of the Oyen round about the Patients Body, 
by which means Sweat isplent ifully procured, and the pains removed. 

Alloa DecoQtion of Elder, Bay-leaves, Sage, Roſemary, and {ſuch like Herbs w11 do much good, 
the Patient receiving chevapor of this DecoCtion in a ſweating Tub, which wil make the tweat to 
come luſtily. 

Alſo the Waters of Natural hot Baths do provoke ſweat, and do readily diſcuſs the Matter contai- 
ned in the Joynts. And therefore when the ick are not able tro go unto them, their Water is wor 
ro be brought untothem and heated in a Caldron for them to bath in. Erajſtys un his 15. Counlel, 

refers this aboveal others, tor eaſing the pains, but he boyls ſa much Salr in the Water, as gives ic 
an evidently brackiſh taſt. 

In che begigning of the Flux1on of Gouty Humorg, in the ſpaces free from Purgations, ſuch thangs 
muſt be given as ſtopthe Flux, which have been propounded by me in the Cure of an hot Catarrh ; 
eſpecially Juleps of Waters, or Decoctions and Syrups which do cool and thicken. 

Yea, and thetruthis, We are ſomcumes compelled roule Narcotick or Stupefactive Medicaments ; 
for chey boch ftop the flux of Humors, and they micigate the rage ofthe pains. Ofcthele ſorr of Me- 
dicinesnew Venice Treacle is moſt convenient, which may often be repeated without danger from 
halfadram toadram. Unto which may prolitably be added a little Bole-Armoniack to ſtop the flux 
of Humors. Howbeit, inſtead of Treacle, Laudamun Opiatum, and other Narcoricks, may conve- 
niently be ſubſtituted. 

After due Evacuations have been celebrated, and other things given inwardly which reſped& che 
antecedent Cauſe , we muſt proceed unto local Applications, fuch as mitigate the pain, and diſ- 
cuſs the contingent Cauſe : Which are nor preſently to be uted before the unwerial Remedies afore- 
ſaid have been firſt applied ; for otherwiſe they are wour todo more hurt than good. For either 
the Matter which Nature intended to drive into the Joynts, is driven back into the inner parcs of the 
Body, whereby grievous Sympromes are raiſed ; or 1tis forced into the Joynts, and the pain is ex- 
aſperared 3 or the part is effeminated, and made lax, and fo the fluxion u encreaſed. 


Which Cautions being commonly zeglected, and external things untumely and heedlefly applyed ; | 


the Patients receive commonly more hurt than thereby. And thoſe external Medicines do ei- 
ther reſpec che pain _— or the Caule likewiſe of the pawn, viz. The Humor which hath cook us 
courſe into the part, arfl cauſed both the pain and Swelling. 

Such things as mitigate pain, are very neceſlary in this caſe, becauſe the extremity thereof weakens 
che Patienr, and draws the Humors to the partsaffefted.

And for 
this Cauſe, every Pradtitioner muſt have an abundance of Medicines, that when one hath been appli- 
ed in vain, he may uſe another and another, making alwaies choyce of ſuch as a rational Method thall 
moſt approve of.

Theexcernal Medicaments muſt be gentler, as Oyl of Lillies, Viokts, Chamomel, and ſweet Al- 
monds : Pulrifſes, of Lectice, Nightſhade, Endive, Barley Meal, with the toretaid Oyls; and co- 
_ the declining of the Ditcaſe, Fomencations; Etniments, Mildet Platters, and lefs 
The Maccer Cauſing the Sciatica, comes ſomtimes co maturity, ſo as ro make an Impoſthume. 
Which o——_ ſhews 1n che thicxd Book of his Epidemicks in the Hiſtory of Ezpolemus, who 
had ſuch an Impotthume, which killed him wicha Conſumprion. If the Impoſthume be opened, 
there remains a filchy il conditioned Ulcer, which' likewiſe pines che Patient away. Yet Zacutus 
Lufitanus glories, that he had often cured the Sciarica wich an Ulcer, in Ob. 226. t. Whick 
Qblervation ought co be read and diligently medicated upon.

£ A. caſe, becauſe of the hikenels berween theſe Diſeaſes, which verily is ſogreat, that the general 
lity of Phyſitians, which know not the Nature of this Rhewmatilin, are wont to call ic the univertzl 
Gour. For in both Diſeaſes the Joynes are pained : bue therein is the difference 3 In that ti 
the Gout, only the Joynts are pained ; Bur in this Rhexmatiſmws, or Kheumatick Malady, not 
only the Joyncs, bu alfo the . Oy CENIn beeween the Joynts ; _ the 
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Muſcles and cheir Membranes, and eſpecially the Skins which cover the Bones, and the whol habic of 
che Body yea verily, and ſamtimes the inward parts ot the Body, as the Sromach, Womb, Lungs, 
are troubled with chis Rheumarick Dueale. | 

Andalthough che Greeks cal a Catarrh by the name of Rheuma z yet this Rheumariſm we ſpeak 
of, differs from a Catarrh, being indeed concained under che general cerm of Flux of Rheum, yer ofa 
different Nature from that kind of Flux which is commonly called a Catarrh, which comes only 
frum the Brain, and trouble no more than one or two parts 3 whereas this Diſeaſe we creat of, comes 
from che interual Bowels by the Veins and Arteries, and is ſhed into the whol Body. 

This is nonew Diſeaſe, yer is it not ſfufficieacly deſcribed by the Antients. We have a rude 
iNraught thereof in Oo, in his Book, de locis in Homine : and.m Galen, Book 1. of the dif- 
{-rence of Feaversz and the rſt de compoſitione Med. ſecundum Genera. But the moſt nocable 
and cleer place of al, explaining this Diſeaſe, is un the firft Book of the Differences of Feavers, in 
{-1:2;:.7. the words are thele : Underſtand thou, T hat the RheumatickDiſeaſe ſo called, is cauſed 
Ly {072 ſuch way as this, viz. The wobsl Body beg weak, and the principal Parts thereof though 
2c; Lave but little blood, yet finding themſelves burdened, they thruſt the ſame and expel 1t to the 
ji:ſ0- parts of the Skin. Whereby u appears that the crue Nature of this Rheumatick Diſeaſe, ac- 
co:dung to Galens Dofrine, contiſtsherein 3 That the whol Body 1s fo weak, chat when any princi- 
pal Parr 15 burdened wich blood, although it be in no very great quantity, ic cran{mirs the fame to che 
2:£/1y parts and habic of the Body. 

Zuc char 15not ſimply to be underſtood which is ſaid by Galen , That the principal Parts being 
4::cencd with blood, do thruſt the tame unto the fleſhy Parrs otche Body. For 1o Inflamations 
ad 5irellings would ariſen choſe parts. Whereas Experience ſhews, that im this Diſeaſe called 
Rveunatiſmus, tor the moſt part there appears no Swelling, no Intlamation, no change of color in 
12parts pained. 

ihe 166. and immediate Cauſe therefore of this Diſeaſe, is a wheyiſh Humor, which by reaſon of 
-: ch1nnets doth not {wel the parts, and becauſe of the ſubſtance thereof, nor apt to curn into Matter 
: Quicror, it never makes any Impoſthume, bur only acertam Intlamatory dupoſition, ariſing from 
:h2 fervor of the wheyiſh Humor. | 

ow the Primary Original of chis Diſeaſe ought to be aferibed cothe Liver, which being affected 
with an hor diſtemper, and being weakened, breeds not hlood convenient for conourtſh, and affects 
ac whol Budy with the like weaknels, whereby it becomes exceedingly diſpoled co receive all fu- 
-<cHuicies. - And from the ſame Diſtemper and weaknels of the Lwer, great quantities of evil Hu- 
:nors do ariſe, which being long derained inthe Veins and Arteries, they become viciouſly corrupted, 
a:1d are cheredulolved and turned intothe .Narure of Whey, and Blood-watry Liquors, and as an 
{icavy burden, are by Narurecaſt off inco the ignoble Parcs, ſhe being noc ſtrong enough to drive 
:em our ofche whol Body. Now theſe wheyiſh and blood-watry Humors being very ſharp, do 
q rick and cur (as it were) thoſe parts unto Which they are carried, from whence pains and torments 
{c arite. Andalchough we conceive the Liver w be che primary Cauſe, and Original of this Difeale, 
/ c1t 15apparent that theſe Humors do ſomumes flow immediately from the Brain, becauſe che

wcre z tor which caule this morion is wont ficly tobe called, the Vomiting of the Veins. 

{ara ſerous or wheytth Humor is the principal Caufe of theſe pains, many Reaſons do convince. 
Fit, becauſe ordinarily they caule no{welling nor change of color inthe pare affected ; howbeic, 
{omtime when the Humor doth much abound,  raiſeth che part intoa lictle, and very red Swelling, 
v7 iuch neverthelels is eaſily difcutſed. ,Secundly, Becauſe theſe pains are exceeding movable, and 
0 $eize now this, now that part of the Body, and are tuddenly gone from one parc into another, che 
former part being quickly wel, and free fromal pain z which ſudden mucations cannot come bur from 
an Humor very apto move, and\exceedingthin. Thirdly, Becauſethis Diſeaſe is ofrencermunated 
by Sweating. Fourthly,: Becauſe there appear maivy tokens of abundant Serofities in ſuch as are 
croubled with this Diteate 3 Thin and abundant Urihes beyond che Quancicy of whac chey drink, 
andabundance of Wheyith Humors appearing inche Blood that is eaken from chem. 

And although a wheyith Humor bethe principal, andmoft frequent Caule of theſe Rheumarick 
Pains, yer probable it is, that wind doth tomtimes concur in the production of thele pains. Which 
we may conjecture by the quick Pafſage of the pain from one place to another, and becauſe rhere 
7.5 weight or heavinels felt in che parts-pained. This is the Opinion of Avicenna, who leems code- 
icribethis Ditcaſe, androaflign windy Vapors for the-Caule chereof : Fen. 1. Book, 3. oy 2.

Chap.7.in cheſe words.In pain Cauſed by winds, the extenſion of the part is encreaſed & theheavineſ 
dumimiſhed ſomtimes it is with pricking, Gſomtimes voith Corroſion ; and in a flatuous Pain there is 
no Heavineſr. And ſomtimes there is a Change of the Pain from one place to another. Theſe are the 
wards of Avicenna : unto which he Joyns chete following, which ſeem ro come nearer the deſcription 
of this Duleaſe we treat of. And tbe wind is ſomtimes 1n the Coates and fibres of the Members, as 
intbe Collick from wind, or in the Coats of the Muſcles and under the membranes, and upon the 
Bones, or in the Circumference of the Muſcles, between the ſoft fleſh and the Skin, or hurkina in 
the Member 1t ſelf, 

Aud ifany thall object, that Diſeaſes arging from wind, do nocendure ſolong, becauſe windy 
Vapours are ſoon diſcuiled. We ſhall aniwer, chat a wind conteined in the Parts Pained is eaſily 
dilcuſſed, whence comes ofren change of Pains from one Part co ancther;buc there 15a ſeminary in che 
Veuns from whence winds may perpetually ariſe,& afterwards be carried co the Parts atureſaid. Now 
this Seminary of winds is a thick, viicid Humor and flegratick, which the Blood taken from chem 
doth often teſtifie ro be cedundant in ſuch as are troubled wxh theſe Pans , ic being frequently thick 
and clammy like Glew, in appearance like crude and pucrid flegm. | 

. The knowledg of this Diſeate may ealily be learned our of. what hath been ſaid : yer ſhall wedi(- 
cource thereof a little more fully. Furſt therefore, che Parcs aftected with theſe Pains viz. the 
Mulſclesand thew Membrans, and the Membranes which intold che bones, do diftinguith this Diſeaſe 
from all other. For allthough che Pains of the Lechers Pocks, do volleſs both che Joynts 
and the ſpaces between che Joyars, and ſpecially che membranes covering the bones 3; yer 
they differ herein, becauſe they do not 1o univerially infeſt che whol Body, neither are ſocon- 
tinual night and day,for they vex the Patty only inthe nights and very little in che day time; neither 
do they hinder the Paciencs from their buſinels commonly ; whereas this Rheumacick Pain, doth 
Nail chem to their Beds, 10 as they can hardly ſtir chemſelves ; neither can thole that look ro them; 
once {ſo much as move wichour great trouble and encreaſe of their Torments. And finally' other 
ſigns of the Whores Pox have preceded or ate prelenc, as Gonorrheaz the Whores Boil, Purreta- 
Con of the Privities and tuch like. 

Ocher {ympromes alſo there are accompanying this Diſeaſe, which help much co the knowledg 
thereof. For if you lay your hand upon the Parr pained, you feel a kind of ſharpneſs with Hear 3 
commonly there isa Feaver Joyned therewith, bur it is very ſmall ; and fone times there is none ac 
all. The Blood which is caken away 1s evidently corrupted, chick and clammy like glew, and after 
many times bleeding, ir is ful of wheyith moiſture, and ſo changed, tha ic hath not che appearance 
of Blood.

A N Hedtick Feaver occupies the ſolid Parts ofche Body, which conſtitute the Habit there6f, and 
: A. are commonly called Spermarical, or fleſhy ; in regard of which parts it is more fixed and roo- 
red chan other Feavers which are in che Spirits, or Humors, For which caule ic is alſo cermed Habi- 


' tual, becauſe 1t 1s become Habicual, and can hardly be removed from us ſubject. 


T here are many Diviſions of this Feaver. For tirſt of all, there isa Primary HeRtick, which be- 
gins ot ir {elf ; and another Secondary, which follows other Feavers. Secondly, an Hectick Feavec 
3s ſimple and ſolicary, or joyned with a purrid Feaver. Thirdly, ſome Hecticks begin at the Hearr ; 


:others from other Parts, as che Lungs, Liver, Spleen, Kidneys, Womb, and other Parcs antlaniedy 


ulcerated, corrupted, or poſleſſed with ſome ocher grievous Diſeaſe. And this Feaver though ic 
have its habitual ieat in che Heart, and che whol Body ; yer is it commonly termed Symp: omatical, 
becauſe of irs ficlt Original which it hath from other parcs. : Fake, 
Galen makes three Degrees ofan HeCtick Feaver. The firſt isthe very beginning ofan Hedtick ; 
in which the Body 1s hardly extenuated z yet the moiſt Humidity of the Body is inflamed, contumes, 
and dries, The (econd comprehends the > 1" therein 1s an evident Excenuation of the Body, 
{ 


the fleſhy and far tubftance of the Body perithing. The chird contains the ſtate of the Duteale, and 


its laſt age 3 for it never comes co a declination, becauſe therein, viz. in that degree it is incurable : 


for then the hbrous and membranous ſubſtance of the Body is canſumed, and the whol Body is 1o ex- 
rencaced, that the Face of the Patient is like char delcribed by Hippocrates, nothing buc skinand bone, 
This laſt Degree is called Maraſmss, or rather Het#ica Margſmodes z becauie in a true Maraſ- 
ms, cold is joyned with drynels. | 

The Cauſes of an Hectick Feaver are divided intoan Internal, and External. To the External 
are referred, ,what ever Gaules may occaſion any of the other Feavers, if che Action of Heating be 
concinual and vehemenc, or the Patients Body be apt to encercain this kind of Feaver. _ Such are, che 
heat of che Sun, or ofche Fire, vehement Exerciſe, Meats and Drinks that are heating, unmoderace 
Evacuations, as ina Loolneis and bloody-tlux, vehement paſlionsot Mind ; and finally, fafting ina 
Chollerick Body that is hot and dry of Conſtitution ; ſeeing Galen attirms, chac chute Phyſatians 
that were wont coenjoyncheir Patients to faſt three daies together, did bring Chollerick Conſticuci- 
ons by that means into burning and heCtick Feavers. | 
. The Internal Cauſes are, burningand peſttencial Feavers, which do ſpeedily conſume the moi- 


Mture of the Hearc ; alſoa long (lack Feaver. ' Alto ſame peculiar Diſeale of any oi the bowels, as an 


Inflamation or Ulcer z or putrefation of ſome Humor contained therein; or finally, che corcuption 


of the Member ic ſelf, which are wont cocaule a livgring Feaver, and an hectick. 


Ot theſe Inficmicies peculiatly poſleſſing ſome cercain Members of the Body, and cauſing an He- 
Ctick, we have Examples manifeſt enough. For, as for what conceins Inflamacions, Galen tauh 


heſawa woman that by reaſon of an Inflamation in her Midrif, fel inco an Hedtick Feaver. - And 


we dayly obterve in che Conſumption of the Lungs, or Phthiſkc, a complicated Hedtick: Feaver. 


*ThepurretaCtion of Humors contained in tome bowel, falsuemn great obſtructions, or cold fwel- 


The corrupcion of tome Member is often ſeen in the Lungs; fomrimes in the Liver, umn ſu 


men azare given to Wine,and who uſe much hog apices 3 fora citain filthy corrupt blogd js bred in 
, bY , Z : _ their 
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cheir Liver, by which che ſubſtance thereof is corupred. Fernelius ſaies, he fomtimes met with this 
kind of Feaver, andthac it isa ſign thereof, when the Patientsextreamly cover Wine 3 but abomi- 
nate all kind of Fleſh. | 

A Simple Hedtick Feaver is known, becauſe it is continual, without any fits, allwaies alike, 
neither encreaſing nor decreaſing, fave that ir is formwhat augmented, an hour wo or three after 
Meat. The heat under the ſhort Ribs, is at firſt laying on the hand mild, afterward ſharp, biring 
and dry, The Pulle, is liccle, frequent andquick 3 the ſick perceive not any Feaver, they are lazy, 
and loath to ſtir, and when they ſtir itis with Pain, becauſe cheir ſtrengrh is ina Janguithing condi- 
tion. Their arteries are hotter than the Parts circumjacent, which may be precerved by the crouch 
afcer the Patient hath waſhed in cold Water. © The Urin is like that of one in hea} both in point of 
color and ſediment. In the progreſs of the Diſeaſe Oyly ſubſtance Swims onthe top, and the 
ſediment 1s like to Meal, which is a ſign that the ſubſtance ot che Body doch mele, 

More particularly, we may know not only the ſeveral degrees of an heftick, but foreſee ic before 
ir comes afcer this manner. | 

An heaick Feaver at hand, is known, if the cauſes have preceded ; viz. if there have been a 
burning Feaver, in a body naturally hot, dry, and of a thin contexture, in an hot ſeaſon 
of weather, it is tobe Feared, the Patient wil fal into an heCtick, and ſuch remedies as may preyenc 
the ſamearetobeuſed. 

Thetuftdegree ofan Hedtick Feaver if it be Joyned with a putrid Feaver,is very hardly known: if 
ic be alone,not very eaſily. In the ficſt day,there are al the ſignes of Febris Ephemera. In the ſecond, 
the dryneſs is augmented, not the heat. On the churd day it repeats not, it 1s noc evidently augmented 
nor duniniſhed. Andat length one hour or cwo after Meat, the Heat ſeems ſomwhat encrealed. 

In the ſecond degree, the Patient perceivesno Feaveriſhnels, only ſome alterations after Meals. 
There isa manifeſt dryneſs, a ſmaller and ſwifter Pulſe, with a certain hardneſs. 

The ſigns of the third degree are moſt manifeſt ; the Eyes are hollow, dry and have dry excrements 
inthem, the bonesevidently ſtick out, the lively colour of the Face is extinguiſhed : the whol Skin 
1s dry, the Midrif vehemently contracted, ſothat the Patients ſeem co have no Gurs. Their Pulle is 

cewed under the ſtomach, in all extenuared perſons. 

And becauſe a putrid Feaver is many times coupled with an He&tick, they are both exaGtly ro be 
diſtinguiſhed, becauſe ic is of great moment in regard of the Cure, which 1n this caſe is very much 
differmg. Now this —_— may be known by Comparing the ſigns of an HeCtick propounded, 
with the _ ofa putrid Feaver, which ſhall be hereafter deſcribed in their proper place. 

The firft degree of an Hectick Feaver is caſily Cured, the third is incurable; che ſecond is of a 
' middle Nature, and look how mich che nearer it approaches to the firſt or third by ſo much is ic eaſier 
or harder to be Cured. An HeQtick Feaver happens moſt commonly from the eighteenth yeer to the 
chicry five, forin that Age the Heat is moſt intenſe, and ſooneſt conſumes the Body. Bur they who 
; beforethis Age or alitcle atrerare taken wich an Hedtick Feaver, do more ealily eſcape and are iom- 
rimes Gured perfectly ; or by a palliative Cure their life is protradted a long time, etpecially ifchey 
be Women. | REO 

For the Cure of this Diſeaſe, we muſt ficſt conſider whether it depend upon any Diſeaſeof ſome 
particular Parc or not : for then the Cure muſt be direfted ro that Diſeaje : asallo if it be ſingle or 
combined or complicated wich a putrid Feaver. And in chis caſe che putrid Feaver is firſt to be Cured 
By Bleeding, Purging, and by Opening Medicaments and ſuch as hinder putrefaGtion : rhe Hedtick 
Feaver 1m che mean while nor being negleted. Bur if the He&tick Feaver be ſingle and alone 
the Cure muſt be effeGted only [with cooling, moiſtening and reſtauracive things 3 the matcer of 
muſt be taken from Dier and Medicine. 

Diet, here, as inall Chronick Diſcaſes, can do much; nay ig this Diſeaſe it can do more than all 
Medicines. Therefore the Patiencs Diet muſt be by the Phyſitian exactly ordered, viz. Thar 
it may be duedted fo as to cool and moitten the whol Body. If therefore che 
Air where the Patient is, be moderately cold or cemperate, let him ule che ſame; if nor, ler 
ir be corrected, fo as thar it may incline cocold and moift. For this Reaſon Galen in the 10- of 
his Method Chap. 3. in the Summer when the Air is hot, orders the fick to abide in a Room under the 
Ground, that is very cold and blown through with che Wind, open rowards the North. By Which 
Remedy alone, we have ſeen a man excreamely conſumed, Bo wor within a month. Again the 
heat of the Air inthe Patiencs Chamber muſt be alrered, by cold Water being powred ouc of one 
veſlel into another, by che very noiſe whereof Sleepis cauſed ; alſo by moiſtening che Pavement of- 
cen with cold Water Sprinckled thereupon, or by cooling Hearbs, oftentimes freſh ſtrowed there : 
and by forbidding any number of people co come in, which among other things, doth likewiſe heac 
the Chamber. And Galen gives order that when the Air is coldeſt it ſhould be received by che ficlf 
namly by drawing it in by the mouth, becauſe it exceedingly cools the heat of the hear 3 bur ics 
not good for the Body of the ſick, leaſt it ſtop the pores of the Skin and hinder the breaching forth of 
f | . EXCLEMEITS, 
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exccemencs. Bur Galen affirmes that che breathing in of che cool Air doth the Patients more good, 
than they can receive hurt, by che ſtopping of their pores, ifchac ſhould happen: bur that may be 
Hindered by warm cloathing of the Body. Yet it :s to be obſerved, that it che HeCtick Feaver arte 
from an Ulcer in the Lungs 3 that the cold Air 1s nor good in that rel PIC temperate,a little 
inclining to hear,and dry. For which Cauſe Galen ſen tlioſe thar ad conlumprions of their Lungs 
to the Mount Tabias where the Air was more dry than ordinary. 

The Meates of the Patient muſt be cooling and morſtening and quickly nouriſhing, as Chicken- 
Broaths and Broaths of Hens; Capons, Veal, Kid, Wecher Murton ; Y olksof Eggs, with French 
Barley, Letcice, Purſelatie, Endive, Borrage, Sorrel ; The tleſh uf Calves, Kidds, Piggs, Fhea- 
fants, Partriches, Young Hares and ſuch like. Panadaes, Barly Cream, Warter-Gruel, Rice- 
Porrage, with Sugar anda few Almonds or rather wich the greater cooling Seeds. Eoyled Meats 
are ficter than Roaſted which are ſooner Inflamed and turned co Choller; the boyled do more moiſter., 
Bur if the Patient be more delighted with Roaſt-Meats 3 chey muſt be very moderately Roaſied,and 
tempered afterwards with Juyce of Lemmons,Citrons, Orenges,or ot unripe Grapes, withour Sal, 

Fiſhes may be eaten, becauſe chey cool and moiſten bur ſuch as are caken our of ſtony place; 
ateco be preferred, and ſiich as havea tender friable fleſh, haunting che Sea or Pure Waters. 

Among fruits, Apples are commended becaule they breed cold Blood. alſo Pears are convenient, 
Damask Prunes, = French Prunes boiled in Sugar ; alſo Raiſous clenſed, which being prepared 
after this following manner, do nouriſh the body without heating. | 

Take Raiſons of the Sun clenſed one pound: Let them be tempered in end;ve,bug'oſs and Roſe- 
Water and very diligently waſhed, that the Laxative power may be taken away. Ajterward let 
them be lightly boyled in the ſame Waters, adding a little Sugar, wherewith let them be preſerv-d 

for uſe : let the Patients take of them in the mornings and allwaies after Meat. 

And becauſe Perſons that are Hedtical, have the Feaveriſh heat fixed in the ſolid Parts of che ic 
bodies, by which the Nutrimenc is eaſily and fuddainly conſumed and diſlipated : cherefore Pra- 
Eiioners are wont to preſcribe unto thetn, Meats ſolid and of a clammy ſubſtance, as the Feer of 
Living Creacures, The fleſh of Snails, Crabbs, ,Torroiſes, and of Froggs. For {eeing thele forts, 
of fleſh ate moiſt and clammy they ealily adhere unto fuch Parts of the body as want nourithmencs 
neicher are they eaſily conſumed by che Feaverith heat : and ſfochey hinder the drying up of ghe 

ſolid Parts of the body. Yer ſome dorejett theſe Meats, becauſe hard of digeſtion and __Os 
to the ſtomach. Bur this difference is thus reconciled. In the beginning of an HeCtick, while che 
digeſtive faculcy is yer ſtrong, thele thick and clammy nutrimentcs are convenient : bur ina confirmed 
Hedtick they are hoc tobe given becauſe hard co digeſt. Add hereunto, that they may be ſo pre- 
pared and qualified, as that rhey may eaſily be digeſted ; as by being boyledcoagelly, or giving only 
what is ſtrained our of them being beaten inco a maſh. Among other things che land Tortoiles are 
mightily praiſed for an HeRick, noc only for a ſingle Hedick, bur when Joyned wich a Conſump- 
tion 3 and they are prepared divers waies. For either they are boyled in Water cill they aredilfolved 
then caſting away the ſhells, the fleſh is ſeparated fromthe bones and boyled again with Cichory, 
Sorrel, e, French bacley, and prunes1n a fingle HeCtick : bur in an Hectick of the Lungs it is 
Boiled wich Bramble Leaves, Purſlain, and Plancan. Let che Patiene drink the broath and cac 
the Fleſh ewerity daies together. Or che Juyce is preſſed our of the Fleſh being beaten. Oc liccle 
Loavesare made of the Fleſh of the Tortoiles boiled in Barley Water, wich tweer Almonds, pine 
kernells, checooling Seeds and Sugar. Which are lightly baked in ati Oven and are given the Pari- 
enc at Dinner and Supper. They may be chus made. 

* Take of the Fleſh of Land=-Tortoiſe Boyled in Barly-Water four ounces : ſweet Almonds 
ſteeped in I ſox ounces : Pine-Hernells ſo ſteeped two ounces, of the four greater cool 
Seeds, of each one ounce : Annis Seed not Poudered, but lightly baked in an Oven one dram and 
an half: Cinnamon two drams : Sugar diſſolved in Roſe-Water, to the Quantity of all the reſs. 
Mate thereof little Morſell;. 

Inſtead of Tortoriſes the Fleſk of a Capon is uſed and ofa Partridg, and March-Pane is made 
thereof, coreſtore Hedtick Perſons, afret chis Manner. 

Take Pulpe of a Capon and, Boyled Partridg of each three ounces, ſweet Almonds fteeved in 
Roſe-Water four ounces: Pine-Kernals one ounce and an balf : Seeds of white Poppy two drams : 
Gum Arabickand Traganth of each one dram and an balf:Peerled Sugar Cakes two ounces : vortl» 
elitle Roſe-Water male a March-pane, and gild it with Gold. 

\ Toſuchas have weak ſtomachs, Gellies, broaths, and Keſtorative ſtilled Watersare given. A 

Gelly may be made after chis Manner. | 
Fake @ choiſe Capon, a Knuckle of Veal, or a Wethers Thigh, two Calves Feet, or ſix 

Wether Feet. Boyl all infountan Water, till it be fufficiently waſted. Strain and{queeſe out 

the Fuyce and Broatb and tale off the Fat. In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve a pound of white Suga#, 

fox whites of Eges, alittleſsFron. ar Cinnamon. Stir them together let » ws Boyl lightly, and 
ſtrain

ſtrain them through an Hippocras bag twice or thrice. At lengtb put ut into Porrengers, or other 
Veſſels in which it will become a Gelly. If the taft of Saffron or Cinnamon be difpleaſine, or you 
deſire to bave your Gelly more cooling , add inſtead thereof the Fuyce of a Lemmon, or of one 
Citron. 

Reſtorative Broths may be mede divers waies ; this is far the beſt of all, which follows : 

Take a well fleſhed Capon ; pull, draw, and cut bim in pieces, and take away the fat and hin ; 
add, if you pleaſe, ſome Veal, or Weather Mutton cut into bits, and freed from the Fat. Put them 
znto a ſtone Veſſel rell glazed 3 in which, about tbe middle, there muſt be a grate of Wood, or orber 
materials , on vohich the pieces aforeſaid muſt be ſo laied that they may not come at the bottom, 
Then cover the Pipkin with its cover, andcloſe it xp well with paſte, and let it fland in boyl; 
Balneo Mariz five hours. There will drop into the bottom a cleer traniparent Liquor ; of kf 
three or four ſpoonfuls, may be given in Broth, or by it ſelf, three or four tumes in a day. 

Such Diftillarions of Flefh by Deſcent, are very convenient far Hectical Perſans; bur thoſe that 
aremadeby Aicent, although they refreſh che Spirics, yet do they very little nouriſh 3 neicher do 
they reſtore the ſolid ſubſtance of the Body. | 

Lec the Patients Drink be, Barley Wacer, either by it ſelf, or with Syrup of Vinegar, or Pome- 
pgranates mingled therewith, or Water in which @ piece of Bread hath been boyled, {weerened with a 
Icle Sugar. Bur if che Patients Stomach be yery weak, weak Wine wel allaied with Wacer may be 
allowed, which helps the concoGtion anddiftriburion of Nouriſhment. Galen, Meth,io. Chap. 5,6. 
gives cold Water, with which he boaſts he had ſaved rgany trom che Maraſmus. Howbeit, great Cau- 
Lion isto be uſed inthe giving chereof ; for when the Body is very much pined away, ic 15to be fea- 
red leſt the ſmal heat of the Patient ſhould be wholly extinguiſhed. And therefare ic is only good 
when an HeGtick is feared, or in the beginning thereof, and to fuch as are accuſtomed chereunco, and 
whilethe Body is yet (ufhiciently tul of bload, = | | RS 

Motion of the Body 15s not good, bur the Patient muſt be enzoyned co reſt ; howbeit before Meat, 
if ſtrength wil bear ir, ſome light exercite Wil be good; vr inftead thereof, a few light trictions or cub= 
bings may ſerve turn, eſpecially preſently after {leep, begmning ac the inferior parts ofthe Body ; for 
chey provoke the Humors outward. And the Patient muſt be rubbed no longer chan cil a light red- 
ne& begin co appear upon the Skin ; : for to rub longer would dry the Body. Carnal Embracemencs 
mift& above al things avoided, which do very much conſume the lubſtance of che Body. 

Let the Patient ſleep, neither very long, nor very hictle. For fleep encreaſcth the heat of the 
Bowels, by che reciring of the Natural warmeh inwards : too ſhort fleep dries the body more. But 
there is le{s inconvenience from ſleeping a little over largely, chan roo ſcamily, becauie ſleep doth 
exceedingly moiſten, which in this Feaver is very muchto be defired. Let the Patient fleepin a fofe 
bed, andthar a Flock-bed, not a Feather-bed, and large enough. Let the Pariencs Linnen be often 
changed, which muft be ſprinkled with Roſe-Water before chey be pur on. 

If there be Coftivenels, the Belly muſt be provoked with a ſicory, or a Clyſter of Chicken 


Broth, with Barley, Mallows, and Violec Leaves boyled in it ; adding Caſſia, Honey of Roſes, Bur= 
rer, andthe Yolks of Epps. Y 

Finally , The Mind muſt be preſerved in peace and cheerfulneſs, avoiding vehement Perturbacions, 
as Anger, Sadnels, Fear. | 


As tor point of Medicaments fic for Hedtick Perſons, they are Internal ar External. Among In- 
ceraal, inthe faxft place Purgers muſt be conſidered ; and becauſe addition is more neceſſary than 
derraction 1n this Dileaſe, Purgers can hardly be convenient, unleſs a putrid Feaver be joyned wich 
the HeAick. Yer if che tirſt Region of the Body ſeem filled with Excrements, becaulc of Crudities 
ari{ing froma weak Stomach, Purgation may ſafely be uſed with Caſſia, Manna, or Syrup of Roles. 
Nay verily, if ſtrengrh be nor deficient, the Infuſion of Rhubarb may be given, with a Decoction of 
Prunes, Tamarinds, Myrobalans, Buglofs, and Violets. 

But Alcering Medicines may be reduced intothe form of Juleps, Broths, and Emulſions, after this 
Manner : 

Take Waters of Endive, Lettice, Sorrel, of each forr ounces : Syrup of Violets, Water Lillies, 
Apples, of each one ounce. Mix all into a Fulep for three Doſes, to be taken at ſeveral times in 
one day, and to be continued for divers daies together. Or, 

- Take whol Barley one-pugil : Leaves of Endive, Cichory, Lettice, Pimpernel, of each one 
handful: Flowers of Borrage, Bugloſs, Violets, and Water-litlies, of each one Pugil.:. Damack, 
Primes three pair : Boyl allto a-pint and an balf. Intheftrained Liquor, diſſolve fumple Syrup 
o; Cicbory, and of Water-lillies, of each tyoo ounces. Make of all a Fulep for four Doſes. 

_ _ Ofcheſame Simples with a Chickenor a Pullec, may be made a Broth for che ſame uſe. Or, 

Take Roots of China one dram and an half : Entire Barley #wo pupils: the four greater cool 
Sceds half an ounce. Beat all together, and therewith fill the Belly of Capon, or yong Pullet.

Virid Feavers _ SR 094 cas, anon, ng ponenng Putrid Fea- 
vers are generated when 4 apor, or a preternatural Heat, which ariſeth from pu- 
trefied Humors, doth perpetually afflits the Heart, and ſtirs up therein a ws. k, Heat, 
from whence likewiſe is perpeually diffuſed a Feaveriſh Heat mto the wool body. But the 
intermitting Feavers are cauſed, when tbe ſaid Vapors are carried unto the Heart, only at certain 
diſtances of time. Continual Feavers are au—_ divided into Eſſential, and Primary, or Symp- 
tomatical. Thoſe are called Eſſential and Primary, which ſpring from a putref ation flamed 

' the common Veins, and not in any particular part of the Body. Thoſe are Symptomatical that ariſe 
fromthe | qr fone or ſuppuration of ſom particular part inflamed ; out of which part by commu= 
nion of tbe Veſſels,a putrid vapor may continually becarried unto the 'Heart : Such feawers are ſeert 
in the Pleuriſie, Inflamation of the Lungs, Inflamation of the Liver, and mthe Inflamation of other

ternal D1jeajes, and their cauſes, I come eaſily to be of the mind that Hippocrates in hyjs ſecond 
Bookof war Diſeaſes, Set. 4. did not withort greateſt premeditation leave in writing ;, then in 
the Curing of all hidden Diſeaſes, the Phyſutian muſt diligently enquire tbe ſirſt aſſuzlt of the Diſ- 
eaſe, that is toſay, the firft-occaſion of the Patients illneſs. For of that for the moſt part depends 
the knowlede both of the Cauſe and Cure. See an Example hereof : This Diſeaſe of the Genile- 
mans Chi!d was very acute, andthe Cauſe very hard to find, had not I diligently asked of the Pq- 
rents toicing the conditions of the Child and the Nztrſe , rho told me that two dates before its be- 
ing firſt ill, a certain Chyrurgeon bad cut the Membrane, whereby the Tong:te of it was faſtened to 
the parts beneath it. And when I again askgdthem, if preſently after this was done, they bad cans 
ſed the Child to be held forward , or if any bloo4 bad come out of 1ts month ;, they ſaid no, it was 
neither fo beld, n2ither came any blood-from the month of it. Wherenpon I preſently conz:Sured, 
that blood was fallz: from the place catt into the Stomach, and there putreſted, and w.15 tye cauje of 
the Diſeaſe, and Symptomes aforeſaid, Neither did my Opinion dzceive me ;, for having given it 
Oyl of ſweet Almonds to mae it vomit, it uttered a conſiderable quantity cf clotted blood, and mat= 
teriſh. - Alſo 1t voided with a Clyſter many clodders of blood. And prejently, by tbe bleſſing of 
God Almigl!ty, the Feaver was abated, and all Symptomes bzgan to ceaſe. Whereupon 1t jell gree> 
dily and lujtily on ſucking its Nurſe, and all the felowingnight it flept quietly, and was afterward 
perfetly well. , 

TheDiagnoftick Signs of purrid continual Feavers, do ſome of them ſhew che continu'ty, others 
the purtcefaction, and the relt the peculiar differences of them. 

Lhe continuity 15eafily known, 1n that the Feaver is continual, and hath no intermiiion. 

The purretaGtion 1s ſigni fied by a ſharper heat than ordinary, and more biting, and by a ſharp and 
biting Soory vapor, produced by the exhalation of purrid Humors. The pulſe is nor only grear 
and frequent,and oftentimes unequal; bur it hath chis peculiar property, T hat the Syftole is quicker 
than the Diaftole ; becauſe the Expullion of Sooty Excrements is more necellary than refrigeration. 
The Urinsare 1n the beginning crude,or very liccle digeſted The Exacerbations or tits keep their cer- 
tain times, which yer is not to be underſtood of the Feaver Synochus. A cold ſhaking fit ar the begin= 
ning ofthe Diteale. Hereunto are added various Sympromes, commonly accompany ing pucrid 
Feavers, as Lnels of ftomach, vomiting, heavinels of the body, pain of che head, raving, piddinels of 
the head, hiccoughs, anxiety, hearr-burning, thirſt, roughneſs and blacknels of the conpue, it retching 
of the parts under the ſhorr ribs, and che reſt. Before which preceded, wearmels withour labor, puc- 
ſineſs, croubled fleeps, watchings, renſiou of the parts under the ſhore ribs, difticule breaching, pain 
and puliation of the head, Rtomach-ſicknels, want of Appetite, plenty of ſtinking Excrements , tre- 
quent yawnings and reachings, or ſome of theſe. * | | 

Bur che peculiar Differences of continual putrid Feavers, may be diſcerned by theſe Signs fol- 
lowing : | 

A Sal eured Feaver, called Synochus po hath the ſame ſigns which were propounded 
in Synocha fimphicz, but more vehement ; for the heat 1s more ſharp, the watchings, head-zch, thurſt, 

diiquier,and other Symptomes are more vehement ; alfo the pulſe is unequal, fo that the Syſtole ap- 
pears preaterthan the'Diaſtole, the Urines are crude, red, and thick. . 

The S1gns of a Feaver from Choller, are burning pain, a pulle mighty frequent and ſwifr, a ſharp 
Urine, frery, i che beyinning alwaies crude, withour Sediment 3 Stomach-ficknets, Chollerick vo- 
mirmgs and Stools Chollerick, much anxtery, mighty chicft, bitterneſs of the mouth, drineis and 
blacknels of the congue, watchings, raving, andan ulcerous kind of wearineſs, foregoing, palenels of 
Face, ora ctrine Color, youttitul Ape, temperature hot and dry, Summer teaſon, hut and dry Diet, 
Chollerick Evacuations tupprefſed. Anda continual Tertian 1s diftingurſhed from a Synochus bil:o- 
ſa, orcontinent Feaver ſpringing of Choller, becauſe it hath Exacerbations or fits every chird day,but 
che'Synochrs bilioſu,keeps ſtil one and the fame tenor, * 

The Signs of a continual Quorigdian are, Hear ar firſt rather vaporous than biring , afterwards 
formwhar ſharp, ' but unequal', becauſe ot the thicknets of the Humor which is dilficulcly 
diſfolved ; «the Urines are at firft white, watry, tronbled ; afterward jomwhec red and thick; che

A*continual Qirartanis known by theſe Signs. The Hear is leſs ſharp than in Feavers of Choller, 
yer {harper than in Feavers ofFlegm; likewrte Thicft greater than ina Quortidian, and lefler chan 
Ma Terrianz @ Palteinthe beginning flow, rate, layguithing; afrerward ftronger, frequenter, - 
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very unequal. The Urine 1n the beginning thin, atrerwards various z the body dry and lean, of a 
cawny or {warthy color 3 Temperament cold anddry ; Age inclining ; Aurumn of the Yeer, or very 
changable weather 3 a lite incangled wich many Cares and Studies 3; ſuppre:hon of the Hemorrhoids, 
Swelling of the Splcen, and Exacerbation or vehemency more than ordinary of che Feaver every 
fourth day. 

The Sions ofa Cauſus or burning Feaver proper to that Diſeaſe, were propounded before, viz. 
a burning heat ofthe Body, andanunquenchable Thirſt. Yerit is to be marked, it any Cough a- 
rile, chat the Patieves Thirſt is chereby dunmniſhed, viz. by tuch moiſture as is drawn by che Cough 
out of adjacent parts z howbeir, the Cough is never wholly caken away while che Feaver lafts. The 
other Signs are all tuch as we have before thewed, do fignite a Feaver from Choller. Yer the ſigns 
which iignifie a baſtard burning Feaver, are much more remits chan the foreſaid. 

A melcing Feaver is known by a fudden Contumprion of che Body, and growing lean ; the Eyes 
arebollow, the Temples fallen, Nale ſharp, Scools red, tar, ſtinking, clammy, corpulenc, ſincere, 
chollerick, and frothy ; che Urines, tat and Oyly. 

The Shavering Feaver, and the cumbling and cofling Feavers are to be known, by whar is ſaid of 
them'in chew Delcriptions. 

In che Feaver called Elodes, the Skin is ever moiſt with a clammy moiſture; and the hear to feel 
to, is Not very ſharp. Malignity is diſtinguithed from the largenels of putretaGtion ; becauſe in Caſe 
of malignicy, the Urines are 1n a manner Natural, or appear not much different from the Natural; 
or ſomwhat {wins 1n the Urines like a Spiders Web, when the Far melesz or if with the Urine there 
comes away ſomwhat like Verches or Barley, which lignifie a melcing of che fleſh ; or finally, abun- 
dance of Urine coming divers daies rogether, when the blood and humors are melced. Add hereunto 
an excream decay 1ee ry z a\{mal contracted Pulſe, nur very frequent. In great purrefaction 
the Urines are thick and croubled, the Pulle great, iotr, and trequenr. 

Syncopalzs Febris, viz. the Swoonung Feaver, ws known by fainting firs, and {woonings frequent- 
ly befalling che tick. And cha forc called *0[1nzeta, i diftinguiſhed from that Humoroſa, becaute 
in the former are {cen the 11gns ofa Chollerick, mche latter of a Flegmatick Feaver, as chey were 
lately ſer down. 

The Feaver Ep1a'a is known only hereby, That at the ſame time, heat and cold is felt in chz whol 
Body. 

Finally, Symptomarick Feavers, and ſuch as are called Comitate, are known by what hath been 
{aid of them 1n cheir Hiſtories, or Deicriptions. 

Now inevery of chele forts of contunual-purrid Feavers, the Prognoſtick Signs are co be deſcribed, 
by which their events may be prelaged. 

And firſt for Synochus Putrida, teeing it 15 of the kind of acute Feavers, ic is nor wichout dan- 
ger. Yet if figns of Concoction do evidencly appear upon the fourth day, and no error be commir= 
ted, it will cerminatecowards health the ſevench day. Bur if che Signs of Concodtion appear later, ic 
ray reach unco the elevench or fourteenth day. Bur ifno ſigns of Concottion appear, and che tick 
have a round twollen Face like a Globe, it tignities che Diſeate will be long. . By how much che U- 
rine 1s redder at the beginning, other figns corretponding, by ſomuch fafer ic is, and ſignifiesrhe Dif- | 
eaſe wil toon come toan end, if there appear therein ſigns of Concottion z but wich ligns of Crudity 
it chreacens death, eſpecially if the party be weak. Whuce Urine 15 the worſt ofall, and commonly: 
pertends death. Armong the Difterenses of Synochus, Paracmajtica 15 more ſecure, Acmaſtica 
more dangerous, Epacmaſitica moſt dangerous of all. Furchermore, an exquiſite Syaochus, and 
benign righcly Cured, is fate 3 a baſtard one that hath malignity u1 ir, wich ccuel Sympromes, and 
ſtrength decayed, 1s dangerous. | 

Chollerick Feavyers, inafinuch as they are acute, are alſodangerous; and chat mare or leſs, accor- 
ding to the more or leſs diftemper, vehemence of the Sympromes, and validiry of che Paticncs 
ſtrengch. Thediftemuper is meatured not only abſolutely by the degree of Hear it felt; but allo 
comparatively, with reterence cothe Natural Confticucion ot che lick party; fothat look how much, 
the heat s eicreaſed above the Netural cempecr of che Patienr, ſomuch che greater is che danger. . So 
aburning Feaver in an old Man, or in Winter, is for the moſt part deadly. The vehemence of Symp= 
romes, 15 conſidered in actions Anumal, Vital, ayd Natural z in Excrements,.qualiries changed, and 
proper adjundts ; whoſeemunieration requires a work by ic ſelf, according as we have expounded 
them, 1n the third Sedtion of our Semiotica, or Dorine of Signs, our of -— Jecdati: his an, 
Cog, Prediftions, and his Coic Pranocions, which may ealily be cransferred to this place. 
And finally, che ſtrengrh ofthe Pacient muſt be compared with the vehemence of che Sympromes 3. 
For itche firengrhbe luſty, and likely to hold our. againſt che Cruelcy of che Adverſaries, chere-is 
gocd hope z it not, wemay juſtly fear the Patiencs death.

A Primary continual Quartan is moſt rare, yet ſomeumes an intermittent Feaver or Ague degene- 
rates thereuco, and then for the moſt Parc deadly. 

The melting, ſhaking, TumMing, Sweating and Swouning Feavers, ſeeing they borrow their 
Names from ſuch bad ſympromesas they areactended with ; chey are in regard of ſuch ſympromes 
EXTream op es and for the moft Parc is deadly. 

Finally, the Prognoftick of Sympromarick Feavers, is te be gathered fromthe Excellency of the 
Parts affetied, vehemence of the Symprames and Validicy ofthe Patients ſtrength. 

Now ut the Cure ofal pucrid Feavers, wemuſt cake our Hints or Indications from the Feaver, 
from ics Cauie and from che Patiercs ſtrength. The wo former indicate their own ablation oc 
removal ; thethird, its own Preſervation. ich muſt be done by aſfiſtance of choſe ordinary 
Medicinal Ucenſils viz. Dier, Manual Operation, and Medicaments. 

The Der inall Chollerick Feavers ought co be cooling and Moiſtening, in flegmatick and Me- 
Jancholick more warming and attenuating. Let therefore the Air be cold and moift, which bei 
drawn in by the Lungs unto the heacr, doch exceedingly cemper che burning heat chereof. Yec 
muſt not che Patient be laid bare rothe cold Air, becauſe cranſptration, which us exceeding needfu], 
would by that means be hindered; and the footy Vapours and fweats would be driven back again 
unto the Body. Howbeic the ſick muſt be covered only wich light and ſoft Coverings, and noc 
loaded with over many-blankers or Rugs. alſo the Feather-bed muſt be taken away and a flock-bed 

in place, upon which alſoin the exrremity of Summer a covering of Leather wil conveniently be 
Eid on.. . Let che bed be wide, chat the ſick may change place therein. Let the Patients Linnen 
Shifes be ofren changed contrary coche vulgar opinion ; provided they be not newly waſhed, noc 
ſmel of Soap, and thatthe Tume of the Criſis be notat hand, in which nothing is co be ſtirred, leaſt 
chemorion of Nature-be kindred and diſturbed. The Sun-beams are to be kept out of che Patiencs 
Chamber, and ſtote of Company is to be avoided.

The Vein inche bending of the Arm, or the Baſilica, or the Mediana, is for the moſt part to be ope- 
ned, in the right Arm moſt commonly, ſomtimes in the lefr, viz. when more diſtenction is fele under 
the ſhort Ribs on the lefr, than on the right ſide. Yet tomcimes a Vein is proficably opened in the 
Foocr, if Revulſion be neceſlary and che Patient weak, che Matcer of che Dutcaſe being in che Mead, 
and the ſick perſon moleſted wich Head-ach, and want of reſt. 

FriRions are ſeldom uſed in putrid Feavers, unleſs it bein ths Swooning Feavers ; the Cure of 
which we ſhall ſec down in the Cure of the Sympromes of Pucrid Feavers, cowards the end of the nexs 
Chapter. 

Bu Cupping-Glaſſes are more frequently uſed, as being che Subſticutes of Blood-letting , in 
whole ſhed chey ſerve, when Weakneſs orc Age of the Patient will noc permic a Veia to be 
opened. 

FMedicinal Remedies are comprehended under a double kind ; whereof ſame are Evacuative, 
others Alcerative, Under che Evacuative, we comprehend Purgatives, Vomitories, Sudoroficks, 
and Diureticks. Under che Alcerative, we comprehend Coolers, Arcenuaters, Cutters, O s$,and 
Strengrheners. Ofall which we fhal ler down che Compoſition and ute wm order, according to the 
uſual Mechod of Practice. WG 

And that we may begia with Purgatives, its a great Queſtion among Authors, Whether or no 
chey ought to be uſed 1n the beginnung of Feayers? Which Controverlze, omitring all Circumlocu- 
tions, is thus determined. In reſpect ofthe Macter immediately producing a concunual pucrid Fea- 
ver, which is concained in che greater Veins, Purgacion is not convenient in the beginning ; unleſs che 
ſaid Matcer do heave and work, being ſoſticced by Nature, provoked by the ill quality thereof, and 
endeavoring to expel it, that chereby ic becomes more diſpoſed for expulſion, aud there be 
by che forelaid working thereof, left it raſh ico ſome noble part ; howbeic this ſeldom happening, 
for the moſt part the Concodion. thereof is co be expected , before we undertake to evacuate the 
ſame by Purging Medicines. - Bur in reſpect of che Maccer contained in che firſt Region, if ir be very 
much, and do encreaſe the Feaver, oppreis Nacure, and diverc her from concoGting of that which is 
in the Veins z Purgatives may be given the next day atrer Blood-letting , bur they muſt begencle 
{uch as evacuate only the firſt Region. Now, that naughty Humors and Excremenctutious do - an—_ 
in the firſt Region, char 1s co ſay, in the Scomach,Guts, Metentery,or abour the Midrif, may be known 
by Scomach-licknels, Bicterneſs of che Mouch, Thurtt, Pain of che Scemach , or tome other part con 
tained in the lower Belly, Looſneſs of che belly, and ocher Sympromes ; in regard of which Purga- 
tion is ſormtimes to be practiſed betore Blood-letting. Now the Medicines for this intenc, muſt be 
Caſlia, Manna, Tamarinds, Catbolicum, Elettuarum lenutivaem Diaprunum ſimplex, Syrupus 
Roſacews, de Cichorio cum Rhabarbaro ; which may divers waies be — after this 
manner : 

n : wag Caſſia newly dravon one aunce : Tamarinds half an ounce. With Sugar make it into a 
olus. Or, 
Take Catholicum fix drams : Elets. lenitive, or Diaprunes ſimple, balf an ounce: Cream of 

Tartar one dram. Make all into a Bolus. Or, 

Take Leaves of Endive, Cichory, Sorrel, of each half a handful: Tamarinds half an ounce: 
Boyl all to three ounces. Inwbe ſtrained Liquor diſſolv2 Catholicum half an ounce : 'Manna and 
Syrup of Boſes, of each an ounce. Mix all mmto a Potion. | 

It you delice your Medicinea liccle ſtronger, you may ad a dram or four ſcruples of Rhubarb infu- 
ſed in Endive or Cichory Water with yellow Sanders. Yea, and {omcimes ifche Feaver be not very 
ſtrong, ewo or three drams of Senna may be added to the DecoQtion. 

Some reject Rhubarb, becauſe ic hears 3 alſo Manna, and Syrup of Roſes, becauſe being ſweer,chey 
are ſoon curned into Choller. Bur with cooling Waters or DecoCtions Rhubarb being infuled, or 
Mama and ſuch like diflolved, can do no hurt ; elpecially if co the faid Decottions, Tamarinds be ad- 
ded, which are much commended co this incenc, or if the Pulp thereof be giyea dillolved in che Po- 
tion. 

| Some in Chollerick Feavers douſe the Whey of Goats Milk, and that very pertinenely ; for 

It tempers the hear of the Feaver, evacuates Choller, and ſtrengrhens the Bowels. In a Cup of 

Whey chey ſteep all night one dram, or one dram and an halfof Rhubarb, or they add two or three 

ounces of Syrup of Roles, and fo give 1t in the morning; and afterward they give the Pacienc a 

quart of Whey more co drink, chat all the Whey may noc be inteFed with che caſt of che Medi- 
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That kind of Purgamon which is practiſed in the beginning of putrid Feavers, the Vulgar Phy- 
ficians call Minorative purgation; and that which is orattiled when the morbifick matrer is _Scbniey 
ed, they call exadicacive purgation : which isalſo convenient in the beginning (aswas 1aid) inthe 
Judgment of Hippocrates, if che matter be curgenc. Now this ſame turgel-cnce, and boyling 
as it were of che matcer is known hereby, becauſe the Patient perceives in divers Parts light Pains 
which toon goaway and ſhift ſuddenly from place'to place; and hath divers collours of the Face and 
other Parts, ſo ehat ſomcunes there 18a redneſs and then again a paleneſs in ſome Part of the Face 
And in a word the Patient is exceedingly cormented with anxiety and unquierneſs,concinually ren 
bling and toſling. 

Howbeirt that Rule of Hippocrates touching the uſe of Purgation, when the morbifick mattey 
doth ferment and work in the Patients body, is nor obſerved in ordinary Practice : but when the 
Humors appear in their fermentation and Motion, we do more. ſafely apply our ſelves co Bloods 
letting 3 and by that means we do more readily preſent the ruſhing of the ſtirred Humors into any 
noble Part, which being agitared by the Purgation may more eaſily tlow into the laid Parts. 

Sornrime alſo in the beginning of cheſe Feavers Vomit is to be procured, viz. when the Patienr 
is much vexed with illnets of ſtomach and with vomicing:for then Nature endeavours coevacuate the 
morbifick matter upwards, and che Phyſician ought to affift her endeavours. ' And many times it 
falls out, that great Quantity of matter is conteined in the ſtomach and Parts thereabout, which 
muft be Evacuared as {oonas poſſible may be, by Vomit; ſeeing no concodtion can be expected of 
ſuch excrementitious matrer info great a Quantity z and what ever the Patient eats or drinks is 
cha inco ſucha like Humor and encreatesthe Matter which is cauſe of the Diſeate. For Fer- 
nelius hath well obſerved in his chud Book of che Method of _—_ Chap. 3. that all ſupecfluicy 
of Humors inthe ſtomach, ſpleen, Pancreas, Melentery, and the Cavity of the liver; is converiencly 
empried out by a Vomit, which ſomrupes wil norbe removed with Medicines that work down- 
wards, though divers tunes adminiftred. Andic comes often to paſs, that the Matter being Vomited 
up, the Feaver is taken away atche firſt, which otherwiſe wou 
matter had been cranſmirred into the more inner Parts of che body, and very wel mixed with the 


blood. | 
Now of che three degrees which we reckon of Vomitories, the mildeſt is to be Choſen, as Barley 


Water Luke-warm with Qyl of Almonds or common Oyl, or with a lictle Quantity of white Vine- 
gar. Alto Syrup of Vineger, or Oxymel ſimple which Chicken broath or a Decodtion of Dil Seed, 
Kaddifh or Ocact, whereunto alſo Oyl may be added. All which are to be given roche Quanrity 
of a pint or more ; for ina leſs Quantity they abide 1n the ſtomach. And. ſeeing theſe weaker ſorts 
of Vomits are of liccle efficacy, we may fomtunes apply our {elves to thoſe of the middle Rank ;

AN APPENDIX. 


In the Cure of moſt acute and pernicious Feavers, one thing is diligently to be noted that 
ſuch Feavers ſeldom happen without ſome-inward and peculiar ditorder and commonly Inflama=- 
tions of ſome of the inward Bowels as Liver, Spleen &c. So that we muſt evermore becareful 
of the Parts under che ſhort Rubs, ofthe Head, the Breaft, the Womb; Reins and Bladder : chat 
by al means pollible we may bunt out, which of thoſe is much our of order, and as much as may be 
reſtore thg tameto its Natural Conſticucion. 
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Chap. 3. Of a Tertian «Agne. 


N Ague, or Intermittent Tertian Feaver, is cauſed by an Excrementinious Chollerick Humer, 
concained in the firſt Region of the Body, and there pucrefying. 

ATertian Ague is either Legitimate and Exquiſite, or Illegitimate and baſtard. 

A Legitimate or Exquiſite Tertian Ague, is terminated in ewelve hours, and 1s cauſed by the pu- 

trefaction of Natural Choller. But a baſtard Tertian hath firs that laft above cwelve hours. Bur if 
it exceed ewenty four hours, it is tetmed Tertiana extenſa, a ſtretched Tertian. And tt is caufed ei- 
ther by Preternatural Goller puttefying, or by Natural Choller mingled with other Hutmnors,eſpe- 
cially with tlegm. | 

Alſo Tertian A are Simple, or Double, or Triple.. A Simple Tertiah, is that whoſe Firs 
come every other day. A Double Tertian is that whoſe Fits come every day. Andalthough hece- 
in it differ not froma Quotidian or every us, yet they are known one from the other by 
their proper Signs, ſhewing the abundance of Flegm or Choller in che Patient ; of which Signs in 
their place. Somtimes Ing in a double Tertian there are two fits ih one day, the 
ochet day remaining free ; aud this fome latter Phyfitians do call cwo Tertians, and make it ro differ 
from a double Tertian. Which Diſtinftion norwighſtanding is of tmal moment. A Triple Tertian 
13 when there are three fits in the compaſs of ewo daies. This isa moſt rare and ſeldom teen fort of 
Feavers. Yet Galen propounds one ſingle Example thereof, and I {aw another m the yeer 1637. 
ama certain Gentleman, who once in fixteen hours had a fit of a Tertian Ague. And all the firs did 
every one of them terminate un the ſpace of ten or twelve hours, by ſwear. Now theſe divers Parox- 
yims are made by a different macter putrefying in differen places, ſothat each ohe hath as u were 
1s peculiar Chimney where i is firft kindled. A 

Now the Humoers cauſing Tertian Agues, are collected chiefly in the firſ Region of the Body, 
VIZ. m_ Liver, the bladder of Gall, the Stomach, the Meſentery, che Pancreas, or inthe Veins of 
thoſe Parts. | 

Their Cauſes, are all ſuch things which ingender Excrementitious Choller, viz. An hor and dry 
diftemper ofthe Spleen, yourhtul Age, Hoc Conſticurion of che Air, Warchings, Cates, Anger, 
Faſtings, ule af hor Neats, over much Exerciſe. To theſe are added, tor the breeding a baſtard Ter- 
tian, tuch Cauſes as engender Flegma and Melancholly. Hereupon, tuck as have hot Livers, and by 
Glucinous and bad Dier, do breed many Crudiries, are tubject to baſtard Tertians, by reaſon of ' 
che mixcure of Choller wich crude Humors. And hence allo ic is, that in Summer cime, crude Hyu- 
mors bred yon. ins of the Nacural Hear, by cating of Fruics, and over much drinking, being 
mixed with Choller, dobreed baſtard Tertiang. | 

The Signs ro khow an Exquilite Tertian by, are theſe: That this Feaver alwaies begins with 
great ſhaking Fits, whereas 1n a Quoridian Feaver or Ape, there isonly a light ſhivering or cold- 
neſs. After the cold ſhaking Fir, fellows great Heat, ſharp and biting, Incollerable Thuſt, great 
and frequent breathing , want of Sleep, Head-ach, and ſomtumes Ravings. After the ſhaking fic, 
fomrimes there follows a vomiting of Chollerick Humors, or a purging by Stool, The Urine is 
tomcimes Yellow, Yellowiſh-Red, or Red. The Firs laſt not above twelve hours, and they are 

. terminated by Sweat. Allothe Gaules fore<cited, breeding Choller, have preceded. 

Ina baſtard Terrian, allthe toregoing Signs are more remiſs than they aze in an Exquiſiteone, but 
more intenle than 1n a Quotidian Ague. And according asthere is more or leſs flegn mingled wich 
rhe Choller , the Furs cowe neerex to choſe of a6 Exquuiite Tertian, or of a Quoridian z but in re- 
ſpect of the vehemency of che Symptoms, and che lengrh of the Fir u elf. So that the Paroxylinis 
ofa baſtard Tercian may be lengthened our co ſixreen, eighteen, or more hours. Alchough they mey 
be forncumes ſhorter, becauſe of the paucity of the Matcer,and be rerminated within che ſpace of eighc, 
ten, or twelve hours. 

The Prognoftick of this Dileale, is taken out of Hippocrates, in Sed. 4. Aph. 59. Exquiſite or 
exat} Tertzan Agues laſt but for ſeven fits at moſt. And in Aphor. 43. of che tame Sefton, AY

| A Looſneſs 
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A Looſneſs befalling one that hath a Tertian Ague, che matter being digeſted, ends the Dilcaſe. 
And this is the way by which alone Nacure doth perfectly expel che Caule of theſe Feavers. For 
lecing the Original Cauſe of rheſe Feavers is contained m the Gall-Bladder, or the Liver, or che Me- 
ſentery, and other Parcs in the firſt Region of the Body ; although chat which fteems and vapors 
therefrom in every fit, doger into the habic of che Body, and is purged away, either by Swears, or by 
inſenſible Tranſpiration, or by Puſhes and Pimples ; yet che groſs parts and ſerlings of the Humor 
abiding in their place, which unlets by che benefic of Nature, or Medicaments it be purged away bp 
ſtool, 1t is wont tobe che Caule either of a long Ague, or of Obſtructions, or of a Relapſe, or of as 
ther ſtubborn Diſcales. | 

Agues are wont to be of (mal durance and little danger, ifthe habit of the whol Body be good, 
if the bowels be welaffeGed, it ir be Spring or Summer, itche Patient ear licrle, and drink fparingly. 
And contrarywile, they are won to belong andgnore rebellious, if there be an evil difpaſition ofche 
Lives or Splcen. if the Patient abound with-flegmatick Humors or Melanchollick, if che Wincer or 
Autumn bein their full turce, if che Patietts do eat much, or by auch drinking do oppreſstheir Na 
rural Heat. 

The Cure, as in other Feavers, is ro be diretted cothe Feaver, irs Cauſe, and firengrh of the Pa- 
cient. The-Feaver calls for Coolers ; the Cauſe requires Coolers likewiſe, and withal ſuch chings 
as digeſt and purge the Humor offending ; the Paciencs ftrengrh calls for thugs that cocroborace and

The Patient muſt not eat when the Fic 1s coming , according to thac ſaying of Hippocrates, in 
Aphar. 11. Sect. 1. For Nature (as Galen ſhews in his CO thac place) by Conco- 
&i0g ot newly eaten Mear, is calledaway from ConcoGtion of the Morbifick Humors. Add hereunta, 
That in the fir ofan Agric, the whol body is filled with a filchy vapor, which doth mar,and for che maſt 

corrupt chiat meat which is eaten neer the fir. Bur it che fir prove lo long , or the Patients X 
fo hoc and dry, fo ledn and thinly woven rogerher, wich wide pores, chat it is (toon diſſolved anddit- 
ſipated, and cannot hold our tathe end ofche fir; che Patient in ſuch a caſe may be allowedroecac in 
the fir, and it wil be better co cat whenche fit 18 in che ſtace or height, than ar any other tune. Hows 
beic, in che beginning allo, and mn the augmentation, neceſliry compellung, Meat may be given.

And in muation of him, Amatus Lauſitg+ 
ns in the 6$. Cure, of the fourth Century, coone that was full of, and vemiced pure Choller, and 
by that means fell into ſwooning fits, he gave bread dipt in water, and ſprinkled with Juyce of ſowe 

rapes in the beginning of the Ague tic ; by which means he hindered the aforeſaid Symp= 
tomes.

As tor Vomics, What was ſaid of them in the Cure of Conrinual Feavers, may be here very com 
modionſly applyed ; becauſe the abundance of evil Humors conteined in the Stomach, Meſenterie, 
and Cavity ot the Lrver, which is wont rocauſe thete Feavers, is brought away by Vomit ; which 
fomeimesTannor be moved by purging Medicines given again and again, as Fernehtys hath well ob= 
ferved. And therefore, If inthe beginning of che Fic, che Pacienc be vexed with Vomirings, the 

Phyſician ſhall do well co follow that morion of Nattirce. And ſeeing the gencleſt ſorts of Vomirs, 

witave ordinarily ſerve the turn, wemuſt proceed to the middle forr, ſuch as is eſpecially Aſarum, 
of the pouder whereof, half adram, rwo ſcruples or one dram, is given in Broth, or ſome other con- 
venient Liquor. Others give the Decoction thereof, which is made of three drams of Afarum 
Roots, boiled in Chicken Broth,or in Barley Bzoch made with Raiſons. The Chymiſts dogive white 
Vuriol prepared, and Salc of Vitriol, andallo Aqua Benedita, which is made of Crocus Metal- 
lorum. Which, as other Medicaments made of Antumony, as they do tomcimes happily rid away 
ſuch morbifick Maccer as is lodged in the firſt pailages about che Stomach and Meſencerte, &c. So da 
they require a prudent and skiltul Phyſitian ro adminiſter chem 3 otherwiſe chey are like a ſharp 
Knife in the hand ofan Infanc, or like a Sword 1nthe hand of a Mad-man. 

The firſt paſſages of the Body, or firſt Region chereot, being purged, at leaſt with one Purge, a 
Vein is to be opened in the Wel-Day.. Yea verily, And itche Patient be Plethorick, the Urins red 
and thick, the Cure is well begun by Blood-lerting, tur the Purge will afterwards work the 
better. ' 

If the Blood appear very Hot, Aduſt, or Putrid, Bloodletting muſt be repeated ; which yer is left 
tothe. Judgment ofthe Phylician, according as he findsthe Patients conftirution. | 

Afeer Purgation and Phleboromie, we muſt endevor to prepare the Humors, by Juleps ſuch as were 
ſet down in the Cure of Continual Feavers z the matrer whercof muſt be varied, according as Flegm 
or Melancholly is mingled with Choller, as was ob(erved in the place aforeſaid.

A Qnoridian Ague is ſo called, becauſe irs firs do return every day. Wherein it agtees wich k 
{ % double Tercian, anda triple Quartan, bur is diſtinguiſhed from chem by ſigns praper co ic fell. 
This Feaver 1s moſt rarely ſeen, tocthat among fix hundred Patients that haye Agues which come eve- 
ry day, (carce one of them is troubled wich a Quocidian or every day Ague.* IF 
This Ague 1s cauſed by tlegm putretying in che firſt Region of che Boy : And therefore all fuch 
things as mulciply tlegm in the Body, may cauſe chis Ague, ſuch as are, a cold and moiſt gift of 
_ rhe Bowels, old Age, Childs Age, an :dle life, Autumn Seaſon, Meats cold and moiſt, long Sleeps 
and ſuch ke. | ; | Sia Wei er 
The Diagnoſtick Signs are ſuch as teſtifie Regia to abound in the Body.z as greatneſs of bulk, ſaft+. 
neſs arid fatneſs, whute color, or pale, dull ſence, profpund fleep, and dnboms of Waters, Alto this 
Feaver for che moſt part comes 1n the night, and that withouc ſhaking, only with a coldnelſs or lighr 
ſhivering, becaule the Morbifick Matter being benign, and not much an Enemy ro Nan, doth le 
provoke her ; and theretore the hear is not iaddenly drawn inward as ina Tertian Ague, bur retires 
lictleand lictle. The cime of Coldneſs being oyer, Hear is ſlowly and unequally kindled, fo that 
the Pac1ent feels ſomcunes hear, and chen cold, aad then hear again. Alſo che hear is mild, and nor ax / 
all tcorching, and churſt liccle. The Urines are ac firſt white, chin, and undigeſted 3 aud in the pro= 
ceſs they appear morethick, and bercer.colored. The Pulſe is ſmal, feldow, .and flow. "The Par 
abour the thort Rubs do fwel,and are commonly puffed up,and diſtended. The firs do-commonly la 
twelve bours,and do not end but io as to leave lome Feaverith heat behind chem ; becauſe this Feavecr 
15 like a tire of green wood, which is both long in kindling, and leaves much ſmoak behind it. Som- 
rumes the fit 15 exrended to twenty: four hours, and it {eems co be a continual Feaver. | - 
Now chele Signs are very variable, and appear more urxenie or remals, accarding as the flegm is ei- 
cher ſimple, or mingled with other Humors ; and hikewile according to. the, differenc kind of the 
flegm which putreties. So that, according to Galen in his Book of Plenitude, Chap. 11... Salc flegm 
; makes the Parients chifty ; acid or fowr tlegm makes them hungry,; ſweet | makes ther ſleepy 
taſtlels fleym makes chem withour apperiterg Meac : and likewutc Feavers which are cauſed by = 
or Glaſtie tlegm, are wont to come with a thakaing fic, - LAS re bo. 7Þ 
This Feavec is wont to be perperually.long, becauſe ofthe chickneſs and corſtumacy, of the Mgobir, 
fick Macrer, and laſts torty dates, and ſometimes three ar four monchs. Neicher is ic withous: ry 
teemg it nay degenerate into Lachexy, Droplie, Lechargy, and other grievous Diteates. "The Jon»

Hon happeiis ih the night, we are foictd to give the Pacicnt Mear in the might, which is w1weatonable, 
and. hinders the Patient from ſleeping ; by Whith means great weaknets is cauſed, ard the Patient is 
Tauch buit,. and the Functions of che Body quite pur our of trame. 

The Cutt muſt be in a manner the {ame with chat which was propounded for a baſtatd arid lihpring 
Terrian,  yct.io as thatamong tuch things as prepate the Humors, and open Otftrudtions, we make 
-choyce of tuch, which have a greater power toacrenuate and cur che Hun:ors. Alſo in this Feaver a 
ſpecial cate is co be had of che Stomach, which for che moſt parr is grievoufly afflicted ; and rfiereſere 
mult be recteated with ftrengchening Medicaments, boch givet in, and outwardly applied, theC a> 
taplaitn of Mint and Wormwood, propounded in the Cure of a Lertian Ague, 1s very pood m cis 

Zacutus -s rev propounds rwo Medicines, with which he glories that he had vanquis 
ſhed moſt ftubbotn Quoridian Apues. The one is a Decoftion of Chamomel , made ater 
this manner : | 
_ , Take Flowers of Chamomel three pugils : Tops of Roman Wormzrbod two fugils. Boyl all 
*n three pints of Water to a pint and att btlf.. Add rb the ftramings jour ounces of Sugar. Les 
the Patient drink five or fix ounces every morning. ol 

The ocher is a Decoction of China and Guajacut drunk ewenty fife daies cogether 5 which thovgh 
Phyſicians are afraid ro ule in fuck Feavers as thele; becauſe of the over-great heating and dry ire Fas 
culcy ; yer is ic mightily conunended by tuch. as tave wric whol Books of the Spices and Drugs of 
India. Yet we muſt cemember that Zacutys Lyſitanzs prafticed Phyſick in a Country cold and 
moiſt, where theſe Medicines may more fately beuied. And theretore in other Countrics that are 
hotter, chey muſt nor be given laye unto very Flegmatick and Cachettical Bodies.

Now Melaricholly is of. cwoforcs , Natural, and Pceternatural. . The Natural ig bred of the thic- 
ker and more eatthy part of our Nouriſhment, mg and dry, The Preternatural, is cauted by 
adaſtioirof Choller, and is rherefore hor and dty. . Hence arite rwo1orts oft Quartan Agues ; for that 
which is bred'of Natural Melancholly, is called a legitimate Quarrtan ; chat which is bred of Preterna- 
tural Melancholy, is called a baſtar Quarran. Howbeir, che baſtard Quartan may atio cume of Na+ 
tutalMetancholly, being mingled with forme portion of Choller. yh 

Again, A Quartan Ague either Single, Double, or 6s A Single Quarrcan 1s when one Fir 
alone comes every fourth day. A Double is when ewo Firs happen upon two daies ove ummediarely 
afrer the other, and che thirdday is free. A Triple Quartan is when the Firs come every day, aschey 
doin a Quotidian, and'inA Donble Terrran. Now thele Double and Fripte Quartans con:e of Me= 
Janchally purcefyivg in dwers parrs of the Body,” | 

The Signs coknow this Ague by, areficſt, {ych things as argge that Melancholly abounds in the 
Parienc.” Unto which muſt be added che coming of the Fir upon che fourth day, which 1s che pecu* 
har Ggn. ,_ Alio rhe form of the fic differing trom the firs of other Agues, doth dilcover this Dilea'e. 
For ic begins wich. yawning and ftrecchings, rogecher with heavinets of che whol Body ; after which 
follows cold, and then fliveringand ſhaking , 1 which the Pacients icem co have their bones broken, 
Allothetieqris kndled by hetle and tnele ma cold and thick Matter. The Pulle is feldotner and 
flowerthanmn other Feavers. The Urines are at tirſt whice, chin, and watry ; bur in the progrels 
they ate more colored, and thicker. Now theſe ſigns appear in a legitimate ries Bur 11 a ba- 
ſtard Quarcan, the vehemence of the Symyromes being greater, doth argue che Htmor to be thinner 
andhorcer. 'Buc a baſtard Quarcai is noc diſtmguiſhed from a legitimace,herein alone, in chat ina 
aftard 'Qrtarran, the hear, thucft, watchings, and other Symproms, are more vehemenc ; bric in that 
the lepirimare begins of it ſelf, without any Feaver foregoing ; bur a baſta1d Quartan tuceeeds arher 
Feaversand Apues, by reaſon of the aduſtion of the Humor which cauted thole Dilcates , by meaus 
of which aduffyor. degenerates into Precernacural Melancholy. | : 

” ADonble Quartanis eaſily known by the Courte of the firs. Anda Triple Quarrtan is diſtingui- 
ſhed trom a Double Terrian, and a Quoridian, not only by the Signs of Melancholly aboundmg, and 
by che torn ofrhe Pug; bur allo becauſe ic was firſt a Single, or a Double Quartan before ic came to 
be a Triple ns - Fot yery rarcly, or never doch'a Quarran Apue begin wich a Eriple; but a 
9unpie 0 Do uble Quartan degeierates info @ Triple, fi 
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As for what concerns the Prognoſtick; this kind of Ague is wont to be longeſt of all 0- 
thers; and that which begins in the fal of the leaf continues al Winter commonly, and goerh 
not away til the Spring come. Yea and ſome Quartans continue a yeer or yeers. Summer 
Quactans arethe ſhorteſt. In al of them we muſt have a contiqualeye to the figns of concoRtion 
which ſignifie the ſolution of the diſeaſe to be at hand; and with theſe, torthe patient to 
make black urine is a good token. | 

A legitimate Quartan is longer than a baſtard Quartan becauſe the former proceeds from a thic- 
ker, the latter from a thinner Humor 

This kind of Ague is wont to be very ſafe from danger, eſpecially the legitimate, being accom- 
panied wich no grievous affeRion of any of the bowels. Bur the baſtard Quartan is more dange- 
rous. and if the Liver, Spleen, or any other part be grievouſly damnitied, ic degenerates into 
z Dropſie, F 

Aged perſons above ſixty years, being taken with a Qnartan Ague, do for the moſt part 
dy of it; becauſe their vaturall heat is roo weak to overcome ſo contumacious an Hu- 
mor. 

An intermitting Quartan, being changed into a continual,-is for the moſt part deadly. Becauſe 
that Feaver whoſe motion was outward, is changed into one whoſe motion is inward. Which 
moſtly falls ontin the Winter, che cold meeting with the humours which were but outward 
and beating them back into the innermoſt Cloſers of the Body. The which alfo come to 
paſs by unſeaſonable uſe of ſharp and vehement purges. For thereby of ſiwple Quartans,double; 
triple, and continus} are generated. 

A Quartan Ague coming upon one that hath the falling ſickneſs cures the ſame, according 
to Hippocrates in the 70 Aphoriſm of the 5 Setion. Thoſe that have Duartan Agnes are 
wot much troubled with Convulſions. And iff having firſt Convulſims, a Quartan Age follows, they 
are freed from their Convulſions, Now the reafon which Galen in his Comment gives here- 
of, is ; becauſe the thick matter which cauſed che Convulſions is by the long heat of this 
Ague, attenuated and digeſted. Alſo by the ſhaking of the Body in the cold Fits, the ſaid 
Humor is more eaftily cjeted, We muſt alſo add, that the evil Humors lurking in the 
Brain and other parts, as alfo in the veins, is transferred co the -Hypochondria and more 
ym parts, where the Mclancholly Quartanary Humors are ſeated, and fo leaves the patrs 
aforeſaid. | 

A bloody flux coming upon a quartan Ague, tends to health, according to Hippocrates in the 4$ 
Aphoriſm of the fixt ſeion, To ſuch as are ſplenetick a Dyſenterie is good, Now in a quartan 
Ague, commonly the Spleen is miſaffeted, and a melancholly humor is common to a quartan 
Ague and a miſaffeted Spleen, but this muſt be underſtood jof a ſhort dyſenterie, for a 
long one is wont to be mortal; as we have it-in the 43. Aphoriſm of the ſaid ſeRion. Sch 
as bring troubled with the Spleen have a finx of the Belly with pain, if it turn intoa long Dyſen- 
eerie or Bloody flux, they fall etther into a Dropſie or a Litnterie, and ay. 

To bleedat the noſe ina quartan Ague, is a very bad fign. Becauſe the Humor which cauſes 
a quartan is too thick and too cold to be voided that way ; and becauſe ſuch bleeding is ſymp- 
tomatical,and if it continue w'l breed a dropſiezit muſt preſently be ſtopped by opening the balilica 
_ out of which the putrid blood may flow, becauſe the pure blood comes from the 

oſe. | 

The quartan Ague hath a double cure according to the two kinds thereof. Fort the remedies 
uſed in a baſtard quartan, muſt be far different from thoſe which are uſed in a iegitimate 
one. 

And that we may begin with a Legitimate quartan ; we muſt preſently ſet our ſelves to van- 
quiſh the cauſe thereof, not regarding the Feaver. And ſeeing the cauſe thereof is an bumor cold 
and dry, thick and earthly; we maſt uſe medicarhents that do heat, moiſten, and atte- 
nuate. Alſo the Peccant Humor muſt be at ſeaſonable times evacuated, which norwirk- 
ſtanding will require a long tirne to do ; becauſe of the extream contumacy of the Humor ard 
tengrh of che diſeaſe. But beforetheſe medicines be nſed, we muſt appoint the patient a convenient 
diet. Let the patient therefore uſe meats of good juyce, eaſy to digeſt, of thinſabſtance, and 
moderately heating and moiſtening ; as the fleſh of young Animals and mountain Birds, new Egs 
ſoft boiled, Fiſhes that are taken in ſtony Rivers. In the ſtate of the diſeaſe we may allow the pa- 
tient Salt Fiſh, Capars, and Olives. Galen 1; ad Glauco. Grants likewiſe Pepper and Muftard. A- 
mong Herbs Borrage is commended and Bugloſs, Pimpernel and Spinach, Fennell and Parfty 
Roors, bur eſpecailly Turneps, which muft be ficſt boiled in water, and afterwads in fac broath 
which is very good for ſuch as have the Fbartan. Cyato it his Councels colle&ed by ScholrSirs, 
brags that he had cured many of the quartan Ague by the ſecond broath of turneps feaſoned 
with Butrer acd Sugar. Of fruits, Apples, and Newed Prunes, Raiſons of the Sur, fat Figs, -Al- 
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monds, Dates, Pine-kernels are good. And finally, co Spice their Meats, let them uſe Cinnamon, 
Nucmeg, and Saffron. | 

Ler the Pacienc abſtain from Meats which are chick of ſubſtance and clammy and are long in paſ- 
ſing through; ſuch as the Fleſh of Swine, Beef, Deer, Hares and Warter fowl, trom Peaſe and 
Beans, Coleworrt, Courſe Branny Bread, Cheeſe, Nuts, Walnuts and Chaftnuts ; from Fleſh 
much Salced, or dried in che Smoak ; from fruits, Raw Herbs, from Vinegar, Verjuice, becauſe 
chey are thought asal other ſowr things tofermenc Mellancholy and make it work 

Let cheir drink be {mal Ale or bear of moderate ſtrength and meanly 'hopped neither new nor 
hard, Pure and wel Clarthedwhice Wine or Clatret that is not ſtrong, with Water in which the Bark: 
of Tamarisk or the Leaves of Egrimony have been ſteeped, or a Decoction of Salſa Parilla, or 
Barley Water that hath Steel quenched in it. 4 ES 

Lec them eat ſparingly, no more chan may barely preſerve ſtrength; for coo larg feeding breeds 
erudiries which makes the Diſeaſe of long continuance. Bur aboveal, they muſt be very ſpare in 
drinking, becauſe nothing makes this Diſeate more rebellious and hard to Cure than over much drink 
and mouſt things, for they fil and Swel the ſpleen. Crato forbids al uſe of drink inthe fir, whichto 
forbear doth much as he faies help che Cure. On the fir-day, the Patient muſt eat fix hours before 
the fir comes. Andafterward nothing muſt be raken til the fir be over. Long ſleep 1s good, becauſe 
ic moiſtens, bur ir muſt he forborn in the beginnung of che Fir. On the daies of Incermuſſion lighe 
exerciſe before Meat, is pood; or in place thereof, fricticrs of the whal Body, after the Pati- 
ent hath been at Stool, 1tchee Parient be coſtive, a Clyſter or Suppoſttory muſt be given. Funal- 
ly ler che Patient be as cheerful as may be and ayoid fadneſs 

 TheParients Diet being thus ordered ; firſta gentle Purgation muſt be adminiſtred, by a Clyſter 
anda purging Medicament. the Clyſter may be thus Made. 

Take Roots of Prgloſs two ounces : of the four Emollient Herbs, mercury and beetes of each 
one handful : Fat Damask Prunes five Pair : of the four larger cool Seeds and Annis Seed of 
each troo drams : Epithymum three drams : Boyl all to a pint and anhalf: inthe ſtrained Liquor 
diſſolve Catholicum one ounce : Oyl of Violets and Chamomel of each one ounce and an half : Reid 
Sugar one ounce : Make of all a Clyſter, vohich muſt be given the day before the following Potion, 
at a ſeaſonable time. 

Take Senna balf an ounce: Annis Seed a dram : Leaves of Borrage and Fumitory of each 
one bandfifl. Liquors three drams:Boyl all to three ounces:in the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Manna 
and Syrup of Roſes of each one ounce : Make all intoa potion. 

Galen in 1. ad Glauco. Ch: 11. Bidsusgive only gentle and benign Medicaments in the begin=- 
ning of this Ague, otherwue, 1t1s co be feared, that if we uſe ſtronger Medicamencs, ofa ſimple 
Quartan, we thal make a double, a triple or a Continual Feaver. 

After che fartt _ atoriaid, Blood muſt be drawn fram che Baſilica Vena ofthe left Arm. Yer, 
if the Liver be attected, it may be drawn from the right Arm. And their Opinion 18 Ridiculous, 
who {ay that we muſt expett Concottion before we let Blood; becaule then the. Blood will be more 
thin and apr to flow : tor it is better digeſted and prepared, if firſt ſome Quantity thereot be 
taken away. Neither muſt we give earetothem which ſay, that Blood-letting is nor to beallowed 
of ina Quarcan Ague, unleſs redundancy of Blood do ſhew it {elf by che Swelling of the Veins and 
by other figns. For there is evermore at the begunninga Plethora ad Vires viz. Sucha fullneſs of 
Blood as the Screngrh of the Patient cannot mannage, unlels a Quartan do follow ſome other long 
Feaver. Bur that Preceprt of Galen formerly mentioned in 1. ad Glauconem, 1s wotthy of al 
Commendation, which 1aies that if che Blood which firſt comes away be Black and impure, thac 
then che greater Quantity is to be taken away : bur if it be Red and Pure, little muſt becaken, and 
the Pacicnc mult not be ler Blood any more. The wel daies are fitteſt both for Bleeding and purging. 
Yet ſame ler Bload upon the fic day, five or ſix hours beforeche Fit. which is vot Ammis, becaule 
the Humors beginning then tobe moued, are more cally drawn out. Zaciutys Lufttans fares, that 
it 15 Very good to let Blood when the Moon 1s in the tul. For then,by reaſon of the Moons influence, 
that earthy Melancholick Humor dah Boyl and become more fluid and Apr co come away with 
bleeding. And he doth Teftifie that many have by bleeding ar that time been helped, and ſome 
perfectly cured, who could not by any other means receive Help. But Botallus concrary to the 
mind of Galen andal orher Phyſitians, doth aver that frequent Blood-letting doth cure the Quar- 
ran Ague, yea when it threatens a Dropſie z and he endeavours co confirm his Opinion by reaſons 
andexamples. Which corwithſtanding is tobe rejzedted as a Paradox, 1ceing the Retrigeration of 
the whol Body cauſed by much Beeding, makes che Morbifick mater more chick and contumacr-* 
ous. 

The flux of the Hemorrhoids, is very goodin Quartan Ages, and many are thereby Cured. 
For ſeeing the Hemorclioid Veins are branches of che Mefaraick Veins, in which the matter of chis 
Duleale 15 coureined, when they are opened they Evacuate the unmediare caule of this oy It 
k theretore 
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cthereforea flux of che Hemorrhoids happens in ſuch as have been accuſtomed thereunto, ic muſt not 
be ſtopped. If ic be coo ſparing, u mult be turrhered. Asalloit Nature ſeem toincline that way 
(which 1s known by itching of the Fundament, and by tome drops of blood coming that way ) the 
Blood muft be made to come by applicacion of Leeches. 

Bur in ſuch as have not been uſed co have their Hemorrhoid Veins opened after bleeding in the Arm, 
it is good to let chem blood in the Ankle Vein 3 by which oftentimes the Apue ceaſes; or ar leaſt 
that Riceding, with other Remedies, will haften che Cure; eſpecially ia Women whoſe Courles are 
ſtopr, or flow not ſufficiently. 

The opening of the Vein berween the liccle Finger and che Ring Finger, called Vena Salvatella, is 
approved by che Antienrs, and many later Piyficians, wholaid it cures the Quartan Ague. Bur ve- 
ry many others reze& this Conceic, as being tounded upon no reaſon, becauſe the foretaid Vein is a 
Branch iſſuing from the Arm Veins. Yet being commended by others with many Experiments, I 
conceive it ought not wholly to be neglected. Some hold, it ought ro be opened in the Conjundtion 
of the Moon with the Sun 3 others when the Moon inclines wo hours before the Fir, at three ſeveral 
runes, in three immediately ſucceeding Firs, which in ſome perſons hath happened yery well, 

After chele firſt Evacuations, we mult bend our ſtudy coconcoct and prepare the Humors, wich 
certain Juleps, compounded atrer thus, or forne ſuch manner : | 

Take Roots of Aſparagus, Bruſcus, Cichory, Buglesſs fteeped in white Wine, of each one ounce : 
Bark of Tamarisk, half an ounce : Leaves of Borrage, Bugloſs, Ceterach, Maiden-bair, Funz> 
tory,Germander,Ground-pine,of each one handful: Liquoris one ounce : the three Cordial Flon- 
er, of each one pugil. Boyl all to a pint and an half. In the ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Syrupus Bi- 
zantinus, and Syrup of Maiden-bair, of each two ounces. Make thereof a Fulep to be taken at four 
times, four mornings together. Which muſt alſo be continued many daies, for the Matter bein 
contumacious, requires long preparation. Orif the Patient be nice, and ſqueexy, Broths muſt be 
made of part of the foreſaid Simples, chufing ſuch as are moſt grateful to the taſk, whereunto, as alſo 
to the Fuleps, Cream of Tartar may profitably be added. | 

Wrth theſe Preparative Medicaments, berween whiles, Purgatives muſt begiven ; ſo that every 
third or fourth day the Patient muſt rake a Purge, with this |} carp That as longas the Matter 15 
yery crude, we ule mild Purgacives : and when Concodtion begins to $0 well forwards, wemuſt ch 
give ſuch Purgers as area lirtle ftronger. Now che Materials for cheſe Purgacions are very wel known, 
{o we need not reckon them up. f 

Ir is ſorcimes good to prelcribe an Apozem both Purgativeaud Prepararive, for four or five Do= 
ſes, thata good part of the Morbifick Matter may be clenſed away. Which Apozeme may be made of 
che Materials of the foreſaid Juleps, adding Purgatives cthereurto. Bur if the chicknels and contu- 
macy of the Humors, with che cold diſtemper of che Bowels, do ſeem co threaten chat the Diſcaſe 
wil belong and bringa Dropſie, we myft chen fly cofuch Medicamencs as do powerfully cut and dt- 
videche {aid Humors z ,of which chis following Apozeme may be compounded. | 

Take of the five opening Roots ſteeped in white Wine, of each one ounce : Enula Campana, 
Gentian, Ariſtolochia, and Aſarum Roots, of each balf an ounce : Leaves of Germander, Agri- 
mony, Hops, Borrage, Ceterach, Wormwood, and Centaury, . of each one handful : Liquoris, and 
Raiſons fota, of each one ounce : Senna one ounce and an half : Epithimum one ounce : Aga= 
ricknewly trochiſcated three ounces : Ginger and Cloves, of each one dram : Boyl all to a pint and 
an half. In tbe ſtrained Liquor diſſolve Syrup of Cichary with Rhubarb frye ounces :, Troches of 
Capars, and Salt of Wormwood, and of Tamar, of eacb one dram. Make of all an Apozeme, 
for five Doſes to be taken in the morning. Dae 

In this Chronickand laſting Diſeaſe, an obſtinate Perſeverance is neceſſary, chat the perperual 
vicifſitude of Medicines may concod and purge away che Cauſe thereof. Forthis is ina manner the 
only Cauſe why many that have Quartan Agues remain uncured, becauſeafrer the uſe of a few Medi= 
cines they grow weary, and wholly rejze& and di{dainall the reft.

And although in Galens Judgment, that is 
none of Hippocrates hus writings, bur ef his Son in Law Polypus ; yer they conceive 1t ought noc 
therefore to be of no Authority, ſeeing Polypus allo wasa very Learned Man, and frequent Expert» 
ence confirmsthis Opinion 3 gs the ſaid Experience is ſer down by Arculanus, Genitilus, Amatus 
Luſitanys, and others, who have ordered chat che Purging!Medicament ſhould be piven four hours 
before che Fic. Which praCtice notwithſtanding, hath need of much warinels and prudence in the 
Phylſirian, ſeeing the ſhaking fit intercepts the evacuation, and in the Ague Fir the Humors are mo- 
ved witha motion quite contrary to that wherewith the Purge doth move them 3 by which means 
preat diſturbances n:ay fall out in the Patients Body. W herefore this courle 1s nor to be followed

Either con- 
tinuall Feavers being complicated with continuall or intermitrent with intermitent, or continu« 
all with jorecmitenc. | | WES 1 | | ; 
| The Compoſition of ewo continual Feavers, is 2 thing controverted among authors, and a man 
ſhill hardly obſerve i in the courſe of his praftice. .. | | 
An intermitting Feaver orAgue is complicated with another intermittent, either of the ſame kind, 
or different : compound intermitrens of the ſame kind are a double and triple Tertian, and a dou- 
Me or triple Quartan, which have been expounded in their proper places. Of ſeveral kinds 
_ yn a tercian is compounded with a Quotidian or quartan ; which alſo is very rarely ſeen

Intermitrents are complicated with contintals two waies viz. An intermittent tertian with a 
continual Quotidian, or a Qaotidianintermictent with a continual tertian. and each of theſe is

- Yer that is properly and truly a Semi-certian which is made of an intermitting Tertian and a 
continual quortidian : and conſequently is cauſed from choller putrefying without and flegm. 
pucrefying within the veſſels. By Hippocrates and Galenin 1 Epidems it is named Horrifica, or 
the ſhaking Ague becapſe it catiſes the patient to ſhake, not only at the firſt coming of the fir, 
bur inthe whol courſ of the diſeaſe and eſpecially in the beginning and augmen:, two fits being 
mer and joyned in one, viz: Of the tertian and quotidian Ague,with many reduplications,which. 
are oothing elſe bur unequal ſhaking and ſhivering motions, returning divers time in one wn the. 
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ſame Ague Fur, by ceaton of rhe murual fight of the ewo Feavers ; 1n which, it Flegw overcome, there 
will folow ſhwerings, and coldneſs of che exrream pares. And then again, when Choller durth van- 
quifh; che Bady þecomes warm, andche Feaver ſeems co rend rowards che vigor ; whenas tlepm a- 
gait gerring the becter, they are again brought inco-a cold and ſhivering condition ; and this Con- 
renction 8s won to.laft tal the Feaver comes tous height.

Now this Setni-Tertian properly ſo called, is either exquiſite, wherein an equal portion of pu- 
trefying-Choller and Flegm 1s redundant, fuch as hath been now deſcribed ; or ut isa baſtard Ser- 
Teruan, which is agamewor-fald : Far cither ir hath Choller abounding, or Flegm. In che former 
rhere are more Sympcoms ofa Tertian 3 un the latter of a Quocidian. And ſo if Choller abound, 
the whol Feaver is more horrid, and fomcimes it hath a ſhaking fir accompanying the ſame; alto ic 
proves more fervent, and fome portion of Choller is voided torch by vomic, ſtool, or iweat. Bus 
when Flegm prevails, a more vehement cold doth, poſſeſs the extream parts of the Body, and there are 
few ſhiverings ; and the pulſe ic more and longer depreſſed, and che fic is longer before it grow

Thus > M is known by what hach been ſaid chereof, being continual, and cold, wich many re- 
duplications, and very great Sympromes. Becaule ic comes every other day with a ſhaking cold tir; 
bur upon the even dates ir comes only with a coldnels in che extream parts of che Body, The Urines 
are crude; thin, and without color z ſomtimes troubled, with no Sediment, or chat which bodes no 
good. - The Pulle is fzequent and unequal. The Difterences are known by the Signs of mare or leſs 
of Choller and Flegm, propounded. 

As tax the Prognoltuck of this Feaver, it isa dangerous Diſeaſe, and therein the Stomach and Net- 
yOous are very much affected. And ic is attended with dryneſs of the Tongue, Thirſt, Sweo- 
os Waka, and {omcumes with Ravings, and dead Sleeps. Hippocrates reckons ic among acute 
Ditcaſes becaule of che Choller ; and among Chronick Diſeaſes becauſe of the Flegm, in 1. Epidem. 
And Avicenna faith, That it-laſts (omtimes ſeven months, and ſomcunes cnds in Chronick Diſcaſes, 
and au Hectick. | - 

The Cure of this Feaver is to betaken from what hath been formerly ſaid of che Cure ofa Tertian, 
and a Quocidian Apue; apd leeingitis continual, ic muſt be handled with che tame Merhod which 
was le: down in the firſt Chapter of this Section, as common co all purrid cotitinual Feavers. Sothat 
when Choller chietly bears ſway, we muſt uſe molt of choſe Sun which ___ Choller; and 


as. tlegm ds, we muſt principally uſe ſuch chings as do prepare and purge chac Humor.

Chap. 1. Of a Peſtilential Feaver. 


. 8F'Hat Feaver is termed Peſtilential, which does afli& Nature not only: by a bare diſtem- 
...per, or by heat arifing from putrefaRion, bat alſo witha Malignant and venemous 
qualiry, This is wontto be for the moſt part Popular and Epidemical ;:ſo that many are 
ac the ſame time fick thereof: yet ſomtimes it is iporadick or fingle afliting but here and 
rhere one, which ariſes from evil Humors that have attained a venemous quality. 

" Tr is likewiſe Contagious, ſo that it may be cavght not only by means of the common 
Cauſe, Viz, Corruption of the Air or Diet; but alſo by Converting with thoſe that are 
fick. , 

| Ir is alſ9 commonly called a Malignant Feaver, whereas many diſeaſes are termed Malig- 
nant. by reaſon of their evil and cruel ſymptomes in- which no venemous quality is found 
in which alone the eſſence of a Peſtilential diſeaſe conliſts. | ! 

\ In what Feaver ſoever therefore, this fame venemous quality is found, whether it be a di- 
ary, an hectick, or a putrid Feaver, itis rightly termed Peſtilenciall : alchongh a diary and he- 
ick are much controverted, touch. 3 which conſult the Authors, 

Naw this ſame venemous quality ariſeth from the corruption of Humors, which conſiſts not 
in a bare change of the temperament, or in ordinary putrefaGion, ſuch as is found in putrid 
Feavers ; but in a deſtruction, of the whol Nature and Efſential ſubſtance of the fame Humors: 
As Wine when it is turned 2n ialipid raftleſs Liquor,is rotally and efſentially corrupted ; bur when 
it decomes vinegar, it is ſaid ſimply to putrehie. | 

And a Peſtilentiall Feaver. &1Ters from the Plagye as a ſpecies or ſort differs from the genus 
or kind, becauſe there may be a Peſtiletice without s Feaver, as Hippocrates bath taught us in 
his third Epidem. in many-places ; and alfo Galen, in-his Expoſition of the ſaid Book. and 
in his ninth Book, de Medic. Facultatib. Cap. de Terra Samia. And this is ſutable to Reaſon ; 
forasmuch :5 we venemons Quality is not neceſſarily atrended with putrefaRion, which is the 
Cauſe of a Feaver. For'that ſame venemons qualitie may be produced inthe Humors, by z 
perfet corruption of their ſubſtagce, and introduRion of a new form, of which that vene- 
mous qualitie depends. And, certain it is, that ſo oft as a new form is introduced, the former is 
corrupted ; rnto which mutations there are requiſite preparatorie alterations, bur nct putrefatiog 
ſo thac Humors may undergo ſuch a corruption without patrefaRtion ; but becauſe the Hu- 
mts of our bcdy are very liable to patrefa&ion, they can rarely undergo fo great a corruption, 
wi:'1cur the Intervention of putrefaRion likewiſe : wherefore thoſe Peſtilences are very rare, 
' which are not accompanied with a Feaver: Yea verily and by an intenſe, profound and ſor- 
dig { as they arc woar to ſay ) putrefaRion, &7 y 5 as that of the Plague is wont 
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be raiſed. So, many Feavers, which at firſt were not peſtilenciall, if by the Ignorznce of the 


» «Phyſitian or negligence, the diſobedience of the Sick, or the fierceneſs of externall caules, they 


have been miſ-handled, the putrefattion becomeing more intenſe, they turn in the end to 
maligoant and Peſtilentiall Feavers. And that corruption does often precede PutrefaRion 
is collefted from ſuch as are infefted with the . Plague by contagion; in whom a malignant, 
and venemous qualitie is firſt tranſfuſ'd, and therewith the Humors are corrupted, which 
corruption is followed by putrefaQion, whence it cotnes to pas that ſach as have the Peſtilence 
have Pct no feaver for the firſt daies of their ilneſs;but afterwards the Feaver begins ro ſhew 
itſelf, when putcefaction us bred ; ſome ſuch chings we ſee ina partthat is affeRed with a Gan- 
rene, which is firſt corrupted, and afterwards puerthied. 

A peſtilentiall Feaver is cauſed, when the Humors being corrupted and haveing atcained 
a venemous quality, doe come to. pucrefie: And ſoit affets the Heart by thoſe two meanes 
\Viz. By a putrid beat and a malignant qualitie. 

Now this corruption of Humors, is not alwaies after one ſort, but ſomtimes it is more intenſe 
and ſomtimes leſs and according to its divers degrees, the venemous qualitie ariling therefrom 
is more or leſs pernicious ; from whence proceeds the greater or leis Malignity of Feayets. 
And hence aroſe that common diſtinction of Peſtilential Feavers among Phyſicians, into « 
Peſtilential feaver ſimply and properly ſo called and into a Malignant Feaver, calling that 4 
peſtilentiall Feaver properly ſo termed wherein is the true Plague ; having this peculiar 
aote or charaQer, that more die than live and recover; and calling that fimply a malignant Feaver 
which being leſs pernicious, more live than die of it. , 

The differences of a Peſtilentiall Feaver are taken either from the matter wherein that Venemous 

uality is produced ; or from the place wherein the ſaid matter is contained : and fo they 


follow rhe difference of putrid Feavers, which in reſpeR of the matter of putrefing are divided 


into the Feaver Swnochos, Tertiana, Qnartana, and Dnotidiana, nccording 23 the matter pu- 
trefiing it, Blood, Choller, Melancholy, or Flegm: Andin reſpeR bf the place wherein the 
Humors putrefie, they are divided into contintall and intermittent ; according as the aforeſaid 
Humors are lodged within or withoat the veines : evenſo peſtilencial Feavers, ſome are term 
Synochi, others Tertians, Quartans or Quotidians ; ſome continuall, others intermittent : 

though Hippecrates bath ſaid in the 43. Aphoriſm of the 4 SeQion, That intermitting Fesv\ 
are void of danger however they inctermit, which only is to be underſtood of ſuch as are y9i 
of all malignitie; for we ſee almoſt-every year ( in our country at leaſt) tertian interniits 


rent Feavers, which being exrreamly malignant, doe at the third or fourth fit kill the = 


tients: others which bring them into great danger, eſpecially by the crueltie of the Symp- 


tomes. l 
There are other Differences of a peſtilential Feaver taken from the intenſnes of their degree 


- or Remiſlneſs ; namly, as ſome ate greater, other teſſer, ſome partake of preater malignitie tome 


of leſſer. They are ſaid to be ſimply greater or leffer, according as the PutrefaQion is greater 
or leſs, or as the preternatural Heat ariſeing therefrom, is more intenſe or remiſs ; more ma- 
lignane or benignant, according to the greater or leſs intenſion of the venemous quality 
Hence it comes to paſs, that ſometimes a peſtilentiall Feaver hath extream putrefaQtion, and 
malignancy atthe higheſt; and then it is wont to be moſt hierce,and therein in regard of the malig- 
nancy the vital faculcy is exceedingly afflicted; and in regard of the excream putrefacion,the other 
faculties are likewiſe burt, and cruel! ſymproms follow thereupon. But ſometimes in this Feaver 
the putrefaRion is very high, and the malignant qualitie remiſs ; and then the Feaver is crouble- 
fom by reaſon of che putrefacion;bout the vital faculty is leſs aflited. Contrarilie ſomtimes Purre- 
faQion is little, bue the malignant quality intenſe - and then the Feaver in regard of putrefaQion 
ſhews no ſuch bad ſymproms & ſeems remiſs ; yet the ſtrength of the patient is more than ordina- 
rily weakned.For ſomtimes the putrefaRion is ſo remiſs that it is in a manner none at all ; but the 
malignancquality ina very high degree: and then we have a Feaver,which ſeems neicher to the Pa- 
tient nor by-ſtanders any thing troubleſom ; but ir ſeems at firſt ſighe mild, as mild canbe, when 
as indeed and intruth it is very mortal}; for when che malignant qualitie is increaſed, the 
patients ſtrength is dejeed, and the Heart wholly overwhelmed: and this kind of Feaver 
doth not only deceive the Patients and by-ſtanders, but ſomtimes the Phyſitians themſelves are 
thereby cheated ; whiles there being no ſign preſent either by cradity or pravity of Humors, che 
Poſſe being ina manner init's natural ſtate, and the hear of the Body at firſt appearance ſeeming 
mild and gentle, it leads unrodeſtrution. Som ſuch thing is likewiſe wont co happen in the 
firſt diffctence, viz. When it is joyned with the higheſt degree of malignity : for putre- 
faRion _y convenient medicaments: ſubdued, and the ſignes of recovery appearing ; 

death n2twichſtanding ſomtimes enſues by reaſon the malignant quality did remaine uncorreRed. 
And finally the differences of a Peſtileng Feaver are taken: from: its adjundts, and chey are very

many and moſt evident, for there is no evil ſymptom, nor kind of deadly diſeaſe which is nor 
ſomtimes joyned with this Feaver. The ſympromes are Head-ach, Watchings, Raveings, Dead 
Neepes, Thirſt, Sromach-Sickneſs, and Vomiting, want of Appetite, Swooning, Fainting, 
Hiccoughing, Unquietneſs Looſneſs, Sweats and ſuch like, which are common alſo to other kind 
of Feavers.

Bur there is one Symptom ptopet ahd peculiar roa peſtilettial Feaver, which doth hoc happen in 
other Feavers z vig. Purple Specks , or Spors on the whol Body, buc etpecially in the Loyis, che 
breaſt and back, like unto Flea-bitings for the moſt pate; which che Icalian Phykiians name Peti- 
cle or Petechie ;, and theſe Feavers which have theie Symproms, are commonly hamed Purprera- 
tor Petechialis, Purple or Spotted Feavers. Fortheſe Purple Spors do nox appear in all Peſtic 
lential Feavers; bur when they appear, they are a moſt cerca Sign of a peſtilencial Feaver. Now 
we call chem Purple Spots, becaule they are for the moſt parc of a Purple colour. Yet they are ma- 
ny times of a violet colour, Green, blewiſh, or black, and then they ace far worſe, anddo Fpnifie 
greater Malignity. And although cheſe Sporsare fot the moſt parc like Flea-bicings : yet they ap- 
pear ſomwhar greater : So as co repreſenc thoſe blackarid blew marks which remain aftet whipping, 
and chen they are worſe. And ſomrtimes they are very large, and poſſels whol Members, and a greac 
part of the body ; viz. the Arms, Thighs, and back, and chen the parcs appear tainted with rednels ; 
which in few hours ofcentimes vaniſheth away, and chen recurns again, as it were by Fits, whilſt 
che Feaver undergoes it's Fits, or Exacerbationsz wherein the blood boiling, doch fend forth it's 
chinner Exhalacions tothe ſurface of the Skin, by which che Skin is not {welled ; bur only infeted 
with a red Color. Ofcenrimes nocwichſtanding, by cheſe Ebullicions, che Skin is itt divers parts 
puffed up with a cerain rednels: and makes certain broad and ſoft rymors inthe Skin, whichin a 
few hours vaniſh away, andare commonly called Ebullitions of the blood. In theſe, and the afore- 
ſaid, there is abwaies ſome Malignity, bur fo light, that it chreatens no danger ; unleſs in che pro- 
preſs of the Diſeaſe it prove more intenſe. Now the Spots aforeſaid like ro Flea-bitings, do differ 
from thote Puſhes, which arewont alſo ſomrimes to appear in theſe Feavers, and arementioned by 
Hippocrates in Epidemiis, which have an Head, and area kind of Tumors, which come ſomtitnes 
ro Suppuration, or Exulceration. But che Purple Spors, have (as was ſaid) no eminence ot Head, 
and were unknown tothe Anciencs,being deſcribed only by lacer Phyſitians of after A 
_Astothole Diſeaſes which are joyned co a Peſtilenual Feaver, we may atfhicm what hath been ſaid 
c fche Sym proms; viq. that many deadly Dilcaſes are zoyned with thele Feaversz namely,Phren- 
lies, Squu j-es, Pleurites, Inflamatzons of the Lungs, Inflamarions of the Liver, bloody Fluxes, and 


very many more. - Bucche chief Difeales which ſhew themſelves in a Peſtilential Feaver, are cwo, 


Vis. a Peſtilenc Bybo, anda Catbuncle, which declarethe venemous quality co be in che higheſt 
degree, andare not found bur in the crue PeſtiJence, and are wont commonly to accompany the 
fame : $0 that thecommon People call chem by the very name of che Peſtilence. x 

The Cauſes of Peſtilencial Feavers, are {ome Internal, others External : and che Incetnal are 
ſome Immediace, others Medaate. : | 

The Imamediare Caule of this Diſeaſe, as we hinted before, is a corruption of the Humots, joy- 
ped with putreſaCtion. From the Corruption they acquire an evil and venemous Qualicy, and from 
Putrefaction the Feaver is bred. p gn | | 

The Mediace Cauſes are a Plethory, Catochymie, and Obſtructions. Now we underſtand ſuch 
a Plerhory, or fulneſs of Blood ; nor as diſtends the Veſſels, bur ſuch ar leaft as the ſtrengrh of the 
Pacient cannor maſter, which not being regulated by Nacute, doth ealily undergo Corruption, and 
Putrefattion. Now a Cacochymie, or k comets of evil Humors, s eafily corrupted and putre- 
fied. Finally , Obftructions areapr to breed all kind of Feavers : foraſmuch as Humois being cloſe 
ſhut up inan hot and moiſt place, wanting free tranſpiration, do eaſily putrefie. The Incernal 
Mediare Cauſes, are by Authors commonly called Morboſus Apparats, a tickly Diſpoſition of Bo= 
dy ; ardthe eficacy thereof is ſo grear, thac it alone'ts ſomrtimes ſufficient ro produce a gencle Peſti- 
lencial Feaver, ſuch as is coramonly called a Malignant Feaver ſimply, or a Purple Feaver, withouc 
the Intervent:on of any External or common Cauſe. For we oft-tumes ſee, when the year is not Pe-. 
fileatial, and chere isno Epidemical ſickneſs abroad, fome perſons through the evil Condition of 


- theur Humors, fall into {uch Feavers, which are accompanied with many Symptoms of Malignancy 5 


yea, and with other Purple ſpots. | 
Concerning the point of Obſtruttion, we muſt obſerve, chat it dvth necearily concur as the 
_— Caule 1 Malignant Feavers, which proceed from Incernal Cauſes, and ate not Epidemical : 
ut thac Epidenucal Feavers, which proceed trom a common Cauſe ; viz. A Peſtilent conſticution' 


ofthe Air, or art gotten by Contagion, have not neceſſarily any Obſtruftions for chex Cauſe. For 


the venemous qualicy 1s recerved only by breathing inche Air, or only by Infection from 0» 
thers, by which venemous Quality the Humors ofthe Body, ing from cheir own proper Na- 


knuce, do ofcheur own accord putrehe, Forevenas Fruits that will noc keep, aud other thugs ape 
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co corrupt, though they have never ſe much freedom ofche Aiw,yet cannot be preſerved from Corrup- 
cion : Evento the Humors, when they have conceived that pernitious Quality, are ape co Corrup= 
cion : ſothat though chere be noObſtruQtion pretenc, rhey necetlarily tall mro@Purretaction, and 
a Feaver. Howbeic, PucrefaGtion being by this means brought wro the Humors, when Nature 
doth no longer rule chem, they are wont tor the moſt part to breed Obfiructions, whereby the Fea- 
ver is augmented ; ſo hat inthele Feavers Obſtrudtions may Concur, which though in the begin- 
ninp they were nor the Cauie of the Feaver, yer do. they tolloy the tame, being cherithed by the 
Cauſes of the Feaver, and being infefted with Peſtilengial V cnom. | 

The External Cauſes of Pefilencial Feavers, are the 11x Non-pacural things, which as they are 
neceſlary , ſo do they neceflarily alter our bodies : and when they ave tar deparced from their 1{aru- 
ral condition, they breed in us Mabgnant and vencgzous Qualiaes. - Among theſe, the Air holds 
the chief place : which. as it is a moſt common Cauſe, io Dileaſes that are coinmon doh for the 
moſt part proceed from ſome fault thereot, |

& Conftiturionof che Air, though in the Opinion of Hippocrates, ic's more wholſom thary 
a nub becauic al exceis of Qualicies, is huxful to our Nature; certain it is that a very diy 
Conſftuurionot the Air, more than ordinary, doth praduce,Peſtilential Feavers;: eſpecially it it be 
joyned with Excellive Heat. A cleer example wherof we have in Livy mn the ficſt Book of his Hiſto- 
ry Dccad. 4. viz. How by over great drynels, a Peſtzlence happened at Rome, becaule there had been 
little or no Rain that year : neither was there {carcaty of Water from Heavenalone; bur che Earth 
was tcarce able to continue her Springs. Now this dry Conſticurion doth therefore Cauſe the Peſti- 
I:nce,becauie.che Humors OD 22 meature burng & dried up, degenerate wtothe Matter of Biles, 
Carbuncles,and conſequencly ofa Feſtilential Feaver ; and being very much thickned, they produce 
gr:evous Obſtrudtiots z; wherby 01a matter otherwiſe wel diipoted cherunto,Malignant putretaction 
is eaſily bred. Addi hereunto, T hat this unmoderate drueis of theair,doth corrupt the Corn,hmdri

In the Country of Thatus, a b:ttle before the E_ of 
Ardurus (a Star or Conſtellation) and whiljt He appears, the North Wind blowing there are-ma= 


ny and great Rains, In which places he ferckestheCaulcota Peſtilencial Seaſon, trom ever great ' 


oldnels. Allo we may read in Livy Lib. 5. Decad. 1. That a Feſtilential Seafon was cauſedby 
vehemenr Cold ;. inthele Words.

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rous feavers, than inthe Summer, in which the condition of the air, although in ſome ſort ir gives 
beginning to the Diſeaſe, yer doth it make the pores and paſſages wider, Through which that 
which pucrified does exhale, and the natural and pretetnatural evaporations doe readily breath 
Out. 

Inequality of the Seaſon is wont alſo to be the Cauſe of this kind of Feavers; viz. whenit is 
ſometimes Hot, ſometimes Cold ; ſometimes wer, ſometimes dry ina ſhort time z or when theſe 
various ſeaſons doe endure longer one after another. As when after long vehement Hot weathee, 
a freezing cold claps in, or after long rains, an extream drought ſteales upon us, or contrary- 
wiſe. Or when after a prepoſterous faſhion, ir is hot in Winter and cold in Sammer. Now theſe 
inequalities of Seaſons may help the produRion of Peſtilential Feavers ; becauſe in them, the 
humors are exceedingly diſturbed, by which means they artive unto an evill condition, far from 
their natural ſtate and fit to produce malignant Diſeaſes eſpecially in thoſe bodies which du- 
ring the Courſe of the Seaſons aforeſaid, by diſorderly Courſe of Dier and liveing, have con- 
traced either a Plethory a Cacochymy or ſome notable obſtruRions. 

To this kind of Cauſes may be added the malignant Influence of the Conſtellations, which by 
changeing the Ayr, are wont diverſly to affeRt the Bodies of Liveing Creatures. Such they ſay 


. are, the ConjunQion of the ſuperior Planers, Sarars,Zepiter,and Afars, in humane Signes, ſuch as 


Uirgo ard Gemini, and eſpecially when ars is Lord, Which do bring Diſeaſes in otherwiſe 
then by change of the Ayr,ſo far as to corrupt the Nature and ſubſtance thereof. And that change 
is wrought two waies ; and is by the manifeſt qualities, as when by the Influence of the Stars 
the ayr is ſo lorg and ſo far changed by exceſs of the firſt qualities of Heat, Moiſture, Cold 
and Dryneſfs, that ar length it's proper Subſtance becomes vitiated the other is by occult quali- 
ties, when by the ſecret power of the Stars, without any notable exceſs of the firſt. qualities, the 
ſubſtance of the ay is ſo changed, that ir receives a certain degree of corruption contrary to our 
Life. Touching the firſt, no man doubts, ſeeing iris clear by Common Conſent of Phyl6ſopliers 
that inferior Bodies are governed by the Heavenly Conſtel!arions. And as the alterations of the 
Ayr, which hzppen in the four ſeaſons of the yeer, do arife from the yeerly motion of the 


' Sun: ſo the great diverſiry of yeers, whereby one proves very moiſt, anocher exceeding dry 


the Sun holding every yeer the ſame Courſe inthe Zodiick; can depend on nothing, but che 
various aſpes ofthe Conſtellations, The other way becauſe it is occult, is not ſo freely granted 


- by all. Howbeic by common Conſent of Aſtrologers, it is held for certzin, that the Srars do 


a& upon inferior Bodies in a three-fold manner, viz. by their Motion, Light, and Influence 
The light and heat do alter theſe Sublunary Bodies accoreing co the firſt qualities and eſpecially 
Heat. But the Influences doe induce both the firſt qualities , for example the cold whith Sarzrz 
cauſes,” cannot depend upon kis Motion nor his Light ) and a!fo the hidden and occult ones. 
For ſeeing Peſtilential Diſeaſes doe oftentimes happen, no great mutation being made in the ayr 
in regard of the ficft qualities ; bur when chey rage, che ayr apprarces exceeding pure, and puret 
ſometimes, than it is wont co do when there is no peſtilence {tircing ; neither have very hor and 
moiſt ſeaſons preceded, from which great putrefaons are wont to ariſe,it is to be conjectured, 


that theſe peſtilential Diſeaſes Coe arite from ſome malignant Influence of the Stars, Ada hereun- 


ro, that Peſtilences are wont to rage even in the depth of Winter, which no remarkeable alteration 
of the firſt qualities hath preceded. For in ſuch a Caſe. theſe diſeaſes are to be attributed co the 
hizden power of the Starrs which have (as Aſtrologers teach) a power of corrupting the Air;no ex- 
eraordinary muration of the firſt- qualitie being made therein. And this is ;that divine prin- 


— Ciple in difeaſes, which Hippocrates acknowledged, and according to the Expoſition of Gat- 


ex is inthe Air, but is produced by the Celeſtial Bodies and bidden cauſes, Ir is alfo hint- 
ed at by the ſame Hippocrates, in the ſecond Epidem. Se. one. When he ſaies. The 
rime and the Diſcaſes doe anſwer one another, wnles ſome innovation happen its the Superior Pows 
ers - 

Neither does that hinder which is brought 2s the opinion of P/ats, out of his Epinomis, that 
the Courie of the Heavens and heavenly Bodies have alwayes good.influence here below, and 
from them nothing but preſervation and benefit doe flow. And Arifetle inthe ninth of his 
Meraphiſicks Chap. 10. Saies that in thoſe Bodies which are eternall and zthereal, neither 
error nor corrupcion is found. And Averrhoes faies in his 1 De Celo. cap. 24. The Hea- 
venly Bodies dee containe the Elements, preſerve them, and univerſally are unto them inſtead of 
a form, whence it's colle&ed, chey cannot” infeRt them with a poyſonous and malignanc 


- qualitie. Ad hereunto that if peſtilential diſeaſes ſhould be raiſed by influence of the Starrs, 


ehey would at one and the ijame time infe& the whol World almoſt, ſeeing choſe ivfluxes are 
univerſal cauſes, and by the circulation of the Heavenly Bodies, doeaffeR all the quarters of the. 
World. But theſe diſcaſes doe Fenn invade ſom one Region onely, And finally if che 
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Stars were ſaid to be malefick and of at evil diſpoſition;God the Author of them would be accoure- 
ed the cauſe of Miſchief, which is full of Impiety. Theſe objeRions, I ſay, doe not a whit pre- 
zudice the truth propounded, which may thus be anſwered. All created ſubſtances are con- 
ſidered two waies ; either as they are things in being and do concur to the compleating aud per. 
feRion of the Univerſe, and in that reſpect, they are all good: for zo be and to be good are one 
and the ſame, neither hath the High God bleſſed for ever creaced any thing which ought to be 
rermed evil, fimply conſidered. or they are conſidered in regard of their operations, and then 
they may be termed evil, foraſmuch as they may damnefie ſome other things by reaſon of the anti- 
pathy & inbred Enmity of Nature. And although almoſt innumerable contrarietyes of nature are 
foundinthe world,yert muſt they al be termed good in reſpect to God their maker, & in regard of 
the Univerſ, whoſe perfection conliſts chiefly in variety. Furthermore the operatioos of things 
created, may be termed evil two wayes abſolutely or ſimply contidered in themſelves, 
or in reſpect of ſomwhat elſe; They are abſolutely evil whenat ail cimes, in all places and 
upon all occaſions they doe perpetually evil; and in this ſenſe no Creature can be found 
which is evi};in reſpect of ſome other thing,the operations of chings may be termed evil, when they 
hurt one and doe another good ; and ſothere is nothing in the whol univerſe ſo hurtful, but that it 
hath ſome other ways its uſes & benefits, for which ic was created: So al poyſons,though moſt hure. 
ful co men or other Animals,yet conveniently uſd they doe a great deal of good tothem.An4 in the 
Art of Phyfick there is ſcarce ſo deadly a poylon found, but that our of ity by skil of Art,an health- 
full medicine may be drawn. And finally the actions of Stars upon cheſe inferior Bodies are 
conſidered two waies, either in reſpect of the whol ſublunarie world containing the Elctnencs and 
al mixed things : and ſo the action of the Heavens and Stars is ſimply benign, ingendering, con- 
ſerveing,viviteing all things, & doing al other good offices which tend to upho1d the unvers;& in 
this ſence moſt crue it is,that theſe inferior Bodies are cheriſhed & ſuſteined by the influence of che 
Heaven and Hevenly Bodies, or they are confidered in reſpect of the proper nature of this or 
chat Element, or this or that living creature: and then it is no abſurdive to ſay rÞ4c there are 
ſome influences hurrfull ro ſom Element or living Creature in ſuchor ſuch a part {© and ſo affected 
which depends not of any fault of the ſtars ( for they are of a moſt perfecr nature) but racher 
of the imperfection of ſubJunary things which cannot ſuffer any contider:le mutation wirhour 
the corruption of their proper ſubſtance : now theſe divers narures and quzliries of che Nars F 
produced in ſublunary Bodies by their divers concourſe and influence were ordained bv tho preat 
Archicect of this univerſe, for the Conſervation of the whol world which bemg :;::4e up of ſo 
divers and ſo contrary natures, had need of as g eat variety in the influcrce of the Stars, thar 
all things might be preſerved, as it were jn an even balance out of which diverſity of in- 
fluences notwichſtanding, it could hardly come to paſs but chat ſom parcel of things ſo diffe- 
rent ſhould ſomerimes ſuffer , not in any whol kind or ſort ( which ſhould rend to the deſtruction 
of the univerſe ) bur only in ſome individuals that were leis able to refiſt and for the moſt pare 
misaffected, and only in ſome part of theAir more diſpoſed te receive malignant influences, From 
whence we may conclude,chat choſe corruptions doe chiefly depend upon the detect of ſubluns ry 
bodies Forasmuch as many places arein the world,where the air is ſo perfectly confticured and the 
inhabitants 10 evenly cempered, that let never ſo malignant Iniluences of Starrs ſhowr upon 
them, yet are they never infected whith other peſtilence. | | 

To the ſame kind of Cauſes muſt we refer the Defects and Eclipſes of $un and Moon, unuſual 
Meteors andeſpecially Blazing Stars : which are never wonc to appear buc that Epideniical and Pe- 
ftilential Sicknefles, and Divers es1n the World do follow, as is Confirmed by the experunents 
ofmany Hiſtories : whence that uſually Cuced verſe of Clardian is become as a Proverb,

A moft evident witnes whereof wasthat hairy Comet which appeared Anno 1518. Towards the 
Eaft on the 27 of November and was atterwards ſeen near upon the whol Muneth of December, 
moving and ſhining. ' ICs chicker and more folid parc being rurned towards the Sun, did behold che 
Eaft, and did far exceed Venus, both in the clearnes of its ſhining, and in its largnes, thickly com- 
pacted and conglobated rogecher. The remaining parc, being more thin, and le(s enlightened by 
the Sun, becaule of irs thinnes did move likea fairly ſpred beard and ftrerched rowards the Weft. 
This Comer firſt HYPO under the ſign of Libra nere the Xquino#1al Line; bur by a private and 

moxion of irs own, it was carryed trom thence, through the feet of Uirgo, the middle of 

otes and che tail of the greater Bear. Andat lengrh, its lighc decreaſing by liccle and liccle and 
the matter whereof it conſilted being dillipared, it vaniſhed berwen the great Bear and che Dragon.

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CHAP. 1. Of Peſtilential Feavers. SECT. Ill. 6p 
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Te was carticd with the common motion of the Scars fron Eaſt ro Wett, bur it ſeemed robe moved 
{ons hat ſwifter than the Scars, for 11 the firſt Dates of irs Apparition, it was wont torile a litrle 
before five in the morning ;, and aiterwards :t rote about four a Clock and betore tour, and fo ſooner 

and ſooner,till it prevenced rhe Midmght, and Bed-cime. And we have reaſon to believe, char this 
Corer was the Prognoſtick and forerunner of malignant and peſtilencial Diteates, and alio of thoſe 
Wars, wherewith whole Europe in a manner, hath tince that time been laid Waſt. 

Andakhoughche Air be chie! a:nong the mediate Caules of malignant and peſtilential Feavers : 
p ſure chough other nog-natural chings do concur totheir generation, as I ſhall particularly and 

rifly declare. 

The nexc toair are Aliments, becauſe bad Dier Cauſeth a ſickly diſpoſition of the body, which 
3san incernal efticient, and Caſa fine qua 10R, Of malignant aud Peſtilential Feavers. Whereupon 
Galen in his Book De Cibis bout et malt Succt, aiid in the 1. de Differ. Feb. Chap. 3. Does 
demonſtrate,that from bad and corrupr Diet Peſtilential Dulcates do arite. Now meatsare faid to 
beevil and the Cauies of choſe dileates in many reſpects. 

And inthe firſt place, when the Fruits of the Earth and of Trees, by reaſon of a bad conſticution 
of the year viz. Over mio:ft or over dry, or corrupted by miſts, or ſome rempeſtuous weather, or 
ſome malignant influence of the ſtars; do, beingeacen, produce bad Juices in the body. 

Secondly, when there is preat Famine and ſcarcity of Corn : From whence came that Proverb 
Ho loimos meta limon, the Plague follows famine. For then the poor common People are torced 
to fill their bellies with ſuch mearsas are cheap and bad, whence arites abundance of bad Humors. 
And which is much worte, when a plenty preſently folluwes famine, chey do then tuddenly cram 
themſelves wich much meat, which by the larnguiſhing hear of cheir incernal parcs cannoc be well 
digeſted, and thereupon thoſe mears cometo participate ofa malignant purretaCction. | 

Thurdly, V Vhen Aluments, which in their own Nature are good doby foine way or other, gain 

utretaction or ſome evil qualitie, ſuch are wheat, barly, beans, and peale, and other kind of grain, 
which being either overlong kepr, or ill laid up 1n a moiſt place, or otherwite milatfefted, docome 
co be muſty, or have ſome other putretactive qualitie. Such is fleſh over long kepr, or {tinking 
or ſuch as 1s of beaſts that were not killed, butdied of fome dilcaic: as Fulins Objequens relates, 
char in che Lile called Lipara when the Sea was made hot, the fixes which by meanes otan Earch-quake 
were forcibly vomited out of rhe Mount Atna, and had boiled the Fiſhes caſting them upon the 
ſhoar : the tnhabuants eating greedaly of thole Fiſhes, a Tore Pettilence tollowed. 

Neicher is chere leſs power mn drinks, when putrid and corrupted wines or beer orother liquors are 
* drunk ; or when wate: 1s drunk our of puirid and muddy Lakes, or otherwaies infected. As 
good Hiſtocies dote{ruie that numerous Armies, have becn deſtccied by pefiulential Dileaſes, with 
drinking tuch waters. 

{bele ron-nacucal things mentioned vis. Ayr and Meates and drinks, havethe prerreft force to 
engender malignanc reavers. but the tour remaining vi5. chings voided or retainec Motion and 
Reft.>1ecp and waking,w:th Paiitons ot the Mind,are of leſs etizcacy, and dv ouly coricur as adjuyaur 
Cautes, or iuci as dupoie the body to conceive a maliguatic pucretaGction 3 as in our expaiition of 
them ſhal pre ently appezr. 

The 1<icarion of Courtes in women, or of ſome other accuſtumed evacuarionin Men, as of the 
Hemorrhoides, |ice:iiwng at noſe, and Loolenes,which betides forme pertons, at certain ſeaſons z 
when they lupper 11a peitilential year, they are wont to producea malignant diteale. For thoſe 
things which are won: to be avoidedas fupertiuous and burdeniome to Nature, ifchey be retained 
in che body,they doealily conceive purrefaction ſo likwilec over great evacuations either of blood or 
other hw::ors,do much weaken cle Body,anddo Caule chat Nacural Heat being weakaed, it 1s lopn 
anfeted by che victous aud peitilencial impurities of the Air. 

As for motion and reſt, certain it is, that overmuch Idleneſs 1s a Cauſe, that Natural heart is not 
ſuſhciently ecentilared, and contequenely the Humors conceive putrefaction : {oover great exerciſe 
does very niuch open che pores,and diſſolves the Heat ;whereupon the body becoaung weak and 
more apt co take u:!preſiion, does eatily receive the Inteftion. 

And too much fleep, makes many Excrements and fils the body wich Humudities, which eaſily 
pucrefie, but roo much watching does engender Crudities, and they eaſily purretie,becauſe Natural 
Heat cannor wel maſter chem : and becauſe by chem, many obſtructions are cauied, by which Tran- 
{puation is prohubiced, andart lengrh purrefaction engendred. 

And tinaly, paſſions of the Mind, are wont vehemently roexaguate the body and rodiſturb the 
humors : and ſo chey much Diſpoſe che body toreceive infeftion ; and elpecially fear and Sadnes 
which Drawing the vical Spirits inWard, do as it were choak and {mother them, whereby che VIgoE 
of the Heart is fo broken, that ic cannot ſutticienly reſiſt che venom and firſt atlaults of peſtilential 
Sicknelles, yea verily and che Humors being ſtured in the veines and vehemently diſturbed, are 
thruſt ouc of their Natural conlticurion, anddo conceive a malignant putcefaction. Intomuch chat 

: ſomes 
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ſome have conceived, that Peſtilential Difeaſes arebred in Camps and ar Sieges of Towns, not fo 
much through bad Dier and ſtink of dead Carcates, asthrough Terror, Fear, Anxiety acd dread 
of Death, which do exapgitace the Humors, and pur them into a tumulcuary Combuſtion and 
Fluctuarion. 

The Signs of a peſtilential Feaver do ſome of them foretel the diſeaſe when it is coming ; others 
declare it to be preient 3 and others witnes where it has bin. All which muſt be {et down, becaule 
the firſt tend to Prejervation, the {econd to Cure, and the third fort to be a Caveat to iuch as are not 
yer infected. l py 

The Signs which foreſhow a peſtilential Feaver, are taken from three things i4. From the 
the Diipolition of the Body, from the Preſence of Caules,and from fone intermediate dilpoſitions. 

Thote bodies are dilpoled to recere peſtilential Jntection, which have collected evil Juyces through 
baddier, and by a prepoſterous ule ofthe fix non-natural things atoretatd. Or tuch as bemg ple- 
thorick do gorge themtelves and inordinately and un{eaſonably repleniſa themielves, Furchermore 
ſome thar are neicher plethorick nor cacochymical, do diipote their bodies to the receprion of this 
diſeaſe, while they torment their minds with moſt rroublelome pailions, or pive thenuelves im- 
moderately to carnal embracements z for from theſe rwo Cauſes, the peſtilencial teaver is Very Or- 
dinarily produced, foratmuch as by them corruption is eatily introduced even amongft good bumors 
for Paſſions of the Mind do dittract and draw away the ipirits, trom their proper operations and 
overmuch Carnal embracement, dues weaken al the powers of the body. but, the Spirics being 

diſtracted, and the vertues weakened, the Humorrs change their Nature, and grow corrupr. 

Finally, thuie whole principal Members ate weak, or ſome waies tainted, either from the 
womb, or by bad die: or auy other external Caule ; which have an hot and moiſt cemperature z 
which have a very thin or very compacted habic of body, are al diſpoled to peſtilential Feavers, 
for hot and moiſt bodres are {ubject co putretaction, thin bodies are liable coal in JULL.S, CAnPpacted 
conſtirurions, have no tree cranipiration. ; 

The prelence of tuch Caules as can brecd a peſtilential feaver do porrend the fame : and conſe-= 

quently 1] teatons and unnacural cemper of che year, Dearth, and Scatcity of Vittuals, Wars 
and other Cauies, reckoned up betore, when they appear, they ceclare che Plague ro ve approach- 
Ups WE OT ; | . 
Thoſe intermediate difpo{itions are, when ſuch a ditpolition of: budy anti the Cantes aforeſaid 
being pretenc, wee tee a Man more jad chan ordinary, an unexphicable tear in hun withour good 
ground or cauſe, the Colour of the tace changed; 1s not rightly diipuled un point of die: 3 15diteuibed 
with bad dreanes; wmiefted with wearines which comes without labor, chicſt, waichings, ſtomach- 
fickne: z it weauly conjectured, thar man wil have the Pcitilence : tor al theietinng: do declare, 
that che humors do attain anorher nature, and do corrupt. from whence cones a p'ſtilencial 
Feaver.

Such Signs as declare the Peſtilence to be preſent are exactly tobe propounded ard therefore 
al the Headsot Signs muſt be run over our of which this Dileaſe may be known. which Heads 
of ſigns, are takentrom che chree kmds of {ympromes, becaule the ſympromes are the Letts of 
Diſcales, and Caules canno way 10 conveniently be known as by their effects, And therefore, 
fome lignes are taken rom che Actions hurt, ſome from Excrements voided, and others from qua=- 
lices changed. Unto which Heads a fourth nuaft be added raken from tſupervenient Intirmites. To 
the riglic underſtandmg of which, thete chings following muſt be premited. 

Frift, we mult know chat the fame ſigns in a manner doe ſhew a peltilental Feaver properly ſo 
called, anda Feaver iimply malignant, and chat the tignes of the one aud the other doe ditfer onu- 
ly according tomore and le!s; to that mche peſtilential Feaver che 1tymproms are more, and inthe 
malignant Feaver lels cruel; yer there ace ſome adjuncts more proper co the one than the cther 
which we ſhall declare in cheir proper place. 

Secondly, wemult nore, that there isnotrue, proper and Pathognomonick ſign of theſe Feavers 
viz. Such anone as wherever that ſigners, there 1sche peftilence, and where that 1ign is not, there 
15no peitilence z no not che Bubo or iwelling in the Groyn nor the Carbuncle 3 1ee:ng that 
many have them not though they have the plague, and many have Bubves and Carbuncles 
chat have no majignitie 1n them: neither are chole purple {pots any ſuch pathoguomonick lign, 
alrhougha malignantFeaver is from them termed che ſpotted Feaver, forasmuch as many have a 
malignaut Feaver withour any tuch ſpots; 8& thote fpots doe fomerimes appear on women chat want, 
heir courſes, and-nfome' Children by reaton of a lghr ebullicion of Elood, without any Feaver, 
which I have otren ſeen; ut both. Howbeic by a Concurrency and colleGtion of all iignesaud rokens |

Finally, it muTt be known, that the ſigns of a peſtilearial and mal:gnant Feaver ( although 
they arealio found 1n other Feavers) yer are made in tome {orc pathognomonick in th:s Feaver 
in a two-toldieipett. Furſt, becauſe intheſe Feavers, they azeto conditioned as 1n other Fea- 
vers they are not. For the Head-ach, lneisart Scomach, Vomitirg, the manner of the Heat and 
other tigns , when they accompanie peſtilential Feavers, chey have a peculiar ——_— condition 
whereby they dutter from cthemlelves when they accompani? other ordinarie Feavers z which 
is wel known to them that are bur indifferencly exercited in the Practice of Phyfick. Se- 
condly, becaule che {ympromes do nor oblerve the {lame proportion among themtelves mn thele 
Feavers, which they doe in ordinarie ones. So that the heat being gencle to the touch, the pulle 
0: auch changed, doe ſhew a ſmal Feaver : yer with them is joyned mighty Head-ach, wat- 
chugs and {otimes raveings,and other {ymproms which are wont to accompanie a burmng Fea- 
ver. Thelethings being chus preauted, we ſhal decribe the order of tigns, beginning from the actions 
hindered. 

Becauſe thercfore,the Hearr is ckeifiy aflicted in theſe diſeaſes, by the inalignant and vene- 
mous qualiry thereof, therefore its ation viz, The Pulte, is diverfly changed, according 
ro the vyartetie of tinics and the d:vers condinion of the dileats, For fortimes at the fuſt, ut ism a 
manner natural and very like the pulle oft perlons 1n healch, as Galen ſhews in the 3 de preſag. cap. 
4. bur in _che progrets and augmentation of che dieale, it 1s liccle, weak and unequall. Al- 
{to the frequentnels of the pulle is alwayes more than the mcreaf of heat can require, becauſe 
che Hearc being provoked by the malignant qualicie, doth in chat regard diſturb it (elf more 
than che necelfity of evencilation doth require. Likewie the figns of this Feaver are. 

Cardialgia, Heart burning or pain of che mouth of the ſtomach, which Hippocrates condemns 
as 4 1igp of maligaicy 7. Progn. 1n theie words, Fain of the mouth of the ſtomach, with 
diſten:ion of the Hypochondria and Head-ach, are 11gns ot maliguncy. 

Somtimes get thuſt, exceeding che meature of che Patients heat and ſomtimes wane of 
cthictt, wich a veheiment Feaver, and drynels of the Tongue, for both are f1gns of malignt-

d Great want ofappetite, Which-make many abhor al kinds of meat, as muchas if they were the 
moſt loachiom medicines. Now this 1s wont ©o ariſe trom malignant vapors which vex the ſto- 
mach, 

Sromach Sickneſs and vomiring ariſing from the ſame Caule, eſpecially when i= happens in the 
beginning of the diteale, and is io dwers that {ome pretently vomit what they eat 3 other vomirs 
{oo0n aschey have taken broath, bur chey vomur not the broath which they cook, but divers kinds of 
Humors; ſome keep any kind of meat, but vomic cheir Drinks, Juleps, Enultions and whatever 
druking matter 1s given them, prelecntly z great thirſt norwithſtanding remarnung, with dryneſs 
and blacknes of the congue. | 

A frequent and inordunace ſhivertng,which comes divers times in a day, ſpringing from ſharp and 
biringexhalations of an adverſe qualitie to our natures, which are carried unto che ſemuitwve parts :

not che like malignitie. In malignant intermicring tertians, .lomtumes a ſign of malignitie is caken 
from the ſhaking and the cold. For it 10numes happens, that in the beginning ot che. fir, with 
a I 'ght coldueis or ſhivering, the heac doth to much recire inwards, that the fleſh of the patient is 
very culd and the face is ike chat of a dead perion, and the pulte io little as if it did nor beat at al 
After whiclt follo ws an Heat, which nexcher in che Augment nor in the ſtate, dork tothe couch 
feelgreat oc [aarp; yeaand che fleſh of che partienc is exther lukewarm to feel ro, or coldith even to 
che dec] natzon. The pulte, when the heat comes, doch more appear, yer it is {mall, u 
trequent and very weak : and many other tympromes of a peſtilentzal Feayer are preſent, which may 
ny prove, thar there ace intermictung malignant Feavers as well as continual ; as was hint- 
EA DEICLE. 

Weary ne!s of the whol bodie, Heavineſs, and a breaking as ic were of che members appear in 
Us beginning of the diteate, by realun of che toreſaid yapors, ditperſed through che whol Bo-

 Paines ofthe Head, Warchings and Raveings, which al come fram the ſame cauſes, viz. from 
ſharpand venemous vapors z which when they lodg themieives in the membranes of the Brain, 
they cauſe head-ach and in as much as they heat and dry the very tubſtance of the brain, ifthe 
alceracion be bur tmall, they cauſe watchings, af great they cauſe ravings. Aud to theie itymp= 
romes, belides Hear and Drynets, the venemous quahcy contributes much, becauſe in the vulgar 
Feavers ſuch [ympcorns do nor happen, unlets the difremper be much more than ordinarie. And 
paines in this Feayer, have a peculiar property m_— dyverie,& co ſhitr places. For lomcirties only

In fome patients droufieand fleepie diſpoſitions happen, viz. In ſuch as have cheic brains ful of 

egmarick excrements : which tlegmatick excrements, are delolvedby hot vapors atcending from 
rhe inferior parts, and doe hinder the functions of the Brain. 

The ucin 1n thele peltilencial Feavers, is ſometimes like the urin of ſound perſons , namsly when 
the humors doe more offend chrough a malignant Qualicie,than by putrefa&tion; & fomtimes ic con- 
rinues {o for che neft days;atterwards it becomes thick & troubled. Somrimes in the ſtate of the dileale 
1t appears concoct, though the ficx are wn a perithing condition. fſomerimes, it 15 thin and crude, 
haveing no fſedimenc,or fuch a ſediment as 1s more like an excrement thana {edimenc. 'But moſt com- 
monly it appears thick and troubled, and of an high colour ; aid hath a thick, red, diſtrubed 
and jcattered jediment. And finaly alevil diſpolitions of urines,doe happen 1n this duſeale, accord- 
10g to che divers alterations of the purrefteing and corrupted Humors. 

Choljerick fluxes of the belly, which either comes of chemſelves or through ſome like occaſions 
by tome gentle Clyſter or medicament z which bring many cotheirend, So Hippocrates re- 
lates in 3. Epidem. In a peſtilencial Confticucion there deſcribed, that many died ot the lootnels 
and Bloody-flux : For the Humers being made more furious by the malignant qualicie which is 
1 them, doeexccedingly provoke Natwe, to that ſhe indeavors to drive them our the neereſt 
way : Now incheſe Stooles, there is wont to bea migtity ſtink, by reaſon of the extream cor- 
ruption of the humors. 

An abundance of Worms-is wont to be avoided un this difeaſe, eſpecially at the beginning : 
For the great Purrefadtion doth very much dulpole rhe Humors to breed Worms. 

Frequenc ſweates, ſmall, ſhore and unprofitable doe break forth in the beginning of the diſ- 
cale. | 
The Heatis mild and gentle to feel ro, ſo that they ſearſe ſeem to have a Feaver, whereupon Galen 
9.Simp.cap.de Bolo Armen,@ Avic. fen 4. lib .1. cap de febre peſtilenti.Doe teach thac peſtilential 
Feavers have ofitimes a muld and gentle Heat ; and thereafon 1s, becauſe thele diſeaſes are rather 
cauſed by a malignant and venemous qualicy, than of an ordinarie diltemper and Pucrefaction. 

Readnefs of the eyes isofcen ſeen in peſtilential Feavers, becauſe rhe membranes of che Brain 
areina ſort inflamed by ſharp vapors aſcending into the head, which chey eafily commu- 
nicate to the Tunica adnata or ikim of the eyes focalled, which ws propagated from che ſaid mem- 
branes 

Fually, purple ſpots like Flea-bicings, called by later Phyfitians Peticulor or Petechie, are 
the proper and far Signs of a malignant Feaver. For they are found in noother Kind of Fea- 
ver 3 foraſmuch as chey doarile from a vitious ity ofthe blood or ocher humors, joyned with 
malignicy. Yet there do _ in ocher diſeaſes, ſpots very like unto thoſe atorelazd, bur 

auſe;z viz. Fromthe over thinnes of che blood, which being ex- 


ſpringing from a far different ( 1 be 
agiatd by che hear or the expullive faculty, does ſprout forth of the Capillary Veins inco the 

in, eſpors, are wone for the moſt part toappear in {uch as have ſome flux of blood, be- 
cauſe the blood in ſuch is more thin and watry : andallo in ſplenerick perſons, m ſuch as have the 
TJaundiſe and old obſtructions of the Bowels, and( in a word) inal fuch, whoby reaſon of the 
weaknes of ther Bowels, do breed watry blood are apt to fal intoa Cachexy. For ia ſuch 
perſons, the blood bring made thinner than ordinary, ſomerumes flows ouc at the Nole, 
tomtimes at ſome orher parr, and ſomrimes it comes out of the Capillary Veins into 
the Skinz; where being retained, it loſerhirs own coluor, and becomes eicher blewiſh, 
or black, or light red, and cauſes great variety of ſpots; which norwithſtanding are very tar dit- 
ferane from che ſpors of peftilentaal feavers, and do argue nothing but the watry rhinneſs of the 
blood' and weakneſs of the Liver. Now thote {pors which come our, in Peſtilential feavers, do 
ariſe from Humors pucrefiing and infeRted with an evil quality. Furthermore, thoſe ſpots do 
break out ſomcimes critically and ſomrimes Sympromarically. Critically, when as Nature haveirg 
either in Part or in whol overcomethe putrefaction and correfted the bad quality, does drive the 
corrupt humox to the external pom And then the dileaſe is evexmore abated. Sympromarically 
when Nature is pricked forward by the quantity orevilquality of the morbifick macrer, does crant- 
mic a portion thezeot unto the Skin, before it be concocted, or the evil qualicy chereof amended. 
And from thence che Pacient receives no Eaſe, but rather, Nature haveing unproficably wraſtled 
with che ditcaie, ic isa token rather that ſhee is conquered than conquers. 

The Colours of thele ſpotsare divers. and do ſhow the Diverſity ofthe humors by which they are 
bred. For the red ſpots are bred of the purer fort of blood, and the black from chollerick blood 


more or leſs aduſt. As for the ſtore of cheſe ſpors, ſomcume they appear V1 greater — 
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ſomrimes in lets. They begin to appear ſomrimes on che fourth, fifth, ſeventh, or ninth, or ſome 
other cricical day, if their coming our portend any gocd ; fomrimes on other daies, when there 
is lictle good to be hoped for thereby. Somrunes they are ſeen inal parts of the body, buc moft 
frequently in che Loynes, breſtand Neck, — : 

Now the Diſcales which come, upon a peſtilencial feaver for the moſt parr are, ſomthing coming 
ouc like Pox called Exantbemataz Puſhes and Ulcers of the Mouth 3 Carbuncles; Rifings 1n 
rhe Groyn and behind che Ears. ; 

The Exanthemarta atorefaid, differ from the purple ſpots, becauſe inthe ipors there is only the 
color changed bur here isa certain riling 11 chele Exantbemata toan head. Somtimes they are like 
warts, and ſomrcimes leſs, reſembling miller ſeed. Somrimes they are red, being cauted by blood 
{omrimes white, proceeding of flegm or Serolities ;yellow from choller ; purple from aduſt Choller; 
blewiſh or black, by reaſon of great burning or Morrification. Some break out Sympromarically, 
others Critically, others in a middle way. Some dry away, others come to matcer, others grow 
ro be ulcerous. x 

To theſe may be referred puſhes appearing in the Mouch which have al the differences of the 
fortaid Exanthemata,and are lomtimes 1o malignant,that the ſick can hardly endure to ear and drink. 
From Children they otten Cauſe Death becauie they wil nor endure the pain of eating and drinking. 
Theft þuthes do ſomrimes degenerate inro Ulcers, whach breed very great trouble co the patients, 
hindering the mocion of their congue and eſpecially thewſwallowang. 

Bur ſomeumes Ulcers are bred in the Mouth immediately without any puſtules or puſhes foregoing 
which che Greeks cal Aphthe : of which there are many forrs. For tome are tuperiicial, others 
profound ; ſome clean, others foul ; ſome benign, others malignant z ſome with a Cruſt, others 
withouc. And the Cruſt is ſomrunes whue, ſotntumes yellow, fomcimes blewiſh or black . Thoſe 
which are deep, filchy and malignanc and chat have a black Cruſt, are the moſt dangerous. 

Carbuncles and Buboes, are wont to rife 1n divers parcs of the body, but eſpecialy where the 
Glandules are, becauſe the expulſive faculcy being provuked by a malignant quality does expel the 
pernicious matter from the mternal parts eſpecially the more noble ones to the external : ſo that from 
the Brain ſhee ſends it ro the Glandules or kernels behind che Ears;from the Heart,co the Arm-pits; 
from the Liver ro the Groyns;whence ſwellings under the Ears calledParotides,8 thole mthe Groyn 
called Bubones, doarile. Which kinds of rumors do cheitly appear in a true peſtiencial feaver, 
eſpecially choſe in the Groyn, which therefore the common people call the Peſt or Plague. Bur 
Carbuncles and Paretides orrilings behind the Ears, doaliobreak out in malignant Feavers, bur 
in ſuch as are at the cop of malignity, and come very neer the Nature of true Peſtilential Feavers. 

Signs commemorative, are chietly in requeſt when Phyſicians are called ro view che Corps of the 
dead, at juch cimes as there 1s a Plague abroad, or tome tuſpicion thereof, that it may be known 
whether the party died of the plague or nur, 

And firſt of al, in ſuch dead bodies there do foratimes appear thoſe ſports of which we ſpake before 
and (omrimes marks, or ſtripes, as it were after whipping : for cheſe are che cokens ofa Peſtilenrial 
diſeaſe and venemous, ſeeing thole that are poyloned have alſo thele ſigns. And thoſe ſpots do 
elpecially denote che Peſtilence, when they are ofa lead Color or black. Alſothoſe Exanthe- 
mata {paken of before, do ſhew che ſarae, elpecally ifthey havea bad Color : bur much more the 
Buboes, Parotides and Carbuncles whereunco may be added {uch ſigns as have appeared in the Courſe 
of the diſeaſe : for the recounting of chem wil make a cerrain demonſtration. 

The Prognoſtick of reſtilential Feavers is {o uncertain, that nothing can be certainly affirmed 
rouching cheir Event, uncilcercain tokens appear either that Nature or the diſeaſe hath gotten victo= 
ry ; which is not wont to happen, unleſs abouc che end of the ſtate or the Beginning of the Decli- 
nation. Where the diſcreet Phyſirzan ought co delay and ſuſpend his Ju © rouching the 
Iitue of che diſeate in the Beginning and the Augmenc 

Wee muſt neverthelels _ che chief rokens out of which we may draw a great Conjetture; | 
whether the diſeaſe wii end in Death or Health, by help whereaf we may foreſee, what is co be 
hoped or teared. yer not being over confident : tor Experience hath caught us, chat many have 
elcaped, with moſt mortal ſigns; and others have periſhed under al che cokens of Recovery. Bur 
we thal paſs over al ſuch prognaſtick ſigns whuch are common coal acuce diſeales, of which Hippo= 
crateſhath dilcourled largely un his Prognofticks, Coick,Predaftions, Procheticks, and Epidamicks 
and bkewilc in his Aphorilms,which may have a place Iikewile in this diſcaſe.Buc wee wil propound 
only ſuch as are proper ina ſpecial manner co peſtilencial Feavers, from which a more certain Pre- 
diction may be drawn. 

Now thele may be drawn from the ſame fountains from whence wee drew che Diagnoſticks. 

Fuſt Theretore, in chele Feavers, if the pulſe keepa cenor and equality, beche Feaver never ſo 
great , zrgives alwaies ſome matter of hopes. Contrarily av inordinate, unequaland contrafted 
pullic, dangerous, eſpecially if iu: appear weak from the Beginning. Bur thoſe differences of 
pulles 
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pulics are not 10 dangerous 1n malignant Feavers, as in ordinary ones. For although an intermit- 
ting pulle in a young man, beiodeadly a ſign, that Galen tettities, though b2 had teen many old 
folks and children eicape havingan intermictenc Pulle, bur never any young Man, yer in malignant 
Fearers I have known not a few young Men, which had an intermitting pulle divers daies and yer. 
eſcaped. Pultes Ike thole of pertons in Healch are very dangerous : tor they {:g41itie that Nature 
out of weaknels abftains from the Concodtion of Humors. For where by an evil and pernicious 
quality, che ftrengrh is exceedingly weakened, Nacure being weak, does not fer her telco digeſt 
che matter, not meddling with the Humor which hath cautcd the dilcale: {o rhat no endeavor of 
coction being uſed, no labor tollows, and there is either no Feaver,or a very lutle one. Wee have an 
example hereof in excernal rumors, 1n which ſo long as the Part is almoſt overwhelmed by the plenty 
or i] conduion of the maccer, theres neither Pain nor Terror; bur whereas Nature begins ro tight 
agaunlt che matter and corurn 1c unto quittor then the feaver 1s much increated. Even {o in malignanc 
teavers,the Patients ſeem ſonitimes freed from their teaver,wheras they grow worie and draw towards 
death :as we may ice in Hippocrates3.Epidem.Sedti. Agr. :. where Hermocrates trom the twentieth 
day to the twentyfourch ſeemed ro have no Feaver,and yer onthe twentylixth he died. 

Raving is very common in this Feaver. neither s 1t to be feared,it ut be lefſened by tleep,and <ipeci- 
ally if it vaniſh away with aplentytultwear : for tisa 1ign chat che matter 15 drawn trom the brain, 
into the habic of the Body, Buta perleverigggdotape, 1s pernicious, becaule it's a coken that ic des 
generates intoa true Phrenzy. x 

The contraGions and hoppings of the Members, which do ofcen happen in this Feaver, are 
Convuliive motions and very pernicious, and that the more if joyned with raveing, tor they lignitie 
the brain to be extreamely kurc 

Trembling morious of the hands and Tongue are wont tobe deadly and are by Hippocrates much 
condemned in the 1. Prognolſt. For they thew great weakenels, aud that Nature 15 overcome by 
the diicale. 

Deataes though m the beginnings of occult diſeaſes it beexceeding danyerous, according to the 
Doctrine of Hzppocrates ; yer it it appear in the State of a duleate it portends healch, eipecially in 
malignant Feavers. And I have obſerved a thouland times, that ſuch as being lick of Feſtilential 
Feavers, were taken Deaf in the State of che diicaie, did al eicape, though the other tympromcs 
were never {o dangerous; for it is a token that the brain, being 1winciently ſtroug does thruſt the 
humors trom the wternalco the external parts. 

Sneezing, according co Hippocrates, even in Ceadly diſeaſes ( provided the Lungs be in good 
Caſe) dogive Hope oirecovery. But in maliguant Feayers, bethe ſymproiucs oc herwite never 
ſfodangerous, chey promi:ie Recovery. | 

Frequent Heart-burnings or Hiccoughings, do portend danger, and fignifie that the ſtomach is 
grievouſly afflicted by ihe venemous quality. 

Extream averinelsto meat, is very dangerous for it ſignifies the Stomach to be maſtered by the 
malignant quality ot the Humor, and that its temper 1s wholly overthrown, 1v that 1c retulech 
and abaminates laudable nouruhment, which ic moſt faruliarly affecteth in time oft Health. 

Suppreſlion ofal evacugrions inthe beginning and augment of che Diteale, is counted a good ſign. 
For at thews chat the morbilick mater 15 noc {o malignant, as co provoke Nature to excretion betore 
the due cune bur that Nature does yet conquer, and wil induetimeexpell che mater, provided 
there be no {ign that the Humor wil tetcle in the Head, Belly oravy principal pate. Bur un the {tate 
of the diteaic tor nothing to be evacuated, bur tur worter ligns to appear 11 Jome principal, inem- 
ber; 45 bad. For it's align the diſeaſe wileiuther laft long, or give hicele hope ot Lite. For the 
matcer which un ders dazes could not be overcome, does bring tome great dammage in the fare 
member, as a phzenzy, Lethargy, and ochess which arife after the eleventh or tourceenth day,whuch 
can very hardly be cured by al che Medicines imaginable. 

Blood that is drawn by Phlebotomie, if it appear no waies faulty, but pure and according to 
N:.ture, tis a dangerous token. Foritis a plain argument that there is more of a venemous qua- 
licy, than of putretaRion ; or that putrefaRion may lurk in the Veins next che Heart, which 
cannot be drawn 2way by Phlebocomy. 

From Ucines in a Peſtilential Feaver, there is ſcarce any, or a very uncertain prediRtion to be 
made. For not only the confuſed, troubled, thinner, and thicker Urineg are bad, as in other 
Feavers : Bur alſo that Urige which is like the Urine of a healthy Perſon. Yea verily, and many 
have died, after the Urines have ſhewed figns of Concoction, and then became crude again. 

Howbeir, Concocted Urines, and which have a |audable Zneorema continuing many daies; and 
daily more uniting it ſelf, and defcending by little and little 1nro the borrom- of the Urinal, doth 
perpetualy promiſe certain recovery,even in malignant Feavers. For it cannor be, that aluſt 
and ſtrong nacural Faculty, which diſcovers itſelf plainiy in theſe Urines, ſhould rot riſe again 
the malignant, Qualicy, and at length overcome the ſame. And therefoce I have oftentimes wirh

For the blood being cx- 
hauſt rhe air which is breached in will more cafily imprint it's peſtilencial qualirie, and in caſe the 
diſeaſe happen, the Patient will the hardlier eſcape, for being weakened by blood-leting even as 
they whio drink poiſon after blood letcing, ir penerrates the more and they are with more difficulty 
recavered. Alſo when we fear poyſon, we let not the patient blood, ſo Galen Lib. 7. dedi#, 
Feb. Cap. +. Where he propoundes a preſervation from a peſcilentiat Feaver, he pre- 
ſcribes indeed Purgation and opening of obſtructions ; bur he makes no mention of Phleboto-

To Cicochymy we muſt oppoſe purgeing, ſuch as is proper for the bumors offending, con- 
venient preparation being premited if it ſeem neceſſary : with this caution, thae benign medica- 
ments be only uſed, abſtaining from ſuch as have atmalignanc and deadly qualitie. with whych ic 
wilt be good to'mix ſome Bezoarticks and ſuch things as are Alexipharmical. 

ObſtruRions ate canſed by the multicade of humors their rhickneſs and elammineſs. The 
mulcicude will be helped by ſuch urin as evacuates thethickneſs ; by ſuch as attenuate the cla m- 


mineſs Peas $ chat are abſterſive or clenſing.* '

Tn refpeR oFexrernall cauſes, Precaucion muſt be made firſt by correRing the exceſſes of the 
air viz.. By cooling that which is too hor, as we taught in continual Feavers; by drying that 
which js over moiſt, with fires bothiq ſtreets & in private houſes, and that as much as may be made 
with ſweer woods as Juniper, Bayes,Roſemary and op like. Secondly by removing al the 'cauſo 
es above recited which'do infeR the air. Thirdly by conſuming and difliparing the infeRtions 
inthe air. which .may be don by kindeling of fires, as was ſaid in correing the moiſture 
of rhe-4ir, and che gerfames of ſweer ſmelling and Alexipharmical materials. Alſo by vehement

Lib. x1. of his 
wondertul Cures and Cates, relates chat in a peſtilencial Feaver, the patient beingextream thirſty, 
with a dry and black congue and paſt hope, he gave wine with moſt happy tuccets, ſo that the pa- 
tient was cured therewich alone. Bug here that ſaying of Cornelius Celſus 1s tothe purpote, Thoſe 
which Keaſon could nor, have many times bin cured with Raſhnef. . 
being ordered, the cure muſt be begun by blood-letring , a Clyſter being premiſed : for 
bleeding is very convenient, both 1n regard of the Grearnes of the diſcaie, the hot diſtemper and 
che purretaRtion. Bur in definingche quanticy of blood which 1s co be caken away, prudence is 
neceſſary, when in regard of che malignant quality, ic does no good bur hurt; tor chereby che 
vical faculcy is exreedingly weakened, and thole which are ler blood atrer being poyſoned, are 
haſtnedco their deach. Theretore ita malignanc and venemous quality be more than the putre- 
tation, which may eaſily be known by the proper ſigns aforeſaid, liccle blood muſt be eaken away 
buc if putrefaction be more conſiderable than the venemous quality, bleod mult be taken ina 
eaterquantiry. And conſequently, if by reaſon ofa ſickly Conſticurion of _—_ and of putrid 
umors contained in the veins, the malignant Feaver have bin produced chictly ;blood-lettnp 
,rvay ſafely be repeated, once, ewice arthrice untyl the Burthen of vicious humors contained in the 
'veins be diſcharged. And chat eſpecially if Inflamation of any of the Bowels be feared, which 
many times happens in malignant Feavers. Now bleeding muſt be uied tetimes and at the beginning 
of che diſcale for it the diſealc thal have caken _ andche malignity be diffuſed itothe whol 
Mais of blood ; bleeding does not only no , bur very much weakens Nature; fo that ver 
many Authors hold, that blood mult nor be ler after che fourth day is paſt. Anderuly, foraſmuc 
as malignant Feavers doat teveral runes ditfer much one trom another, 1n regard otthe difterenc 
degree of Malignity ; when chey begin to be rife once, diligenc obſervation muſt be made, whar 
good the Parients receive by bloodlecting. For ſome Feavers _ of the kind of Synethi, In 
which there is greac pucretaGtion and liccle malignity, are nwch leflened by Phlebotomy. And 
cthers whole Nature contiſts very near wholly 1n maligmity do become more pernicious by blood 
lecting. This appeares in the rue Peſt, in which by che experunenc of many _—_ utchors, 
x is atlured,chat al which were ler blood died. So Wierys relates mn an Epidemical Cacarrh which wan- 
dred al Europe over inthe yeare 1550. in whichal in a manner recovered, fo that ſcarce one of a thou- 
tand died;yer al that were ler blood died chereof. Now we muſt diligently obſerve chat which Galen 
hach caught us inche 14 Method chap. 10. that inthe Cure of Carbuncles it 1s good to rake 
blood cil the Pacienc faint away, thac the boiling blood which cauſes the Carbuncle may be plenti- 
fully evacuated. Whenas the ſame Galen, Lib. de Crrat. per vene, $. Cap. 14%. Cons 
wands that in Phlegmonous tumors blood be caken away, cill che Color C , Unleſs the Patient 
be weak, or the Phlegmone malignant. Whereby is intimaced, that Galen rs copious blood- 
leccing ina ſimpleCarbuncle char 1s void of malignity but noc in a malignant and Peftilenc one ; 
which agreesto an hair with che tormer Precept prupounded by us. 

As concerning the times and intervalls uf Blood-[-<ttipg wherein i 15 to be iterated, this is to be 
nored: thac it chedyteale proceed ſlowly, the blood-lertings muſt not be haſtened : for the pa- 
tients ſtrength is coo ſoon weakened ; 1o that it cannot hold our, til al the morbifick matter be ex- 
pelled. Accordiug cheretoreas the dicale 15 moved ; fo che Phyfitian ought ſooner or later to let

Andchere is a great Controverlie, whether le ſpors or wheales appear ; Phlebocomy is co 
be uſed. Foriome accounr it to bean rs or Sha blood when the Exanthemaia «4 A 
becaute atthar cxmve che huruors are moved from che Centre to the Circumference, which motion 
mult be by al meanes furthered 3 and by blood-lecting che humors are pur into a clean contrary 
motion, and the blood 15 drawn from che Curcumterence co the Centre, whenas the inner parts being 
empcied, ic muſt needs be that the blood comtamed in the ourward parts, ſhould cun inwards again 
whuch Galen plainly teacherh m his 9 De ſamt. Tizend. Cap. 10. 15. That the Blood wkena vein is 
opened, does flow back from che whol bulk of the body ico the 1ncernal parts. Ard the fame 
Gajen in his Commenc upon che g Epidem. Does conjeture that Simon. of whom Hippocrates 
ipake haveing broad puſhes came vur, had no good from his vomit, becaule ſuch juyceswere ch 
to be evacuated, which cook their Courſe co the Skin. Howbeit, by che more found Advice of 
Doctars ic's concluded.chac the Purple ſpurs appearing in che begwning of the diſeaſe 'and on thoſe 
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dayes m which a vein is wonr to be opened, if blood were not ſuſfcienly taken away before, it muſt 
eventhen be drawn in immoderate quantity 3 Nether 1s there any danger to be feared by 1o doing 3 
teeingThat ſame Eruption of wheals, which comes in the beginning ofthe dileaſe, is nor critical bur 
Symptomartical ovly, arifing from an exceeding ebullition of blood, and trom the fervency of 
malignan: and putretying Humors zand therefore the Motion of Nature cannor be hindered, when 
theres more tohinder. For in Cafe che Patients body being Plechorick, che Urme thick and red, 
you ſhalnoc let blood becaufeof the Exantbemata or wheales breaking forth; Nature wil ſcarce 
be able co Maſter ſiich a quantity of Humots, and it is to be feared leaft they ſhould ruth inco fome 
internal part of the body and breed chereima pernicious inflamation. Howbeir, blood at ſuch a time 
muſt be ipaxingly taken away, not ſo asthEveines may be emptyed, which might caule a retraction 
of the evil humors inward agarn bur only fo as co take away rhe overgreat abundance, which being 
raken away, the veines draw no new blood, bur only fala little cogerher as it were and ne a 
licle looſened {oas to purſe themſelves che bercer, and conſequencly co be the better able eMtule 
the remaining blood. And ſos the motion and expuliion of Nature turthered which ſhe endeavours 
towardsthe Surtace of che body, for ſhe being eaſed of pare of her load wherewith ſhe was oppreſled, 
does niore eaſily caſt off che remainder,and drive the fame our. Which we doe every where behold 
inpurprattice, whules the very ſame day ofrencimes, mn whicha vein is opened, yea verily ſom- 
runes a few hours after, plentiful ſwears, critical and healchy doe break forth. And in eruth, 
chough nature were io ſtrong that ſhe could ſufficiently rule al the redundant blood, ſeeing that in 
plechorick badies the blood 1s wont co be thick and by theſe eruprions into the Skm, the thinner part 
of che blood only is evacuated, and the thicker abiding in the vemes does more and more purretie, 
and makes the diſeaſe much more dangerous. Bur I hold che moſt advifed Couric tobe a lictle atter

Buc this is eſpecially good un womeu z for it is as Ribaſons faies. Lib. 7. Chap. 10: proper to 
women and very efficatious,becaule it umitates the manner of cheir Natural evacuations. Y ea verily & 
when they wanc their courſes that kind of bleeding is proper for women, becauſe naturally they 
havemuch blood in theſe veines which are nigh che womb. Alſo it is good for ſuch, it whom we 
fear a tranſlation of the matter into the brain, which 4s ofren wont to. happen in theſe Feavers 
and cocauſe a Phrenſie. Which may be perceived cafily ( as we aid in the prognoſhck) by the 
Urins thin, white, and void of Color 3 and when the Urins are fo, 4twil be verypood to open 
the inferior Veines. Alſo Oribaſus relates in the forecned place that he was taken with a peſtilencial 
Feaver, and having two pound of blood drawn from his wterior vemes, he recovered : andal that

Afrer Sujhcieut blood-lecting, Revullions muſt be celebrated by Cupping-glafſes, beth dry and 
with Scarrification. Dry ones,when we would only reyel :bur Scarritied ones when che redundancy 
of blood 15 not wholly taken away by rrapuerFqanns. 4 which che Patients ſtrength could no longer 
bear. For, blood is drawn by ang wKh much leſs. expence offtrength and beſides the vene- 
mous ſpirits lurking within, are 40 ts cuthe Surface of the body. Bur Authors agree not 
touching the where F-upping gh fſes are co be applied: for ſome and elpecialy al Tralian 
Phyſirians very neer do bold they ought to be applied cothe interiorparesviz. co rhe chighs and: but- 
tocks and ue where elſe, . chat the venemous matcer may be drawn from the Heart to the moſt diftant 
parts: t they ars not ro be faſtened co the ſhoulder blades or the Back; becauſe they 
craw h tumors from, other parts, cowards che Heaer. | Orhers are-ofa contrary opinion, that 
Cupping-glaſles are beſt rg be applied tothe ſhoulders and back, viz-char' poilonfom humers and 
vapors may be dawn from the Centreto the Circumference which motion is moſt ſuitable ro the 
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motion of nature in this diſeaſe : But I am of opinion that Cupping- glaſſes ſhould be faſtened 
ro each and every of the places aforeſaid ; and that is is good to ſer them firſt upon the lower 
parts, that ſom portion of malignity may bedrawn back unto the more remote parts : But be- 
caule the Glaſſes fixed in thoſe parts, cannot ſufficiently draw back.the venemous humors and va- 
pors from the heart and its neighboring parts;it is good to faſten them likewiſe to ſuch parts as are 
neer the heart viz. To the ſhoulders and back. For by this means the motion of oature is very 
m1:ch furchered, ſeeing that experience doth teach that che eruption of the ſpots is commonly 
in thoſe parts which by frequent fixing of cups is much furthered. Which Mercatus bath moſt 
elegantly delivered in theſe words. Howbeit in the mean time, while the Body 1s plied with other 
medicaments, ſmall cupping-glaſſes maſt either many at once, or a few frequently be applyed. Andif 
the venom of the diſcaſe or the weakne(s of the Patient be much, they may be fixed without any, or 
with very little ſcarrification. In Which kind of wſe and mpon that occaſion, it 3s the beſt courſe 
to ſcarrify thoſe which are ſet upon the Back, over againſt the heart which experience hath taught to be of 
Juch moment. that , Anxieties & Inequalitle of the Pulſe,and other grevious accidents have theretpon 
ceaſed. Wherefore we muſt not ceaſe applying *f them, until the venemons atcidents are mitigated or whol- 
ly taken awa)» 

Buc the Reaſon urged by thoſe of the former opinion, is of ſmall moment for the fear leſt ill 
humors ſhould be driwn from other parrs unto the Heart, For this reaſon might peraduenter be 
of ſom force : if they ſhould be uſed atche beginning of the diſeaſe. the whol body being ful 
of humors. Burt afcer an univerſal evacuation ſutiiciently procured by blood-leting they can cauſe 
no ſuch danger ; which is made manifeſt by a clear example drawn from a pleurifie, in whoſe be- 
ginning, if the pained (ide ſhould be cupr, doubtleſs it would bring the Humors more and more to 
the greived part. But when after often blood- lerring a cupping-glaſs is ! xed upon the pained fide, 
it doth not only draw nothing from other parts ro the place affeRed, but that humor which 
is fixed and wedged into the part is thereby powerfully drawn out, ſo that ofttimes the diſeaſe 
is thereby perfetly cured. Although in this diſeaſe, there is more danger of drawirfp 
Humors to the part affeted, becauſe it is in a manner externall and neer the Cupping- 

laſs 
: Zacutus Luſitanns in Obſerv. 13. Lib. 5. Praxeos admirande doth very much conimend cups 
with ſcarrification, faſtened neer che groins and armpits, for by ſuch cuppingglaſſes fo fixed the 
vitious humor is drawn to the ignoble parts and co thoſe common EmunRories, unto which 
nature is wont to expel the ſame. 

Among revulſive remedies, Friftions may very will be reckoned, being often exerciſed up- 
on the extream parts of the Body with a courſ cloth. Bur thac Friction is moſt commend- 
ed. which'is made upon the whol Body with the Linimene of Aetius, which is chus com- 
pounded-+ 

Take oyl of ſweet Almonds and fonntain water of each three ounces : Sal nitre two drams. 
Boil them together til che water be coniumed, and with chis Oyl warmed, let the patients body 
be cubbed al over with the hands being dipped therein. Aerius doth preſcribe Oyl of Savin, bur 
becauſe itis too hor. Oyl of ſweer Almonds was by Bapriff« Hontanws, fitly ſubſtituted in its 
place. This oyntment doth openthe potes of the Skin, that nature may more ficly expel the 
venemous vapors thereby. 

Veſicatories do likewiſe powerfully draw out evil and venemous juyres and ſerve for revulfion 
being applied in divers parts of the body : Commonly they are applyed co the hinder part of the 
neck; for they do both draw out the matter, and drive it from the head, and ſerve well to cure 
ſuch (leepie ſymptoms as are uſual in theſe diſeaſes. But where great malignity doth poſſes che 
whol Body and grevious ſymptoms affli che patients, one velicatory will not ſuffice bur more 
muſt be laid on: I am wont when the diſeaſe is very violent to lay them on in five places 
viz, The Neck, both the Arms on the inſide berween the bending of the Army and the 
wear oghs and to both the Thighs, in the ſpace between che Groyn and the Knee, with happy 

uccels. 

The great profit of this Remedy we may learn from Galen, who in Lib 5. Method. Cap. 
I2, relates, that of a peſtilential Feaver al recovered, who happened to have exulcerations 
in divers parts of their Bodyes ; becauſe che morbifick matter was evacuated by thoſe ulcers. And 
becauſe the uſe of theſe Velicatories do often caus che Serangury | ( for the Canthari- 
des do-by a peculiar propertie affeRt the Bladder ) ir wil be good when they are ap- 
plied, to give the Patient emulſion, chat may temper the acrimony of the urine. This 
ſymprome may likewiſe be prevented by mingling the poudered Seeds of Ameos with che 
m_ plaiſter, which ſeeds bayve the faculty-co keep che Cancharides from hurting che 
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Amongſt Revullive Medicines may ikewite be muſtered, the Cataplaſm of Radiſhes commended 
byCrato: The Radith (faies he ) becauſe x powerfully drawes che malignity of marcer ic is good tO 
apply che grols pouder or {crapings thereof to the feer, having firſt clenied chem with ſalt and vine- 
ger. And the following Cataplaim may be better tor the tame purpole. 

Tate ſcrapings of a radiſh and the two Briony Roots of each two ounces, ſeeds of Garden Cref.. 
ſes one ounce.Grains of Paradiſe balf an ounce, Sea Salt three dramsFfMix al and ſprinkle them voith 
the ſtrongeſt Vineger,and make them #þ into a body, with a ſufficient quantity oþſoft ſope,til it become 
like a Gataplaſm,& apply it warm with tow to the ſoles of the feet,ohen the patiens is diſpoſed to ſleep. 

Tothis Cacaplaſm may profitably be added leaves ot Rue, Nettle, Sape, Scordium, Pidgeons 
dung, juice of Rue and V inegar. 

A Cataplaim of Snazls beaten hath th2> like Efficacy,and pn drawes unto the nether parts 
hurrful humors and vapors, as Galen highly commends the {ame, for puweriully attracting and 
dificuſſing the waters of Hydropic Perſons. 

Theſerevulſory Remedies have place during the whol Courſe of the diſeaſe after univerſal eva- 
cuarions viz. Phlebaroiny and Purgation : of the ule whereof we are now to ſpeak, that ſo we 
may paſs from Chyrurgery co Pharmaceurick Remedies. 

Now it is much controverted among Practitioners, whether we ought to purge in the beginning 
of malignant Feavers. Many reject purging at that cune, nor only becaule ot that wel known pre 
cept of Hippocrates, that Concocted humors are tobe purged, but crude humors not : bur alſo 
becauſe in chis diſeale the malignant hymorsare roo much exaſperated by purgations, and diffuſe 
their malignaut qualucy the more abroad, and by tharpely provokirg ot Nature, they produce 
pernicious tlux:s wheras otherwiſe of themſelves un thele Feavers, melcing fluxes. do often ariſe 

'and bringthe patients to their long home. Bur othersconcend, that tomerimes there is ſuch plen- 
ty of evil and venemous humors 1n the firſt patlages, chat unleis they be tirſt cemoyed by purging, 
or very much leiſened, they infect che reſt of che humors, 1o that Nature cannot maſter them, hows 
ever aſliſted by ancidores and corrobogating medicaments. | 

Weconcewe this Controverfie may be thus compoſed ; viz. that in the beginning of this diſeaſe we 
muſt abſtain from purgarions for che reaſons fore alleaged ; and chat the fink of pucrid humors 
which hes in che tirtt paſſages (which che cruch is do very much hinder the Cure ) be drawn away 
rather by frequent Clyſters, than purging Medicaments. Howbeir, if their be ſo great a quantity 

- ofil lumors 1n the firſt Region, thac it ieemes impolible ſutiiciently roevacuate the lame by Clyſters 
( which chiefly happens, when evil humors abound in the ſtomach, and chen there is great loathing 
of meate, bicrernets in the mouth, ſtomach jickneis and vomiting ) or when there are many werms, 
It is very good mn ſucha Caſe rodraw away the matter by a purging medicament that.che morbifick 
rmatcer contained in the veines, may atterward bee the moxe cafily ſubdued. Which matter it is 
that cannot be purged before concotion, and of that muſt the ſaying of Hippocrates be underſtood, 
chas onely concoted humors muſt be purged; Bur the matrer contained in the firſt region and that 
maſs of excrements may be drawn away without any preparation ur concoction ,premiſed, and is 
ordinarily purged our only by Clyſters, as we ſaid betore, Now thoie Medicaments which we 
give tp purge che arſt Regiun, muſt be choſen trom amongſt che moſt begigne and gencle purgations, 
avoiding the moſt vehement, yea and che middle ſort to, fo chat weway ately uſe Callia, Nanna 
Tamarmds, - ſyrup of Roſes, and Cichory compound. And ut is Scarce lawtul co ariſe ro Senna and 
Rhubarb, orart leaſt romix chem withche others ina ſmal quantucy, when a great abundance of 
evil humors do afflidt theypatienc. The former of cheſe Medicamencs were propounded in our 
cure of continual putrid Feavers, and how we ſhauld purge un the beginning of them. 

But Clyſtersareco be uſed, nor only w the beginning ofche dicale, co tree the firſt region from 
excrements ; bur chey are co be given 1nthe whal Courſe of the Dyeaie, if che patient benot looſs- 
bellicd, aud cha every ar eyery other day. Far by thoſe che daily excremencs are brought aur, 
and ſome portiori of the Morbifick marrer is ao by litcle apd hitele drawn away, Likewiſe the humor 
mounting upwards, are broug... downrto the places more ſuitable ro the intenc of Nature, Now 
chefe Clyſters muſt be compoted of an emollient and retrigerating decoction, adding gentle laxa- 
tives; far ſharpe ones and icammoniated, do over much uritate nature toexcretion and otten pro- 
duce pernicious thuxes. { ; 
 Andchecruth cis beſt in the vigor of the diſeaſe co put no purgers into the Cliſters, leaſt a 
Looſenels be caufed which is yery incident to this diſeaſe, ſothar they arerather co be of the nature 
of an internal fomencation, then ofa laxative Medicine. / 

Burt ifinche Courſe of the diſeiſe the belly ſeem tobe looſe : we muſt not therefore abſtain from 
Clyſters bur we aut uſe luch as do moderately deterg and refrigerate, and in Fuleps we muſt 
diſſolve ſyrup of Pomegranates with pouder of Corral prepared. 

While the forelaid Medicines are uſing, weemauſt endeayor co corret the Feaveriſh Heart, Pus 
crefation ayd malignant quality, with gheſe, following Medicaments. | |

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And firſt of al the alcering Juleps which were propounded inthe Cure of contiaual putrid Feavers 
wilbe very convenien”, _— decoction cheitly of che Rootes of Sorrel, Cichory, Grafs, 
Sharpe-pointed Dock ; che leavesof Endive,Cichory, Sorrel, Pimpernel, Maiden-hair and Tema» 
rinds. Whereunto muſt be added {uch chings as by a Specitick property do hght againſt the venemous 
qualicy, commonly called Alexipharmaca ar Antidotes, asrooces of Cinktoyl, Tormencil, white 
Thiſtle ; leaves of Scordum, Carduus, 'Scabious, Scorzonera, Meddow-lweet; Flowers ofMary- 
golds, Vetonicarubra ; bicts of Lemmons or Curons and their feeds; Skinns of odoriferous apples, 
Shavings of Harrs-horn &c. with che Syrups of Lemmons, Pomgranats, Vinegar, ofche Jjuyce of 
Sorrel &c. and we muſt frequently mux tart things with them ſuch as juyce of Cicrons, 
or of Lemmons, Spiric of ſulphur or of vitriol: for chey do mightily reſift the purrefaction 
and che yvenemous quality. | 

Touching che Pame-Citron Athne5 reports, that ONCE In Keypt certain condemned men were 
expoled co death by bicing of beaſts, and chey were buten indeed by the Aſpes, but had no harm 
thereby : becauſe as they were led roexecutiou, a Woman out of Putty gave them ſome Pome-Ci- 
crons corefreth them & quench their chicſt : which having caten, they received no hurc by the _ 
of choſe venemous Beaſts. Now al parts of the Pome-Cicron have an antidorary quality 3 
therefore it is proficably cut in pieces rind andal, and boiled wich Rootes and Herbs aforeſaid ro 
make juleps ; and it is ikewiſe cogood purpole in {mal drink which che patient 
ules, unto which it gives a tragrant mel from its rind and a tartnes from its pulp : howbeit che juice 
only hath a cooling taculey. = ; 

The acid {pirirs of ſulphur and vitriol are highly extolled eſpecially by Chymiſt, and their rare 
vertues approved by long experience have cauled that long ſince they have bin encertained by Ga- 
lenifts, and ordinarily preicribed. And char it may appear how highly che Chymilſt eſteems of them 
ler ic ſuffice cocite the words of Mindererys alonein his 18 Book De Peſtilentia, where treating of 
ſpiric of vicrrioland ſulphur, and of ocher Medicaments made of ſulphur : There is C he iaies) no 
putrefattion rohoſe owe = break, not; no infettion which they do not overc ome ; ——_ of 
Humors but they can conquer. Verily (todealclearly ) if I ſhould be forbidden or hindered from 
the wſe of vitriolated medicaments, I ſhoxld never come to cure tbe Plague, or alwaies without 
my weapons. 

'To « ſame Juleps may foratimes be added Sal _ becauſe ic powerfully cooles, and exrin- 
guiſhes che Feaverith heat; and ir hath beſides a Kind of diaphoretick faculty, by means whereof 
xc 1s excellently firred tor malignant Feavers. 

In place of Iuleps for the more delicate fort of Patients, may be ſubſticured ſomtumes medicated 
Broaths, made wich che Leaves of Borrage, foccel, Pimpernel, and other hearbs thatare not offen- 
{ive cothe palate, wich Skinns of fragrant apples,with che pulp and juyce of Cirrons and a chick; and 
cothem ſal prunella may fomtimes be added, tor eocool more effetually. 

Alſo Emulizons may be made of ſweer Almonds, and che greater cool Seeds, wich the Decoctions of 
the Juleps. And for the greater quelling of the venemous Quality, to the aforeſaid Seeds may be 
added Seeds of Cirrons, of Navew or Turnep, and of Carduus Benediftus. And co commend the 
eaſt, che atorelaid Syrups may be mingled therewith. 

Now in che whol Courte ogche Dileale, Antidores muſt beuſed,not only mingled in Juleps, Broths 
and Emullions, as was faid before, and fhal be- further declared : Bur allo contrived into other 
forms. And becauſe alare not to be uſed indifferencly, nor at all times ofthe Diſeaſe ; chac cheir 
right Ule may be wel diftinguiſhed,chey muſt be ſorred into four Tribes. The firſt conteins thoſe, 
which beſides the Specifical Quality by which chey reſiſt poyſon, are cold and dry and moderatly a» 
ſtringent 3 and conſequently chey hinder pucretaction, hen che Heart, bridle the Venom , 
that it cannot be 1o eaſily pred into the whol , and hinder the diſſolution of the parks 
thereof by a kind of compreſſion z as Bole-Armoniack, Terra Sigillaca, Coral, Cinkfoyl Roots, and 
the Roots of Tormencil. The ſecond Tribe contains tuch as by their coldneſs and the tenuity of their 
tubltance do reiift pucrefation, and reſtrain the venemous Quality ; as Juyce of Lemmons, Spt- 
ric of Sulphur and ot Vicriol,as al acid chings and Vinegar it ſelt. The third comprehends hot Dia- 
phorerick medicaments, which expel venemous Humors and Vapors from the Heart, and bring them 
trom the Centre tothe Cucumterence z as Angellica, Zedoary, Diftamnus, Meddow-ſweer, Scordi- 
um, Carduus, Scabious, Treacle, Mithridate, Treacle water. The fourth contains ſuchas by a Spe- 
cihical vertue, wichout any exceſs of the firſt Qualities, do o che venemous Quality 3 as 
Bezoar ſtone, Harrs-horn, Unicorns-Horn, Troches of Vipers, andlack like. 

The Medycines of the Firſt, Second, and Fourth Tribe, do beſt agree in the beginaing and che 
—_— = thote —_— Third Tribe in the ftate and _ Now i 
muft be exceedingly varied,and diverily mixed, according ro the different degree of malignity or 
purrefaCtion z according to the w_ _ SN Remiſſion of the Feaver; and x ro 
ehe divers cemperaments, Sex and Ape of the Pations 3 and according to othes Cir 
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determination whereof depends wholly upon the ] ent and Prudence of the Phyſittan, and can- 
not be determined by any ceriain Rules. Only oneching I ſhall advice you of, which is very well 
known,yviz. That when chere is a vehemenc burning of che Feaver,we muſt citietly uſeRetrigerating & 
cooling chings 3 bur the hot and Diaphorertick muſt not be medled with 3 which notwithftanding wil 
be very proper, wheo the Feaver is more remuls, and the malignant Qualty is that which moft of- 
fends. Of thele Tribes cheretore, dwers medicamentsm..y be Compounded,accs rding ro the zudg- 
menc ofthe Phyiitian. But leaſt yong Praticioners ſhould be wholly deit icure of ſoine torms,l ſhal ad 
a tew,un umication whereof,chey may devi ea thoutand others.as che occation of pratite ſhal require. 

Take Roots of Sorrel, Bug!o'r and Tormentil of eaci one oxunc-. Leaves of Endive, Cichory, 
Sorrel, Pimpernel, of each one hand vi. Tamarinds one ounce. Boil ai to a pint. In the 
ftrained Liquor diſolve ſyrups of Pomegranats and Lemmon of each an ounce and balf. Makes 
of al a Fulep to be ta;en at thrice :add:ingto every doſe a drain of Confeition of Hyacinths begoar-

This form of a Julep, may do wel in the beginning of the Feaver. Bur if the Feaver be very high

The Innovators of this Age, who endeavor co banith femms, Pearls, Coral, and al Cordial thi 

fram the uſe of Phyiick ; and cure all Feavers, even chole char are malignant, with Blood-lerti 
and meer re:rigerating Apozemesz may be convinced wi. h ch:s one Experiment, at leaft rouching 
Coral and Pearls: which being poudred, it they be intuied in Vinegar, Juyce of Lemmions, . Spi- 
ric of Vitriol, or Aquaforts; they take away all th: Acrimony of thole Liquors. Whence 
we may gather, that the ſame Medicaments taken into our boclies do tweeten and molitie the acrimo- 
ny and malignanc qualicy of humors and reduce them.co a mo.eration. They which have caſted 
che {olucions of Pearles and Corals, made in juyce of Le.inons or duilled Vineger, do know the 
truch hereof very wel.

 Bezoar ſtone 1sgiven aloneco the quanticy of tive or (ix graines, with water of Mead-{weet, Scor- 
zonera, Carduus, or {uch like noc only co oppoſe the malunaut quality, bur alſo to help the Dia- 
phoretick motion ;, for this ſtone 15 repured for a ſweating Medicament, which norwuthſtanding 
many approved Authors doubc of, becawic they ceuld never ice any ſenſible effect, by che giving 
thereof.

L Pouders may likewiſe be made of the fragments of precious ſtones whoſe vertyes many deride & 
others as much admire,{o that from the timesof the Arabian Phyſicians ro our davs many compoli- 
tions are prepared of them in the ſhops,as Flefnarium de Gemms, + Confetio de Hyacintio. Burt in 
peſtilential and venemous diſeaſes mary hsve excolled rhe great vertu of the Smaragd,amongft rhe 
reſt Avenzoar, Mindererus, and Zacutins Luſiranus. Avenzoar 2Teifir. traft.1. Cap. 5. That 
himſelf deir g poytoned, was thereby cured. Mindererns Lib. de Peſtilentia Cap, 15. Relates

him ; he was cured only by che Smaragd, the pouder whereof to the quantity of twelve graines 
he rooke every other day inconſerve of quinces , and when he had takenit five times he was 
cured of his Looſnels. 

The Phyfitians of Afountpelier, doe uſe in this Feaver as a moſt proficrable Antidote, no 
ways heating ; the Troches of Vipers, which are uſually prepared as an ingredient into An- 
dromachus T:icacle, which they give from one ſcruple to half a dram in cordial waters or Ju- 
leps. 

Yer the fleſh of vipers were better being dried, which hath no venemous quality ( as people 
imagine ) but is rather a potent Antidote ; which ismuch abated by boiling ; for it is boiled in wa- 
ter to make the troches. So that we ſee greater effe&s wrought only by che heart and Liver of vi- 
pers, being dryed, without any other preparation 

The Alexipharmick Medicaments of the third Tribe viz. The Diaphoreticks and ſweaters 
mult be given only in the ſtare or Ceclination of che diſeaſe, as was ſaid before. which is to be 
underſtood, when they are given ina feaver ſimply malignant or ſpotted: for in the true Plague 


they mult be uſed art the very beginning, tht the venemous qualitie which would quickly kill che © 


Patient may be ſaddenly and porently —_— and the malignant” vapors diſcuſſed. Yea ve- 
rily and in fimple malignant Feavers , if the yvenemous quality ſeem to be greater than the pu- 
trefaRion they are likewiſe to be given at the beginning in ſmall quantity ; making choyce of 
-_ as are leaſt hor, mixing them with Juleps and other cooling medicines farmerly pre- 
cribed. 

Now of cheſe Diaphoretick medicaments there are divers degrees, for ſom are more hot, as 
Angelica, Zedoary,Dictzmoum, Treacle, Mithridate, Treakle water ; which are never to be giv= 
en when the-bear of the Feavyer is at the higheſt, but only when the ſame is much abared, and 
when the (igns of malignity do very much prevail. But others are leſs hot, as Scabious, Carduus 
Mead-ſweer, Scordium, which may- ſafely be given, though the Feaver be in it's height. 
And theſe diſtinions are carefully to.be obſerved in pratice. and as for the formes of particu» 
kar medicaments, every Phyſitian can vary them, according to the different degree of the 
mopvaria Heat and of the Malignitie, But I ſhall here diſcribe ſuch as are moſt effe&u»

Take water of Mead-ſweet and Carduus of exch two ounces : juice of Lemmons one ounce : old 
Treakle halfa dram, two (cruples or one dram, according as the fear of heating the Patient 
is more or leſs. Mix alinto a potion. give it warm and cover the patient ſomwhat more than oc- 
dinary. - if there be great vehemency of ſymptoms, new Treakle wil be more convenient, .be- 
cauſe of the vigor of the Opium by means of which the vehemency of the ſymptoms will be allaied, 
and the boyling of the Humors wil be reſtrained: yea and ſomtimes when it ſeems unconvenient to 
uſe Treakle as inthe beginning of the diſeaſe eſpecially, Laudanum Opiatum given to two grains & 
min thAntidotes, do much good. For by the Natcotick and congealing power 
thoſe feFvent Spirits ſo vexatious to the Heart, are as it were fixed ; aud the morbifick matter 
(- which is moſt pernicious while ir is in motion ) is thereby ftopped and remains 
ma manner unmoveable, whence it comes to paſs, that Nature not being provoked by the 
malignant hamors and ipirics, recolleing her ſtreogeh, doth more eafily apply unto her ſelf rhe 
vertu of Antidotes | 
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Aqua theriacalis ſees fit to be preterred before Treacle it ſelt. For ſeeing ic is exceeGingi hn and 
{pir:cous, ir doth more ealily and juddenly peirce icoand pats through the whol body and Caute 
wear. And becaule thereare many delcriprion: of Treacle water, ther do!e ought to differ accord- 
ing as they are compounded of Simples more or lels healing. Ithal inthis place propound the chef. 

- Andinit of al, rh? Tceacle warer o: Bauderon is moſt excellent, becaute ic is exceeding remperate. 
For there goes n- 0: her Liquorthereintothan V ineger and Juyce of Lemmons, by which the hot 
Ingrediears are i ery much rempered, and cheretore i way be given from halfan ounce to an ounce in 
Sudoro.ick decottions or waters. Andalthough chis is leſs heating than any of the rett preſcribed 
by divecsocher Authors 3 yer have Tinventedanother, eatily made, which is more cooling, and does 
n0 le.s oppoſe the Feaver than the malignant quality, and may conſequently be uſed in che whol 
carrie of the diſeaſe, at any period thereot. Jrs compolition 18 as tolloweth. 

"Late twelwe freſh and juycte Lemmons. Take away the bark or rind and the ſeeds and preſs 
ot the Fayce,and al th:reun:o theſartd rindes ani ſeedsr;and three pints of juyce of Scordium, juyce 
of forrel, of Goates Rue; of ſcabious, and Carduus, of each one pint.

Ta;e roots of Angelica, White-Thiſtle, Gentian, Tormentil, Zedoary, Harts-Horn, of 
each oze ounce. of the three ſanders, of zach half an ounce.

A Phylician that undertakes the Cure of malignant Feavers ought co have diyers Antidotes ina rea- 

,. and to change them cver andanon, leaſt nacure beroo much accuſtorred ro oneandhe 
ſame;and flipht the virtue thereof. Alſothenature of the venemous qualicy is nor alwayesaeand , 
the tame bur very divers according to the diverlity ot the pacients bodies. So that what hath helpr 
one, wil doanother no good 3 ſochat when he hath for ſome time uted one antidote, he muft try

© While the foretaiddiaphorericks are uſing, if we havea Mind ar any timeto help their Operation, 
that they may more powertully bring our che poiſon into che ſurtace of the Body, ſome external 
helpesmay be uſed : viz. Cuppingsglafſes, both dry and with {carification, mahy and often fer on 
and Velicatories, of which we {| fore ;zwhich are moſt convenient in the ſtate of the di{eale and 
at what time Sudorofick Medicines are given ; as alto Oyl of Scorpions of Marchiolus,which is much 
commended by al Practitiofiers ; for it calls forth thepoyſon re{iding in the profound parts of the 
body unto the exrernal parts, And therefore the Emunetories of the body, as the Grotnes and Arm= 
pits, - wich the Pulies of the Templs, Hands and Feer, ought frequently co be anointed with this 

awarm ; viz.* thrice or four times ina day, or elite every third hour. Where this Oyl is not 
to be had, a Liniment may be made of Treacle diffolved in Juyce of Lemmons adding a little ſaffron 
rin prefled with chemalignicy of the Poyſon and nd f 

It at any rime Nature bet with chemalignicy of the Poyſon and overcome,and ſeem nor 
eo/il5; bar as It were pure Fe {elt wich hands bound co the mercy of che humor. - The ſtrongeſt 
diaphotericks, are chen to be given, 11u a large doſe,that che dauncerd mettle of che heart may be as 
twete fpurredup, And then the ſtrongeſt {orcs- of Treacle waters and Bezoardicks ,which have 
preareft Force ro penetrate, mutt be uied:and the addition of Cawphire wil much help cher penerra- 
cron and ourwardly,at tucha cimethis following fomentation, wil wondertully afliſtche operation of 
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ſach chingsas are caken in, and wil helpto drive out the malignant vapors. For by this Method, 
many have bin reduced from the Gates of Death. 

Take roots of Angelica and Gentian, of each two ounces, Leaves of Barwm, Origanum, Scordi- 
um, of each two handfuls. Seeds of Carduus beneditius one ounce. Flowers of Chamomel, 
Mull en, Melilot, St. Fobns wort, Centaurie the leſs, Stechados,Reſemary, Marygold, of each 
two pugills. Make a decottion of all in water, adding towards the end a little white-wine, where- 
with foment the feet, Groins, Armepits, and ſides warm votth ſponges. 

Irdrynes of the rongue, thirſt and other fignes do ſhew that the Feaver doch prevail as much 
as the malignant quality, we muſt abſtain trom che fomentation, and inſtead thereof letra Hen 
cur down through che Back, or the Lungs or Caul ofa Wether new killed, be applied co che patients 
Belly. 

_ the whole Courle of the Care, the greateft Cure of al muſt be co preſervethe patients ſtrength, 
which is much dejected by the Venemous qualicy. Ic,is beſt kepr up, firſt by Convenient brochs 
made with a Capon, unto which, when neceflicy urges may be added the diſtilled broaths of fleſh, 
and eſpecially che Aqzea Caponis which s made in Baineo Marie per Deſcenſum,as the common 
manner is now to make ict. Confſection of Hyacinths given in broaths, doth repaire the ſtrength, 
and doth oppugn the malignanc quality. Inche tame broaths Gelly of harts-horn, doch fatiffie 
both Endications. Ifche ſtrength of the Patient be very much decaied z we may make bold with 
Confet#10 Alkermes, provided the Hear of the Feaver be not very violent. Ard finally, wine is the 
molt cordial chuwg inthe world, of che uſe whereot in this diſeaſe, I =_ betdre, creating of the 
Parienus Dicer. The only {mel of wine doth much refreſh che Pacients ftrengch, and much more a 
roaſt dipped in Canary and Rolewarer and ſo held to the Noe. 

And mn chis Cate alſo Confet#io Alkermesand de Hyacintho are wont to be put into alexiphar- 
mical Potions. Or in extream dejection of ftrengch, Potions ncrely cordial may be thus 
made. 

Take Orenge-flower water and Roſeweater of each one o:1nce and an balf. Confet$io Allermes 
one dram. Syrup of Apples one ounce. Fuyce of Lemmens three drams. Make all into a 
potion. If the Feaver be not intenſe Cinnamon water may be given to the quantity of one dram or 
three drams. and ſometimes Amber Grieſe may be added.to the quantity of five Granes.gr Sevan. 
Neither in extream Weaknes of the Patients muſt we ſo much fear thoſe bot cordials, that we 
ſhould refuſe to ſave the patient from preſent death, for fear of augmenting the Heat of the Fearter 
for we muſt alwaies regard that which i moſt preſſing, and vohen the patient bath @ little recovered 
ftrength if the bot cordials bave made ſome increaje of Heat, it may afterward be tempered by potens 
coolers, as Sal Prunella, and Spirit of witriol, mixed .in juleps and ordinary Drink. This 
= Method being obſerved by the dijcreet Phyſutian, in bis admimjtration both of Strengiheners and of 
© bot Antidotes and ſweaters ; wil prove happily Succefiful. 

After theſe chings, muſt follow the Application of Epithems and Liveing Creacures to the Region 
of the Hearc 3; tomentation of the Genicalls with ConteQio Alkermes dillolved in Wine ; ro 
be laied upon the ſtomach, and other borh internal and external Medicaments, largly by me deſi 
an my Chapter of Weaknes or Decay of wa. f 

As for Epichems, there s Caucionto be uſed in their application, Becauſe very many Authors 
do wholly reject the ule of chem 3 becaule they are wont co be, compounded of refrig=racing and 
repellingebings 3 viz. of che waters of cooling herbs and Vinegar, by which che venemous quality 
as bearen back cg che heart, and che cran\piracion thereof, which ought alwaies to be promoced, is 
hindered. Bur this reaſon cannot hinder the ue of.Epichemes, ſeeing we may compound them of 
cordial and diaphoretick waters chat have repelling no or aftcingent quality in them, 1 
Vinegar ( which ſome do yet allow ) adding cordials chereunco ; and by theſe things mangW ro- 

her, Epicherys may be made, not only which ſtrengthen che heart, buc alſo open the pores of 

skin, char chrough chem the malignant vapors may more ealily tranſpire. Of tuch Epithems 
this may be an example. . 
Take waters of ſcabious and Cardums,of each four ounces.Oreng-flower water tro ounces. Con- 
fettio Alkermes two drams. Poroder of Diamargaritum frigidum one dram. Saffron and Cam- 
pbire of each fix grains. Make an Epitheme and applie it warm to the Region of the Heart fre- 
enly. 

Take Confe#io Alkermes balf an ounce, Powder of Triaſantslon and Diamargaritum 
Figidum of each one dram and half ,a little Orengflower water. Makg of al a Liniment to be applied 
t0tbe part after aforeſaid the uſe of the foreſaid Epitheme. | 

Newher muſt we here omic.ſuch Epichemes as are co be applied cothe parts under the ſhort ribbs, 
becauſe of the reaſons of cheir ule propounded in the Cure of putrid Feavers, from whence the 
Macerialls muſt allo be terch. ; ' 

Ar length whenas che malignant and venemous quality is maſtered by che Remedics afoce- 
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faid, and the Fearer abared arid the Difcaf: begii Fro decline, and the 11xn5 of Cottion do munj- 
feſtiy appear z pargarion mult be uled, which bythe experienced Phylirtatrmay be accomodared 
tothe 4trength and conſticurion ofthe Patience. I ſhal here, torthe take of Eeginuers propound 
only one example.

- Aud forthe moſt part one purge 15 not fuſhcenc in the declination of che diſeate when the P atient 
bepins co recover healeh ; bur purgation muſt ofrencemes be repeated twice or three times at conveni- 
ea diſtances, that the evil humors may be perteCtly rooced out. Ocherwite chere wii be danger of 
a Relapſe, or at leaſt the Paticnt wil be long in Recovering priecte healch. Becaule though nature; 
be ftc::ngcnongh co malter the reliques ofthe Mochtfick marrer yer can ſhe not do i buc mn a long time 
andin the mean ſpace che body islong 1n recovering its former ſtrength. 

For che pertect Compleating of this Cure, it remaines onely that we ſpeak ſomething of the 
Correftionof fuckifympromes as happen in this diſeaſe. Now their cure 1s very near the fame 
which bath bin propounded in che {ſecond ſethon ofthis Freante Clap. 2. where we delwered the 
Cure of ſuch {ymptomes as acrend purrid Feavers. Andthe fymproms of this Feaver are the tame 
ina manner with thg'e of purrid Feavers, the difference being only in degrees of mcre or leſs ; and 
cherefore the fanie Remedies wil tute with boch. Howber I thal here fer down ſuch things as have 
bin trequently rriedin che raming of fuch ſymptomes as arrend malignant and Peſtilencial Feavers, 
and which have proved moſt ſuccesful. And wee ſhal withal declare the Cure of ſuch diteates as 
doSu ne upon theſe Fearers. 

And firſt of al, In Paines ofthe Head, Want of fleep, and' Raving, at the beginning Reevellers 
ofal ſorrs muſt be uſed, as opening of the inferiar veins and ot the 'Hzmorrhoids z emolhent Cly= 
fters, friftions ofthe nether parts, Cupping-glafſes, firſt ſer upon the Calves bf che Legs, atter- 

wards upon the Back and ſhoulders, borh dry andwich icarificatzon ; and Veticatories, which ina 
fi ts Helitium oc Dorageariling trom a Cholerick matter, muſt be applied ro the Armes and 
the Bur if with che Raving there be joyned a dulines and fleepynes, a Vehicatory muſt be 
"pp kd alfororthe Neck; and chen Repellers maſt be applied unto the Forchead and Oxyrrhodines; 
of which it isto be noted,rMac they are not ſo good in maliy;na'rr as in meer purrid Feavers;becauſe the 
venemous vapors rmulſt by al meanes be expelled, and at no hand be kept within vhe body. And there- 
fore firſt gentle tepellers nut be applied, and ifthe vehemence of the torelatd ſympromes hal com- 
pel tis ro Ay co che ſtronger, we muft nor uſe them long together.

Give the quantity of ar Haſtifer or bean, oftentimes in a day, 
and let the Patients bold it as long in their Months, as they can poſſibly. Iris a ſign that the Cure

Take Seeds of Gourds and Melones clenſed, and of white Poppy, of each one dram. Liquoris and 
Gum Tragaganth of each one dram and an balf. Beat all to pouder, and with the Mucilage of 
evuince Seeds dravon with Roſe-water, make Pills to be beld in the month. 

And becaule this Inflamation, Dryneſs, and Blackneſs of che Tongue; proceeds from the burn- 
ing that is within. Juleps very Refrigerating are good to cool the ſame ; unto which may be ad- 
ded, Sal prunellz,-and Spiric of Vuriol. Alfo chey may be mingled with che Patients ordinary 
drink. 

The Cure of extremity of Thirſt was ſufficiencly propounded in the aforeſaid place. Burt in a 
malignant Feaver, it will be happily excinguiſhed, with cthefe ewo Medicines-newly commended, 
viz, with Sal Prunellz, and Spiric of Vuriol, caken in Juleps, and in che ordinary drink of che Pa- 
tienc. 

Wanc of Appetice, Scomach-ſickneſs, Vomiting, and Hiccuping, muſt be cured according co 
the Mechod delivered in the atoreſaid Chapter. Yer we ſhall ad one ching touching vomiting 3 chat 
ic doch ſomrimes lo vex thoſe chat have malignant Feavers, that chey preſently vont what ever they 
rake andchough they have Thirſt, with Dryneſs and Blacknels of Tongue; yer can they bear no 
kind of Liquor oc drink : but vomuc all cheir Juleps, Emuliions, Priſans, and their ſmal Beer pre- 
ſencly afcer chey have drunk them. This moſt grievous Symptom.is ſuddenly cured, as ic wereby a 
miracle, with a dram of Salt of Wormwood, given in aſpoontul of freſh Juyce of Lemmons, as I 
have learnt by Fxperience. | 

 ALooſnels is very tf t in this Diſeaſe, and herein the wiſdom of the Phyſitian is very ne- 
ceſlary.

tient aS2in, & find his puls a little ſtronger & not ſo unequ:1 ;then I cauſed him to bleed Fx ounces, 
after which his puls was beter and ſtronger. The Blood wis very corrupt: The day following 
] preſcribed him a Purg of Seana, Rhubarb and ſyrup of Roſes : a:d to the patient was recovered 
from the jaws of death. And afcerwards all the fick that had r:{ings behind cheir ears, firſt I 
Bled ſeverall times a lictle at a time, and the day foll»wirg Purged chem: and fo all 
of them (C ro God be the Honor and Praiſe ) ſo many as were chus ordered happily recover- 
ed; and never any afterwards that had thoſe rilings behind their ears, diced in the whol 

ear 
F Howb it it is to be noted(which we hinted in the prognofis)that the ſmelling doth often appear 
critically and profitably, and thereby the lick are recovered vf their diſeaſes; viz, So oft 
as they appear in the declination of the diſeaſe, and this 15 eatily ſeen by the abatement of the 
ſymptoms which follow upon the rifings;and ſuch are wontto happen in Feavers of lets malignity 
But in the time aforeſ2:d. ſuch was the malipaity of rhe epidemicail Ferver. that the cumors 
behind the Ears would often break forth in the ſtare of the diſeiſe and ſympromarically 
and deadly ; until by che remedies 2foreſait, their 0rftruRtive ficultic was taken away. 

In « carbuncle fupervencing upon a Þn'ning Feaver, if before its apparition, Bluod were 
not ſufficiently taken away. If the patierr cav bear further blood-lertirg cpen that vein 
which is nigh the carbuncle, that che greater atr:aRtion may be made of the veremous marier 
ro the part affeted. Afterward let the Tumor be ſcarrified on every fide round abour and 
that with prety dee" gaſhes and foment ir a while with warm falc water,thar rhe corruption of the 
blood may be hindered, and the flux ctherevf promoced. A while after apply xz grain of a 
0 to the midle of the Paſtle, and upon che whol {wellng, lay this following Cata- 

laſm, 
: Take leaves of Rue, aud Scabious kruiſed of each one handfu'l : three pair of dryed Figs 
bruyfed; ſharp Leven an onnce; P-pper poudercd onedram ; rwo yoikes of Eggs: Mix 
all into a Cataplaſm, which muſt be applied for ewo dayes rogeihec. 
And then lay on this following. 

Take Juices of Comphry the greater, Scabious, Marygold of exch one dram ; old treacle 

four ſcruples; Salt one dram; wo yolks of Eggs: mix them all and apply it to the tu-+ 


mor. 

Alſo at the beginning may be applyed the Cataplaſm de Arnegloſſs deſcribed in the Diſpenſa 
tory of Bawderos. 

But tothe Eſchars after the application of the Cauſtick, apply V»gnenram Bauſilicwm, adding 
therero Treakle, Oyl of ſcorpions, and the yolk of an Egg. 

When the tumor is grown, leſt the malignant matter ſhould flow back again to the ig- 
ternal parts let the compaſs thereof be anointed, with ointment of Bo115,twice or thrice ina day : 
And upon the Eſchara or Cruſt, that it's _ off may be haſtened,l;y Y=gauentum Bofilicwns 
with butter, and Sows greaſe mixed therewith after the cruſt is com away, let the ulcer be clenſs 
ed with this folowing ointment, 

Take juice of Marygolds, wormwood, Scabious, and Smalladg of each one ounce; 
choyce of Mirrh , Florentine Oris, Aloes, Sarcocolla, of each one dram ; Honey of 
—_ two ounces: Make of all an ointment, to be uſed till the ſore be perfeRly cur- 


Chap 2. Of thee Meaſles, and ſmall Pox. 


Tx Feaver which is commonly attended by the Meaſles and ſmall Pox, may juſtly be reckon- 
ed among Malignant and peſtilential Feavers; ſeeing it is Epidemical and contagious, and 
kills very many children, to whom ir commonly happens 

What is the difference between the Meaſles and ſmall Pox, Authors are not yet well agreed. 
Bug cuſtom hath obtained that thoſe ſame larger puſtles or Whelks like unro Warts (from —_ |

they have their name)ſhould be called in latin YVariole,in Engliſh the ſmall Pox;but thoſe lictlePuſ- 
tlet and as 1c were aſpericies of the Skin with a deep redneſs like St. Anchonies fire or the roſe, which 
are diſcufſed within five or ſeven daies wichout ſuppuration, are called in latin 2orbilts and in 
Engliſh Meaſles. There is alſo another kind of puſtles common co Children like unto the 
ſmall Pox in reſpeR of the faſhion and ze ; but herein it differs, in that the ſmall Pox begins with 
redneſs and inflamation ; bur theſe are white and as it were bladderes full of a wheyiſh humor, 
which within three daies break and dry up and are wont to cauſe no danger, and commonly break 
forth wxchourt a Feaver. It is deſcribed byVidus Vidins, in theſe words; Som beſides rhe tWo for+ 
mer ſorts do ad a third which they call the Cryſtalls, For ſo they term certain Bladdrs full of mac- 
ter,which ſhine like Chriſtall, wherewich the Skin is in divers parcs diapered ; rhe common people 
call them Ravag/ione. unto which all men are nor ſo ſubjetas unto the ſmall Pox and meaſles, 
neither are they fo grevioully afflited underchem. wherefore theſe bladders ought not to be re- 
ckonedas a third ſort with the ſma!l Pox and Meaſles 

Touching the {mal Pocks, and Meafles Authors diſpuce much, and eſpecially wherher theſe be 
rew dieaſes, or if they were known utro the ancients, and what is the next and immediate Caule 
of chem. Bur tince I affect al politble brevity un my Lectures, Ihavebin wont to omit alcontrover- 
ſ1es, propounding onely the plain and naked deciſions of them; and accordingly, I ſhal breifly 
unfold what is to be thought ut che toregoing queſtions. 

And mn the firſt place 1 conceivethe imal Pucks and Meaſles tobe no new diſeaſes, ſeeing they riſe 
from a moſt ancienc Caute, viz. the impurices of che maternal bluod ; which when the Arabians 
ubſerved, they accounted it no new diteate. Bur it they had firſt come abroad in their times, they 
would have mencioned their novelcy. And alchough, they were che ficſt thac exactly deſcribed 
chem; and Hippocrstes and Galen with the reſt of the Antients, have {carce mentioned them z we 
muſt tuppole that cherefore the Antients did nur write diftinttly of chem, becauſe they are only 
accidents of a malignanc Feaver and critical eruptions, which do not makea diſtin diſeaie by them- 
lelves. Or becawie in Greece through the m11dnels ofthe Ayr, theſe diſeaſes were ſo lighr, as nor 
co deſerve the Care ofa Phyiitian. Even as in the Weſtern Indies,in regard of the great temperatnes 
of the Ayr, ir 19as wont to be io light, that ic was ſcarce caken notice of before the coming of the 
Spaniards into thoſe parts. Bur a Blackmore which was Lroughc chuher, being caken with Peſti- 
lential ſmal Pocks, the malignant and venemous quality being ſpred by Infection, the dilcaſe began 
ſo ro rangeand rage, that a = part of che Indians were ſlainthereby. For whereas before, thoſe 
unpurices of cheir Mothers blood remaining in chem, were wont eaſily to be diſcutſed, through the 
Clemency of the Ayr;now when a venemous qualicy was added co them,cheycauſed grevious Diſeaſes. 

Now chat the Morhers blood 1 the true Caute of tle Smal Pocks and Meaſles, is hence cheifly 

chered, becauſe among many thouitands of Men, it is hardto find one, who once in his Life hath 

' Not had thele diſeaſes. But a dileate common to al Men, muſt needs depend upon ſome common 
cauie: fuch as are the principles of Generation viz. the ſeed and Siothers blood. 

Bur the ſeed cannot be che caule of the ſmal Pocks and Meatles, becauſe from it come heredicary diſ- 
eaſes, tuch as laſt a Mans Lite time ; ut renaines therfore that chele diſeaſes ſpring from the Mothers 
blood, with which the Child isnouriſhed in the Womb. For therein, be it never ſo pure, ſome 
impurites are found, which communicate their pollution co the parts of the Child ; and that pollu- 
cion of the parcs, . doth detile the Mais ot blood ;, and being provoked by ſome occaſion, doth make 
the ſame coboil, by help whereof, che blood termencs and becomes purified, both it and the parts 
aforeſaid. This the Arabians do manniteſt by a cleer example of Wine, which being powred 
whiles it is new inco a muſty or ocherwiſe il-qualited Veſſel receives that 1] qualicy from the Veſſel 
but when __ to work and purehie, it clenſes bothic {elf andthe Veſſel, Now this work 
doth commonly happen co Children ; howbeit fomtimies co thole that are elder and have attain 
Mans eſtate, becauic it s evermore {er on work by ſome exrernal Cauſe, ſuch as is eſpecially a cer- 
cain ditpoſition ofayr proportionable co this diteaſe whence ic comes to paſs that ſomrimes the 
ſmal Pocks, fomcumes the Meaſles ate rife, becauſe the Ayr is forntimes encliued to the one and ſom- 

rimesca the othec. p : 

Neicher can chote impurices of the Mothers blood, infet her and cauſe inher the ſame diſeaſes, 
alchough Hippocrates laies in his Book de Natura Peri that there are three parrs of the blood, 
one moſt pure, - with which che Child is nouriſhed ; anocher impure , wherewith he 
Mother is nourithed 3; and another, moſt impurer, which is kept in the Veins of the 

| | Womb, che whol cime of Sattons Child, andatcer che Birch is purged away in the Child- 
bed purgations, For ficft, {eeing the Mother hath parts more hard and iolid, they donot 10 {oon 

take imprefion as che cender and totc body of the Child. Apaih chat moft impure part of the blood 

which 15 kept in the Veinsof the womb and of the After-birt, che whol cime of belly-bearing, doth 

infect the blood in the paſlage, which is carryed through choſe parts ro Nouriſh che Child : whence 

_ the Child contracts anevil quality, which 1a ics cume is the Caute of thac ebu}licion in che _ = 
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the Child. Bur chat impureſt part cfthe blood remaining 11 che foreſaid places, doth nor infet 
the body of the Mother. | 

Furchermore, its not tobe wonderedat, that the breaking our of che {mal Pocksand Meaſles, is 
ſomrimes ſo long deferred, as thar fome have them at Mans eſtate. For thoſe umpurites do 
not {ubftanrially remain in the body as many imagine : for they would be corrupted by long ſtay 
andacquirea moſt grevious purretaction. Bur only an evilqualiry i5by chem imprinted upon the 
parrs ot che Child, which un proceſs of time infeQing ſome part of the humors, becomes offenſive 
ro Nature ; which thenrowling her felf, doth drive thote intelted portions of the humors, into 
the Skin. 

And foraſmuch as in the Maſs of blood a twofold excrement is found, the one thick the other 
thin: of the thick,the ſmal Pocks are bred,ot the thin,the Meafles. And althoughthe evil and malig- 
nant quality be oneand the fame, mfectingboth exceements : yet becauſe the Nature of the excre- 
ments is different, the Analogy of the external Cauſe unto them borh 15 Different. whence it comes 
topals chac ſomerimes the {mal Pocks and ſomrimesthe Mealles are Epidemically ſpreadabroad. 

And although che tmal Pocks are wont ro break torth in the whol body, yer-are they wont toappear 
in greareft quantity in the face, feer and hands 3 which is otherwiſe mn che purple ſpots otche 
Purple-Feaver, for-they appear moſt on the breaft and back. The Caule of which difference is 
this, that-ina{much as the taml Pocksariſe from anebullition of the blood, by help whereof an Ex- 
cretion is made of the excrements lurking therem, unto the Skin z and the Liver being the Foun- 
tainand original of blood, whoſe Emunctories are che Face, Hands, and Feer, whence it comes 
that ſuch as have hot Livers, have red and rubicd faces, and feel incenſe heat inthe palmes of their 
hands and Soals of their feet; it tolows that the ſmal Pocks and Meafles muſt come out there more 
chan any whereelſe. Contrcarywile the purple {ports which appear itn malignant Feavers, do ariſe 
principally from the Mifaffection of the Heart, and theriore they break our chiefly in parts near 
the Hearc, and eſpecially abour the Loines z becauſe in them the Vena Cava aſcendens and the Ar- 
teria aorta whichare annexed unto the Hair, have their Courte, 

Allo another difference is to be noted berween the fmal Pocks and Purples;becauſe the ſmal Pocks - 
and Meaſles appearing on the third or fourth day from the beginning of the Feaver, are wont to be 
critical, and tor the moſt part youd of danger : bur the purple fpors, though they appear on the 
ſeventh day are mma Sympromartical, and render the diſeate worfe; whenas a man would 
think ic ould be otherwiſe, fora diſeaſe is more crude on the fourth than the ſeveurh day. But the 
Cauſe of this difference conſiſts herein z that in the ſfmal Pocks and Meaſles the Feaver commonly 
begins ac the higheſt ; ſo chat nor only on the chirdand fourth day, bur alto on the firſt or ſecond 
daies, excretiogs may be in them cricical. But raalignanc Feavers proceed more flowly, and their 
beginning is commonly Extended co che ſeventh day : ſorhat Excretions which then happen cannor 
be critical. Now that the Pox and Meaſles comeſofcon tocheir ſtare and not the malignant Fea- 
vers, is hence ; becauſe the Pux and Meafle-Feaver comes trom the lighteft purrefation, and ra- 
ther from an Ebullicion of the blood than fram any intenſe purrefattion of the matter ; andrherfore 
Nacure by help of Cottion makes it to ceale before the ſeventh day, becauſe ic was a light Feaver 
and role from the ſlighceſt Cauſes. Bur in malignant Feavers, 1ogrear and fordid is che purrefaction 
that it cannot be correted inthe fourteenth nor fomtumes in therwentiech day. And therefore the 
ſpores breakingout before thac time, the diſeaſe 1s exaſperated;becaule Nature was forced to expel 

Fithourt Concottzonand ſymptomarically. 

The expuliion therefore of ima] pox and Meaffes15 cauſed, by an Ebullicion of the blood : which 
Ebullicion according to Avicennas doBrine, irwotold ; the one pertective, the other corruptive. 
The perfetive or depurative is that, m which only the impurer and excrementitious parts of 'the - 
bl are by Nature purged forth, chat the whol maſs may afterward remain pure; andchen che 
{mal-Pocks are innocent, which are cured without any help of Phyfick. Bur the corruprive is, 
wherein not onely theexcrementitious parts of the blood, 'bur the ſincere blood it (elf is putrefied 
whence ariſe dangerous and deadly pox, and according as there is moreor le(s purrefaction, in 
more or fewer partsof the blood, 10 15 che danger more or lefs, This corruptive Ebullicion doth. 
cheifly happen, when choſediſcaſesare epidemical being occaſioned by a malignant Confticurion of 
the Air, by which an ebullition of the humors anda malignant parrefaction is cauſed 3 whence 
any - dangerous ſmal Pocksare cauſed ;which are ſomcimes (accarding to Roaſir) the Forerun- 
ners of the Plapue. 

Pocksand Meaſles are reckoned among acure diſeaſes becauſe ordinarily they are rerminated with- 
inthe ſpace of fourreen dates. Now ſom do witrily obſervea double order of times in chis diſeaſe 
v1Z. the tine of ebullicion and the tame af eruption: che rune of ebullicion is commonly cerminated 
in four daies ; ſo tharrhe firſt day is counted the beginning, the ſecond the Augment, the third the 
ſtace, and thefourth thedeclination : for chen the Feaver and other {ympromes are wont to remit. 

Bug the beginning of che Eruption of the Pox isthe fourth day i tet, the Augment reaches co 
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the ſeventh, the ſtate until the elevench, the declination unto the fourteenth, at which time the Pucks 
are dried. Howbex oftentimes they are nor dry until the twentieth day. 

Differences of ſmall Pocks and Meaſles, are taken either from che ſubſtance, in regard of which 
ſome are more or lels Flegmatick,Bloody,Chollerick, or Melanchollick:or fromthe Quaneicy,in which 
regard chey are more or lels in number ; greater orleſs ; profound or Superticial ; or frum the Qua= 
licy, in which reſpe&t ſome arered, others white, yellowiſh, Violec colored, Livid, black, accor- 
ding ro the diverlity of Humors of which they are compounded ; or from che time, in reſpect where- 
of tome come quickly our, others ſlowly ; fome are ſoon, others late ripe, or diffolved : or from the 
place, in which reſpe&, ſome occupy only the Skin. others do feaz upon the incernal Parts alſo 
2s the Throac, Lungs, Guts, Liver, Spleen, and other bowels. ? 

The Diagnolis reſpe&seicher the Diteaſe preſent or ar hand. The ſmal Pocks and Meaſles, when 
they are preſenc, are ſubject cothe outward Seuces, and need therefore no ocher ſigns. But thele 
ſigns following declare them co be at hand. 

Pain in the Head with Puliation an the Forehead, and Temples ; great Sleepineſs : Terrors 
in Sleep; ſometimes Ravings, Iremblings,and Convulfions : Sneezings; frequent Yawning 3 Hoarſ- 
neſs, Cough, Di!hculry in breathing. Hear, Rednels, and Sence of pricking over the whol body. 
Pain ofthe back, which comes lometumes alone, or appearing with few other Symptoms in a Synor- 

 chus Feaver, it ſhews the {mal Pocks will come our. For ſeeing through the back are carried the great 
Veinand Artery, in which the malignant blood boiling, does {end forth ſharp vapors to the Nerves, 
and neighboring Membranes ; iu muſt needs be, that pains ſhould be felr eſpecially in choſe parts. 
Great Anxiety and unquiernels. Tears flowing of themſelves. Shining betore the Eyes, and their 
Itching, a i(welling ofthe Face with ſome Redneis. A vehemency of the Symptoms ac firſt, ſo that 
the Diicale ſcems of a ſudden to have atrained its vigor. 

All which ace cauſed, eather by many and thick vapors ſent up by the boiling of the blood, into the 

- Head, Diaphragm, and other partszoc trom the Nature of the Pocks themſelves,now beginn Ing tO M- 
vade,the partsygor by a Fluxion cauſed by heat, which diffolves the Humors in the Brain. 

It's ofgreat Moment to forelee the imal Pox ; bur much more co foretel cheir event, which the 
following Prognoſtick Signs wil declare. 

And in the firſt place thoſe {mal Fox are worit to be void of dapger, which come out ſoon and ea- 
fily, anddoquickly ripen. 

Inwhich the Feaver4s moderate, without great Sympromes, which ceaſes after they ave come 
out or is very much abated. In which the voyce is free and breathing eaſe. 

Smal Pox, whichar firft are red, and whace, ſofr, diftinCt, few, round, pointed, coming only 
m the Skin and nog uwatdly, are wont to be fafe. 

All the Signs aforetaid do ſignifie the paucity of the Morbifick Matter, it's Obſequioutneſs, Benig- 
nity, and the ftrengrh of Nature, _— expelling. 

Contrary wiſe dangerous and deadly Pox are known, by a great Feaver, which leſſens not after 

they are broak forth; tor it ſ1gnifies the malignant and venemous humors are not lufhcienly expelled 
unto the Skin, bur that the greateſt pare of thera remains yer in.the Veins. Great anxiety and un- 
ietnels ; which comes fram the ſame humors boiling in the Veins. Dithculcy of breathing, which 
gnifieseicher puſtles or Impoſtumes inthe z ora Squinſie, or great decay of ſtrength. Great 
chirft which declares the inward burning 3 and if with the thirſt, ſhortnels of breath be encreaſed, 
: Death isat hand. A Looſneſs or bloody Flux, which ſhews the malignant humors have their 
, recourſe :nward, which isa courſe quite contrary to that of Nature and therefore deadly, to that 
6 tew of thoſe which after the Pox coming our, are taken with ſuch a Looinels doelcape. 

A Bloodie Urine 15a moſt deadly ſign ; and likewite it by ſtool pure and ſincere blood be voided. 
Somrunesalſoby che Noſtrils, Gums, and other parts of the body blood is voided, which are com= 
monly deadly Signs. For they figmifie the extream Acrimony and malignity of the blood : which 
doth vehemently provoke Nature, and compells her to a prepoſteraus excretion thereof. 

Allo Pox long a coming gut are very bad,which ſignifie the contumacy of che matrer,or the weak- 
nes of Nature,Many, Great, Double and united Pox, do ſhew an overabundant quantity of Mar- 
bitick macter,anJare bad. Soare hard ones, ſhewing the thickne(s and incoctibiluty of che taid mat- 
ter. Alio flatt ones which ſhew the weaknels of the expuliive faculcy,and they are worle,if they have 
a black ſpot in che middles of them, which argues excraordinary maligntty. And preen, blewith and 
black which ſpring from that ſore of choller called Bzlzs porraca,or Atra Leceke-green or black Chol- 
ler ace a bad lign. | 

They are _ of al which when they are come forth do preſently vaniſh, and the rumor of the 
parts falls : tur chey-ſignifie the retirement of the Humor inwards;and none of thole efcape who have 
the Fox on this miner going inagain, bur chey die commonly within cwenty four houtes. 

They areallodangerous, when iporrs like choſe of che purple or {ported Feaver, are mingled a- 
mongthe pox z clpecially ifthoſe 1pots be livid or black. For they ſigniie nor only hat Por

lighe putrefaQtion, which is wont to happen in the ſmall Pox by means of the ebullition 
of blood : bur alſo that intenſe and profound Malignity is peccant ; from whieh much greaver 
danger is threatened to the Patient. 

Dung or Urines in this Diſeaſe livid or black, do portend great danger : for they fignifie that 
Melancholly abounds in the Veins, and infeQs the whol Maſs of Blood. ' 

The cure of the (mall Pox & Meaſles is performed in the ſatisfaRion of four Indications. where- 
of the firſt conſiſts in theEvacuation of the peccant humors. The ſecond in aſſiſting the motion of 
nature,or helping to expell the Pox. The third in the oppoſition of che malignant and venemous 
quality. The fourth in corceRtion of ſymptoms. All which that they may be conveniently 
effeted, firſt a convenient diet muſt be appointed, which mult be the ſame which was... 
ordered in the cure of putrid Feavers : howbeic ſome things muſt be particularly no- * 
red. 

Firſt that the patients be kept in a warm room, to the end their pores may be kept open, 
&che breaking out of the ſmal Pox may there be furthered. therefore they muſt be kept ina Cham- 
ber well ſhut, which the cold air muſt in no wiſe enter into. For many Children that had þbe- 
nigne Pax, have been killed by letting in the cold ayr upon them, viz. the morbifick matrer be- 
ing thereby driven back into the inward parts. And for the ſame cauſe they muſt be mode- 
rately covered with Cloathes ; but ſo that the heat ef che air or the weight of the Cloathes may 
not augment the heat of the Feaver, The foreſaid coverings are wont commonly to be made of red 
cloaths, b:cauſe they are thought by ſom Analogy to move the boiling blood to the externall 
parts. Many are alſo wont to keep an Ewe or Wether in the chamber or on the bed ; becauſe thoſe 
Creatures are eaſily infeRed and draw the venom to themſelves, by which meanes ſom Eaſe may 
happen co the ſick perſons. 

A decoQion of Barly, or ofthe roots of Sorrel, or of Harts horn is profitably uſed for 
drink, in the beginning of the diſeaſe eſpecially, and when the Feaver is vehement. Bur if 
the Feaver be not,very violent, a decoRtion of Barly and Figs. wil be very profitable, viz. 
EffeQually driving the Humors to the Skin; and Foreſts and Amatns did continually uſe the 
ſame with good ſuccels. 

Furthermore, Whereas inthe whol Courſe of the Diſeaſe, Sleep ought to be moderate, yetin 
the Augment when the Pocks break forth, long Sleep is burtful, and ic is better co watch more 
than ordinary. 

That therefore the aforeſaid Jadications may be fulfilled,the Cure muſt be Begun by Blood-let- 
ting ( if Blood in any ſort is redundant, and the Age of the Patient is like to bear it) and a Vein 
mult be opened as ſoon as may be. But if the Phylitian ſhall not be called the firſt day, yet he 
ſhal do well to take blood before the breaking forth of the Pocks, or while but few are come oar ; 
which time is wont commonly to laſt until the fourth day, from the firſt onſer of the Feaver.. In 
which Caſe notwithſtanding, diligent heed is to be taken. For if upon the breaking forth of 
the Pocks, the Feaver and its Symptoms be abated it is better to leave the buſineſs ro Nature wor- 
king well, which will ſufficiently expel the whol Morbifick Matter to the Skin. Alſo Blood-let- 
ingis not in this caſe neceſſary, fince experience ſhews, that an infinite company of children 
haveing gentle Pox, and not Plethorick are happily cured withont bleeding. Nay rather in 
the former caſe ſomtimes blood-letting may do hurt, becauſe the expulſion of the ſmal Pox is cauſ- 
ed by anebullition of blood : which ebullition if it be ſmall, it will by blood-lettingbe leſſened 
very much, and ſoit will becom inſufficient perfely to purge the mais of Blood from it's im< 
Purities. Contrarywiſe, if upon the Eruption of the Pox, the Feaver becomes more ſtrong, 
there be anxiety, difficult breathing, anurin thick and red, and other ſymptoms ſeem greater 
it's a ſign that naure is oppreſt, with the. over great burthen of humors, and that ſhe cannoc 
governthem conveniently ; and that therefore Phlebotomy is neceſſary,that a parc of the burthen 
deing taken away, nature may be the better able to expel the reſt. In one word, when there is 
an Ebullition perfeRtive meerly and depuratiue,blood is not to be taken away, but in a corruptive 
blood-lerting is extreamly neceſſary yea eyen in that which hath leſs malignity in it, whoſe de- 
grees have been ſpecefied before, And ſoneceſſary is blood-letting in dangerous Pox, ip which 
the corruptive Ebullition is wont to happen, that the tender age ef infants muſt not hinderis. For 
iris grown into a cuſtom to let children blood when they are four years old and ſomrimes when 
they are three. The phyſicians of Pars in their tender age and while they ſuck do let 
children blood. Which yet the tender age of infants doth hardly admic, with thac hghe 
nouriſhment of -milk , and the plentifull eflux of their humors by tranſpiration ; neither canthis 
un _—_ of letting ſuch yoog ones blood be juſtified by any countenance from the wiſe Authors

very urgent, blood muſt be again ler and che Pariencs ordered, asthele who have a putrid Feaver. 

Itblood-lettivg-be tufpected becauſe of the cendernesof the Childrens Age, or becauſe che ficting 
ſeaton isnow palt z the tupertiuous blood may be diminithed by Cupping-Glafles with Scarifica- 
ten, appledtrothe back, thoulders, and thighs, which may alowelbeuicd in the ftare of the dil- 
eatc, feeing the Motion of Nacuce from che Centrero the Circumference, is by them promoted. 
Bur caxe muſt be caken that in young Children the Scaritications be not too deep : for it happens 
fomrimes that an unadvited Surgeon cutis{odeep, astocutaſunderſome Veinsand let out the fer- 
vent and boiling blood, fo that there 1s great troubleroftop the ſame. 

Puzgation is fulpected.in this diſeaſe 3 for ic makes a motion contrary to that of Nature viz. from 
the Cicumference tothe Centre z and ro whomſoever, having Pocks, a looſnels happens, the Pocks 
conmegly {irik in, and thePartie dies, as I faidin che Progaoſtick. Yer obſerve, that manly tunes 
purgarion is rogood purpole practiſed before the pocks come out, and betore the Feaver growes 
vehement, viz. Whenthke Children are ia the Neutral late of Decidence. For then if il humors 
abound, .chey ;are profitably diminiſhed by | purging, that Nature may afterward, more 
Checrtully {er upon the Expullion .of the Remainder. But when the 'Pox bogins to ap- 
pear, Purjgivg wil be pernicious: And likewiſe, .if chere be great malignity .abroad, asin an 
epidemical Conſtitution, when very alany Children dy of chat diſcale ; it wberter wholly coabRain 
from Purging 3 becauſe in diſeaſes which ace very maliguant and Peſtilential,Purgation in the begin= 
ning of che Diſeaſe, is very hurtful. Now the Purgaraves muſt be compounded of gentle Sumples 
viz. Rhubarb, Calla, Manza, Tamarinds, aud Syryp of Roles. 

In the Courle of the diſeaſe, ifche belly be hard and bound it may gently be removed, . but not 
provoked ; and that ;& \agpairomgret honey alonewithour ſalt; or witha Chiſter of Braath or 
milk,ora decoftionet French barley, Raiſons and Liquoris with ſugar and yolkes of ,Egyps. 

Atterblood-lerring and other evacuations ( if nece{lary)the expuliton of the pox mult be helped 
forward, not culy with ſpecifick medicines driving the humorstothe Skin, but allo with diapho- 
xericks and Alexipharmicks; eſpecially if che Pox be Epidemucal and being very malignanc, do threa- 


cen danger. 

Thereiza Kar © Medicine commended by Bhaſu,Awvicenna and al the Azabian Phyſyians ro drive 
out the Pox ; which alſo the greateſt part ofour later Phyſicians ule,according to the deſcription of

For fomcimes chey break ferth ſo violenely,thac they have need to be reſtrained 
for a while. For che great ebullicion and immoderate Fervor of blood, if they be nor t 

are wont codeſtroy the Patients; and therfore, 1t 1s good in ſucha Cale to uſe bridlers and coolers, 
Fer example, a Julep many be chus compoſed.

eainſt which, l thus ſet my ſelf to work;Firſt becauſe this matter was too thin,[ endeavored to thicken 

the ſame, and not only ſo, but to abate the evil quality of the Liver andinternal parts, that no more 
ſuch thin ſubtile Humor might be bred. This I did with refrigerating Medicaments, as Syrup of

Theſe things might ſuffice for a direct Cure of the {mal Pox. But becauſe they may bring great 
dammage to divers parts,both internal andexternal, weuuſt endayour the Prevention and Eure 
thercok. 

The internal parts may eſpecially be preſerved wich a decodtion of Lentils, of Gum Lac and 
Traganth, deſcribed betore. For Gum Lack detends the Luver and Spleen, Lenclsche Guers, and 
Traganchthe brealt. 

But che Lungs are peculiarly preſerved by Conſerve of Roſes and Violets, and Syrup of Violecs 
Jujubees, Myrcils, Dryed Rotes, Poppies and allo thele following LOHO CHS. Se inmy 
Dupenlatory (at the begining of the Lohochs) what a Lohock a; and why ſocalled. 

lake Conſerve of Roſes one ounce and balf, juyce of Lentiles thrice boiled fix drams. poppie 
ſeeds an balf dram.

Bur a Collyrium of juyce of knot- 
grats, and ſhepherds pouch, Sunach ſeeds and camphire formerly prayied, wil work more effectu- 
ally;lerthe ceur beoften moiſtened therein, and pur up incothe Noftrills. 1t notwithſtanding, the 
Pox do grow within the Nole, chey = become hard Scabs, which are often to be nointed warh 
Oyl of tweeralmonds,chat they may the ſooner fal off. And tinally ifan Ulcer happen in che Nole, 
1 muſt bedrefſed witha linimenc ofthe Oyl of Eg-yolkes and juyce of Plantane, ſtirred cogether 
ins leaden Morcar, T

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To preſerve the Face, ſome waſh it with Roſe-watet and other Aſtringencs. Which I cannot ap- 
prove of: fora great part of the impurities flows unto the Face. For the Skin tthereof Jong looſe and 


tofc, 18 very, fic corecerve Exeremencs. Wherefore if thole impurities which Nacure ſends hither, be , 


repelled, being recained within they may cauſe great hurt ; and therefore che motion of Nature 1s 
no waies to be hindred. Bur this oughr to be the Phyſitians care, to hinder that the Pocks which 
break ouc inthe Face, do not leave behind chem pits and Scarrs, which doth often deform the 
Councenance. And this he ſhall in good meaſure perform, if when the Pocks are ripe, and are high 
and white in the nuddle (which 1s wont to fall out upon the ninth day of the Diteaſe) he cauſe them 
ro be nointed wich a Fether twice a day with Qyl of fweer Almonds, drawn without fire, until che 
Cruſts fall off, For by this Medicine the Acrimony of Choller is tempered,che ripening of the Pocks 
is haſtened, and the falling off of the Crufts furthered ; which otherwiſe ſticking faſt, doth exulce- 
race the Skin more deeply, by reaſon ofthe Quicror which lies under them. Oyl of Nuts new drawn 
wichour fire, mixed well witha like quantity of Roſe-wacter,till they come co the form of a Linimenc, 
1s excellent for che {lame purpoie.

If by negle&ting the Remedies aforeſaid, or through the exrream maligntty of the Humor, there 
remaia Pics and Pock-holes, all diligence muſt be uted co repair the tame. Which notwithſtan- 
ding is extrearn hard codo periectly ; alchough many have taken great pains thereabour rogratifie 
Virgins, and other Women, who are exceeding careful to preſerve their Beauties. Among finite 
Medicines recorded by Authors co this intent, I ſhall propound che choiſeſt. 

Andi the rſt placs, Oyl of Eg-yo!ks does nouriſh and engender Skin, and therefore is very con= 
venient co fill che Pock-holes. 

Werhers Suer freſh and new, melted and done out with a Fether, is effetual to the ſame 

urpole. 
: Bur che filchyneſs of Pock-holes is much amended, if chey be waſhed firſt with Y arrow-Water, or 
Cows-dung-water, diſtilled in *May, and then anointed wich Mans-Greaſe. 

Foreſtus does much magnifie this tollowing Oyncmenc. 

Take Oyls of ſweet Almonds and white Lillies,of each one ounce : Fat of a Capon three drams : 
Pouder of Peony Roots, of Orice and Lytharge of Gold, of each ten grains : Sugar-Candy one 

ſcruple. Mingle al well in a warm Mortar,ſtrain them through a Cloth, and noint the Pockrhboles 
therevoith morning and night. And afterwards let them be well waſh:d wit; ater diſtilled out 
of Calwve;-feet : and whenthat 15 not at hand, uſe the Waterof Yarrow in ſtead thereof. 

Neither muſt I omit thac which many PraGtitioners do teach, viz. That when the Pocks beripe, 
they muſt be bored chrough with a golden or a filver Needle, leaſt the Quitcor carrying long in them, 
ſhould leave holes in che part. Which Practice, is notwichſtanding, now ina manner grown out of 
ule, fince Experience has caughc, that che Pocks being bored are longer in healing and doth | 
hold their Crufts, becauie of the Weakneſs of Natural Heat, cauſed in the Part by boring, nk 
moredeftormed Scars are left behind. And therefore it is better to abſtain from this boring, and ro 
commut the evacuation of che Quittor co Nature alone. * 

To conclude chis Cure, I ſhall ſubjzoyn how thoſe diſpoſitions of Itching and Exulceration which
